This being the place and time, named in the constitution, tor 
the meeting of the annual Convention of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, in the Diocese of New-Jersey, the Right Rev. Dr. 
Croes, and several clergymen and lay deputies assembled in St. 
Paul's Church, at 11 o'clock, A. M. Morning service was read 
by the Rev. WilHam L. Johnson, and a sermon preached by the 
Rev. Charles H. Wharton. D. D. 

The religious exercises being concluded, the Bishop took the 
chair, and appointed the Rev. Mr. Chapman and Peter Kean 
Esq. a committee to examine the testimonials of their appoint- 
ment, which the lay deputies might present, and report the num- 
ber of churches represented. 

The committee, on examination, made report, that fifteen 
churches were duly represented.

The number of Churches represented, being sufficient to con- 
stitute a Convention, the members were called to order hj the 
President, and proceeded to business. 

On motion, the Convention went into the election of a Secre- 
tary, when the Rev. John Croes, Junr. was unanimously cho- 
sen. 

The Rev. Mr. Holmes made application, for the admission 
into union, with this Convention, of two churches recently or- 
Minized: the one at Morristown, denominated St. Peter's 
Clhurch; and the other at Orange, termed St Mark's Church. 
On motion, the application was referred to a Committee, consist- 
ing of the Rev. Dr. Wharton, the Rev. Mr. Wilmer, and Robert 
Boggs and Peter Keen Esqs. to examine and report thereon. 

Uwas moved, and resolved, that the Rev. Edmund D. Bar- 
ry D. D. of the Diocese of New- York ; but officiating as the 
minister of St. Matthew's Church, Jersey-city, be invited to at- 
tend the sittings of this Convention. 

On motion, the Rev. Clarkson Dunn was appointed an as- 
sistant Secretary. 

It was moved and carried, that the rules of order, adopted for 
the government of the Convention of 1826, be read, and adopted 
for the government of this Convention. 

The Rt Rev. Bishop Croes then read the address, required 
by a canon of the General Convention. 



ADDRESS. 

It is a cause for thankfulness to the Great Head of tbii 
Church, that we are permitted, my brethren of the clergy, and of 
the Laity, to convene again for the purpose of being informed of 
its state, in this diocese ; and of adopting such further means as 
will best conduce to the continuance of its peace, unity, and 
prosperity* It oug^t also to excite our gratitude to the same 
€hreat Being, that although in this respectable town, in which 
we have assembled, an organized church of our communion 
did not exist three years since ; yet through the Divine blessing 
one is now formed, which bids fair to become distinguished and 
highly respectable, and that the handsome and convenient tem- 
ple in which we have this day worshipped, has, contrary to rea- 
sonable expectation, sprung so rapidly into existence. 

In detailing to you the state of the Church in the Diocese, 
the particular churches which I have * visited, and the other ob- 
jects, required by the 45th canon of the General Convention ; 
I begin with stating, that in the month of June, succeeding the 
last Convention, I visited St MichaePs Church at Trenton, 
and, on the 2d Sunday after Trinity, officiated, both morning 
and afternoon. 

On Tuesday the 27th of the same month, I attended in New 
York in my capacity, as a member, the annual meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the Greneral Theological Seminary of our 
Church. I also was present at the examination of the Students ; 
and, on Friday of the same week, I attended the commence- 
ment of the senior class, on which occasion, I delivered, at the 
request of the faculty, die address, which custom had author- 
ized. 
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The Seminary continues to prosper, the number of students 
increases, and their proficiency in theological knowledge does 
credit to themselves, and to their able instructors. 

In'the month of July, I visited the Episcopalians at Orange, 
and, on Sunday the 16th, I officiated, morning and afternoon, 
and also administered the communion. In the same month, I 
visited St. Thomas's Church at Alexandria, and, on the 9th 
Sunday afler Trinity, I officiated in that Church. 

In August, I visited St. Peter's Church at Morristown ; and 
on the 12th Sunday afler Trinity officiated twice, and adminis- 
tered the communion. 

I also visited Christ-Church, Johnsonburgh ; St. James's 
Church, Knowlton; and the Episcopalians at Belvidere in 
Warren County : and officiated in each. I was accompanied by 
the Rev. Mr. Dunn and the Rev. Mr. Holmes, on these vi- 
sits* 

In the same month, I visited Christ-Church, at Newton, and 
on Sunday the 20th I preached twice, administered confirmation 
to four persons, and baptized an infant On the next day, I 
again visited St. Peter's Church at Morristown, and officiated. 

In September. I visited St. Peter's Church, at Perth Amboy, 
and, on the 15th Sunda)K afler Trinity, officiated both morning 
and aflernoon. The succeeding Sunday, I visited St. Matthew's 
Church, city of Jersey, and preached twice. 

In the same month, I visited the congregation of St. Paul's 
Church, at Paterson, and, on Wednesday the 13th, I consecra- 
ted to the service of Almighty God, this neat and tasty edifice, 
under the denomination of St. Paul's Church. The morning 
prayer was read by the Rev. Mr. Dunn, the lessons, by the 
Rev. Mr. Ward, and the sermon was preached by myself. 

At the same time,. I instituted the Rev. John Croes, Junr. 
into the Rectorship of the above Church. The other clergy- 
men, who attended on these interesting and solemn occasions, 
were the Rev. James Chapman, the Rev. William L. Johnson, 
the Rev. Eli Wheeler, the Rev. Matthew Matthews, the Bev. 
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Benjamin Holmes, and the Rev. Smith Pyne, ot* thia Diocese ; 
the Ber. Lewis P. Bayard of the Diocese of New-To^, and 
the Rev. Mr. Gilpin of the Church of England, oflkiating in 
the Diocese of Nova-Scotia. 

On the following day, (Thursday the 14th of September, 1826) 
I held an Ordination, in the above named church, when I ad- 
mitted to the holy order of Priests, the Rev. Benjamin Holmes, 
a Missionary in the Diocese. Morning prayers were read by 
the Rev. Mr. Ward, the sermon preached by the Rev. Mr. Chap* 
man, and the Candidate presented by the Rev. J. Croes Junr. 
The Rev. Messrs. Dunn, Johnson, and Matthews, were also 
present, and asabted. 

On the succeeding Sunday, I again officiated at this church, 
both morning and evening. 

In the same month I visited, St. Peter'd Church Freehold, 
and, on Saturday the 23rd. officiated in that church. On the 
succeeding day, (the 18th Sunday after Trinity) I again officia- 
ted there, both morning and afternoon. I was also on my way 
to fulfil an appointment which I had made to visit the churches 
at Shrewsbury and Middletown, but was arrested by a storm. 

In October, I visited St. James's Church at Piscataway, and 
officiated. In the same month, I visited Trinity-Church at 
Newark, and, on the 21st Sunday afler Trinity, officiated twice. 
I also visited in that month, Christ-Chapel, at Belleville, preach- 
ed and catechised the children, on the 22d Sunday afler Trini^ ; 
and on the 23d, I visited St. John's Church, at Elizabeth-Town, 
preached twice, and administered confirmation to ten persons. 

In the month of November, I attended the triennial meeting 
of the General Convention of our Church, in Philadelphia. It 
is a source of great satisfaction, that this supreme council of 
our Church, so important in its organization, in the United 
States; and, under the Divine blessing, so conducive to its 
unity, harmony and extension ; has become an object of great 
and increasing interest, in the several Dioceses, whose repre- 
sentatives compose it. The number of its members is gradual- 
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\y but constantly augmenting at every successive session, by 
the admission of newly created Dioceses into the union, and 
the presence of their representatives ; also by an increased 
punctuality in the attendance of the members generally. The 
Church in the state of Mississippi, recently organized into a 
Diocese, was admitted into union with the Church in the Unitod 
States, at that session, and its deputies received into the Con^ 
vention. Fifteen Dioceses were represented, nine Bishops, 
forty-four clerical, and thirty-one lay deputies were present ; 
besides, sixty-seven other clergymen of our commimion, from 
several Dioceses attended, and were admitted to sit in the house 
during the hours of business. 

From the reports, which were presented, by the several Di- 
oceses, the state of the Church appears to have improved con- 
siderably (since the previous meeting of the General Conven- 
tion) both as its respects numbers, zeal, and piety. The Ge- 
neric Theological Seminary, instituted by the authority of the 
Church, was reported to be in a flourishing state, and the spa- 
cious and durable edifice erecting for the accommodation of the 
Professors and Students, nearly completed. 

During the sitting of the Convention, I visited, on the 25th 
Sunday after Trinity, St. Mary's Church at Colestown, and offici- 
ated* 1 also baptized three children belonging to the congregation. 

In the month of April, lb27, 1 visited St Peter's Church, at 
Spotswood, and on the 1st Sunday afler £aster, performed Di- 
vine service, and preached both morning and afternoon. 

On Tuesday, the 1st of May succeeding, I again visited St 
John's Church at Elizabeth Town ; and on Wednesday the 2d. 
I held an ordination in that Church, and admitted to the holy 
Order of Priests, the Rev. Smith Pyne, Rector-elect of said 
Church. The morning prayer was read by the Rev. Benjamin 
Holmes, the sermon was preached by the Rev. John Croes 
Junr. and the Candidate presented by the Rev. William L« 
Johnson. On the following day I instituted the Rev. Smith 
Pyne into the Rectorship of the Church aforesaid. Mr. Holmes 
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again conducted the morning service, and I preached die ser« 
mon on the occasion. 

In the same month, I visited St. Andrew's Church, at Mount* 
HMjy and on Thursday the 10th, intended to preach there 
agreeably to appointment, but was prevented by a storm. 

I visited on Sunday, the 13th of May, Trinity-Church, at 
Swedesborough, and officiated, both morning and evening. On 
the afternoon of the same day, I visited St. Peter's, Berkeley 
and also officiated. On Monday the 14th. I again preached at 
Swedesborough. 

On Tuesday the IdCh of May, I visited (accompanied by the 
Rev. Mr. Wilmer of Swedesborough) the Churches of Glass- 
borough, and Mullica Hill, and officiated at both. 

On Thursday of the same week, I attended as a member, at 
St* James's Church, Philadelphia, the annual meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States. 

On the Sunday following. May the 20th. I visited, and officiated 
at St George's Church Pennsneck, and St John's Church, Sa- 
lem; I also heard their Rector the Rev. Mr. Cruse examine the 
children of St. John's, in the catechism. The Catechumens of 
Trinity, Swedesborough, and St Thomas's, Glassborough, were 
also examined, at their respective Churches, when I visited 
them. 

I closed my visits for the year, commencing with the termin- 
ation of the last Convention, by again visiting the Church in 
which we have now assembled, on Sunday last, and officiating 
both morning and afternoon. 

The number of persons confirmed in the Diocese since the 
last sitting of the Convention is only fourteen. 

The Rev. Smith Pyne lately a Deacon in the Diocese of 

New-Tork, has, by a letter dimissory from the Rt. Rev. Dr. 

Hobart, been ^transferred to this Diocese; and is now, as has 

been before mentioned, the instituted Rector of St. John's 

Church, at Elizabeth-Town. 
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The Rev. William Biyant, late a Deacon in the Diocese of 
PennsylvaDia, has, by a letter dimissory from the Rt Rev. Dr« 
White, been transferred to this Diocese, and has since, at my 
request, been ordained a Priest, by the same Rt. Rev. Bishop, 
and is now officiating at St Mary's church, Colestown, St. 
John's, Chew's landing, and at St. Peter's, Berkeley. 

Two persons only have been ordained, since the last Conven* 
tion ; both to the order of Priests. 

Two institutions into Rectorships have taken place. 

The state of the Diocese continues, under the Divine bless* 
ing, to improve, and the number of ministers has increased to 
eighteen. Twenty seven congregations have enjoyed stated 
Divine service, and the ministry of the word, during the greater 
part of the year just passed, and the rest occasionaL The 8ev> 
eral funds established for the advancement of the Church in the 
Diocese, have increased, since last we assembled. The Epis- 
copal fund, which had made but little progress for some time 
past, has lately received from a benevolent Friend to the Dio- 
cese a veiy Uberal donation of $500. 

The Sunday schools, attached to most of the churches in the 
Diocese, have hitherto preserved their existence ; but for the 
want of some bond of union, by which uniformity both in the 
matter and manner of instruction, and an easy and less expen- 
sive access to suitable books, might be introduced, they have 
not been as beneficial as they might have been. It is 
therefore, with great pleasure, I mention, that these inconveni- 
ences have at length been removed, by the formation of ^^The 
General Protestant Episcopal Sunday School Union," which 
took place at Philadelphia, during the sitting of the late Greneral 
Convention of our Church, and is composed of members of that 
Body, and other Epbcopalians. It is hoped that eveiy Sunday 
School of our communion which already exists, or shall hereaf- 
ter be constituted in the Diocese, will attach its^to that Gen- 
eral Union, and partake of the benefits which such union must 
necessarily produce both to the Church at large and each sdiool 
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in partkuiar. Perhaps it might further the beneficial design, 
should the schools in the Diocese be constituted into a Society, 
auxiliary to the General one, and 'communicate with that body 
in this manner. I close my address with invoking the Great 
Head of the Church to add his blessings to our endeavours to 
promote the peace, ^unity, and prosperity, of that branch of it, 
which is under our care. JOHN CROES.

On motion, therefore, the above named churches were admit* 
ted into union with this Convention. 

Dayton I. Canfietd and John R. Brown, Esqrs. deputies from 
St Peter's, Morristown, and Messrs. Samuel and John Wil- 
liams, deputies from St, Mark's, Orange, accordingly presented 
their certificates of appointment, and took their seats. 

On motion, Resolved, that a Committee be appointed to ex- 
amine the accounts of the Treasurer, and make report thereon. 

The Rev. Mr. Dunn, and Joseph Y. Clark Esq. were ap- 
pmnted to this office. 

Messrs. Nicholas Haight and Aaron Lyon deputies from St 
Matttiew's church, Jersey-City, asked and obtained leave of 
absence, for the remainder of the session. 

On motion, the Convention adjourned, to resume its sittings 
at half-past 4 o'clock, P. M.

The parochial reports, presented by the Bishop, were now 
read, and are in substance as follow ;

The report of Christ'Church, JVeto Bnmgwieky the HU Ret. 
John Croes, D. D, Rector ; states, that there are familieii in 
that churchy ahout 58 — individuals about 225— communicants 
(4 added, 4 removed) 45 — ^baptisms, (4 administered abroad,) 
18 — marriages, 4 — funerals (2 not belonging to the congregap 
tion) 7-<-catechumens, 30 — Simday-school scholars, about 50. 

That the Association of Ladies of the congregation for 
missionary purposes, have this year contributed to the Domes- 
tic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in the United States, fifty doUars to constitute their 
Rector, the Bishop of the Diocese, a Patron of that Institution. 

That the Sunday-school of the church maintains its standing, 
and has become associated with the General Protestant Episco- 
pal Sunday School Union. 

Of Si, PauPa churchy Pateraany the Rev. John CrotSy Rec- 
tor, states, that there are families, in that Chorch, about 60^ — 
communicants, 16 — ^baptisms, 17 — marriages, 4 — Sunday- 
school scholars, regular attendants, about 45. 

That, in August last, a number of the ladies of the congre- 
gationi formed themselves into a Society which has for its ul- 
timate object, aiding the missionary fund of the Diocese ; but 
the result of whose labours are to be appropriated to the use 
of this Church, until it shall be completed. Since the formation 
of the Society, sixty-two dollars have been furnished by them 
for the benefit of the church, arising from their subscriptions, 
the sale of their productions, and occasional contributions from 
others. 

It further states, that the general concerns of the congrega- 
tion are more encouraging than they were some time since. 
The Church, however, is still encumbered with debt. 

Of ChrisUChapel, BeUtvUU, the Rev. Matthew MatAemSj 
Minister ; families, and contributors, about 30— -communicants^

On motion of the Right Rev. Bishop Hobart, Resoked^ << That 
the House of Bbhops propose the following Preambles and 
Resolutions, to the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies: 

The House of Bishops, deeply solicitous to preserve unim- 
paired the Liturgy of the Church, and yet desirous to remove 
the reasons aUeged, ftom the supposed length of the service, for 
the omission of some of its parts, and particularly for the omis- 
sion of that part of the Communion office, which is commonly 
called the .idn/e-Communion, do unamimoudy propose to the 
House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, the following resolutions, 
to be submitted to the several State Conventions, in order to be 
acted upon at the next €reiieral Convention, agreeably to the 
Yllllh Article of the Constitution. 

1. Besohedy That in '' The order how the Psalter is appoin- 
ted to be read,'' the following be added to the 4th paragraph — 
'' or any other Psalm or Psalms ;" except on those days on 
which proper psalms are appointed : — so that the whole para- 
graph will read as follows : ** The Minister, instead of reading 
from the Psalter as divided for Daily Morning, and Evening 
Prayer, may read one of the Selections set out by this Church, 
or any other Psalm or Psalms, except on those days on which 
'proper Psalms' are appointed." 

2. Resohedy That in'' The order how the rest of the Holy Scrip- 
tare is appointed to be read," the following be inserted alher the 
5th paragraph. '* The Minister may, at his discretion, instead 
of the entire Lessons, read suitable portions thereof, not less 
than 15 verses. And on other days than ^Sundays and Holy 
Days, in those places where Morning and Evening Prayer is not 
daily used, he may read other portions of the Old and New Tes- 
tanent, instead of the prescribed Lessons: it beiqg recommend- 
ed that unless circumstances render it inexpedient, on the stated 
Prayer Days of Wednesdays and Fridays, th^ Lessons for 
those days, or for one of the intervening days be read. 

The Bishops, in the use of the office of Confirmation, finding 
that the preface is frequently not well suited to the age and char- 
acter of those who are presented for this holy ordinance, ttnam- 
memhf propose the foHowing resolution : 

3. Resckedy That after the present preface in the office of 
ConfirmatioD, the following be inserted^ to be used instead of 
the fbraier, at the discretion of the Bishop. ** It appean fh>m 
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Holy Scripture, that the Apostles laid their hands on those lA^. 
were baptized, and this ordinance styled by the Apostle Paulf 
the * lajring on of hands,' and ranked by him among the prin- 
ciples of the doctrine of Christ, has been retained in the charch, 
under the name of Ckmjirmation^ and is very convenient, and 
proper to be observed, to the end that persons bein^mifficiently 
instructed in what they promised, or what was promised for 
them in their baptism, and being in other respects duly qualified, 
may themselves, with their own mouth and consent, openly li^'^ 
fore the church, ratify and confirm the same, and also promise, 
that by the grace of God, they will evermore endeavor them- 
selves faithfully to observe such things as they, by their own con- 
fession, have assented unto. 

And to correct the injurious misapprehension, as to the meanf* 
ing of certain terms, in the first collect in the office of confirma- 
tion, the Bishops unanimoualy propose the following resolution. 

4. Resohtdy That after the first collect in the office of Con- 
firmation the following be inserted, to be used at the discretion 
of the Bishop, instead of the first collect, '< Almighty and ever- 
living God, who hast vouchsafed in baptism, to regenerate these 
thy servants, by water and the Holy Ghost ; thus giving them 
a title to all the blessings of thy covenant of grace and mercy, 
in thy Son Jesus Christ, and now dost graciously confirm unto 
them, ratifying the promises then made, all their holy privileges ; 
crant unto them, we beseech thee Lord, the renewing of the 
Holy Ghost ; strengthen them with the power of this divine 
Comforter ; and daily increase in them thy manifold gifls of 
grace, the spirit of wisdom and understanding, the spirit of coun- 
sel and ghostly strength, the spirit of knowledge, and true god- 
liness, and fill them, Lord, with the spirit of thy holy fbary 
now and for ever. Amen." 

And whereasy in the opinion of the Bishops, there is no doubt 
as to the obligation of Ministers to say, on all Sundays and 
other Holy Days, that part of the Communion office which is 
commonly called the Ante-Communion, yet as the practice of 
some of the Clergy is not conformable to this construction of 
the Rubric on this point, the House of Bishops propose the 
following resolution. 

5. Resolved, That the following be adopted as a substitute 
for the first sentence in the Rubric, immediateljr after the Com- 
munion office. 

« On all SundajAttid other Holy Days, shall be said, all that 
is appointed at the Communion, unto the end of the Gospel,

Mr. Holmes' report, is in the following words ; 



To (he RL Rev. John Crota, D. D. PruidefU of ike Board oj 
Diruiors of ike Missionary Jund of the Diocese of JVew 

Jersey. 

Rt. Rev. Sir, — ^From the rising of the last Convention to 
the first of November following, I officiated on two Sundays in 
each month at Morristowo, devoting the othen to the churches 
at Alexandria, Piscatawmy, and Woodbridge, and the congreg^ 
tion at Orange. From the first of November to the present 
time, my services have been devoted to Morristown« as formerly, 
to the congregation at Orange, and to St James's Chiirch Knowl- 
ton, Warren county ; — this last receiving mj services in the 
morning, and the towns of Hope and Belvidere, in the same 
county, alternately receiving them in the afternoon of the same 
day. In this way I have officiated at Alexandria on 4 Sunda3rs, 
at Piscataway and Woodbridge 4 ; at Orange 11 ; at Morristown 
24 ; and at Knowlton, Hope, and Belvidere S. On one Sunday, 
I officiated at New-Bnmswick in the absence of the Bishop ; 
and once at the house of Mr. Robert Sharp, Amwell. On other 
days I have officiated twice in the vicinity of the Church at Al- 
exandria ; twice at OrangOi 3 times at Morristown, once at 
Knowlton, 3 times at Hope, and once at Belvidere. — The whole 
number of times at which I have performed divine service and 
preached being 117. 

The congregation at Orange has lalelj been incorporated un- 
der the name of the Wardens and Tastiy of St Mark's Church 
in Orange. The Vestry of this chnrch are taking measures 
for the erection of a building for public worship, for which the 
sum of ^1000 has already been subscribed. 
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The congregation of St. Peter's Church at Morristown has 
been re-organized and also incorporated according to law. Mea- 
sures are now taking for the erection of a church, and the sum 
of $2000 has been subscribed. Measures have been taken, 
also, for the raising of a fundf available hereafter lo the partial 
support of a Minister. 

In each of the places where I officiate Aic attendance of res- 
pectable numbers, the increasing interest that is manifested in 
the services of the church, and the serious attention which is 
displayed during the attendance in the house of prayer — afford 
ground for the indulgence of a pleasing hope, that the glory of 
God has been promoted and his people edified. 

These particulars, and the facts before stated — both in them- 
selves, and as they augur well for the increase of our Church 
both in numbers and piety, cannot but be regarded by your Mis- 
sionary, as a cause of thankflilness to the Giver of'^increase, 
without whose blessings- Paul in vain would have planted and 
Apollos watered.

THE CONSTITUTION 

Of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the StaU of Jim- 
Jersey, as revised and adopted in a ConoesUiom, hdd at 
the city of BmrUngUmj on the 1st and 2d days of May, 
181 1, and according to the several aUeraOans and amendments, 
adopted in subsequent Cowoeniions. 

I. There ahall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in this State or Dioceaoi on the last Wednesday in May 
annually ; to be held in rotation at the following places, viz. 
Newark, Mount-HoUy, Shrewsbury^ Elizabeth-Town, Trenton, 
Perth-Amboy, Salem, Paterson, Turlington, New-Brunswick 
and Swedesborough. 

IL The Convention shall be composed both of clergymen 
and laymen. 

III. Every Priest or Presbyter, who has been duly instituted 
Rector of any Church in this diocese and every Presbjrter, who 
has been duly appointed a missionary to the vacant parishes of 
the same, shall be a member ex-officio. Clergymen, who have 
formerly been Rectors in this Diocese, but havinc resigned their 
charges, remain in it, or return to it, after a penod of absence, 
may also become, and shall hereafter be considered as, mem- 
bers of this Convention, in full standing ; provided all the in- 
stituted Rectors present, and all the congregations represented, 
at the meeting, when any such clergyman shall be proposed, 
give their votee in favour of it Rectors-elect, and Deacons, 
who belong to the Diocese, and officiate statedly within it, are 
also admitted to seats, and may express their opinions on all 
questions thai come before the Convention : but mqr neither 
vote, beappqpBted membenr oiihe Standing ConnnillMy nor be 
elected d o Ia |a lfts to the General Convention. 

IT. The Laity shall consist of a representation comprising 
one, or more deputies from each incorporated, or otherwise re- 
gularly established Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese, 
which shall, on application, be admitted as a member of the Con- 
vention; VMdi de|Hity or deputies, always being a member or 
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members of fte Church, purporting to be represented, and re- 
siding Uk the State, and within the commonly reputed bounds of 
the congregaition of said Chuieh* These deputies shall produce 
to a committeei appointed to examine their credentials, certifi- 
cates of their election, in the form fiiUowiiig ; 

[Name of the chinch, the place, and date.] 

This certifies, that at a meeting of the oonmgation of tiiis 
church for the purpose of electing Church Onsecs, and Depu- 
ties to the Convention, (or, for the purpose of tlacting Depu- 
ties to the Convention, if the meeting be for that object alone,) 
A, B., C. D. and £. F. were duly chosen to represent the con- 
gregation in that body, for the year ensuing. In testimony of 
which, I have hereunto set my hand, (or if two vestry-men sub- 
scribe, we haw set our hands,) the day and year, above written. 

This certificMe shall be signed hj the Rector, if present; 
otherwise, by one warden or two testry-men, and the form of it 
shall annually be inserted at the end of the printed Journals. 

No Church, hereafter instituted, in this Diocese, shall be con^ 
sidered a ** regularly established Protestant Episcopal Church,'' 
in the sense expressed in the above article, and be entitled to a 
representation in this Convention, unless it be incorporated, and 
placed under the government of two Wardens, and, at least, five 
vestry-men ; but any association of Episcopalians, consisting 
of not less than fifteen families, regularly organized, under War- 
dens and Vestrymen, may send a deputy to the ConventioD, 
who, on apptication, shall be admitted to a seat, and may take 
part in the regular business of the house : but shall not be eligi- 
ble to any ofiice, nor have the privilege of voting on any ques- 
tion, nor at any election. 

Y. The instituted Rectors, who may be nreoeni, at the time 
of meeting, with the deputies from five such Uhorehes, shall con- 
stitute a quorum; but no measure shall be conclusive without 
the concurrence of a majority of votes of each order; the clergy 
voting individually, and the laity by congregations. 

YI. The Bishop of the Diocese is the President of the Con- 
vention ex-officio. But, until a Bishop be elected and estab- 
lished, and, whenever vacancies occur in the Episcopal Chair» 
or the bishop be necessarily absent, the ofiice of President shall 
devolve, in rotation, on the Rectors of the several Churches, ac- 
cording to the priority of thai date of their Priests' Orders Ilief 
absence of the Rector, who is by seniority entitled to the chair, 
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deprives him of his right in that course, and llw sext in order 
succeeds to his place* 

Yll. A Secretaiy to the Convention shall be appointiBd, at 
each annual meeting. 

The President, whenever thai office is held by a Rector, and 
the Secretary, shall ooatintie in oflce, till the next stated Con- 
vention be organized* 

Yin. A Treasurer shall abo be appoiated, who AaH contin* 
ue in office, during the pleasure of the Convention. He 
shall, if required, nve satisfactory security for the faithful dis- 
charge of the doliee of his office, and present a statement of 
his accounts to each annual Convention. But in case the Treas- 
urer should die, resign his office, remove from the Diocese, or 
be incapable of acting, during its recess ; the Standing Commit- 
tee shall have power to appoint a Treasurer to serve till the 
next succeeding Conventioii; who is autliorized to receive any 
moneys, bonds, mortgagee, or notes, that may be in the Treasu- 
ry, at the time of such deceaee, resignation, removal, or inca 
pacity. 

IX. At every annual Convention, Divine service shall be per- 
formed, and in cases in which the Bishop shall not deliver a 
Charge, a sermon, suitable to the occasion, shall be delivered 
previously to entering on business: and these religious exerci- 
ses shall commence precisely at eleven o'clock, A. M. on the 
stated day of meeting. 

X. The Standing Committee, to be appointed in pursuance 
of the fourth Canon of the General Convention, shall consist of 
members of both orders ; and, in all cases in which it may be 
necessary for the aaid Committee to act, a majority of the mem- 
bers shall aaaenjlble ; and their proceedings shall be recorded by 
the SecretatJTiiind reported to the succeeding Convention. — 
The PreaUtaofcef the Convention, for the time being, unless he 
be the Bishojii MH be President of the Standing Committee, 
with authority to assemble the members on necessary occa- 
sions. 

XI. The Bishop, Qr t|w President, whetp the Episcopate is 
vacant, with the arorohgttpkjrf* the Standin^^ Committee, or at 
the request of the Veslrieil vitro churches m the Diocese, ex- 
pressed to him in writiii|^ (muf ipecial circumstance requiring it) 
may call an occasional meeting of the Convention by a circular 
letter, addressed to the several churches, giving, if convenient, 
six, but not less than four weeks noliie* Occasional meetings 
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shall always be held at the same place at which the annual 
meeting of the same year was held 

Xn. The manuscript Journals, and all other papers of the 
Convention, shall be deposited with the Bishop of the Diocese, 
and, in case of a vacancy in the Episcopal Chair, with the Sec- 
retary of the Convention for the time being. 

XIII. When any alteration of this Constitution is proposed, 
the consideration of the proposition, if seconded, shall be defer- 
red to the next annual Convention, and no decision shall then 
be had, unless two thirds of the instituted rectors in the Dio- 
cese, and representatives from ten churches be present. 
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CANONS. 

I. Every clergyman of this Church, shall, under penalty of 
a censure of this Convention, in his life, manners, and conver- 
sation, demean himself consistently with the sacred office 
which he holds ; and shall endeavour to profit the Church of 
God, having always in mind, that lie ought to excel all others in 
purity of life, that, by example, as well as by precept, he may 
induce the people to live in a christian-like manner. 

II. As in all transgressions of the Canons of the Church, 
the trial of the person offending, is committed by the General 
Convention to the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese in 
which the offence is committed; whenever therefore, there may 
be no Bishop in the Diocese, a Bishop of one of the neighbour- 
ing states shall be requested to attend and preside, and, in all 
things, shall be coasidered as a member of the Convention. 

III. In every church, which is supplied with a clergyman, 
divine service shall be performed, on the day of the election of 
church officers. 

lY. No persons shall be eligible to an office in any church, 
nor be entitled to vote at an election for officers, unless he be a 
member of said church. Nor shall any person of an immoral 
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character be elected to the offices, either of Warden, Yedtry- 
man, or Deputy to the Convention. 

y. No person shall be considered as a member, unless he 
has been baptized, -professes to adhere to the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, and contributes to its support in the mode prescrib- 
ed by the Vestry of that particular congregation, to which he 
belongs. 

VI. In eveiy congregation, the Church Wardens shall provide 
a proper book, in which the Minister, or, if the parish be vacant, 
one of the Wardens, agreeably to the 40th Canon of the Greneral 
Convention, shall record the name, parents' names, and age of 
every person baptized, also the names of all persons married and 
buried in that congregation, and the lime, when such baptism, 
marriage, or burial took place. And the person recording shall 
annex his name to such record. 

VII. OJ the Presentment and Trial of Clergymen. — Any 
Clergyman, chargeable with improper conduct, may be present- 
ed, in either of the followingways, viz : — By any two Presby- 
ters of this Church ; by the Wardens and Vestrymen of any Pa- 
rish, with which the accused is, or may have been connected : 
or, by the Convention of this Diocese. 

The party presenting, shall forward to the Bishop of the Di- 
ocese, a written accusation, specifying the charges, which they 
have reason to believe may be substantiated against the accus- 
^ ed ; and this presentment shall be signed with the names of the 
party presenting, in case two Presbjrters, or the Vestry of a Pa- 
rish present ; but when the Convention presents, the signature 
of the Secretary of that body shall be sufficient. 

The Bishop, on receiving such presentment, shall as soon as 
convenient, give notice of the same to the accosed, with the 
charges brought against him ; and also inform htm, that he has 
appointed five Clergymen of the Diocese, from which number 
the accused has the privilege of selecting three, which three shall ^ , 

constitute a board or court, for the examination and decision of 
his cause ; and in case of his refusal to select, the Bishop shall 
make the selection. The Bishop shall give notice to the per- 
sons selected, of their appointment ; and name the time and 
place for the opening of the court. The person, first named, 
by the Bishop, in the selection, shall be President of the Court. 
The Bishop shall also appoint some Clergyman to act as Clerk, 
and carefully to record the proceedings. 

U shall be the duty of the party accusing, to attend the trial, 
and lay before the Court all such testimony as shall be deemed 
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proper. At tho conclusion of the trial, a copy of the proceed- 
ings, certified by the Clerk, shall be transmitted to the Bishop, 
^he Court shall also certify to him their opinion, whether the 
accused should be acquitted ; or whether he should be admon- 
ished, suspended, or degraded from the ministry, as the case may 
be ; and the Bishop shall proceed to pronounce, and publish 
Rentence accordingly, agreeably to the Canons of the General 
Convention.

flff* a perinamiU nature, adopted by the Convention at various 
tiittings, a$id revised and confirmed by the Con- 

vention of ISll. 

1. Resolved, tliatit be recomroened to the several churches 
in this Diocese, to appoint deputies to the Convention, at the 
usual time of choosing their vestries j and, for obvious reasons, 
that the number appointed be not lest than three. 

2. Resolved, that it be recommended to the vacant congre- 
gations to open their respective diinelies on every Sunday, and, 
when they have no occasional Hupplies of clergymen, to ap- 
point proper persons to perform Divine service, and read ser- 
mons of approved writers of our Church. 

3. Resolved, that, as the consecration of our churches im- 
plies, that they are exclusively set apart for holy purposes, it 
be recommended to the several congregations in the Diocese 
not to permit their respective houses of worship to be used lor 
any secular object whatever. It is also recommended to tbem 
to enclose and keep in decent repair their burying-grounds, 
and prevent all other use of them, than that for lAiicb they 
were originally intended, the cutting and removing the grass ex- 
cepted. 

4. Resolved, that it be recommended to every congregation 
of the Church in this Diocese, which has a clergymani to dis- 
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fmm:%^A*UB sonricef two Sundays ia each jrear, that he laay 
iMMiliBhta power to visit, and preach to, those coogregationi 
flaeliilre vaeaat; and, whenever a clergyman performs sudi 
dhiiyv-he sbaU make a detailed report of it to the next Coaven- 
tioD. 

5. Resolved, that it be recommended to those congregations, 
which are not yet incorporated, to avail themselves, as soon as 
convenient, of the opportunity afforded them by an Act of the 
Legislature of this State for that purpose, passed March I69 
1786. 

6. Resolved, that the several clergymen make report annu- 
ally of the moneys collected for the missionary fund, as weU in 
the vacant churches, which they may supply, as in their own. 

7. Resolved, that th# vestries of the vacant congregations be 
required to transmit to the Convention, in future, annual reports, 
relative to the state of their respective churches. 

8. Resolved, that, in the opinion of this Convention, the reg- 
ular mode of church government of congregations in the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church, is by a body, composed of a Minister, 
(styled, in this State, a Rector,) Church- Wardens, and Yestry- 
men; and that, for the sake of uniformity, it be recommended to 
all Episcopal congregations, not already so organized, as soon 
hereafler as poesible, so to organize Uiemselves; and that all 
the congregations, which shall be so organized, do, at the 
next Convention of this state, report themselves, that they may 
be entered on the minutes accordingly; and this formality of 
two Wardens and a Yestrf iM be expected of all congregations

H i m JJ a sy s fc i r g*— As there is no Delegate hi this Convention 
bom New-Hampshire, the report respectmg the Church 4n that 
State, must, of necessity, he very impeifidct It appears thai 
there are seven parishes, sis clergjrmen, snd ahout SaOoooumH?' 
nicants. About 100 baptisms, and as many confirmations, are 
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reported within the three years. On the whole, the Church ap- 
pears to be in a course of modmte prosperity. 

JHoifie. — No communication respecting the state of the Church 
bk Maine has been received at this Convention. It appears how- 
ever, from indirect information, that the situation of the parishes 
remains much the same as for some years past, t t 

Vermont — The situation and prospects of thcfCSiurch have 
materially improved since the last General Convention. At that 
time there were no more than six clergymen in the State. But, 
though two have removed, yet the number has increased to ele- 
ven, viz : six Presbyters and five Deacons. One of these Pre9- 
byters and three of the Deacons have, within the three years, 
been presented for orders by the Committee of this State ; the 
remaining additions are from abroad. There is but one cantfi- 
date for the ministry now belonging to this State. Six new pa- 
rishes have been organized, making now 24 in the whole. The 
nuinber of baptisms which have been reported, is something more 
than 200 ; the number of communicants at this time about 750 — 
above 200 more than were presented at the last report on the 
state of the Church. Sunday schools have been established in 
most of the parishes that are supplied with regular ministrations ; 
but the parochial reports have been so imperfect on this head, 
that the number of scholars cannot be ascertained. Three new 
churches have been consecrated, and another is in the course of 
being built. 

The Missionary Society in this State has been considerably 
useful in promoting the welfare of the vacant parishes, and its 
fimds have, in the present year, been materially increased. 

Massachusetts, — Since the last General Convention, the 
Chorch in this State has continued to flourish, but not without 
some adverse circumstances. . 

The Missionary Society in this State, which for many years, 
had but a nominal existence, has, since the last General Conven- 
tion become effective and useful. Ten of the 4slQKgy of this 
State have performed missionary duty under the dW(rtion and 
patronage of this society. By their labours two nev lurches 
have been formed ; three expiring churches have been revived ; 
and in two other towns, our liturgy is regularly performed with the 
prospect of establishing churches — in one place immediately, 
and in the other, at no very distant period. Three new churches 
have been formed; one in each of the following places : Leices- 
ter, Lowell, and Northampton. Four new houses for pabHc 
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^^'orship have been erected, and two of them consecrated, viz : 
those at Leicester and Lowell. 

There are now in this State 86 churches and congregatiofit 
^— many of them small; eighteen clergymen with cures, and ae* 
ven without cures, making 25; and 1300 communicants. Since 
the last General Convention, there have been reported 722 bap- 
tisms, and 197 confirmations ; six persons have been admitted 
to the order of deacons, and nine have been advanced to the or- 
der of priests. The Church in this State appears to be increas- 
ing, and its importance to the interests of pure and undefiled re- 
ligion is more than ever before felt and acknowledged. 

Rhode'hkmd, — It does not appear that any material alteration 
has taken place in the condition of the Church in this State since 
the last General Convention. Through the blessing of Divine 
Providence, the four principal congregations continue to prosper 
and increase. Some additions have been made to the holy com- 
munion, though not as many as at a former period. In the 
Narrangansett country, the Church is still in a state of depression. 
Littie success has as yet attended the exertions of the Church 
Missionary Society, to promote the cause of piety, and extend 
the influence of our holy religion. Divine service has been dia- 
contiiiued at South Kingston and at East Greenwich ; but in the 
village of Wickford, there are indications of a growing interest 
in the welfare of our Zion. Sunday Schools are in successful 
operation in all the churches. At the last ConvAtion measures 
were taken to commence a fund for the support of the Bishop. 
An interest has lately been excited in favour of the Society for 
Domestic and Foreign Missions ; and societies auxiliary to that 
excellent institution, have been established in several of the 
parishes. 

h CknmecHeut,~~Since the Triennial Convention of 1823, three 
churches have been consecrated. The number of parishes in 
the Diocese is 74. The aggregate of confirmations is 1166 ; 
and the murilir of communicants reported to the last Conven- 
tion is 4Stti .. The present number of clergy is 53 exclusive of 
the DioceiNlli Fourteen persons have been ordained Deacons, 
and thirteea Priests. There are eight candidates for orders in 
the Diocese. 

Much interest has recently been excited in favour of the Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missionary Society ; and auxiliary associa- 
tions have been formed in many of the principal parishes. Some 
of these have subscribed Very liberally, when their means are 
consMered ; and no doubt is entertained but that, ere long, the 
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Diocese of Coimeclicut will do all that can be reasonably ex« 
peoted of her, in support of the interesting cause of missions* 

The Socie^ for the JRroinotion of Christian Knowled^ in the 
Diocese continues to give aid to two or three missionaneSy who 
are usefully employed in collecting new congregations, and an 
visiting small or decayed parishes. 

The establishment of Sunday Schools has become general, 
and their usefulness is apparent. 

But the event of most importance to be recorded in the histoiy 
of this Diocese, since the last report, is the establishment and 
organization of Washington College. This institution is the le* 
suit of exertions, continued under many and great disoourage- 
ments, for more than twenty-five years ; and at last, with com* 
plete success. Its charter was obtained about the tiaie of flie 
last meeting of &is Convention. Since that period, the warn re- 
quisite for its endowment, fifty thousand dollars, has been raised 
within the limits of the Diocese. The College was organized, 
by the appointment of its officers, as soon as the funds were se- 
cured ; and on the 2dd of September, 1824, the course of in- 
struction was commenced. The erection of the collegiate edi- 
fices, and the improvement of the grounds, were also begun* 
The fticulty of the College consists, at present, of a Presiteiti . 
a Professor of Belles Lettres and Oratory, a Professor of C9m* ', 
nustry and Mineralogy, a Professor of Ancient Languages^ 4 
Professor of Botany, a Tutor of Mathematics, and a Teadiir ' 
of the Modem Languages of Europe. The present number of 
students is sixty five. The College buildings, two in nuniber, 
contain, besides the chapel and other public apartments, aocotsd- 
modations for about one hundred students. 

Aeis-Forik. — The work of the Lord continues, by his Mess- 
ing, to prosper in this portion of his vinojrard. The Diocese 
consists, at present, of 114 clergymen (the Bishop, 98 Presby- 
ters, and 21 Deacons) and 153 congregations ; being an acces- 
sion, since the report to the last Genenu Conventiooy of 25 cler- 
gymen, and 29 congregations. 

The number of persons ordained Deacons has been 90. The 
number of Deacons ordained Priests 22. — 18 clergymen have 
been regularly settled in congregations. 26 Missionaries are 
employed. There are 18 candidates for orders in the Diocese. 
4 clergymen have departed this life. 29 churches have been 
organized, and admitted into union with the Convention. 15 
churches have been erected and consecrated. 
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The DioeaM was, for nearly two-thirds of the time niee the 
last General Conventiony deprired of the Ueaaing, heretofore ao 
hugely eqioyed, of the Biahc^a viaitatioiHk In September, 18S8, 
he waa under the neceaaity of Bailing for Eorope for the benefit 
of hia health. In October, 1885, it pleaaed CkkI to reatora him 
to bia Diooeae, ao far recovered aa to enaUe him to enter on hia 
aeoaatomedooufMofEpiaeopaldaty* Doting the kat aommer, 
and tfaep t ea o nt antonm, he completed an official tomr of between 
three anid foor thooaand milea, and viaited 66 congregatiooa, in- 
dependently of thoae in the ci^ of New-York. The number of 
persona confirmed by him, principally aince hia return finom Eu- 
rope, ia about 3800. Add to theae 72, confirmed by Bishop 
Croea, and the whde number of peraons oonfirmed since the 
period enribnieed in the hwt r^MMrt, is about 2873. 

And here it ia proper to atate, that in addition to ae rri c e a ren- 
dared to tfua Dioceae, aa above noticed, during the abeenoe of

The esnse efraiariona, firom the circumatance of there being 
so aradi new oonntiy, and ao many rapidly increaaing aettle* 
maota within the borders of tlwstaiB, it oo^ to be expected, 
should exdtenrach interest, and odl fiNrttimudi active essrtaon, 
in Hob Diocaee. In a good degree, and we beliere in an in* 
creasng dapee, this is the case. As stated above, tweatyi*ais 
missionariea are now em^oyed. They are appointed by, and 
under the direction of, a Connnittee for Ptopag^ilHig te dospal, 
of friuch the Bishop is chaipnan tx^ffieioy appointed by the C!on* 
vention. The (axm are supplied by collections in the churches, 
by Blisaioiiary Societies, and by an annual grant firom the So- 
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ciety for Promotiiig Religion and Learning. Some of the larg- 
est and nio9t flourishing farishes in the Diocese, owe their ex- 
istence, under God, to the fostering care of the above mentioiied 
Committee, through the Ihitbfid labours of the missionaries, and 
the active superintfladenee of the Bishop. When the settle- 
ments in which thos«|iarishes are established were just fonaiag, 
the missionary began llMre his pious work. His httle flock giew 
with the growth, and strengthened with the strength, of the lowOf 
until, nurtured by the divine blessing, the Church became com- 
petent to its own support, when the aid was withdrawn, and 
transferred to visit another region with a similar blessing. Jn thii' 
way, two or three missionary stations are dropped «»8i] 
and others established. Merely this, however, bjr fto 
keeps pace with the demand. There is a loud c«ll ftrlbe 
stant increase of the means of this all important UMiimimfimtf^ 
ble mode of advancing the interests of the CkwpdL • Brnf- 
friend to those interests must hope and pray that this food n^oril 
may abound more and moro. 

The purposes of pioos charity continue to be prosecuted . by 
the several societies «i|liUished with that view, by the Biahop, 
Clergy, and members of the Church in this Diocese. At the, 
liead of them is to be ranked the Society for Promoting Religiofi 
and Learning, which consists of a Board of Trustees, otigaS§Hif 
appointed, and Uberally endowed, about twenty-four yean ^g«f' 
by the Corporation of Trinity Church in the city of New^Yoifc;. 
and which annually expends between three and four thouaand 
dollars in various measures promotive of the intei^eata of ihe 
GrospeL Two large and flourishing daily Charity Schools in the 
city of New- York, and Sunday Schools in almost eyexy pMiab, 
are communicating gratuitously to many thousandsythe blesfings 
of an ordinary, and .especially of a religious education. : 

Missionary Societies and Associations, in all parts. of the Di- 
ocese, are annually supplying theecclesiaBtical authority wi|h the 
means of continuing and increasing missionary services. Bibles, 
Common Prayer Books, and Tracts, are circolated-, in great num- 
bers, by societies formed for the purpose. Although, however, 
in these several lines of usefulness, the Church has cauae jrate 
fbny to acknowledge many noble examples of liberality iwri di^. 
votedness ; still, much remains to be done ; a wide field for ex- 
ertion is still unoccupied; and immense resourses arestiUin* 
operative. 
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It was mentioned, in the laat report oTthis Dioceee, that Uiere 
was a (NTOspect of having a College established at Genera, in 
the county of Ontario, principallj under the direction of the 
inemben of our Church. Thajpeasiwl— since been carried 
into effect And while, at GeHmm Ceihgs^ no pecidiar privi- 
leges are enjoyed by Episcopal iiluiisaie #rer othm, and every 
measure un&vourable to the fullest tolsMlsn of all rehgiotts sen- 
timents, or tending to a system of proselytism, is most scrupol- 
Ottsly avoided, the youth of our own Church are exposed to no 
inducements to forsake her, but have every hdHty of becoming 
'Stafaishtd, strengthened, and settled, in her primitive and evan*

^ ,. WiSi tepmd to '* the attention paid to the canons and rules of 
. ! 1^|||0hinB%* into which an inquiry is, at this time, ordered to be 
• imit^U'fB IBPati^ring to know that the general fidehty in this 
.pertirnlss^ inlh wnich this Diocese has been uniformily charac- 
terized, not only continues, but seems to be gaining ground, and 
becoming more and more firmly settled. Especially, in seasons 
and neighboiurhoods of peculiar religious excitements, the faith- 
fill .and conscientious pastor has foo^ tfie proviuons of the 

* * Church, and the zealous and industrious, but consbtent, practi- 
V eal application of her principles of order, the most successful- 

/f>^. tMle, under the divine blessing, of rendering those excitements 

*! V fiOBiotive of substantial and permanent evangelical piety. 

In conclusion, we would turn to that consideration from which 
every other derives its greatest value, and to which the devout 
Christian will ever delight to look as the great end and aim of 
every visibkf mean, and every external operation, the state of the 
IKoceee in reference to evangelical pieiy* Of the progress of 
thisy every one acquainted with the genuine character of our holy 
relijgton, will be aware, that the e^ences must be found in the 
meek, humble, holy, and self-subduing, practical operation of,% 
true and living &ith on the general character and life. Frosa 
the observation to this end, which the Bishop has made in his 
extensive visitations, and more extensive intercourse in other 
ways^ with his Diocese, and from the missionary and parochial 
repasl% and other authentic sources of information, we have 
' fSaMilD thank God, that through his grace, there is generally 
apparent, in this Diocese, an increase of real religious concern, 
and an increased sensibility to the pure and holy obligations of 
the Christian profession. And although much indeed of alarm- 
ing deficiency on these momentous subjects, still exists, to 
awaken our solicitude, engage our prayers, and enlist our most 
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zealous efforts ; still may we thank CM, aod take eoarafe, in 
the humble conifidence that his word, worship, and ordinances, 
are made channels of increasing spiritiial blessings to his people* 

^eW'Jer$ey. — The Diocese of New-Jersey still continues to 
improve. It contains seventeen clergymen, the Bishop, four- 
teen Fresbyters, and two Deacons, and thirty congregations. 
Twenljr.two of the congre^tions enjoy stated divine service ; 
die residue are, with occasional exceptions, regularly supplied 
by missionaries. The imnilwr of churches in the Diocese is 
twenty-seven, two of which liftve been erected since the last re- 
port ; and they are all in good repair. 

During the recess of the general Convention, the Bishop han 
admitted to the order of Deacons, Robert Brown Croes ; ai^ the 
following Deacons, to the order of Priests : — The Rev- Claik^ 
son Dunn, the Rev. John M. Ward, the Rev. William L. John- 
son, the Rev. Matthew Matthews, the Rev. Christian F. Cmee, 
and the Rev. Benjamin Holmes. 

Within the same period, he has instituted into the Rectorship 
of Christ Church, Newton, the Rev. Clarkson Dunn; of St 
Peter's, Berkeley, the Rev. Richard D. Hall, (since removed 
into the Diocese of Pennsylvania ;) of St. Peter's, Spotswood, 
the Rev. John M. Ward ; of St Michael's Trenton, the Rev. 
William L. Johnson ; of Trinity Church, Swedesborough, the 
Rev. Simon Wilmer ; of Christ Church, Shrewsbury, the Rev. 
Eh Wheeler ; and of St Paul's Church, Paterson, the Rev. 
John Croes, Jun., who had resigned his charge of the Church 
at Shrewsbury. 

The following clergymen have also been received into the 
Diocese : — The Rev. John Grigg, as Minister of Christ Cha- 
pel, Belleville, (since resigned his charge ;) the Rev. Charles 
Smith, as Minister of St John's Church, Salem, (since removed 
into the Diocese of Pennsylvania;) the Rev. Matthew Matthews, 
as Minister of Christ Chapel, Belleville ; the Rev. Benjamin 
Holmes, as Missionary to the vacant churches ; the Rev. Chris- 
tian. F. Cruse, as Minister of St. John's Church, Salem, and 
8t George's, Pennsneck ; and the Rev. Smith Pyne, as Mmis- 
ter of St John's Church, Elizabeth-Town. 

The following clergymen, in addition to those already men- 
tioned, have removed from the Diocese: — The Rev. Richard 
F. Cadle, now in the service of the Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Uni- 
ted States ; the Rev. Jacob M. Douglass to the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania ; the Rev. Robert B. Croes to the Diocese of Tir 
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ginia ; and the Re?. John Churchill Rudd, D. D. to the Dio- 
cese of New-Tork* 

One Church, viz. St Paul's Church at Paterson, in Essex 
county, has been duly organized in ihii DiocesOy and received 
into union with the Convention. 

Two Churches have been consecrated by the Bishop ; Christ 
Church at Newton, in Sussex county, and St. Paul's Uhiiich al 
Paterson. 

Confirmations have been BilmiMiilnred in the following 
Chinches: St. John's Church, Slcwbeth-Town, twice; St. 
Mary's, Burlin^^ton ; St. Peter's, Spotawood ; St. Peter's, Free- 
hold ( 8t James's, Knowlton, twice; Christ Church, Newton, 
twice ; St. Michael's, Trenton ; St Peter's, Berkeley ; St. 
JalHl% Salem; Trinity Church, Swedesborough, twice; St 
IbafMf Colestown ; St. Peter's Perth Amboy ; Christ Church, 
ShfMaburyi Trinity Church, Newark; Christ Chapel, Belle- 
viDe ; Christ Church, New-Brunswick ; St. Andrew's, Mount- 
Holly ; and St. George's Pennsneck. 

The number of baptisms reported since the last General Con- 
vention, is 732. The number of persons confirmed has been 
256. 

The communicants in the Diocese are about 800. 
. The several congregations, with few exceptions, continue to 
be visited by the Bishop once a year ; and both clergymen and 
laymen generally conform to the canons, rubricks, and seemly 
order, of the Church. 

The Sunday schools continue to increase and flourish ; and 
are productive of much benefit, both to the Church and to the 
community at large. 

The annual avails of the Missionary Fund of the Diocese, 
which has been instituted more than twenty years, have consi- 
derably increased since the last report, by the product of the ge- 
nius and industry of benevolent associations of ladies in some of 
the congregations, which they have generously appropriated to 
it It can hardly be necessary to mention, how much the Church 
in the Diocese has, under the Divine blessing, been benefited if 
the operation of that fund. 

The Fund of the Corporation for the Relief of Widows mi 
Children of Clergymen, is continually augmenting. It amounts 
now to upwards often thousand dollars. 

The Episcopal Society of this Diocese, for the Promotion 
of Christian Knowledge and Piety, does not relax in its efibrts 
to effect the purposes intended by its institution. It has (al- 
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though principally supported only by foor or five congregationB) 
been enaJbled for sixteen years, through the Divine goocbessi to 
difiiise gratnttoudy Bibles, Prayer ikK>ks, and Tracts, amoiig 
the Churchee rfour communion in the Diocese ; and when ne^ 
oessaiy, it has frequently given aid to die Missionary fund. It 
has now at interest upwiurds of twelve hundred and fifty dollars, 
which cannot be diverted. 

The raising of a fund for the establishment of a Scholarship 
in tiie General Theological Seminary, is in progress in this Dio- 
cese ; fifleen hundred dollars of which have already been sab- 
scribed or collected. 

Such being the outward state of the Church in this Diocese, 
it can scarcely be imagined that its spiritual state is not, in some 
considerable degree, advancing. May its progress, however, be 
accelerated, till, through Divine grace, its members, from the 
least to the greatest, may know the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ whom he has sent, in that sense, which Christ himself has 
declared is life eternal ! 

PennsykaniiL — The Diocese of Pennsylvania consists at jpre- 
sent of the Bishop, forty-eight Presbyters, ten Deacons, and fif- 
ty-four congregations. 

Since the last General Convention, 21 persons have been ad- 
mitted to the holy order of Deacons, and 14 Deacons to the or- 
der of Priests. Nine persons are candidates for the ministry. 
Seven Churches have been organized and admitted into union 
with the Conventiony and ten Churches have been consecrated by 
the Bishop. The number of persons confirmed has been 960. 
Baptism has been administered to 2322, and the communicants 
are 1886. Sunday schools and Bible classes exist in many of 
the parishes. 

The Society for the Advancement of Christianity continaes 
its useful labours, and has been instrumental, under the Dime 
blessing, in establishing many congregations, which 
flourishing. Twelve clergymen have acted as its 
for the last three years, or have boon assisted from its fiinds* 
Seven missionaries are at present in its employ. 

Several young men are at present aided by societies establish- 
ed for the purpose, in preparatory studies for the ministry. 

The Episcopal Fund is still small. It does not amount to 
more than $10,400. 

Upon a review of the state and condition of the Church in this 
Dio<^se, since the last Greneral Convention, we have abundant 
canse of thankfulness for the measure of prosperity with which 
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we have beeo frTomed ; miA our pmtitude oc^ : :o b« maimed 
bf the eircaiBBlaiioes, which foHj warrant the hope, iku vsh !lK 
Dnine blessing, we shell enfof. for the 
continued and inriiieiJBg advaiicemeaL 

Dekncare. — In taking a view of the 
Church in the Diocese of Delaware, we have to 
material change has taken place since the aeetu 
General Convention; and it appears from the face of 
nals of the several State Conventioiis. that there are in 
cese, fourteen churches, and onlv three officiasicz ci< __ 
who have regular charges. The Rev. Heorr L. Davw. D. D.. 
late of the Diocese of Maryland, and now Priocipai ^ the Coi- 
lege at Wilmington, occasionallv performs divine sci i kc and 
preaches in that place ; and the Rev. Robert .C!av soil resdes 
at Newcastle ; but the infimitiea of age render hiio unable to 
perform the duties of the desk and pulpit. Under these cvcam- 
stances, it therefore appears that many of our congregations are 
deatitate of the regular ministration of the word and ordinaDces 
of the chnrch. And we also would state, with the most sincere 
regret, that the Missionary Society, formed in June, 1823, is at 
this time in a declining state. But under all these discouraging 
appeanmces, we are happy to state that some improvement is 
nrwifcM»g in our churches in this Diocese. A new siiMi conunodi- 
ous chinch has been built at St. James's, near Stanton, and has 
been consecrated by the Right Rev. Bishop White, since the 
meeting of the last General Convention ; aad some improve- 
ments are making in other parts of the Slate. 

Mr. Henry V. D. Johns was admitted to the holy order of 
Deacons at Newcastle, in August hut, by the Right Rev. Bish- 
op White ; and there are at this time two candSates for holy 
orden in Uiis Diocese : both of them at present are prosecuting 
their studies in the General Theological Seminary at New-Tork* 
And it appears from the Journals, that there are about 375 com- 
monieafllB. And there have been admitted into our church, by 
the halty rite of baptism, 12 adults, and 130 infants. 

JlfarytoiiL-— The Journals of the last four Conventions of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of Maryland, all of iHiich have 
been held since the General Convention of 1823, contain the 
following stateraentB : — 

Seven persons have been admitted to the holy order of Dea- 
cons. Sixteen to that of Priesto. The ca nd ida t es for orders 
are three. There are 65 parishes, and 52 clergymen. Six 
etavehes hare been consecrated : 1 123 persons have been con- 
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firmed; 4467 have been baptized; and there are 2615 conimu* 
nicantf • Two clergTinen nave been partially employed during 
the last year in performing misflionary duty. 

There are in operation a missionary society ; a society for the 
publication of Prayer Books and Homilies ; two charity-schools, 
one attached to St. Pauls, Baltimore, for the entire support and 
eduoation of destitute children, and the other to St. Peter's Bal- 
timore, for^he education of children; a society for the relief of 
the widows and orphans of clergymen ; Sunday schools in most 
of the parishes ; and several Tract societies. The foundation 
of a building for the accommodation of the coloured persons at- 
tached to the church in Baltimore, has been laid in that city, 
upon a lot given for the purpose, by James Bosley, Esq. ; and it 
■I bdieved that through the zeal and liberality of several gentle- 
men, who have engaged in the cause, it will be speedily comple- 
ted. A minister, the Rev. William Levington, ordained by the 
Bishop of Pennsylvania, is already procured, whose services are 
both useful and acceptable. 

Upon a general view of the condition of the Diocese, al- 
though it appears from the last annual report, that there are pa- 
rishes suffering through a difficulty experienced in procuring 
pastors, there is ground for the persuasion, that the influence 
of the doctrines of the Church, and an attachment to her ritual, 
are extending and strengthening in Maryland. 

Virginia, — The general interests of the Church in this Dio- 
cese exhibit very obvious marks of improvement during the last 
three years. Much, however, still remains to be done in build- 
ing up the waste places of Zion, and supplying the wants of 
those who look to her for spiritual food. Among those who 
occupy on this ground, there is no zeal wantinpr ; but the labouF- 
era are few, and on this account, wholly inadequate to the de- 
mands arising from the large and widely scattered population of 
the Diocese. From present indications, it is confidently trusted 
that by the Divine blessing, increasing prosperity will attend the 
well-directed efibrts of the ministry, and a brighter day dawn 
upon the Church. The Diocese has already experienced the 
most substantial benefits from the establishment of her Theolo- 
gical School, aided by the Education Society of Virginia and 
Maryland ; and she still looks to it, as to a precious fount, by 
whose streams her barren waste shall be watered and made 
glad. 

The building of six new churches within the Diocese, and the 
consecration of most of them to the service of Almighty Crod, 
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since the last (reneral CkmirentioD, tagiUliir with the i«f«r of 
others, presents subject matter of aoeh grsthude to tke gmel 
Head of the Church, and tends, in no emadl degree, lo ooolinB 
the rising hopes of her members. 

As to the number of baptisms, communicants, and bnriak, ao 
certain information can be had, from the imperfect slate of 
journals ; and the absence of the venerable Bishop of the IK 
cese, who is detained from this Convention bv illness, preehrfM 
all access to much other information which should be cootaiBedia 
this digeet. 

The number of ordinations is supposed to be over twenty, 
since the last General Convention. The number of the clergy 
forty-one. 

JVorf4-CoroJffia.~IVith unfeigned tliankfulness to Almigl^y 
God, for his providential care, we are happj to annooaee the 
prosperity of the Church in this Diocese, and of its regular and 
continued, though it may not be very rapid, increase. 

The number of clergy at present in the Diocese is ten besides 
the Bishop. 

The number of baptisms, since the last General Convention, 
baa been 708 ; the number confirmed 364 ; and the number of 
communicants, as stated in the Journal of the last Annual Coo* 
vention of this Diocese, is 649 ; making an increase of 278 
baptisms, and 169 communicants, since the last Triennial Con- 
vention. 

Since 1833, four persons have been admitted to the Holy 
Order of Deacons. 

The changes which have taken place in the ministry consist 
in the removal of the Rev. Robert Davis to the Diocese of 
Pennaylvania ; and of the Rev. James Otey to the town of 
Fianklin, Tennessee. The Rev. William Hooper, on his de- 
claring his inability to comply with the rubricks, and to use some 
of the liturgical services of the Church, and on expressing his 
wish to renounce the ministry, was displaced therefrom, accor- 
ding to the directions of the 7th canon of 1820. 

The Rev. Henry M. Mason has been chosen Rector of St. 
John's Chorch, Fayetteville. The Rev. Thomas Wright has 
removed from Calvary Church, Wadesborough, to St. Luke's 
Church, Salisbury, and Chnst Church, Rowan county. The 
Rev. William M. Greei» has relinquished the charge of St. 
John's Church, Wiltiamsboro'v^, and Emmanuel Church, War^ 
lentony for that of St Matthew's Church, Hillsborough, and St 
Mary's Church, Orange county. He was succeeded by the 
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Rev. Carolus C. Brainerd in the care of the firet mentioned 
churches. The Rev. Joseph Pierson, from the Diocese of 
New- York, was chosen to the charge of the congregations of 
St Peter's Church, Washington, St. Thomas's Church, Bath, 
and of Zion Chapel, and Trinity Chapel, Beaufort county. Hm 
Rev. Elijah Brainord has also removed to this state from the 
Diocese of Vermont, and is engaged in a female academy. 

With emotions of the sinccrest sorrow, wo here announce the 
decease of two eminently useful clergymen of thb Diocese, the 
Rev. Joseph Pierson, and the Rev. Carolus O.Sriinerd. — 
While we bow with submission to the mysterious Providence that 
bath afflicted us, we pray the Almighty Guardian of the Church, . 
that of his great mercy he would speedily supply the place of 
those we have lost ; that he would send forth other labourers 
into the harvest 

Since the year 1823, six new congregations have been form- 
ed, viz. St Luke's Church, Salisbury ; Union Church, Wayn- 
esborough; St. Paul's Chapel, Milton; St Peter's Church, 
Washington; St Matthew's Church, Hillsborough; and St 
John's Church, Beaufort county. The following churches have 
been consecrated: — Christ-Church, Newbern; St Peter's 
Church, Washington; St Matthew's Church, Hillsboro^h t. 
St John's Church, Beaufort county ; St. John's Church, WiU 
liamsborough ; and St. Thomas's Church, Bath. The two last, 
though long erected, (St. Thomas's as early as the year 1734,) . 
had never been solemnly dedicated to the worship of AM^iy 
€rod, according to the form prescribed by the Church* ^ »• 

There is a missionary society in this Diocese. Efforta harrS 
been made to raise a permanent fund for the support of fto K-' 
shop, and have been in great part successful. Parochial iifmr 
Ties have been established in some parishes, especially fat Bt 
James's Church, Wilmington. Sunday schools have lieen foN 
med in most of the towns where there are pastors ; and socie- 
ties either for the relief of indigence, or the support and exten- 
sion of religion, exist in several places. 

The rubricks, constitution, and canons of the Church are ri- 
gidly adhered to, with but one exception; that in some parishes, 
the canon enjoining the Pastoral Letter from the House of Bi- 
shops to be read, has not been always complied with. 

The distinguishing principles of the Church are better Icnowo, 
and more fully received than ever, owing principally to the dOi- 
gent and earnest enforcement of them, both from the pulpit and 
the press, by the much loved and much venerated Bishop rfthe 
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Diocese. The most perfect harmony and kindliest fellow feel- . 
ing east among the clergy of this Diocese. It is hoped that 
there has been an increase of fervent piety and holy practice.— 
May the Crod of all grace extend the good work begun, till the 
whole land be filled inth followers of the blessed Saviour, with 
the heirs of eternal life ! 

Souik'CkttroHna. — In this Diocese there are thirty-eight organ- 
ized congregations, seven of which are without a minister. The 
clergy coasMt ef a Bishop, thirty Presbyters, and five Deacons. 
Widiin the penod embraced by this report, there have been se- 
ven persons admitted to the order of Deacons, viz. Edward 
NeuMfle, Charles P. Elliott, Paul T. Keith, Philip Gadsden, 
Edward Thomas, George W. Hathaway, Isaac Low. 

Seven have been admitted to the order of Priests, to wit : — 
The Rev. William H. Mitchell, the Rev. Charles P. Elliott, the 
Rev. Francis H. Rutledge, the Rev. Edward Philips, the Rev. 
Mellish J. Motte, the Rev. Edward Thomas, the Rev. Thomas 
H. Taylor. 

Two clergymen have removed into this Diocese ; two have 
removed from it ; and four have departed this life. 

There are five candidates for Holy Orders ; and two have 



One church, which was destroyed in the Revolution, has been 
reboilt Four new churches have been consecrated, and a fifth 
is nearly ready for consetration. 

The baptisms reported are — of infants, 886— of adults, 
100— -ia all 986. The number of persons confirmed is 519. — 
Theie are 1988 communicants, of whom 475 are persons of 
colowp. 

A.Fnstoral Letter from the Bishop has been circulated. A 
t oon Afy religious pubtication by the members of our Church has 
been hmn^ since January, 1824. And in some of the parishes 
Kbrary asaocialions have been formed.

The societies by which, under the divine blessing, the welfiure 

of the Church in this Diocese has been greatly promoted, arSf 

1. '< The Society for the Relief of the Widows and Orphvis 
of the Clergy of the Protestant Episcopal Church," inatitnled in 
1762, chiefly, it is believed, through the instrumentality of the 
late Right Rev. Dr. Smith, the first Bishop of this Diocese, has 
at present 1 14 members^ who contribute annually, $10 each lo 
the funds of the society, and an invested capital of $56,042* 

2. " The Protestant Episcopal Society for the Advancement 
of Christianitj in South-Carolina," instituted in 1810. It has 
126 life members, and 234 annual subscribers. The fonner 
have contributed each $50, and the latter pay annually $5. The 
inirested capital is $35,017 88. The objecU of this societr a» 
Hm support of missions — the assistance of indigent caadMat— 
for orders— the distribution of the Bible, Prayer Book, and ap- 
yvoved books and tracts — and the founding of a theological li- 
brary, for the use especially of the clergy, and those preparing 
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f(Mr the sacred offioe. The library at present - consists of 1600 
volumes, 
ft. '^ The Charleston Protestant Episcopal IMLissionary Socie- 

^y coiiqK>sed of young Men and others," was instituted in 1819. 
has 18 liCs members, who have paid each $20 ; and 250 other 
members, who annually contribute $2. 

4* ^The Protestant Episcopal Female Domestic Missionary 
Society," fonned in 1821, has seven life members, who have 
paid each %%0y and 243 members who pay annually $2. The 
society provides for the support of the minister who officiates in 
St. Stephen's Chapel, Charleston ; built for the accommodation 
of the poor. 

6. ^* The Juvenile Missionary Society," formed in 1826, con- 
sists of children, of whom there are 185. The annual income 
is about $120. 

6. << Tlie Protestant Episcopal Sunday School Society," was 
(bonded in 1819, to provide books for the schools in Charleston, 
and clothing for the destitute children who attend them. It has 
182 members, who pay annually $1. The income of the socie- 
ty is about $200. 

Sniiday schools are in successful operation in several of the 
parishes. The instruction is almost exclusively religious : and 
persons of colour, both adults and children, are among the in- 
structed. 

Ib conclusion, we have the satisfaction to state, that the 
canons and rubricks of the Church are generally observed, and 
that both clergy and lai^ are in a degree, which is a just occa- 
sion of pious satisfaction, of one mind and of one heart. 

Craoy^pn. — In this Diocese, it may with much propriety be 
saidy *' the harvest truly is great, but the labourers are few." Per- 
haps no section of the United States afibrds greater encourage- 
menl for missionary services than Georgia. 

With a large extent of territory, rapidly increasing in populap 
tion, there areixmiparatively very few Christian misisters of any 
denomination; and of these few, no small proportion exercise 
their fimctions in connexion with secular callings, which preclude 
the possibility of their acquiring such theolo^cal knowledge as 
is iiidispensable to the edifying of those to whom they minister. 
Of clei^men of the Church there are but four upon the records 
of this Diocese; and one of these, in consequence of age, and 
other oircumstances not within his own control, is enabled to 
coatribute bat little in the way of professional labour, to the ne- 
cessities of the church. 
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There are four regularly organized coDgregattons in the Dio- 
ceeei vis. — One at Sarannah, one at Augusta, one on St Si- 
mon's lalandy and one at Macon, near the centre of the State. 
The one on St. Simon's, is composed of the few families that 
reside on the island, and would scarcely be able to afford a com* 
potent support to a minister, especially if he should hare a fimii- 
If depending upon him. It is now vacant The one at Haeon 
has been organized since the last General Convention, under 
the faithful and zealous missionary labours of the Rev. Lot 
Jones, its present worthy Rector. At this place, which* within 
a few years was a wilderness, was held the last Annual Conven- 
tion of this Diocese. 

At this Convention, the Right Rev* Bishop Bowen, who un- 
der the provisions of the 2(hh canon of 1808, exercises the Epis- 
copal office in this Diocese, was present, and presided. 

Besides the act above stated, the Bishop held a confirmation 
in Christ Church, Savannah, in the month of April last, when 46 
persons were confirmed. Four persons were also confirmed at 
Macon, during the sitting of the Convention. 

Of candidates for orders there are none, neither have any or- 
dinations ever taken place in the Diocese. << It is melancholy 
to ad?ert to the fact," says Bishop Bowen, in his address to the 
Convention, '< that while other callings are so honourably sup- 
plied with the native talent and character of the state, that of the 
ministry, and especially in the communion of which we are mem- 
befBy should not yet have attained, in a greater degree, this im- 
portant advantage." 

The number of baptisms reported at the last Convention, was 
41. The number of communicants, 164. Sunday schools are 
established in all the parishes, and are in a prosperous condition. 

Oi^the whole, though, for the want of missionary aid, little 
has been done, compared with what might otherwise, under the 
blessing of Providence, have been effected, yet the harvest has 
richlv repaid the labours which have been bestowed. 
. Omo. — The Church in Ohio, from the period of its first or- 
ganization, in 1818, to the present time, has encountered much 
difficulty, and suffered many trials. These have in part arisen 
from the scattered condition of its members, from the want of 
missionaries, and from the death of some, and the removal of 
others, of its clergy. Amone those who have died, we have 
painfully to number the Rev. John M. Jones, the Rev. Philan- 
der Chase, Jun. and the Rev. Roger Searle. Those who have 
removed out of the Diocese are, the Rev. Spencer Wall, the 
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Hev. Thomas A. Osbcmie, the Rer. Rnfiu Mumy, 
Rev. Ezra B. Kellogg. The following peraoaa hare bees 
mhted to the holy order of Deacons, namely, John M. Joneay 
William Sparrow, Gideon M'Millan, and Cotesworth P. Bron- 
aon. Of these only, the Rev. Mr. Sparrow has yet leceifed 
'PthM^ orders The Rev. Joseph Lanston, from Maryland, 
has removed into the Diocese, and resides at Troy ; and the 
Rev. Mr. Freeman, from Yiipnia, has taken charge of Trinity 
Chmich Cleveland. 

Owing to the small nwnber of the clergy, the parochial De- 
ports exhibit but an imperfect return of the Church in Ohio. 
This return, as nearly as can he ascertained by refisrence to the 
Journals of the last three years, is as follows ; — Conununicants 
768 — baptisms 506, of whom 41 were adults— confirmationi S87 
— the candidates for orders 8. 

Miuianppu — The Church in this state has but recently been 
received into union with the General Convention of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in the United States. 

Though in its infimcy, a prospect is presented which aflbcds 
ample encouragement to the continual exertions of its ministiw, 
and the zealous co-operation of every member of the laity. 

In the vast population which has journeyed to the western 
borders of our country, there are to be found many fiundiae wbo 
belong to the communion of our Church, who have bead educa- 
ted in its principles, nurtured in its faith, and governed by its dis- 
cipline. To such as have been located in this Diocese, the 
happy privilege has been granted of again worshipping their God 
and Redeemer in that << reasonable and holy manner whieh 
seems agreeable to scripture, and is in accordance'' with the an- 
cient custom of the primitive Church. 

The short space of four years has only elapsed since the re- 
gular ministrations were first performed in this state by a dergy- 
man of our communion, the Rev. James Pilmore, and that his 
pious exertions have been blessed, who can doubt that contem- 
plates the present growing condition of the Church in Missis- 
sippi, and behevea in the promises of God to his faithful people I 
There are at pte ae n t in this Diocese four officiating clergymen, 
three Presbyters and one Deacon, and the like number of duly 
organized oongregations. 

The services of the Church are here regularly and statedly per- 
formed ; the sacraments rightly and duly administered ; and the 
children instructed in, and examined on, the doctrines and duties 
contained in the Catechism, as set forth in the Book of Com* 
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moil Plrayer. It is slso deemed proper to obaenrey that in no 
ca»e are the rubricks of the Church here departed from ; and 
while the clergy most ardently and earnestly urge the necessity 
of a holy life, devotion to God, and faith in the merits of the Sa- 
viour, as the surest foundations of Christian hope, they also re- 
gard a strict conformity to the prescribed offices of the Church 
as the best security to the continuance of that '' unity of spirit, 
and bond of peace" bequeathed to the apostles by the chief 
Shepherd and Bishop of the Church. 

But imperfect returns have been made of thp number of can- 
didates for orders. They have been received only from the 
Dioceses of Vermont, Connecticut, New- Fork, Pennsylvania, 
IMawaiB, Marykmd, South-Carolina, and Ohio. In these Dio- 
ceses it appears that the number of candidates for orders is 43. 

In transmitting the preceding statements, the House of Cle- 
rical and Lay Deputies solicit for the Church the prayers and 
blessing of the Bishops, and respectfully request their counsel in 
a PastOTal liCtter to the members of the Church.

Every person who desires to become a candidate for Ordcis 
in this Church, shall, in the first instance, ^ve notice of his in- 
tention to the Bishop, or, if there be no Bishop, to such body 
as the Church in die Diocese or State, in which he intends to 
apply, may appoint ; and if, afler obtaining the canonical testi- 
monials from the Standing Committee, he be admitted aa a can- 
didate by the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, by such body as 
the Church in the Diocese or State in which he intends to apply 
may appoint, he shall remain a candidate for the term of three 
years before his ordination, unless the Bishop, with the advice 
and consent of the clerical members of the Standing Committee, 
shall deem it expedient to ordain the candidate, after the expira- 
tion of a shorter periodi not less than one year. 

The first paragraph of' the 7th canon of 1808, and the first 
canon of 1823, are hereby repealed.

This being the time, appointed in the Constitution, for the 
annual meeting of the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of New-Jersey, and this city bein^ the 
place, assigned in the same instrument, for its present sC:<^ion — 
the Right Reverend Dr. Crocs, and several clergymen and lay 
deputies assembled in St. Mary-s Church, at 11 o'clock, A. 31. 
Morning service was read by the Rev. Clarkson Dunn, and a 
sermon preached by the Rev. John 31. Ward. 

The religious exercises being concluded, the Ri.shop topk the 
chair, and appointed the Rev. Simon Wilmcr and William Coxe 
Esq. a committee to examine the testimonials of their, appoint- 
ment, which the lay deputies might present, and report the 
number of churches represented. 

The committee, on examination, made report that thirteen 
churches were duly represented.

The first congregation, to which I directed my attention^ af- 
ter the rise of the Convention, was that of the newly instituded 
one at Orange, in Essex County, denominatdd Sf. Mark's 
Church. This congregation I visited in June, and, on Sunday 
the 3d of that month, 1 performed Divine service, and preachedi 
at their usual place of assembling, both morning and afternoon. 
It gave me pleasure to find, that the congregation had increased 
since my last visit ; and that they were zealously using means 
for procuring funds to erect a Church. Since that time I have 
learned, that they have obtained an eligible scite for the building, 
considerable fundS| and have made a contract for erecting iL 

In the same month, I visited St. Peter's- Churchy Perth A«i- 
boy, and, on Sunday the 24th. officiated, in that' Cbarch, both 
morning and afternoon. The congregation is quite respectable ^ 
and apparently increasing. 

>,. In the month of July, I visited the congregation of St. Peter's 

Church, at Morristown, lately reorganized, and on Sunday the 
8th, officiated twice. This congregation is also increasing;^ and, 
with becoming zeal, are making exertions to build a Cnurch. 
Since my visit, I have been informed that an eligible lot of land, 
on which to erect the building, has been presented to them, and' 
contracts made for the erection of it. 

In the same month, accompanied by the Rev. Iffr. HoUnes, I 
visited the Churches in Sussex and Warren Counties, andj 
on Wednesday the 7th I officiated at St. James's Churoh.Knowl- 
ton. This congregation is comparatively flourishing. Id' the 
afternoon, I repaired to Belvidere, the county town of Warren, 
and intended to preach thereinthcevenmgto the resident Epis- 
copalians, according to appointment; but was prevented by a 
sudden and violent storm. The next day I proceeded to Hope, 
and officiated in that village. On Sunday, the 15th of the 
month, I officiated at Christ Church Newton, both morning and 
afternoon. The congregation of this Church, gradually increa- 
ses, and bids fair to become large, as it is already resf^table* 

I visited St. Matthew's Church, city of Jersey, on Sunday the 
bth of August, and performed Divine service, and preached 
twice. This Church, from the xery lew state to w&ich ft had 
been reduced, in consequence of deaths and removals, has, witb- 
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in the last two years, under the blessing of God, exceediogly im- 
proved, and promises to be permanent. 

On Sunday the 12th of the same month, I visited St James's 
Church, at Piscataway, and officiated. The congregation of 
this Church is very small, and destitute of a minister ; but en- 
joys the ministrations of a missionary, at stated, but distant 
periods. 

On Sunday the 19th, I visited St Paul's Church, at Paterson, 
and officiated both morning and afternoon. The congregation 
of this recently instituted church, is advancing, and bids fair, 
in a few years, to rank among the largest in theDioceae. 

On Sunday the 36th of August, I visited the congregation of 
Christ-Chapel, Belleville and officiated. No material change 
in the state of this small, but respectable congregation, has ta- 
ken place for several years. 

In the month of September, I visited St. Michael's Church, 
at Trenton, and on Sunday the 9th, performed Divine service, 
and preached twice in that church. On Sunday the 16th of that 
month, I also visited St John's Church at £liEabeth Town, and 
officiated both morning and aflemoon. St John's Church pre- 
serves its standing, and the congregation generally attend Di- 
vine service with great punctuality, and, apparently, with much 
devotion. 

In the month of October, I visited the Episcopalians at Am- 
well, and officiated, in the dwelling house of one of the number, 
on Friday the 6th. On the ensuing Sunday (the Sth,) I visited 
St Thomas's Church at Alexandria, (vacant) and officiated ; 
and on the evening of the same day, I officiated at Woodsville, 
nearly 20 miles from St. Thomas's. In the same month, I vis- 
ited Christ^Church, at Shrewsbury, and on Sunday the 14th, 
preached there. The congregation of that Church, I have the 
pleasure to add, is in a flourishing state. 

In the month of November, I visited Trinity-Church, at 
Newark, and on Sunday the 4th, I officiated in that church, 
both morning and aflemoon. 

I visited also, in that month, St Peter's Church, at Spots^ 
wood, and on Sunday, the 11th, I officiated in the morning and 
in the evening. The congregation of St Peter's Church pre- 
serves its stflinding, and is very regular and exemplary in the 
performance of Divine service. 

On Tuesday, the 13th of May, 1826, 1 attended the annual 
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meeting of the Board of Directors of the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society of our Church, at Philadelphia. 

The acts of that* Board evidence considerable zeal and exer- 
tion ; and promise to be of much utility to the Church and of 
consequence to the advancement of rpli^ion generally* 

OnThur^dHy the 15th oftheiiame month I visited St. Peters's 
Church, at Berkeley, preached, and examined the catechumens of 
that church. 

On Friday, the 16th, I officiated at Trinity-Church, Swedes- 
borough ; and on Saturday visited St. John's Church, Sdlem -— 
On Sunday I visited St. George's Church, at Pennsueck, and 
preached. In the afternoon I returned to Salem, preached, ad- 
ministered conOrmation to six persons, and examined the cate- 
chumens. The church at Salem is improving. 

On Monday, the 21st of May, I returned to Swedesborough, 
and on Tuesday, preached, and examined the children in the 
catechism^ 

I visited, on Wednesday, St. Stephen's Church, at Mullica 
Hill, and officiated- On the aflernoon of the same day, it waa 
my intention to visit St. Thomas's Church, at Glassbcnrougb, and 
to preach, but was prevented by a storm. 

On Friday, the 2dd, I visited St Mary's Church, ColesiowDy 
and officiated. 

On the Sunday following, I visited St. Andrew's Church, at 
Mount Holly, preached twice, administered confirmatieo to sic 
persons, and examined the catechumens. The church in thai 
place is gradually increasing. 

On Monday, the 26th inst. I closed my official duties ibr 0ie 
year passed, by visiting the Church in this city, and on Tuesday 
the 27th, I preached and administered confirroatioti. The num- 
ber who participated in that holy rite was ten. The congregap 
tion of this church is in a flourishing state, and the building, atf 
you observe, is in excellent order* 

During the year, since we last assembled, I have attended in 
my official capacity as a Trustee of the General Theological 
Seminary (^ our Church, the regular annual meeting of that bo- 
dy in New- York ; also the examination of the sti^enta of the 
Inetitutioo, and the commencement of the senior class. The 
oxaniinatioa waa very satisfactory ; and the proficiency of the 
students such as to warrant the belief, that their time Imd been 
diligently spent in the several studies in whidi they had been 
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%ngtigp6j and that, with Dtvioe grace, thejr will beooae both 
paUe and useful < ate^arda of the mjsteries of God/ 

In October last, I abo assisted at the consecradoci of tlM 
Rev. Henry U. Onderdonk, D D. a Presbyter of the Dioceae of 
New-Tork, who had been elected, by the Conrention of Peim- 

SWania, an assistant Bishop to tbe Rt Rev. the Bishop of that 
iocese, and in case of survivorship, his successor. Dr. Oa- 
derdonk'fl piety, talents, learning and zeal, weli qualify hi no for 
that -office ; and it is hoped that tinie,re(lectioo, and Divine graee, 
will so allay and mollify the feelings of th«>se i»ho did not con* 
cur in his election, that they at len;:th will b«* induced to acqui- 
esce in tbe choice of their brethren, and thuai contribute to the 
restoration of peace and harmony in the church of the Di«icese. 

The accession to our numbf^r, and to the Church of otir com- 
munion, of so worthy and respectable a d.vine an the Rt Rev. 
Dr Onderdonk, cciuld not but aflford those of us, who were pre* 
sent at his coQ»ecration, very great .sarHfaciion ; but tliis pleas- 
ure did not remain long unmingled. Scarcely bad we separated 
to return to our respective Dioceses, when we were called to 
mourn on account ot* the decease of our beloved and highly 
esteemed brother, tbe Rt. Rev. Dr, Kemp of Maryland, who, 
on the evening of the day that he left u^, received that inj.^ry, 
by the overturning of a stage, which, in the providence of God, 
so suddenly caused his death. Bishop Kemp will long be la- 
mented by the Chiircb at large, but e.<ipecially by the Diocese of 
Maryland, for his piety, worth, talents and learning. 

I cannot, in thin plare, but call your attention also, my breth- 
ren, to the afflicting circumstance of the death of the Rev. Mr. 
Carter, of Saviinnah, Georgia, who so auddeoly folio we<t his 
beloved wife to the tomb. As Mr. Carter had been a 
clergyman in this Diocese, and of course a member of our Con- 
ventions, it is but justice to his memory to observe, that he was 
highly esteemed among us as an amiable and pioustnan, and an 
energetic, instructive, and very acceptable preacher. 

The number of persons confirmed in the Diocese, since the 
last Convention, is 22. 

The Rev. John Grigg has removed from this to the Diocese 
of New-lork. 

The Rev. William Bryant has resigned his charge of the 
Churches at Colestown, Berkeley, and Chew's Landing, and i? 
now a member of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 
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The Rev. William Chaderton has removed into thia Diocese, 
from the Diocese of Pennsylvania, and is at present residing in 
Burlington. 

There has been very little change in the Diocese within the 
last year; yet the Church generally, through Divine goodness, 
has not ceased to improve, especially in its spiritual condition* 
The same number of congregations as was reported last year, 
have enjoyed stated Divine service. The funds instituted to 
promote the welfare and increase of the Church, are still in pro- 
gress, and their beneficial effects continually experienced. 

That the Divine blessing may accompany all our endeavours 
to advance its interest, both temporal and spiritual, let us, at all 
times, most devoutly and sincerely pray.

After the deliveiy of the address, the Bishop presented the 
parochial reports, which were read, and are in substance as 
follow: — 

The report of ChriaUChureh^ New-Brunswick, by the Rt. 
Rev. John Croes, D. D. Rector ; states, that there^are families, 
in that church, about 56 — individuals, about 220 — communi- 
cants (2 added, 5 removed) 42 — baptisms, 8— marriages 8— - 
funerals, (7 not belonging to the congregation,) 12— catechu- 
mens, 32 — Sunday-school scholars, a^ut 50. 

That the congregation which assembles for Divine service is 
uniformly much larger than formerly, and the attentive and de« 
vout manner in which the whole engage in the duties of the 
sanctuary, are indications of the improvement of its spiritual 
condition. 

The ladies associated* for missionary purposes have not relax- 
ed in zeal or diligence. The avails of theif- skill and labours, 
which amount to $40, they have, as usual, appropriated to the 
common fund of the Diocese. 
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Of St. PauPB Chmrch^ Paterscm, bj the Rer. Joko Cfoes. 
Jr. Rector ; states, that there are upwards of 80 
church, but only 80 who hold pews— eomnMiM 
tisms, 15 — marriages, 13 — funerals of the con g reg ato on, 2, of 
others, 4 — Suodaj school scholars, 50 — that the a&irs of that ood- 
gregation are rather improviog ; sdll the Rector is sonrj to stale, 
Uiat maoy persons in the town, caUing themselTes Episcopa- 
lians, seldom or neyer attend. 

Of Christ' Chapel, Belleville, by the Rer. Matthew Matthews, 
Minister, states, that there are families and contributors m that 
congregation, about 30— communicantB, (2 added,) 22 — bap- 
tisms, 14 — marriages, 4— funerals, 2 — that the general appear- 
ances of the parish are encouraging. There is a pereepcible, 
though gradual increase of numbers, and, under the DirineblesB- 
ing, it is to be hoped that there is more and more attachment to 
the services of the church, and the cause of religion manifested. 

Of St. Maiihew'B Chm'ch, city of Jersey, by the Rev. Ed- 
mund D. Barry, D. D. Minister, states, that there are families in 
that church, about 30 — communicants, 20 — baptisms, (3 adults) 
33*-funerals, 5 — marriages, 2. — ^This church has, since the last 
Convention, the Minister humbly trusts, advanced not only in 
numbers, but in godliness, and attachment to the pure principles 
of our apostolic Church. At that time, and previously, Divine 
service was performed every other Sunday only ; but in conse- 
quence of the laudable exertions of the congregation, aided by 
some benevolent friends in the city of New- York, they secured 
the exclusive right to worship in the only place, which for many 
years had been used for this purpose in the city of Jersey.^. 
This building has lately been fitted up in a neat and handsome 
manner. Divine worship is performed statedly twice every 
Sunday, and sermons delivered to respectable cpngregations. 
The Sunday school, containing 60 or 70 scholars, prospers!

The attendance on Divine worship is regular and devout, and

school society.

That 
the state of the church continues prosperous, and the Sunday 
school very flourishing.

That in 
January last« the Rev. Mr. Bryant resigned the charge of the 
congregation, since which time, the church has been vacant.

The Committee appointed to prepare a Constitution for a Di- 
ocesan Sunday-School Society, auxiliary to the General Protes* 
tant Episcopal Sunday -School Union, made the following 
report. 

The Committee appointed at the last Convention, to prepare 
a Constitution for a Diocesan Sunday-School Society, auxiliary 
to the General Protestant Episcopal Sunday School Union, 

Report, that, after conferring with the Rt. Rev. the Bishop, 
who had given much time and attention to the subject, and 
whose knowledge of the state of every part of the Diocese en- 
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abled him to judge of the wants of each, and of what system 
would be best adapted to meet those wants, and promote the 
great end proposed ; your Committee have agreed to report a 
plan for a Constitution, drawn up and matured by the Bishop, 
and recommend it to the adoption of the Convention. 

The plan of the Constitution, reported by the Committee, 
having been read, it was moved by Mr. Clark, and his motion 
adopted, that the consideration of the report be deferred to the 
next annual meeting of the Convention, and that it be printed 
with the minutes.

Art. I. This Society shall consist of the Bishop, Presbyteni 
and Deacons of the Diocese, the Lay Deputies of the Couven« 
tioo, for -the time-being, the Supenntendents and Teachers of 
the several Sunday Schoob, and all other members of the 
Branch or congregational Societies hereafter mentioned. 

Art. II. The Society shall meet annually, at the time and 
place, when and where the Convention shall hold its session."-* 
The specific time of meeting dhall be at o'clock, 

on the first day of the session. 
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Art. hi. The Bishop shall be cx-officio President of the 
Society. The members of the Standing Committee, for the 
time-being, shali be the Vice Presidents. A Secretary shall be ap- 
pointed, who shall continue in office during the pleasure of the 
Society. The Treasurer of the Convention shall also be the 
Treasurer of the Society. 

Art. IV. In every congregation of the Church, in this Dio- 
cese, in which a Sunday school now exists, or in which one or 
more, may hereiifter be formed, the Rector or Minister of said 
congregation, the Superintendent or Superintendents and Teach- 
ers of the school or Schools, and every other member of the 
congregation, of either sex, who shall annually contribute by 
subscription for the use of the school or schools, a sum n'>t less 
than fif\y cents, or shall have paid to the Treasurer eight dollars 
io one sum — which payment shall be considered as making 
such person a subscriber for life — shall constitute a Branch of 
the Diocesan Society, to bo named the Sunday-School Society 
of Church, at the Rector or 

Minister of which shall be ex-officio President, and may call a 
meeting of the Society whenever he rnay think it necessary. 
The Society shall choose a Secretary and Treasurer. The 
coocoms of its school or schools shall be under the direction of 
an executive Committee, consisting of five members, to be a)>- 
pointed by the Society, of which the Rector or Minister shall be 
Chairman, and the superintendent or superintendents shall be 
members. In cases in which a congregation may be destitute 
of a Rector or Minister, or should the Minister, in congrega- 
tions that are supplied, at any time be absent from a meeting of 
the Society, or of the executive Committee, the superintendent, 
or if there be more than one, the superintendent, senior in office, 
shall act as President of the Society, and Chairman of the 
Committee, during such vacancy or absence. 

Art. v. The system of instruction in the Sunday Schools 
of this Diocese, which shall become branches of the Diocesan 
Sunday School Society, shall be that recommended by the €re- 
neral Sunday School Union. The form of prayer on opening 
the school ; and the books to be used, shall be those, which are, 
or shall be, set forth by that body. 

^rt. VI. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of every 
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firmDch Society to record the proceedings of that body, aod to 
trattsmit aunuallj to the Secretary of the Diocesan Sunday 
School Society, before the meeting of said society, a condensed 
Report, signed by the Presideot, of the state of the school or 
schools, the number and names of the superintendents, the num- 
ber of teachers, number of scholars, progress, &c. which reports 
shall be read before the Diocesan Society at its annual Dieetings. 

• 
Art. VII. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Dio- 
cesan Sunday School Society to record its proceedings ; to file 
the reports named in the last article, and to compile from those 
reports, once in every year, a Diocesan Report, which, if adop- 
ted by the Society, and signed by the President, he shall trans- 
mit immediately to the Secretary of the Board of Managers of 
the General Protestant Episcopal Sunday School Union. 

Art. VIII. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of every 
Branch Society, to solicit and receive subscriptions to the soci- 
ety, both annual and life, and also donations ; to collect annual- 
Jy the moneys due to the society ; and to transmit 20 per cent of 
the donations and annual subscriptions, to the Treasurer of the 
Diocesan Society. The residue is to be appropriated io the 
purchase of books, tracts, &c. for the use of the school belong- 
ing to the society, and for defraying incidental expenses. No 
money is, however, to be paid out ot the treasury, except the 20 
per cent already mentioned, but by the order of the executive 
Committee, signed by the President. 

Any Branch Society may, if it prefer it, appropriate the money 
ariBing from life subscriptions, to the formation of a fund, for 
tke purpose of erecting at some future day, a house for the ac- 
commoclation of its school. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer of the Diocesan Society shall, by or- 
der of Uie society, transmit annually one half of the moneys which 
ke «iay Teoeiveiram the Branch Societies to the Treasurer of 
the (ireiiei^ Protestant Episcepal Sunday-School Unioo, for 
the use «f ckit Body. The remaining half >be will keep in fond^ 
subject to the order of 

for aupplyiiig books to die Sunday Scjiools. of such Branch Soci- 
eties as «re unable of themselves to supply all that f»e necos- 
sarv- 
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Art. X. The respective Branch Societies may make such by-* 
lawB for the better conductiDg of the business of their Institutions, 
as they may think necessary ; provided they are not at variance 
with the Constitution of the Diocesan Sunday-School Society, 
or of the General Protestant Episcopal Sunday. School Union. 

Art. XI. Alterations or amendments of this Constitution can 
only be made by the concurrent vote of the Diocesan Society and 
the Convention of the Diocese. 



The Committee appointed to examine the Treasurer's ac- 
counts, having performed that duty, and finding them correct., 
reported accordingly; which report was accepted, and the ac- 
counts ordered to be appended to the Journal. 

Col. Kean, from the Committee appointed to inquire, how 
far the the 3d permanent resolution of this Convention, has, 
during the last year, been infringed ; made the following report, 
which was accepted, and ordered to be entered upon the 
minutes. 

The Committee appointed to inquire whether any, and if any, 
what infringements of the 3d Resolution passed by the Conventioa 
of this Diocese in 1811, have taken place, during the past 
year, Report, f 

That it appears from a notice in the Newark Eagle, of the 
ISthof Aprillast, that the Episcopal Church, by -which was 
meant Trinity-Church, Newark, was to be opened on Tuesday the 
39th of that month, for the purpose of an address from tlie Key. 
Dr. Power, a Roman Catholic Priest, and for the further purpose 
ot a Concert or Oratorio, to raise funds for the ciimpletioD of a 
Roman Catholic Church. And that by a paper published in 
Paterson, on the 7th of May, and by the evidence of several 
gentlemen, it appears to your Committee, that this address 
was delivered, and the exhibition did take place in Trinity -Church* 
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Newark. Your Committee have do evideDce of any other in- 
fraction of the Resolution. 

Whereupon, on motion of the Rev Mr. Wilmer, it was re- 
solved, as the opinion uf this Convention, that the Church, in 
authorising the loaning of our places of worHhip to other de- 
nominations, never contemplated their being used thus by a 
Church, against whose errors we have protested, or for secular 
purposes. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Ward, resolved, that this Con- 
vention approves of thp plan and design of the General Protes- 
tant Episcopal Sunday-Schf»ol Union, and heartily recommends 
that Institution to the support and pain mage of members of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in thi^ Diocese. Further resolv- 
ed, that it be recommended to the Sunday Schools of the seve- 
ral parishes in this Diocese, to become auxiliary to the Gene- 
ral Protestant Episcopal Sunday-School Union, until the present 
measures for the formation of a Diocesan Sunday-School Soci- 
ety shall take effect. 

The Rev. W. L. Johnson made application to the Conven- 
vention, for permission to withdraw a proposed substitute for the 
dd article of the Constitution, which he had placed on the min- 
utes of 1826, and which had been called up in the session of 
1827, but postponed for further consideration. On motioui 
leave was granted him. 

The Rev* Mr. Wilmer moved, that the alterations in the Lit- 
urgy, proposed in the last General Convention, and submitted to 
the several State Conventions, in order to be acted upon at the 
next General Convention, be now called up, and considered. 
On putting the question, the motion was negatived. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Ward, resolved that the Treasurer 
of the Convention pay to the order of the Rt Rev, D. Cro^, the 
sum of one hundred and seventy dollars, out of any moneys that 
have accrued since the last Convention, either in interest from, 
or collections for, the Episcopal Fund. 

On motion, ordered that the same number of copies of the 
Journal be printed, as was directed to be printed the last year, 
and that they be distributed in the same proportions. 

On motion the Convention adjourned for the space of ten 
minutes. 
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The Convention again assembled, and were called u> order by 
the President. 

On motion, tbe Board of liirertors of the Missionary Fund 
made their annual report, whtoh was read, accepted, and directed 
to be appended to the Journal. 

The report of the proceedings of the Standing Committee, 
was then presented ; which was also, on motion, read, accepted, 
and ordered to be annexed to the Journal. 

The proposition of two additional articles to the Constitution, 
made by the Rev. Mr. Wilmer, at the last silting of the Conven- 
tion, viz. " Whenever, in the course of Divine Providence, a 
Bishop is to ba elected for this Diocese, it shall be requisite for 
two thirds of e,xh ordor present, to concur in the choice." 
and, 

" No election can lako plac*^, unless notice of a v:ontem{>!a- 
ted election shall have beer, given six months," were called up ; 
and on the question being nut on the first article, it was nega- 
tived ; three only of the clergy, and none ot* the laity voting in 
its favour. 

Mr. Wilmer then withdrew the second article ; and proposed 
it anew with some modification, viz. 

'* No election of a Bishop can take place, unless notice of a 
contemplated electtion shall have been given six months by the 
Convention, or Standing Committee, to the different congrega- 
tions" 

The Rev. Dr. Wharton moved the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted ; 

Resolved, that this Convention highly approve of the object 
and designs of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of Ame- 
rica ; and recommend it to the attention and patronage of the 
members of the Church in this Diocese. 

The minutes of the proceedings having then been read, on 
motion, the Convention r./se.

APPENDIX No. II. 

The Board of Directors to whom is committed the appropri- 
ation of the disposable part of the Missionary fund, beg leave 
to make the following annual report to the Convention: 

That they continue to employ the Rev. Benjamin Holmes, a 
Missionary to some of the vacant churches ; besides furnishing 
to others, small sums, to enable them to procure some service? 
from neighbouring clergymen. 

The following is the report of the Ucv. Mr. Holmes. 

To the Rt. Rev. John Croos, D.D. President of the Board of 
Directors of the Missionary Fund. 

Rt. Rev. Sir, — I have continued .«?tatcdly to oiliciate in the 
places in which I was engaged at the date of my last report. — 
Two Sundays m each month have been devoted to St. Peter's 
Church, Morristown, and the remainder has been divided be- 
tween St. Mark's, Orange, and St. James's, Knowlton ; this last 
receiving my services in the morning, and the ttwns of Belvi- 
dere and Hope, alternately, in the afternoon. 

In addition to these services on the liOrd's day, I have occa- 
sionally, on week days, otiiciatcd at Knowlton once, twice, 
both at Belvidere and Hope; at Orange, 4 times, and at Morris- 
town, and in the vicinity, 11 times. On one Sunday I officiated 
at N«w-Brunswick» in the absence of the Bishon, visitin«r the 



i 
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Cluirch ai Orant^e; on one at Kiizabeiown, in exchange with 
the Rev. Smith Pyne for Morristown, and on another at New- 
ton, in exchange for Knowlton and Belvidere, with the Rev. 
Clarkson Dunn. 

The Episcopahans in Hope, Warren county, have organized 
themselves, and become incorporated according to law. The 
prospects, both of this congregation, and the others in the same 
county are gratifying, and promise well to reward ,the labourer, 
whose time shall be exclusively devoted to them. 

Both in Orange, and Morristown, the buildings for public 
worsliip have been commenced. The corner-stone of that in 
the former was laid on the 12th inst. and that of the latter on 
the 14th, and hopes are indulged that they will be ready f(»r con- 
sepration before the close of the present year. In both placets, 
zeal has been manifested and sacriHces made which merit com- 
mendation, and call for gratitude to Him " from whom cometh 
every good and perfect gift." It is, however, to be feared that 
the funds of noitiier of the congregations will, be sufficient to 
defray the necessary expenses of their respective buildings. — 
It is, hoped, therefore, that the pious liberality and enlightened 
zeal of their brethren, will afford such aid as it may be in their 
power to give. 

In addition to the facts abovemcntioned, throwing light upon 
the state of the congregations which I serve, it will be proper to 
mention, as tending to the same point, the exertions of the la- 
dies in Morristown. These, although few in number, have 
within the last 5 montlis raised the sum of about $35, 00, afford- 
ing another illustration of what can be effected by united zeal 
and patient industry. 

I have only now to remark, that the number of attendants 
upon divine service has, in good weather, been gratifying ; and 
that in all places and on all occasions there have been manifest 
such attention and appearance of devotion as to encourage the 
hopethat the word of God has been so meekly heard, and re- 
ceived with such pure afTcction, that it will bring forth the fruit 
of the Spirit to the honour and praise of God's holy name.

This being the time, appointed in the Constitution, for the 
annual meeting of the Convention of the Prvitcstant Flpiscopal 
Church in the Diocese of New-Jersey, and this city being the 
place assigned in the same instrument, for its present Session — 
the Rt. Rev. Dr. Croes, and several clergymen and lay deputies 
assembled in Christ-Church, at 11 o'clock, A. M. Morniog 
service was read by the Rev. Clarksoo Dunn, and a sermon 
preached by the Rev. William L. Johnson. 

The religious exercises being concluded, the Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop took the chair, and appointed the Rev. James Chapmao 
and Henry A. Ford Esq. a committee to examine the testimoni- 
als of their appointment, which the lay deputies might present, 
and report the number of churches represented. 

The committee reported, that there were deputies present 
from fourteen churches.

The number of churches represented, being sufficient to consti- 
tute a Convention, the members were called to order by the 
President, and the Convention proceeded to business. 

On motion, the election of a Secretary took place, when the 
Rev* John Croes, Jr. was unanimously re-elected to that 
office. 

It was moved and resolved, that clergymen belonging to oth- 
er Dioceses who arc now, or may be in this city, during the ses- 
sion of this Convention, be invited to attend its sittings. Where- 
upon the Rev. Birdsey G. Noble, a Presbyter of the Diocese 
of Connecticut, now residing at Elizabcthtown, and the Rev. 
Samuel Johnson, of the Diocese of New- ^Tork. attended, and 
took seats. 

On nM>tion, the rules of order, adopted for the government of 
the Convention of 1S28, were read, and adopted for the govern- 
ment of this Convention. 

The Right Rev. liishop Crocs then delivered the address re- 
quired by a canon of the General Convention. 



Mt Brethrbn or the Clergy and of the Laitv — 

The annual period has again returned^ 
when, according to the Constitution of the Church, 
in this Diocese, and with the divine permission, 
you have assembled to be made acquainted with its 
condition, and to consult, with the aids of the Holy 
Spirit, for its future welfare. 

It is made a part of my duty, on these occasions, 
to give you such a statement of my visitations, the 
duties which I have performed, and the state of the 
churches generally, as may assist you in both these 
respects. 

linforra you, therefore, that on my return from 
the Convention of last year, I visited St. Michael's 
Church, at Trenton ; and on Friday, the 30th of 
May, preached in that Church, and administered 
confirmation to seven persons. On the following 
Sunday I alsopreachedboth morning and afternoon 
in the same Cfhiu'ch, and examined, with great sat- 
isfaction, the catechumens. 

I visited also, on Sunday, the 22d of June, St. 
Matthew's Church, city of Jersey, and officiated 
twice. The condition of that Church, I have great 
pleasure in stating, has, within the last three years, 
Dy the blessing of God, greatly improved, both in 
its temporal affairs, the increase of the congr^a- 
tion, and the number of communicants. Toe 
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building in which it worships is in line order, and 
provided with a suitable organ. Great credit is 
due to the zeal both of the pastor and his flock. 

In the month of July I visited St. John's Church 
at Elizabethtown, and officiated both morning and 
afternoon. This Church, always among the largest,, 
appears to be in an improving state. 

In August I visited Christ-Church, at Newton, 
and on Sunday the 3d officiated twice, and admin* 
istered confirmation to nine pc^rsons. This Church 
is gradually increasing in numbers, and improving 
both in its temporal and spiritual concerns. 

On Tuesday the 5th, I visiied — accompanied by 
the Rev. Mr. Umm — the lately organized congre- 
gation at Hope, denominated St. Luke^s Church, 
and officiated. On the following morning, I visited 
St. James's Church at Knowlton, and also officiated 
in that Church. In the evening of the same day, 
still accompanied by the Rev. Rector of the church 
at Newton, I preached to the Episcopalians at 
Belvidere. Returning from the churches at Sus- 
sex and Warren counties, I visited, on the Sth of 
August, the congregation of St. Peter's Church at 
Morristown, and on Sunday the 10th performed 
Divine service, and preached, both morning and 
afternoon. I visited also St. Mark's Church at 
Orance, and performed the same services, on Sun- 
day tne 17th of August. The congregations of 
both these churches are increasmg, and bid fair to 
become respectable both in numbers and zeal. 

On Wednesday, the 20th of August, I visited 
Christ-Church at Shrewsbury, and, on the succee- 
ding day, preached and administered confirmation 
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to twenty-five persons in that church. On Sunday 
the 34th I again officiated at that church, in the 
morning, and at Christ-Church, Middletown, ia 
the afternoon. The church at Shrewsbury is in a 
flourishing state. 

In September, I visited Trinity-Church, . * 
Woodbridge, and on Sunday the 7th officiated. — 
On Wednesday the 17th, 1 visited St. Peter^s 
Church at Perth-Ainboy, and preached. I also 
visited, on Sunday the 2 1st, St. James's Church, 
iKscatawaj', and officiated. 

In October I visited St. Paul's tJhurch, at Pa- 
terson, and officiated, both morning and afternoon, 
on Sunday the 19th. I also baptized two child*- 
ran. I made appointments to visit other churches 
in this month, but was prevented from ftilfiUing 
them by sickness. 

In November, I visited Christ-Chapel, al Belle^ 
ville, and officiated. 

In the month of December, I again visited the 
congregation of St. Peter's Church, at Monistowii, 
and, on Thursday the 4th, I consecrated to the ser- 
vice of Almighty God, a neat and commodious 
edifice, recently erected in the Gothic style. This 
church is the first one of our communion that h^ 
ever been erected in Morristown, or indeed iti the 
bounty. In the performance of the office, the 
presence of the Kt. Rev. Dr. Hobart of the Dio- 
cese of New- York, affi)rded me much pleasure, 
who kindly assisted me in the administration of 
the holy communion to a considerable number of 
recipients. The coneregation was very numerous, 
and uncommonly oraerly and attentive. 

2 
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On Thursday the 19th of February, 1829, I 
again visited St. Mark's Church, at Orange; and 
on Fridav the 20th, I consecrated to the service 
of Ahniii^hty (3od, a handsome, neat and commo- 
dious edifice, lately erected under the denomina- 
tionof St. Mark's Church. This, Uke St. Peter's 
Churcli at Morristown, is the first Episcopal 
Church ever erected in Orange ; the congregation 
not having been organized more than three years. 
On the succeeding Sunday, I performed divine 
service, and preacned, both moiiiing and aftei^ 
noon, in the same ciiurch. 

On Saturday the 25th of April, I visited St. 
Peter's Church, at Spotswood, preached and ad* 
ministered confirmation to nineteen persons. On 
the succeeding day I officiated three times in the 
same church, and again held a confirmation. The 
number confirmed was nine. 

On Monday the ^7th of the same month, ac- 
companied by the Rev. Mr. Ward, I visited St. 
Peter's Church at Freehold, and performed divine 
service and preached. 

In the month of May, I visited St Peter^s 
Church at Perth-Amboy, and, on Sunday the 3d, 
preached twice, and administered confirmation to 
twelvepersons. 

On Thursday, the seventh of the same month, I 
visited Trinity-Church, at Swedesborough, and 
officiated. 

On the succeeding day, accompanied by the 
Rev. Mr. Wilmer, I visited the churches of St 
Thomas, Glassborough, and St. Stephen^ MuUica 
Hill, and officiated in both. 
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On Saturday the 9th, accompanied by the Rev. 
Henry M. Mason, now the Minister of St. John's 
Church, Salem, IvisitedthatChurch,and on Sunday 
the 10th, I officiated both morning and afternoon. It 
was my intention on that day to vi^it also St George's, 
Pennsneck^ but the state of the weather prevented 
me. On Tuesday, the 12th of May, I attended, in 
Philadelphia, the annual meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Domestic and Foreign Missiona- 
ly Society of our Church. The funds of the so- 
ciety are gradually enlarging, and the means adopt- 
ed by the Board further to increase them, and to 
provide the necessary missionaries, evince a high- 
er degree of zeal, and vigour of proceeding, than 
the Board has been able to manifest on any former 
occasion. 

In the course of our conventional year, confirma* 
tion has been administered to eighty-one persons. 

Some changes have taken place with respect to 
the clergymen belonging to tiiis Diocese. Among 
these ought especially to be mentioned, the de- 
cease of the aged and venerable Dr. Abraham 
Beach, who, for many years, was the respectable 
Rector of this church ; and who, after an absence 
of nearly thirty years, performing the duties of a 
minister of Trinity-church, New-York, returned 
to his farm, near this city, and spent, in peace and 
tranquility, the residue of a lite of eighty-eight 
year's duration. 

The Rev. Christian F. Cruse has resigned his 
charge of the churches of Salem and Pennsnecka 
land has removed to the Diocese of New- York. 

The Rev, Smith Pvne, late Rector of St. Jofan^i 
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Church, EUzabethtovvu, has also resigned his 
charge, and removed iutathe Diocese of Connec- 
ticut. 

The Rev. William Douglas, late a Presbyter of 
the Church of England, hav ing transfern^'d his res- 
idence from Great Britain to the State of New- 
Jersey, and having presented satisfactory testimo- 
nialis of the correctness ol' his moral and religious 
character, and been in this Diocese a longer time 
than the canon, relative to foreign clergymen, re- 
quired, has been admitted a Presbyter of it, and 
is now officiating at St. James's Church, Piscata- 
way, ^adat Trinity-Church, Woodbridge. 

The Rev, Henry M. Mason, latt a Presbyter 
of the Diocese of Connecticut, has removed into 
this Diocese, been admittetl one of its Presbyters, 
and has become the minister of St. John's Church, 
Salem, and of St. George's, Pennsneck. 

The Rev. Edmund D. Barry D. D. late a pres- 
b3i;er in the Diocese of ^ ew-York, has removed 
into this Diocese, and been admitted as one of its 
presb3i;ers. He contmues to officiate in St. Mat- 
thew's Church, city of Jersey. 

The Rev. WiUiam R. Whittingham, late a Dea- 
con m the Diocese of N ew-York, has, by a letter 
dimissory from the Right Rev. Dr. Hobart, Bish- 
op of that Diocese, been transferred to this, and 
is [now officiating, by permission, at St. Mark's 
Church, Orange. 

The Rev. Christian F. Cruse, who, as stated 
before, had left this Diocese, some time durinj 
the last autumn, has, within. a few days, retumei 
to it,^and been received as one of its presbyters. 
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He is now the principal of the Newark Academy. 

While I am upon tne subject of changes in the 
clergy of the Diocese, I caiinot, my brethren, 
omit calling your attention to the alHicting events 
of the deaths of two of the most distinguished and 
worthy lay members of our cliurch in tliis Diocese. 
I allude to that of Col. Peter Kean of the north- 
ern section, and Joseph V. Clark Esq. of the 
southern. 

When we assembled, in May last, at Burlington, 
these gentlemen were with us, hi heahh, and took 
an active part in our deliberations Their zeal 
for the advancement of religion, and of the church 
of which they were members — their great respec- 
tability and usefulness as citizens, and their liber- 
ality in giving supi)ort to institutions having the 
public good for tiieir object, whether rehgious or 
secular, so recommended them to their lay breth- 
ren of the Convention, that they were often depu- 
ted to represent that body in the great triennial 
councils of our Church. 13ut it has pleased the 
Almighty and all wise Disposer of events to take 
them fVom us, in the j)rime of life, and in the midst 
of their usefulness ; yet, however severe the af- 
fliction and heavy the loss, it becomes us to sub- 
mit to this, doubtless wise dispensation of his pro- 
vidence, however inscrutable to us, and to keep con- 
stantly in mind the solemn truth, that as we know 
not tne day nor the hour,, when the Son of Man 
cometh, we ought always, in dependence on his 
grace, to endeavour to be prepared to meet him. 

During the year which lias elapsed, since the 
last Convention, I have, as heretofore, attended to 
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toy duties as a Trustee of the General Theological 
Seminary of our (Church, and heard the examina- 
tion of the students. I was present also at the 
commencement of the first, or senior class. The 
Seminary appears to be flourishing ; but it is to be 
regretted, tliat its funds are not yet sufficient to 
meet the annual expenditures of the institution. 

The church in New-Jersey, through the good- 
ness of God, is still making progress. It now 
numbers thirty-one congregations, accommodated 
with thirty edifices for pubUc worship, all in good 
repair ; several of them new, or nearly so. Its 
funds generally are gradually increasing. The fimd 
for the relief of widows and children of clergymen 
of the Diocese amounts to more than $13000. Its 
Missionary Fund, to nearly ;f 4000. The Fund for the 
Bishop Croes-Scholarship, when all the subscrip- 
tions are paid in, and the interest collected, will 
amount to S2,000, which is the sum required to 
constitute a Scholarship in the Seminary. The 
Episcopal Fund is at present rather stationary. — 
The permanent fund of the society for promoting 
Christian knowledge, &c. amounts to $1,350. 

That the Church may continue to increase, and 
"grow in grace, and in the knowledge of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ," is the ardent 
prayer of my heart. " To him be glory both 
now and for ever. Amen.''

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

Protestant Episcopal Sunday-Sclwol SocieUf 

OF THE 

DIOCESE OF NEW-JERSEY ; 

Auxiliary to the General Protcstaut Episcopal Sunday-School 

UNION. 

Art. I. This Society shall consist of the Bishop, Presbyters 
and Deacons of the Diocese, the Lay Deputies of the Conven- 
tion, for the time-being, the Superintendents and Teachers of 
the several Sunday-Schools, and all other members of the 
Branch or congregational societies hereaf\er mentioned. 

Art, II. The Society shall meet annually, at the time and 
place, when and where the Convention shall hold its session. — 
The specific time of meeting shall be at three o'clock on the first 
day of the session. 

Aw. III. The Bishop shall be cx-ofHcio President of the 
Society. The members of the Standing Committee, for the 
time-being, shall be the Vice Presidents. A Secretary shall bo 
appointed, who shall continue in office during the pleasure of the 
Society. The Treasurer of the Convention shall also be \ho. 
Treasurer of the Sorietv. 
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^rl. IV. In ovcry congregation of the Church, in this Dio- 
cese, in which a Sunday-School now exists, or in which one or 
more may hereafter be formed, the Rector or Minister of said 
congregation, the superintendent or superintendents and teach- 
ers of the scliool or schools, and every other member of the 
congregation, of either sex, who shall annually contribute by 
subscription, for the use of the school or schools, a sum not 
less than titty cents, or who shall have paid to the Treasurer eight 
dollars in one sum — which payment shall be considered as ma- 
kmg such person a subscriber for life — shall constitute a Branch 
of the Diocesan Society, to be named the Sunday-School Socie- 
ty of Church, at , the Rector or 

Minister of which shall be ex-officio President, and may call a 
meeting of the Society whenever he may think it necessary. — 
The Society shall choose a Secretary and Treasurer The con- 
cerns of its school or schools shall he under the direction of an 
executive committee, consisting of five members, to bo appoint- 
ed by the Society, of which the Rector or Minister shall be 
Chairman, and the superintendent or superintendents shall be 
members. In cases in which a congregation may be destitute 
of a Rector or Minister, or should the minister, in congregations 
that are supplied, at any time be absent from a meeting of the 
Society, or of the executive committee, the superintendent, or, 
if there be more than one, the superintendent, senior in ofHcc, 
shall act as President of the Society, and Clmirman of the Com- 
mittee, during such vacancy or ab^^encc. 

ArL V. The system of instruction in the Sunday-schools 
of this Diocese, which shall become branches of the Diocesan 
Sunday-School Society, shall be that Tccommcnded by the Gen- 
eral Sunday-School Union. The form of prayer on opening tho 
school, and the books to bo used, shall be those which are, or 
shall be, set forth by that body^ 

Art. VI. It shall he the duty of the Secretary of every Branch 
Society to record the proceedings of that body, and to transmit 
annually to the Secretary of the Diocesan Sunday-School Socie- 
ty, before the meeting of said society, a condensed report, sign- 
ed by the President, of the state of the school or schools, the 
number and names of the superintendents, the number of teach- 
ers, Qumber of scholars, progress, &c. which reports shall bo 
read before the Diocesan Society at its annual meetings. 
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ArL YII. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Dioce- 
san Sunday-School Society to record its proceedings ; to file the 
reports named in the last article, and to compile from those re- 
ports, once in every year, a Diocesan Report, which, if adopted 
by the society, and signed by the President, he shall transmit 
immediately to the Secretary of the Board of Managers of the 
General Protestant Episcopal Sunday-School Union. 

Art YUI. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of every 
Branch Society, to solicit and receive subscriptions to the Socie- 
ty, both annual and life, and also donations ; to collect annually, 
the moneys due to the Society ; and to transmit 20 per cent of 
the donations and annual subscriptions, to the Treasurer of the 
Diocesan Society. The residue is to be appropriated to the 
purchase of books, tracts, &c. for the use of the school belong- 
ing to the society, and for defraying incidental expenses. No 
money is, however, to be paid out of the Treasury, except the 
20 per cent already mentioned, but by the order of the executive 
Committee, signed by the President. 

Any Branch Society may, if it prefer it, appropriate the money 
arising from life subscriptions, to tho formation of a fund, for 
the purpose of erecting at some future day, a house for the ac- 
commodation of its school. 

ArL IX, The Treasurer of the Diocesan Society shall, by or- 
der of the society, transmit annually one half of the moneys 
which he may receive from the Branch societies, to tho Treasu- 
rer of the General Protestant Episcopal Sunday-School Union, 
for the use of that body. The remaining half he will keep in fund, 
subject to the order of the Bishop, for supplying books to the 
Sunday-Schools of such Branch Societies as are unable of them- 
selves to supply all that are necessary. 

ArL X. The respective Branch societies may make suck by- 
laws for the better conducting of the business of their Institutions, 
as they may think necessary, provided they are not at variance 
with the Constitution of the Diocesan Sunday-School So- 
ciety, or of the General Protestant Episcopal Sunday-School 
Union. 

ArL XI. Alterations or amendments of this Constitution can 
only be made by the concurrent vote of the Diocesan Society, 
and the Convention of the Diocese. 
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The Buard uf Directors, to wlion. is comiiiittcd the apprupri- 
alioQ of the disposable part of the Missionary Fund, beg leave 
to make the following annual report to the Convention ; 

That the Rev. Mr. Holmes had continued his office of Mis- 
dionary to certain vacant churches in the Diocese, tilt the dni 
of the present month, when he declined serving longer in that 
capacity, and has taken charge of St. Peter's Church, at Mor- 
ristowDy which was one of the churches included in his missioo. 

His report for the last year is as follows. 

To ike RigJU Reve^^end John Ct^oeM, D. D. Pf^deni of ike 

Board of Directors oj the Missionary Fund. 
Right Rev. Sir — 

The congregations wliich I served at the date of my last 
report, have since received services on the following number of 
Suudays — those in VVarrcu county, 12 — that in Morristown, 
19 — and the one in Orange, 1 1 — besides which 10 have been 
equally devoted to the last two. On three of these Sundays 
the Bishop officiated, and on another, the Rev. Mr. Powers, 
while on the same days I supplied their respective churches.-— 
In Warren county, divine service has been held at Knowlton, 
once on each of the 12 Sundays — 14 times, (10 on Sundays, 
and 4 on other days of the week,) at Hope, and 7 times at Bel- 
videre. In addition to the regular services of the Lord's day, 
i have officiated, on other days, 9 times in Merristowii, and 8 in 
Orange. 

The church edifices in Morristown and Orange, which were 
last year reported to have been commenced, have been comple- 
ted, and in a style reflecting great credit upon the liberality and 
zeal of the respective congregations. St. Peter's, Morristown, 
was consecrated Dec. 4th, 1828, and St. Mark's, Orange, Feb. 
20th, 1829. Of the latter, 54 pews have since been sold, and 
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The Rev. tlonn Croes, Jr. was appointed Frrs'f, anil theKev. 
Mr- Ward, Sec'hj, 

It was Resolved, that, as the object contemplated by tbo Cou- 
veDtioQ, in tlie application of the Committee to the Legislature 
of this State, to procure an amendment of the Act relative to 
the incorporation of religious societies, was n<U effected. The 
same Committee bo continued, and the Rev. John Croes Jr. 
be added to their number. 

Committee adjourned.

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An Act to incorporate << The Convention of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the State of New- Jersey.'* — Passed Novem- 
ber 20th, 1826. 

I. Be it enacted by the Council and General Assembly of this 
State — and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
That the Rev. John Croes, Charles H. Wharton, John-Croes, 
Jr. George T. Morehouse, Clarkson Dunn, Simon Wilmer, 
William L. Johnson, Matthew Matthews, Christian F. Cruse 
and Benjamin Holmes, and Joseph Marsh, Roi>ert Boggs, Za- 
chariah Rossell, Christian Lazalere, George Haywood, Isaac 
Welsh, Joseph Y. Clark, Charles C. Stratton, Enoch Aggins. 
Thomas Sinnickson, and Aaron Wright, and their associates. 
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forming the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the State of New-Jersey, and their successors, duly appointed, 
according to the Constitution of the said (>hurch, shall be, and 
they are hereby made and constituted a corporation and body 
pohtic, in law and in fact, by the name and title of ^* The Con- 
vention of the Protestant Kpiscopal Church in the State of 
New-Jersey." 

II. And be it enacted. That the said corporation, and their 
:«uccessors, by the name and title aforesaid, shall bo able and 
capable, in law, to purchase, have, hold, take, use, and enjoy, in 
lee simple, or any life or other estate or estates, any lands, tene- 
ments, rents, liberties, privileges, franchises, or other heredita- 
ments ; and also, any goods, chattels, moneys, legacies, dona- 
lions, or other estate or property whatsoever, jijiven or granted 
to ihe said Convention, in any manner or \N'ay whatsoever, jwowded 
alitaySy that the income thereof shall not exceed the sum of 
five thousand dollars per annum. And further, that all the estate, 
real, personal, and mixed, now belonging to, or held by the said 
Convention, shall be vested in, and held, and managed by the 
said corporation, and their successors ; and that the said corpo- 
ration and their successors shall and may give, grant, sell and 
convey, demise, assign, release, or otherwise dispose of, all or 
any of their messuages, houses, lands, tene;nents, rents, poss- 
essions and other hereditaments, and real estate, and all goods, 
chattels and personal estate, and other things aforesaid, as to the 
said corporation shall seem meet ; and that the said corporation 
shall be able and capable, in law, to sue and be sued, plead, and

may do ; and that they shall have full power to demand and receive, 
and if need be, to sue for, and recover all debts, rents and leg- 
acieis which are now due, or may become due to the said Con- 
veotion ; and to demand, have, and take all deeds, bonds, and 
mortgages, notes, books, and other writings or things which be- 
long to the said Convention ; and shall, and may have and use 
a cooimon seal, with such device or devices as they shall think 
proper, and the same to break, renew or alter at pleasure, 
Ti. III. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
corpormtion to appoint a Treasurer, during their pleasure, who 
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>fic. G. jind be it cnacicdy That tUe Kcctor, wardous, and ved- 
trynien shall choose a Treasurer, who, when called upon for 
that purpose, shall render a true and just account to the corpo- 
ration, of all moneys by him received and expended, and pay 
over the balance which may remain in his hands at the time of 
settlement, lo his successor in office. 

Sec. 7. Jind be tt enacted^ That when a vacancy shall occur 
in the office of Minister ur Rector, by death, removal, or other- 
wise, the said wardt-ns and vestrymen, (two-thirds of them con- 
curring in the choice^) may choose some fit person, duly quali- 
fied, to act as IMiuister or Rector of said church, a^rceahly to 
the constitution of the Protestant Episcopal ( hurch in the Uni- 
ted States of America ; and the Minister or Rector so chosen, 
shall preside at all meetings of the wardens and vestrymen, and 
have a casting vote, except the but^iness or question to be deci- 
ded has relation to personal interest of said Minister or Rector ; 
Provided^ that in the absence of the President, the wardens and 
vestrymen may choose a President pro tempore. 

Sec, 8. ,And be il tnacled. That it shall and may be lawful for 
any Protestant Episcopal Church in this state, incorporated un- 
der existing laws, to embrace the privileges of this Act, by com- 
])liance with, and adopting its provisions.

and lay deputies, assembled in Trinity*Churrh, at 11 o'clock, 
A. M. Morning Service was read by the Rev. William R. 
Whittingham, and a sermon preached by the Rev. Benjamin 
Holmes. 

The religious exercises being concluded, the Bishop took 
the chair and appointed the Rev. Mr. Morehouse, and Robert 
Boggs £sq. a committee to examine the testimonials of the 
Lay Deputies, and report the number of churches represented.

The number of churches represented being sufficient to coi>- 
stitute a Convention, the members were called to order by the 
President and proceeded to business. 

On motion, the election of a secretary took place, when the 
Rev. John Gnies, Jun. was unanimously chosen to that office.

A new church denominated St. Paul's Church, Camden, 
Gloucester county, made application through the Rev. Mr. 
Ward, for admidsion into union with this Convention ; — Where- 
iipoa the Rev. Mr. Dunn and Mr. Thomas Sinnickaoa were 
$q>pointed a conrunittee to examine the docunrients relative to the 
organization and incorporation of said church, previous to its 
admission into this body. 

On motion, resolved that a committee be appointed to exam- 
ine the Treasurer's accounts and make report to the Convene 
lion.

Church, at Piscataway was the first I visited; — then followed, 
that of St. Mark's Churoh, at Orange;— St. Peter's, at Mor- 
ristowa; — St. Matthew's, at Jersey-city; — The Episcopalkms, 
at Bordentown ;— St Mary's Church, at Colestown ;-^The 
Episcopalians, at Camden ; — St« Michael's Chur<^ at Trenton;

Of the condition of the first of the chnrches named, viz. St. 
James's Church, Piscataway, if drives me £rreat satisfaclion to 
sav, that it never has heen so ffivourshle, as at present. — 
Though it has existed many yenrs ; nt no timn before this, did 
it enjoy the services of a resident clf^r^ymsn ; and for the last 
forty years, with rare exceptions, it has been dependant for the 
services of the sanctuary, and the preachine^ of the Divine 
word, on the occasional supplies of missionaries. Since the 
Bev. Mr. Douirlass has tak^n up his residencp among them, the 
congreg'ition, hv his zeal and dilisrence, has heen re-organiEed, 
the church finished, thorouffhlv rcnair'^d, a crallery constructed, 
and the whole naint^d «xt*^rnallv and internally. The congre* 
gation also haq increased, and the services are performed with 
becoming order and solemnitv. We hope, with the Divioe 
blessing, that its spiritual progress will likewise keep pace 
with its temporal prosperity. Tn my second visit to that 
Church, in November last, I administered confirmation to eight 
persons. 

Of the recently instituted Chiirch at Orange, a similar com- 
mendation mav hp fHven, as it respects the zeal and dili'^ 
gence both of its Rector and menfiHors. Tn one of my visits, 
besides the offi^o of orflachins:. whi'»h T usually perform. I had 
the satisfaction of administerincr the holy rite of confirmation to 
ei*rhteen persons, in that new congregation In the last one 
which took place on the 17th of December, 1829, 1 admitted the 
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&ev» WiUiaoi R. Whittioghamy a DeacoD, and Rector elect of 
that Churchy to the holy order of Priesthood, aasisted by the 
Rev. John Croes, Jud. the Rev. BeDJamin Holmes, the Rev. 
Birdsey 6. Noble, aod the Rev. Henry P. Powers, of New- 
Jersey, and the Rev. J. F. Shroeder of the Diocese of New* 
York. On the following day, I instituted Mr. Whittingham ia* 
to the Rectorship of the same church. 

At my visit to St. Peter's Church, at Morristown, the congre* 
gation of which, though not large, is very respectable and flour* 
ishing; I preached on Sunday (he 28th of June, and had the giir 
tification of administering the rite of confirmation to eigbtetn 
persons, in that recently constituted Church. On the Tuesday 
following, I instituted the Rev. Benjamin Holmes into the 
Rectorship of that Church, and also preached on the occasion. 

St Matthew's Church, Jersey-city, lam happy to state, is con- 
stantly improving. Its members increase, the building appro- 
priated to Divine service is rendered more convenient, and is rait- 
ably adorned. The Rev. Dr. Barry, their minister, now resides 
among them, and is zealous in the promotion of their spiritual 
welfare. The congregation have it in contemplation also, at no 
y&ry distant day, to erect a Church-edifice, of much larger di- 
mensions, and in a style of architecture, much superior to 
the present one. 

The Church, denominated St. Maiy 's, at Colestown, it is much 
to be regretted, is now, and has been for some time vacant, and of 
course is not making progress. From this discouraging condi- 
tion, I have good ground to hope it will shortly be in some de- 
gree relieved. 

The Episcopalians at Camden, with becoming zeal and ener- 
gy, have, since I visited them, the first time, organized them- 
selves into a church, under the name of St Paul's Church, al 
Camden as you have already been informed, aod have become 
incorporated. Through the kindness of several of the cler- 
gymen of Philadelphia, they have enjoyed the services of the 
sanctuary, almost every Sunday afternoon, for several months. 

2 
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Since my visit to St. Michaera Church, Trenton, id Augtef 
UuH, The Rev. William L. Johnson has resigned the Rectorship 
of that Church, and reonoved to the Diocese of New-York. — 
l^he congiegation have not yet procured a successor to him, and 
of course are vacant. This stale of things, however, I hope^ 
will not long continue. 

in my visitations to the churches, at Newton, Hopo, and 
Knowlton, in Sussex and Warren counties, I found the first of 
these, under the administration, and through the exertion of its 
respectable Rector, improved in its temporal, and slowly ad- 
vanctng in its spiritual affairs. 

ACHope and Knowlton, althongh at tliat time, entirely VH* 
cant, the circumstances of those churches had ejlperienced nof 
deterioration, through the zeal and exertions of a very respecta- 
ble member, and occasional supplies of ministers. Since my 
visit, they have enjoyed for a few months, the whole services of 
a resident missionary, the Rev. Richard Salmon, of the Diocese 
of New-York, who occasionaly officiates also at Christ-Churchy 
Johnsonburgh, and to the Episcopalians at Belvidere* 

Of the condition of St. Paul's Church at Paterson, t regret to 
remark, that it has experienced some depression. The Rev. 
John Croes, Jun. has resigned the Rectorship of that Churchy 
and removed to Newark, where he has charge of the Academy^ 
In my visit to that Church, in September last, besides preach- 
ing twice, and performing the office of baptism, I administered 
the rite of confirmation to sixteen persons. 

St. Mary's Church at Burlington, continues to prosper, and 
the exertions of the ladies for the increase of the missionary 
fund, merit all praise. 

St. Andrew's Church, Mount Holly, under the uniform admin*: 
istration of its Rector, keeps on, in the even tenor of its way. 

Trinity-Church, Newark, has been destitute of a Rector 
aince December last, when the Rev. H. P Powers resigned hit 
charge of that Church, and has now led the Diocese. The 
Rev. John Croes Jun. at the request of the Church Warden? 
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And V^Uy mao, officiates, at presenU at thai Church, under the 
charaoler of a missionary. 

St. Thomas's Church, at Alexandria, which I visited in Oe- 
tober last, although it had been almost entirely destitute of the 
services of the sanctuary for some time, is at length partially 
supplied, by the Rev. William Douglassi, the minister of 8l> 
James's Church at Piscatan'ay, who acts also as a missioaaiy 
to that Church, and to Trinity-Church, Woodbridgo. 

The condition of Christ-Chapel, at Belleville, has not improv* 
ed since the last Convention. 

The appearance of St John's Churoh, at Elizabethtowo, ie 
much improved and its conveniences increased, by the addiCkins 
and repairs which have been made to it ; especially by the aoii~ 
struction of a new and very commodious Vestry room. The 
congregation continues flourishing. The Rev. Bitdsey 6* 
Noble late of the. Diocese of Connecticut, presented to me in 
July last, the lostimonial drom the Right Rev. Pr. Brownell, 
Bishop of that Diocese, necessary, by the dlst canon, to his 
admission into this Diocese, and received from me a certificate 
of hts admission into it. Since then, I have received a eertifi- 
cate fVom the Churoh Wardens, of his being elected Rector of 

that Church. 

St. Peter's Church, at Spotswood, has undergone no materi- 
al change, since my last address. It preserves its standiniv un- 
der the charge of its industrious Rector, the Rev. Mr. Ward. 
That Crentleman, however, has found it expedient to dis%5onttn- 
ue his services at St Peter's Church, Freehold. 

St. Stephen's Churoh, at Mullica Hill, and St. Thomas's 
Church, at Glasaborough, both continue vacant, and there is 
tNit little prospect, at present, of their being supplied. 

St. John's Church at Salem, I foimd flourishing under its 
new Rector-elect, whom on the 24th, last. I instituted into the 
Rectorship of that Church. 

The Church in this place, which I last visited, presents no ma* 
erial change in its temporal or spiritual circumstances sinee 
he period, when I last addressed you on the state of the 
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cliarclMS generall/, except us to the dissolution of the coanec*' 
turn which existed between them and their late Rector, the Rev. 

8imon Wilmer. 

Christ-Church, at New-Brunswick, under my particular care, 
as Rector, has made some advancement both in tlie number of 
its attendants, and the frequency with which they attend, at the 
regular periods of public worship. It is hoped also, that its 
spiritual condition b improved since the last Convention. In 
the present month I administered the holy rite of confirmation in 
that Church, at which twenty persons presented themselves, 
either to confirm or renew their baptismal covenant. 

Beaides the change already mentioned in the removal of 
Ministers from, and reception into the Diocese, the follow- 
ing have taken place within the year. 

The Rev. Christian F. Cruse has removed into the Diocese 
of Connecticut. 

The Rev. Eli MTheeler has resigned the Rectorship of Cbrisi- 
Churchy Shrewsbury, and his other charge at Middletowo* and 
removed into the Diocese of New- York. 

The Rev. Simon Wilmer has resigned the Rectorship of 
Trinity-Church, at Swedesborough, and removed into the Dio- 
cese of Maryland. 

The Rev. William Cbaderton lately residing at Burlington, 
has removed into the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 

The Rev. Harry Finch, late of the Diocese of Conneetieut, 
has removed to this Diocese, produced the canonical certificate 
and been admitted into it as a Presbyter. Since his admisstOD, 
he has been elected Rector of Christ-Church at Shrewsbury. 

The Rev, James C. Ward, a coloured man, lately a Dea. 
con of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, has, by a letter dsnmisso- 
ry from the Right Rev. Dr. White, Bishop of that Diocese, 
been admitted into this. 

The Rev. Norman Nash, late a Presbyter of the Diocese of 

Pennsylvania, has, since the commencement of this sesnon, 
presented to me from the Right Rev. the Bishop of that Diq- 
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COM, the €9nomcM\ certificate requiied ia caaee of Muutten 
remoTiog from one Diocese to another; and has in conse- 
qoeooe been admitted into this Diocese* He will also be con- 
sidersd) from this time, as the officiating minister of this Church. 

The number of persons confirmed in this Diocese since the 
last address was deUrered, is eighty. 

It affords me pleasure to say, that three persons have been ad- 
mitted as Candidates for holy orders, viz. £dward £. Ford, 
Peter L. Jaques, and Reuben H. Freeman. 

One person only has been admitted to holy orders, namely 
the Re?. V¥Uliam R. Whittingham to the Priesthood. 

There have been three institutions, that of the Rev. Beiija- 
rain Holmes, the Rev. William R. Whittingham, and the Rev- 
Henry M. Mason. 

From the preceding statement of tho afiairs of the Church 
in this Diocese, although more congregations than is usual have 
hecome vacant, since the last meeting of this Body, some of 
which are still onsupplied i yet, in other respects, it does not 
appear to have suffi^red "any declension ; on the contrary the 
congregations have increased in number, by the institation o^ 
St Paul's Church, at Camden. Besides, more churches en- 
joy the stated services of the sanctuary, now than there did two 
years since. There can be but little doubt, also that some of 
the churches, Aat have become vacant, within the last few 
months, will shortly be supplied* 

The fund constituted many years since, in this Diocese, for the 
feKef of the widows and children of those deceased clergymen, 
who, during their lives, contributed to its increase, is continually 
augmenting, and now amounts to thirteen thousand dollars. 

The Missionary fund, which has been long in operation, and 
has been the instrument, under the Divine blessing, of preserv- 
ing and increasing the Church, in the Diocese, has as yet ex* 
perienced no dinunution, and it is hoped will long continue to 
prosper. \ 

It is with regret, that I cannot say, that the same favourable 
conditions exist with respect to another flind, belonging to the 
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Diocese. I mean the fund instituted about fourteen years 
since for the purpose of enabling the Bishop to visit the church^ 
OS under his care. This fund coinmanced, by donations solie* 
ited from the members of the most wealthy congregations, but 
it was found that a suflSicient sum could not be obtained in this 
mode, the interest of which would sufB -e to meet the amount 
annually appropriated to the Bishop. The Convention there -^ 
fore resolved at its session, held in this Church, in the yeai 
1819. 

<< That it shall be the duty of every minister of the Church, 
in this state, to cause a collection to be made for the Episcopal 
Fund, in the Church or Churches in which he regularly offici- 
ates, sometime between the first of August aqd the first of No- 
vember yearly ; and if convenient to preach a sermon suitable 
to the occasion. In case of the meeting of the Convention in 
any Church, the collection for that year, shall be made there, 
at the time of such meeting. For vacant congregations, the coir 
ieotiou for the above purpose shall be made, either by the mis* 
sionary, or by some clergyman, who may visit such congrega* 
iions at whatever time of the year, it may be found convenient.'' 

The collections directed by this resolution were, at first, pret- 
ty generally made, and the amount was sufficient not only to 
make up the deficiency in the avails of the fund, but to add to 

the fund itself. Latterly, however, the collections, in many in- 
stances, have been so much neglected, that not only the fund 

has received no additions, but the appropriations, yearly made 

by the Convention, can scarcely be met by the income accruing 

from the fund and collections together. 

The Convention, I hope, will tal^e the subject into conaidera<« 
tion, and recommend, that more attention be paid, at least, to 
the duty of causing collections to be made, that the permanent 
fund, so important to the Church, in the support of succeeding 
Bishops may in future continually make progress. 

In the performance of my various duties, in the recess of the 
sittings of our Convention, I have attended to those which arise 
from ray office as a Trustee of the General Theological Sem- 
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hiary of our Churali. TIm annual meeting of the Board took 
place, in June last, which was followed by the examination of 
the students, and the commencement of those, who had finishp 
ed their course, during all which period, I was present. The 
performances of the students gave general satisfaction* The 
Institution promises to continue to be, as it already has been, 
of great advantage to the character and usefuhiess of our prim- 
itive and apostolic Church. Among the sources of gratifi- 
cation to its friends, and to the members of the Church general- 
ly, is the great improvement of its funds by the munificient be- 
quest of. the late Frederick Khono Esq. of Philadelphia, at a 
time too, when considerable anxiety existed in the minds of its 
friends for its future support. 

This donation, as it may not come into the possession of the 
Trustees for several years, should not however cause us to for- 
get the defective means of its present support, and the necessi- 
ty of our exertions to supply the deficiency. 

It must be gratifying also to the members of the Church in this 

l)iocese, that the sum attempted to be raised, by a resolve of 

the Convention, to establish a scholarship in that Seminary, haa 

succeeded, and that it is nearly all collected ; the whole of which 

will be deposited in the treasury of the Seminary, in a few 
weeks, when a detailed report will be made of it. 

In August of last year, the Triennial General Convention of 
our Church met in Philadelphia, at which I attended in my 
place, in the House of Bishops. The four clerical, and three 
of the four lay deputies of this Diocese, attended and took 
^heir seats in the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies. Two 
new Dioceses were admitted into union with the Convention, 
viz. that of Kentucky, and that of Tennessee, both lately or- 
ganized. Eighteen Dioceses were represented. Nine Bish- 
ops, forty-seven clerical and thirty-seven lay deputies were 
present Sixty -four other clergymen of our communion from 
several Dioceses were also present, and were permitted to take 
seats in the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, during the 
hours of business. From the reports, which were presented 
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from the several Dioceses, the condition of the Cbureh appears 
to be continually improving, both as it respects increase of 
nnmber, zeal, and piety. 

In the course of the session, the interesting circumstance 
of the consecration of an assistant Bishop for the Diocese of 
Tirginia took place. The person consecrated to that sacred 
office was the Rev. William Meade, D. D. a Presbyter of that 
Diocese. 

The satisfaction, produced by that event, was, however, in a 
few months considerably damped by the distressing intelligence 
of the death of the Rt. Rev. Dr. Ravenscrofl, Bishop of the 
Diocese of North Carolina. The removal of this great and 
good man from the scene of his earthly pilgrimage, will long 
be regretted by the ministers and people of our communion gen« 
orally ; but especially by those of his Diocese, who had witness- 
ed his distinguished usefulness in the church, his energetic and 
impressive manner in the pulpit, and his great faithfulness in 
the discharge of all the duties of his eminent station. 

But, notwithstanding afflictions of this depressing character 
are permitted by Divine Providence to break in upon our other- 
wise prosperous course, and in some degree interrupt the pleas- 
ure and joy resulting from it ; yet since we continually experi- 
ence so many other favours, so many sources of gratification 
and causes for thankfulness, the fonner ought to be submitted 
to, with patience, and resignation to the will of our heavenly 
Father; and not be suffered to discourage, or check our en- 
deavours to promote, as far as depends upon us, the further 
prosperity and increase of the Church of our blessed Lord, of 
which, we humbly trust, our Church is a part.

The Convention assembled, pursuant to adjoumn^ent. 

The Committee appointed to examine the Treasurer's ac- 
counts, having performed that duty, reported that the accounts 
were correct. The report was accepted and the accounts or- 
dered to be appended to the Journal. 

The Rev. Benjamin Holmes, Secretary of the Diocesan Sun- 
day-School Society, reported sundry amendments to their con- 
fltttution, which had been proposed and adopted by the Society ; 
VIZ the following substitute for the first paragraph in article 

Tin. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of every Branch Socie- 
ty to solicit and receive subscriptions to the society, both annual 
ud life, and also donations, and to collect annually, the monejrs 
dae to the Society. These moneys are to be appropriated to 
the purchase of books and tracts for the use of the school, be- 
looAng to the Society, and for defraying incidental expenses. 

No money is however to be paid out of the treasury, but by 
order of the executive committee signed by the President : 

And that the IX Article of the Constitution be expunged : 
which, on being read, were, on motion, concurred in by the 
Convention. 

The amendment to the first article of the Constitution of the 
Convention of this Diocese, proposed last year by Dayton L 
Canfield Esq. by which the word MorrUtawn was to be insert-

Mount Holly and Shrewsbury was called up, and adopted. 

Resolved, that the Bishop appoint annually, as soon ader tbe 
rising of the Convention as may be, a coromittee to examine the 
bonds and securities in the handrt of the Treasurer and compare 
them with the Treasurer's accounts. A certificate <»f which ex« 
aminatioo shall be presented by the Bishop to the CooveDtion^ 
next succeeding such examination.

g rogation has only occasionally enjoyed the services of the 
hurch. The Church is still burthened with a heavy debt which 
is a great impediment to its prosperity. Tbe ladies of the con- 
gregation, however, with untiring zeal, have raised in their as- 
•ociation, and by donations to the same, upwards of 70 doUans 
aiBoe the last Convention, which sum they have appropriated 
to papring the interest of the debt of the Church.

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Since Ihe last Convention, the ladies of the congregation have 
furnished the Church with Lamps &r. for which they expended 
about $100. The ladies asHociation, mentiont^d in the last re- 
port, was succe»<sful beyond our most sanguine expeciationa— 
about 8400 were raised within h\x months, of which $200 
have been funded for local purposes.

The congregatioB consisis at thb time, of from twenty to thir- 
ty families ; is gradually growing in numt>eni, and an increasing 
interest is manifested, in the success of their efforts to build up a 
Church at this citj. Divine service is regularly held, once at 
least, on every Lord's day, in the City Hall, the exclusive use of 
which, has been obligingly granted us by the authorities of the 
place. 

The congregation is as yet too feeble to support a clergyman, 
or indeed to contribute much to that object, but they hope, with 
the divine blessing upon their efforts, that the day may soon 
arrive when they will be enabled to make a more favourable re* 
port in this particular. Since the t>eginning of October last 
year, their pulpit has been very regtilarly supplied, with the ex« 
ception of a few Suudays in the wmt^-r, by the Right Reverend 
the assistant Bishop, and the Reverend clergy of Philadelphia, 
and arrangements are made with them for supplies, (or the 
principal portion of the present year. And for their kind and 
gratuitous services, rendered and proffered to us, we would on 
this occasion express our grateful acknowledgements to the 
iUght Rev. Bishop Ondeidonk, the Rev. Dr. Delancy and the 
Rev. Messrs. fiedell, Douglass, Mead, Rutledge, Dupuy, 
Hawkes, Boyd, Van Pelt, Allen, Jaquett, Wiltbank, Smith, 
and Tyng.

In the outward prospects of this Church the progress of the 
year has been marked by no extraordinary changes. The num- 
erical increase of the worshippers belonging to the parish may be 
slow, but I am persuaded it will be sure. Among the improve- 
ments I have observed a greater degree of religious knowl- 
edge, without any dimmution of zeal. Among the deficiencies 
I have to lament the inanimate responses of the congregation 
during the service, and a lamentable neglect of the Sacraments. 
To remedy at least the latter of these evils, I have established 
during the past ^ear a Bible class, some of the members of 
which, being unbaptized, may be considered in the light of 
Catechumens. In the course of instnjcti'in I have prepared 
for them a series of questions on the Epistle of St. Paul to the 
Romans, and also on the four gospels, m chronological order, to- 
gether with Jones of Naylarid's Churchman's Catechism.— 
The Sunday School is fluurishing. The pupils are regularly 
taught the catechism by their teachers, aud examined m it by 
myself.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OP THE 

MISSIO^ARY FUND. 

The Board of Directors to whom is committed the appropri- 
ation of the avails of the Missionary Fund, beg leave to make 
Ihe following Report to the Convention : 

That they employed the Rev. William Douglass, Minister of 
St. James's Church, in May last to officiate, a portion of his 
time, for one year, in Trinity- Church, Woodbridge, (vacant ;) 
and in November following, they likewise engaged him to de- 
vote a few Sundays, at regular intervals, for one year, to the 
congregation of the vacant Church, at Alexandria, in Hunter- 
don coimty, denominated St. Thomas's Church. 

Mr. Douglass has reported to the Bishop, that in the fulfil- 
ment of bis engagements, he has regularly officiated at Tnnity- 
Cburcb, Woodbridge, on twelve Sunday aAemoons; and since 
his engajrament, on the morning of four Sundays, at Aiexandria. 

Tbe Board further state, that on the Ixt of January, 1830, 
they engaged. the Rev. R. Salmon, of the Diocese of New- 
York, to act as a Missionary to the vacant Churches in Warren 
county, viz. St. James's Church, at Knowlton, St. Luke's 
at Hope, and to the Episcopalians at Belvidere. 

Mr. Salmon continued in the mission, till the sitting of the 
Convention ; and reported to the Bishop, that he officiated eve- 
ry Sunday, at tbe Churches of Knowlton and Hope alternately; 
except two, in which be performed Divine Service and preach- 
ed at Belvidere, and Johnsonburgh. 

The Rev. John Croes Jun. has, at the request of the Vestry 
of Trinity-Church Newark, now vacant, also been appointed 
a Missionary to officiate at that Church, at the expense, how- 
ever, of the congregation, till it is otherwise supplied. 

In his report of services, as a Missionary, he states, that, be- 
sides performing regular duty in that Church, he has officiated 
one Sunday, both morning and af\emoon to the Episcopalians 
at Rahway, to a large and attentive congregation: that, on 
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E^raelM from the Journal of the Proceedingi of m Oenerai 
Cono€fUum of f/ie Proteiianl Epucopal Churek m tibe UuUed 
Siat€9 of Jlmorica, held in the eitif of PhUadelphia Jrem At I2lh 
to the 20th of Augtuty inclunvey 1829. 

The H0U80 of Bishops consisted of nbo of that order. — 
Two were absent. 

The house of Clerical and Lay Deputies, was cooQposed of 
jfbrty«8even clergymen, and thirty-seven lay men, represcntiog 
fhe Church in eighteen States, or Bioceses. The Church in 
omo Diocese was not represented. 

Sixty-five other clergymen, being present, woie invited to at- 
tend the aittiiigs.

From the Journal of the House of Clerical and Lay DeptUies, 

Abstract of a report on fhe Slate of the Churchy prepared Int 
a Committee rf the Home of Clerical and Lay Deputie$f adopted 
hy that Body, and 9etU to the Home of bishops. 

The House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, in compliance 
with the 45th Canon of 1808, respectfully send to the House 
of Bishops the following view of the state of the Church, com- 
piled from documents supplied by delegates from the Dioceses 
respectively represented in this Convention. 

MAINE. 

It is with great pleaaure your Committee is enabled to stale, 
that, through the Uemng of Almighty God, the Church, in this 
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pariioo ef the Eastern Diocese, is in a more flourishing con« 
ditiou than at any former period. Smce the last meeting of 
the Geoeral Convention in 1826^ anoikier Church has been 
orgaoiMd, and admitted to a seat in the State Convention, who 
have eveded a commodious cdi^e lor public worship. The 
Robrica and Canons of the Church are, in general, unifurralj 
complied with. Great attention has been bestowed on the sub- 
ject of the rdigioui education of ckUdreu; and m no part of the 
United States are the bunday-^diuola Detter ordered, better con* 
diieledb or better attended. 

la behalf of MinionB considerable interest is excited, thougb 
the auMMmt contributed for that purpose does not admit ol any 
assistance being afibrded to societies beyond the Umits ot' ttaa 
Diocese. Indeed, were the aiuouut contniaited tenfold what, 
at present, it is, there would be ample employment for the whole 
of it, in extending the bounds oi the Church m this Jsitate. Mo 
partof the Union affords a more exteusivo held tor missiouacy 
exertioai and none, certainly, more needs assistance* I^Uh i^ 
populalkMk of near 300,U00 souls, which is daily increasing, 
there are» aa yet» hut ihirtt urgamzeu Episcopal congregations ; 
whereas^ were the necessary means atforded, betore a twelve- 
noontbi donbte that number could be added to our communion. 
This cotmdfrmium, it is hoped, will wduce some, to whom a gra* 
cious Fi^videoce has given wealth and abundance, to beatow 
some pofftioQ of it* in promoting the cause of their Kedeemer 
and BenefiMdoTi in this distant region. 

NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

There are eight Episcopal Churches, in tliis State, fivo Pres- 
byters and four Deacons. Since the last Convcnuon a beauti- 
ful and commodious Church has been built at Hopkioton. In 
cottMqoenoe of the omission of returns from some of the parish- 
OS, a Gorrtet retem of parochial reports cannot t»e furnished* 

Sttndaj-Scheols are established in almost every Churoh. 
A genec^ iotaresl is tek in the General Missmnacy Society of 
the Chnreh; Two societies, auxiliary to the one last mentioned, 
have bees formed m Sl John's Church, Portsmouth ; and a 
Female MissioiNury Society has been established at Mopkinton. 
Strict aitentioD is paid in the bute to the legulations and rubrics 
of the Ckuich. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

We ware hnmy lo record the blessing of God on this portion 
w Wa vineyard, manifested in the continuance and gradual hi- 
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crease of that prosperity with which this Church has been &• 
▼oured for several years past. 

The present number of clergymen is thirty-one. Seven per- 
sons have been ordained Dearons ; and six Deacons have been 
ordained Pnests. Six clergymen have been received into the 
State, and five have removed from it. One has departed this 
hfe. One institution has taiten place. 

The numt>er of congregations has increased since the last 
General Convention, and is now 28. Four new Churches have 
been consecrated : and five are building. The number of bap- 
tisms reported is 823 ; confirmations 229 ; communicants 1415. 
By a comparison of parochial reports from year to year, we 
observe, with devout giatitude to Almighty God, a very gradual 
but regular increase and advancement of the Church in this 
State. 

The anoount of Missionary exertions, which we consider as 
some criterion of the state of religion, has been much greater 
since the last General Convention than at any former period. 
There is only one candidate for the ministry in the state. 
A State Sunday School Union Society has been formed aux- 
iliary to the General Union, and has been more than a year 
in operation. The parochial reports exhibit a flourishing condi- 
tion of our Sunday Schools generally. Classes for Biblical in- 
struction have been formed in most of the parishes, and appear 
to have been attended with a divine blessing to the Church. It 
is believed that the interest of vital religion is advancing, and that 
an increase of devotional spirit is manifest in a growing attach- 
ment and careful adherence to the services and institutions of 
the Church. 

VERMONT. 

The situation of the Church in this state, has not materially 
varied within the last three years. Four have, at difiTerent 
times, been added to the list of Clergy ; but five have remov- 
ed ; so that the numl>er is reduced from ten to nine. The 
numt>er of Parishes is about the same. Two new church-edi- 
fices have been built, one at Middlcbury, and the other at Wood- 
stock ; and preparations are going on for building one at Arling- 
ton. Some of the Parishes have been much weakened by 
removals, as well as by the common dispensations of Provi- 
dence ; but yet, the number of communicants reipains about the 
same, somewhat more than 800. Libraries have recently l>een 
formed in some of the Parishes, in conformity with a recom- 
Tiendation of the State Convention ; and Sunday Schools are^'n 



operiUioo wherever tbo churches are supphed with clergjrnieo ; 
seme of tbem coDnected with the general Unioe, and some of 
them fiiniished with considerable libraries. There are two can- 
didales for the ministry belonging to this state; and several oth- 
ers in a course of education for the sacred office One person 
has been ordained Deacon, and five have been ordained Priests, 
within the last three years. 

Respecting the lands belonging to the Society for propagating 
the Goepei, it is considered tnat all the material points of law 
have been settled in favour of the church ; but still there are some 
suits in courty which occasion considerable expense, and prevent 
the occupation of a portion of the lands. Some assistance, how- 
ever, has been afforded to each of the Parishes for the last year. 
There is a Missionary Society in this state. 

Baptisnui reported in three years, — adults 63 ; children 163 ; 
marriages 127; funerals 160. 

RHODE ISLAND. 

It appears thai the Church in this stale continues to flourish. 
By the blessing of God upon the regular and rubrical use of her 
evangelical ser?ioes, and the faithful preaching of the Gospel, 
she ia gradualJy adding to her numbers, and growing in the af^ 
factions of the people. Two Parishes have been organized,, 
and receiyed as members of the Convention within a year, under 
circumstances of good promise to the best intereaits of the com- 
munity. A feeling favourable to the reli^ous education of 
childien perrades almost all classes of people in this portion of 
the Eastern Diocese. They contribute freely to the support, 
and gladly put their children under the influence of, Sunday- 
School instruction. Very little has been done in behalf of mis- 
sions, except by St. MichaiBl's Church, in Bristol, of which the 
Bishop is Reelor. But it may be hoped, from the zeal in re- 
lation to this subject, which was manifested by the members of 
the last State Convention, and the measures they adopted, that 
the time is not distant, when the spirit of missions will be so 
identified with the spirit of Christianity, as to produce resulle 
of some importance, to the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the United States. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The number of Clergymen in this Diocese, at the Convention 
in June last, W9s 59 ; and the number of Pnrishes 78. 
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Since the last TVieonial GoiiTention, ten Pretb^flers «■< tap 
DetcoiiB have been ardani«4 ; and seyen hundred and eiglMyv; 
four have received the rite ef coafirmatioii. The preaoai mrai* 
her of caodtdates for holy ordere la 12. There haa heen « re» 
apeotable iacreaae in the nunlber of comfnunicanta ; hot the im- 
peifoct retuma eschibited in the parochial reporta, render it 
impostfible to state the exact amout of that increaae» JByfiday 
Schools have been or^nized. hi nearly all the parlahea in the 
Dioceae. They are, (or the most part, in a very floufiahiiig 
condition, and are in connexion with the Proteatam RpiaeopiS 
Sunday School Union, whose system of instruction b geliemlly 
adopted. 

The Society for the promotion of Christian Knowledge in the 
Diocese, continues to give assistanoe to a few Missionaries, who 
are usefully employed in building up decayed pahoheSy and 
forming new congregations, in various parts of the Dioceae. 

The cause of missions, domestic and foreign, is assuming 
more and more the importance it deserves, in the estimation of 
the Episcopalians of Connecticut ; and a general conviction ex- 
iata> that it is closely identified with the prosperity of the ehufch 
et home, and the increase of mdividual piety. Sonoe of the con 
gregations have aet a noble example of Ohriathia liheraHty to 
wards this object ; and from no t[uarter do the frienda of mia» 
aiona meet with any thing deserving the name ef Irpbositiofl* 

The establishment of Washingttm College, ^ wnleli a atefe- 
mont was given in the last Triennial Report, was an event of 
the highest importance to the Church. To the liberality of the 
episcopalians of Connecticut ; and more particnlflrffy, to the 
evertions and snrrificea of the city of Hartfbrd, iaihia iliatilntioa 
indebted for its endowment. Its progress hitherto has been flii*' 
ly equal to the expectations of its friends. At its thMI anooal 
Commencement, on the first Thursday in Augtist, 1829, the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Arts was conferred on twent/youag men, 
alumni of the Institution. Notwithstanding the short tlaoe if baa 
been in operation, its literary exhibitions have evinced a profi* 
ciency in classical and scientific studies, not inferior to that ex- 
hibited in the older institutions of our country. 

The want of ministers to serve at our altars gave rise fo the 
CrI7RCh-Scholarship Society ; the object of which iSi '' to 
assist meritorious young men, members of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, in the attainment of a collegiate education ; and, 
when the state of the funds may be thought to justify the mea- 
sure, candidates for Holy Orders may be assisted in obtaining 
♦heir theological education.^' This is justly regarded as a most 
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imporU^I OV^P^ h ^o welfare of tba Cburoh ; and through cha: 
ezertKHMl of iU indefatigable a^eot, the Rev* WiUiam Barlow^^ 
Tundtt to the amount of more than $6,000 have aheady been aa* 
cured^ .Sycb ia the comprehensive plan of the institution, that 
ita benefits are confined to no one diocese or college. Scholar-., 
ships may be formed in any part of the country ; and thoir 
founders have the light secured to them uf nominating the csndi- 
datea to enjoy the benefits of the same, and at any college they 
may prafpr. A number of beneficiaries are already enjoying the 
fhuta qfjl hia institution. 

Qa the wholoi the prospects of this Diocese are highly an*, 
coqiraging; .It is beUevcdi that in no part of our country are the 
doetniu^s of tha Gospel preached with more faithfulness, or with 
a mora aenflibia influenco on the hearers.

city of New*Tork, a uumber of zealous and liberal indiyidiiak 
have formed a ProiettarU Episcopal Press, to be devoted to 
printing, publishing, &c. &c. fof our Church at large. It has 
gone into vigorous operation, aud promises the most eztensire 
ttsefalness. 

NBW-JER8ET, 

The Church in the Diocese of New-Jersey, although its com^ 
parative increase is not equal to that of the Churches in many 
of the States, in which the population is continually advancing, 
by the formation of new setUements, has made greater progress 
within the last ten or twelve years, than at any period slnCe its 
re-orgaoization, at the close of the revolution. Its munber of 
Clergymen is now twenty — the Bishop, eighteen Presbyters, 
and one Deacon. The number of congregations is thirty*one, 
worshipping in thirty Churches, some of them new, and all, with 
scarcely an exception, in good repair. Twenty-foor of the con- 
gregations enjoy stated regular service. The residue, at pre- 
sent, are only occasionally supplied, in conseqenee of the diffi- 
culty of procuring Clergymen to act as missionaries. 

llnring the recess of the General Convention, the Bishop has 
admitted to the order of Priests the Rev. Smith PyiM* In the 
same period he has instituted Mr. Pyne into the nectorship of 
St. John's Church, at Elizabethtown, and the Rev .Benjamin 
Holmes into that of St. Peter's Church, at Morristown. 

The following Clergymen havo been received into the l>io- 
cese :— the Rev. William Chaderton, now residing at Buriing- 
ton ; the Rev. William Douglass, as Minister of St Jamea^ 
Church, Piscataway, and Trinity Church, Woodbi^ge; the 
Rev. Henry M. Mason, as Minister of St. John's Church, at 
Salem, and St. George's Church, Pennsneck ; the Rev. Edmund 
D. Barry, D. D. as Minister of 8t. Matthew's Church; city of 
Jersey ; the Rev. William R. Whittingham, as Minister of St. 
Mark's Church, Orange ; and the Rev. Birdsey G. Noble, offi- 
ciating at St. John's Church, Elizabethtown. The Rev. Chris- 
tian F. Cruse, who had Icfl the Diocese in 1S2S, has also re- 
turned to it, and is now the Principal of the Academy at New- 
ark. 

The Diocese has been deprived, by death, of the venerable 
Dr. Abraham Beach, and by removal to Connecticut, of the 
Rev. 6mith Pyne, now the Rector of Christ Church, Middle- 
town* 
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Three new congregations, under the names of St PeterV 
Cbmehy at Morristown, St. Mark's Church, at Orange, and St. 
Liike*8 Churchy at Hope, have been organized in the Diocese, 
ancethe last report, and received by the Convention into union. 
The fira^ two have er«eted handsome and comparatively spa- 
cious Churches for their accommodation, which have been con- 
aecrated by 4he Bishop to the service of Almighty God. 

Confirmations have been administered in ihe following Church- 
es:— St John's, Salem ; St Andrew's, Mount Holly ; St. Ma* 
ry'a, Burlington ; St Michael's, Trenton ; Christ- Church» 
Newtoo ; Christ-Church, Shrewsbury ; St. Peter's, Spotswood ; 
St Petei'ay Perth Amboy ; St Mark's, Orange ; and St. Peter's 
Moiratown. 

The number of Baptisms reported is 660. The number of 
persoBB confirmed has been 140. The communicants are 
about 800. 

Two persons in the Diocese arc preparing for admission as 
candidates for orders. 

The Churches within his charge, with occasional exceptions, 
aM still visited by the Bishop, once ii each year ; and the Ca« 
nons, Bubricsy and usages, are generally observed. 
. The Sunday Schools continue to flourish ; and as a Diocesan 
Sunday School Secieiy, auxiliary to the General Sunday School 
Union of our Church, was instituted by tlie Convention at its 
ncent sitting ; ii is to be hoped, that both their number and 
usefulness will be considerably increased. 

The annual avails of the Missionary Fund of the Diocese-^ 
which was instituted more than twenty-five years since— have 
been much enlarged within a few years, by the productions of 
the geniufly taste, and industry of zealous missionary associA* 
tions of hidies, in several of the Churches, who are still *< not 
weary jn welldoing;" and the increasing good effects of the 
instiiutiooi, under the Divino blessing, have continued to be man- 
ifeftedy especially since the last report. 

Tlie fund for the relief of widows and children of Clergymeo, 
who have been members of the Diocese, is, at present, rapidly 
iocreasing. Its amount exceeds $12,000. 

The Episcopal Society for the promotion of Christian knowl* 
edge and piety is uniform in its operations and progress. It 
gratuitously distributes, as usual. Bibles, Prayer Boo^, and le- 
ligious tracts ; makes donations to the Missionary fund : and 
though much circumscribed in its local limits, has now a per< 
jueoeot fund of about fourteen hundred dollarpf

The institution of the Biahop-Croes Scholarsbip in the Crene- 
ral Theological Seminary, re|K>tted, at the last (Seoeral Con- 
vention, as being in progress, Ib now happily comploted ; ao4 
the amount deposited in the Treasury of that important nuraeiy 
of the Church. 

Among the prosperous characteristics of the Church in the 
Diocese, it merits especial notice, atid cannot but afford h^ 
gratification to pious and benevolent minds, (hat' generally, 
thnnigh the Divine goodness, more attention to, and more in- 
terest and sieal in, the concerns of religion, are apparent among 
its nembersy than has sometimes been the case in former years ; 
and it is helioved, not without corresponding beneficial etifoota. 
Tlnsy as mtoII as its external prosperity, calls for devout thank- 
fulness to the Father of Mercies, and should prompt its nliem« 
bers to offer up the most earnest and fervent suppltcationsy 
through the merits of Christ, that it may not only be continiied> 
but increased. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

This Diocese consists at present of the BiFhop, the AssbtaDt 
Bishop, fifly-three Presbyters, twelve Deacons, and aeveaty-one 
congregations ; being an accession, since the last GwMral Con^ 
vention, of eight Clei^ymen, and seventeen congrmtloiis. 

The number of persons, who have been oidaiMd JOeaeons, is 
nine. The number of Deacons ordained Priests, 6i|^l» One 
Presbyter has departed this life. There are fifbon candidates 
for holy orders. Seven churches have been consecrated to the 
service of Almighty God. 

The number of persons confirmed has been onethoosand and 
seventeen. 

The number of baptisms reported since the last Crenenl Coo* 
vention, is 221 1. The number of communicants is 2668. 

Tho Missionaries employed within the past year under the 
ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese were eleven. 

The fund for the support of widows and children of deceased 
Clergymen, amounts to ^42,595 33. 

The state of religion, on the whole, appears encouragiii|g« 
Sunday School mstruction flourishes in many Parishes, aSd ia 
carefully maintained m nearly all. Infant Schools have been 
established with much success in some instances, and pronuae a 
high degree of usefulness. Occasional examples have occurred 
in a few of the congregations of a peculiar degree of religiona 
sensibility, followed by numeronn and solemn professions. In 






other places, large additions have been made to the c^ngroga- 
ttoDS aii^ to the member of communicants, accomp.'|nicd by a 
gradual increase of general seriou.sness, and dnvotional regular- 
ity. And a much more earnest attention is manifest <'d un the 
st|bjeet8 of Theological and Christian education, and the great 
caiiae of ML bsionary exertion- 

And although the Diocese has not escaped its share of the 
agitation usually incident to the management of elections, 
whether in Church or State; altliough we have hai to lament, 
in some particulars, the evils of a temporary alienation amongst 
brethren, and in many others, thn spirit of worldlineHS, indifier- 
ence, and neglect; although we have great reason to long for an 
increase, not only in tho number of our ministers, but in tho 
zeal of their labours, and in ihc consistent diligence of their 
flocks ; yet is there cause of deep and fervent gratitude to the 
graciofis Head of the Church for the blessings which ho has 
Touchsafed to us, and ground to hope that the Diocose of Penn- 
sylvania will experience an increasing measure of prosperity for 
the yean to come. 

DELAWARE. 

In the Diocese of Delaware there aro five clergymen resident, 
four of whom have parishes, the other, from age and infirmities, 
onlv occasionaiUy etercising his ministry. 

ni Newcastle county the churches are in good repaur, and 
supplied. In the two remainiqg counties the statu of tho church 
has not materially altered since the last report — with this ex- 
ception — that a commodious and handsome placo of worship 
has recently been erected in Smyrna, Kent county, and conse- 
crated to file service of Almighty 6«id, by the Right Rev. Bishop 
Ondefdonk. A clergymen has been invited to officiate in this 
church, and has accepted tho invitation. 

Attached' to several of tho churches are flourishing Sunday 
Schools^ in which deep interest is felt, and from which there has 
been a happy fesalt. There has, in some of the parishes, been 
laid the foundation of libranes attached to the churches, and 
thus ah example set, worthy of general imitation. It is to bo re- 
gretted, that the Di<icesaa Missionary Society has been totally 
inefficient from the inability to obtain missionaries. 

The chfvch in Delaware, availing itrtelf of the provision in 
the twentielh Canon of 1808, invited tiie Right Rev. BUhop 
Whftelo 'Tisit and perform Episcopal offices in this Diocese, 
and a similar invitation has been given to the Right Rev. Dr, 
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Onderdoiiky aa Assistant Bishopi whose services have produ- 
ced and levived feelings promotive of the best UBteresis of the 
church. 

The nitnber of communicants, so far as they can be Moer- 
taioed, is 217. The difference under this head, hetwaen the 
present and former return, is allribotahle to an error in thalf and 
not to any diminution of communicants. 

MARYLAND. 

It appears from the journals of the several Conventions whicli 
have been held in this Diocese since the last meeting of the 
General Convention, that four persons have been ordained Dea- 
<MNiS9 and thirteen admitted to the holy order of Priests. There 
are now in ihe Diocese fidy-one clergymen and four candidates 
for Orders, and three Churches have been consecrated to the 
aenrice of Almighty God. 

According to the parochial Reports, 3802 persons have been 
baptised, 576 confirmed, and there are now 2825 communicants 
in the church. But it is to be observed, that in some instances 
no parochial Reports have been made, and that in others there 
does not appear to be as much accuracy, as it wouM be desira- 
Me to find in them. 

The Diocesan Missionary Society, formed some years since, 
appears to have been useful in some of the parishea which had 
been deprived of the ordinances of the Gospel* and it is a mat- 
ter of deep regret that it has not received thai peeuniaiy aid 
which the situation of many parts of the Diocese so imperiously 
demands. Sunday Schools have been formed in most of the 
parishes, and have been eminently useful, and some of them 
have become auxiliary to the General Sunday School tTnion of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, There are Charity Schools 
also attached to St Paul's parish, and St Peter's Chureh» in the 
city of Baltimore, and in that first named, 23 female orphans 
are supported as well as instructed. The Episcopal Female 
Tract Society of Baltimore, which has been mentioned in fomaer 
reports* continues to render essential service to the cause of re- 
ligion and the Church. Societies of a similar description, most 
of them auxiliary to the one just named, have been formed in 
other parts of the Diocese, and have, with the Prayer Book and 
Homily Society of Maryland, been instrumental in diffusing 
among our members a knowledge of the doctrines, liturgy, and 
government of the church. The funds of the corporation for 
Jhe reliftfof the widows and orphans of dcceasedclergy men, are 
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luuMikiniiin. «ad tiie products of Iheoi bik«« i^^^ ^uatifiriillj 
unphpi, iBHHuqruii*aBC«s>totlioidwfaBdcoiBibrtorikBM>l«r 
wiioai it «M imeiided. At a late mfwiting of tho Co^Tention s 
Societf «M fixined for tbo rdief of aged and iofirai MioMtcn 
ofteClmrdi. 

Sace the last meeting of the General ConreotioD, the Dio- 
cese of MaiylMMi has heen called to mouTD the death of its mech 
bdofed Bishop Keaop. The Joomals of the two last Cootsh- 
tioMi record me deep afflictioD which was produced by this 
eTeol, ind the larioaB comnraiucatioDs of the difiereot Eccle- 
siastical hodies, ei|iifissiiig their coodoleoce with the Church in 
the Dioeeee, in the hearf loss which it has sustained, and the 
sentiments of Ioto and Teneration which the Diocese at large 
cherished for him.* 

Under the Constitntiooal and Canonical provisions of this Di- 
ocese, for the performance (during a Tacancj in the episcopate) 
of duties not peeuliarlj betoi^ing to the Episcopal office, the 
Her. William E. Wjratt, D. D. has beeo elected President of 
the CoATenlioo. 

The Rijriit Her. Bbhop Onderdonk, Assibtant Bishop of the 
Diocese of PemMnrhrania, on the invitatioD of the Standing Com- 
mittee, has nnted and performed Episcopal services in several 
portions of 0ie Diooeee ; and his services have produced the 
happiest eflects, and tended, in a high degree, to sustain the 
cause, and extend the influence, of our Church in Maryland. 

VIRGINIA. 

The proepects of the Church in the Diocese of Virginia con- 
tbue encoonging, and indeed are greatly more so than at the 
time of the last report The number of clergy has considerably 
increased ; the principles of the Church are better understood, 
and more than ever loved ; and the influence of pure and undo- 
filed religion more extensively folL Arrangements have been 
made for thet ursmn enl establishment of the Theological Sem- 
inary of the Diocese ; and a system adopted for its future man- 
agement, calculated, it is confidently believed, ?ery greatly to 
extend (he influence, and multiply the benefits, of that institu- 
tion. A Diocesan Missionary Society has been recently estab- 
lished, from whose operations much is expected ; and by means 
of which our numerous waste places, we trust, will soon be, in 
eome hopeful measure, supplied with the ministrations of the 
Gospel ; and the doctrines and institutions of the Church made 
known in the hitherto neglected and destitute but important 
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western secti<»>* ^ tho State b^yoncl th^ mountnitui. AqzHik- 
riesi t6 the Education Society, one of the favorite intftitcitions of 
the Diocoso, have considerably niuttiplied'; and' by theYn'utf-^ 
common exertions havr been made, within the last twby^rti',' 
for th» vicforous and successful prosecution of th^ nbbte aiAl"' 
truly pioas o(>ject of assisting devoat'and gifted youths 'in prtepa* 
ring for the Gospel ministry. 

Besides the repahr of several of out old churches, aHm^'in 
ruins, and the re-occupation of some hitherto almiost or entirisly' 
deserted, it is pleasing to report the buifdtng a'ttd confleeratioti 
of several enth'ely new. 

The number of clergy is now 44 ; and there is the prospect 
of an early addition to their number from among the bandrdatefl 
for Orders now prosecuting their studies at the Semioary. 

NORTH CAROUNA. 



The situation and prospects of this Dioceseare such as to 6a« . 
courage its labourers, and call forth lively thanksgtviog to' Hun 
who ruleth over the whole Church. 

Since the last General Convention of 1826» there have beaa 
baptized 489, (of whom about 60 were adul!i») and coDfirined 
169. The present number of the Clorgy is 12, via. ; one Bish- 
op, nine Presbyters, and two Deacons. The nuoiber of com- 
municants is 640, Many have been added since the last report ; 
and It may be well here to corn^ct an inaccuracy in that report. 
The number of communicants was at that time stated to be 649, 
whereas there could not have been more than 500, which would 
show an increase, since that period, of 160. The number of 
Sunday scholars is about 500 . and an inCre^ising seal in the 
cause of Sunday School instruction is manifest in all our codgrer 
gations. In almost every instance, our schbote are coiwected . 
with our General Sunday School Union, and ard reaping miibli . 
benefit from it:4 excellent system of instruction. 

The number of Congregations is 24. 'i'hree persons have 
been adinittsd to the holy order of Deacons. Four Deacons 
have been ordained Priests. There are at present two candi*i. 
da'es for holy orders. Five clergymen have removed from the 
Dioc(*8e, and four have been received into it. 

Lay- reading, in the vacant congregations, has been attended 
with much profit. 

Much good has been done by the Female Associations of 
Industry. 

The Episcopal Fund is at present estimated at ftl 1,405.

At the last Conrentionv the Bishop expressed his heartfelt 
gratification, and unfeigned thankfulness, for the increasing piety 
apparent in all the congregations during h^ last 

SOUTH CAROLINA. 

In this Diocese, there are 43 organized Congregations, eight 
of vliich are without a minister. The Clergy consist of Vn% 
Bishop, 29 P^resbyters, and 4 Deacons. One of these haa 
been absent from the Diocese since 1826, but has never applied 
for, or received hts dismission from the Diocese, according tohte 
Canons. Twenty-five of our Ministers are clerically employed ; 
one is PMsideDt of the College in Chariest own ; and eight ara 
without cures. Within the period embraced by this report, 
three persons have been adniitted*to the holy order of Deacons, 

Two Ctaqgrnien have removed from the Diocese, two have 
come into it, one has been displaced from his grade in the minif- 
tiy, and two have departed this life. Several distinguished lay- 
men have lieen removed by death, and also one of our candidates 
for holy orders* The number of candidates is fivo. Two 
Churdies have been consecrated, and one is nearly ready for 
conseerstioo. 

The baptisms reported are, of infants, 882 ; of adults, 117; 
and 9fi8 persons have been confirmed. There are 1974 com* 
wunicants reported, of whom 476 are persona of colour. 

Tlie monthly religious publication, entitled " The Gospel 
MjBSsenyr, and Southern Episcopal Register,^ which was com* 
menced m January, 1824, is still continued, under the directiw 
of nieinbers of our Church. 

The Bishop's Fund is slowly increasing, and amounts to 
$9637,80 ; which sum is invested in public securities. 

The reruns societies mentioned in our last report, are en- 
gaged in their useful labours with undiminished zeal. They 
have had in their service within the last three years nine Mis- 
sienariea. Several sewing societies for pious and charitable 
purpoaes ; a female Bible, Prayer Book, and Tract society ; 
and a aeeiely for the special purpose of increasing the Bishop's 
perwMiwenI Fund, (wMcb is under the control of the Diocesan 
Convention, and of which three-iburdis of the interest ffuqf be 
applied to the immediate support of the Episcopal office in the 
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Diocese, if needed,) have been instituted. Of thin laal iiaas«d 
society, for the scheme of which we are indebted to the jadicioua 
zeal of one of our clergy, who is also a very active oflicer oftho 
same, any person can become a member by paying one dollar 
annually, or a member for life, by paying Iwenty dollars, regu- 
lations which, it is hoped, will ensure a large number of members, 
and render the society eminently efficient. 

Our Sunday Schools are in successful operation, and have 
been greatly aided by the books of the Sunday School Union of 
our Church. The number of teachers reported to ow last 
Convention, was 150, and of scholars, 1215. 

This Diocese has never been insensible to the interests of the 
General Theological Seminary, nor unwilling to do what it 
could to promote them. In conformity to the recommendations 
of the last General Convention, measures were takeo for pro- 
curing our quota in aid of the Building Fund of the Seminary. 
The subject was brought before the Convention in 1827, by the 
Bishop, and a Committee of the same Convention reported a 
scheme of contributions ; according to which we haTe the satis- 
faction to report that 91040,74 has been paid in. The balance 
due, viz $609,26 (the whole quota being $1650, at the 
rate of $50 for each of our 83 clergymen*) we have no doubt 
would have been obtained, but for the late bequest of Mr. Kohno, 
which some persons may plead, not correctly, as we think, as a 
reason for not giving, since many years will probably elapso 
before the Seminary will receive this bequest. 
There was paid to the General fund of the Seminary, prior to 

the General Convention of 1826 (See p. 48 of the Journal) by

The Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, instituted by 
the General Convention, (we regret we are not able to report a 
larger number,) has only five Annual and twenty-one Life Mem- 
bers in this Diocese. 

We have the pleasure to report, that the Canons and rules 
of the Church are observed. Indeed we know of no clergy- 
man among us who habitually disregards them.

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\n conclusion, we would refer, for further information as to 
the state of the Church in this Diocese, to our former Reports, 
as we deem it unnecessary to repeat statements, which are. made 
therein. 

GEORGIA. 

The Church in this Diocese has undergone no material 
change smco the lorft General Cttnvoution, but contmues to la- 
bour under the depressiou <iri>mg tro<n the want of clergymen, 
not only for the supply of parishes already organiztsd, but also 
for the raising up of ne>v congregations in districts where every 
encouragemeiit is oflfered for successful ministerial exertion. 
EfRnts have not been wanting to remedy the evil, in the form- 
ation and eqcourugement of M.issionary Societies, and in the 
repeated apphcations which have been made to individuals, aa. 
well as to the Church at large, for co-operation in reaping the 
wide-spread harvest which is here presented. 

There is in this Diocese but one candidate for Holy Orders, 
viz. Mr. The«>dore F. Bartow, who was admitted within the last 
year. The number of communicants is about 200. bunday 
Schools are established in Savannah and Augusta, in connexion 
with the Protestant Episcopal Sunday School Union, and are in 
a prosperous condition. There are also two Societies auxiliary 
to the* General Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, 
which annually transmit their mite to the Treasurer of that im- 
portant institution. In addition to which, there are several 
others of a local nature, to whose exertions wo look, with anx- 
ious expectation, for the future enlargement of the borders of 
ZioOy aiod humbly hope, that under tlie Divine blessing, we shall 
not look in vain. 

OHIO. 

The Diocese of Ohio reports the number of clergy to be 15| 
consisting of a Bishop, 13 Presbyters, and 1 Deacon. 

Since the report of 1826, three persons have been admitted to 
the order of Deacons ; and four Deacons to the order of Prieata. 
Five cleffgymen have been received into tliis Diocese. The num- 
ber of ^candidates for Orders is two. 

The Journals of 1827 and t828 exhibit an increase of 101 
eommuotcanta : of baptisms 329 of which 35 wore adults. 

Miniaterial faithfulness amongst us is encouraged by large 
and attentiTe audiences ; by frequent additions to the Church, of 
aacb, we trust, as shall be eternally saved; and by the extension 
#f tbat influence which the power of truth seldom fails to exert.

also a testimonial to the same effect from at least one C ia igj '

When any person, not a citizen of the United States, 
who has been acknowledged as an ordained M iniater among any 
oilier denomination of Christians, shall apply for orders m thn 
Chupch, tiie Bishop to whom application is made, shall requive 
of him, (in addition to the above qualificatioD.^,) satisfactory avi- 
deoee that he has resided at least one year in the United States 
previous to his application.

CANON !I. 
OfimetM for wkUh MimtUn shaii be tried and punished. 

If any Minister of this Church shall be accused, by public 
rumour, of discontinuing all exercise of the ministerial office 
without kwful cause, or of living in the habitual disuse of pub- 
lic worship, or of the Holy Lucharist, according to the offices of 
tbis Chare, ly or of being guilty of scandalous, disorderly, or im- 
moral dMiduct, or of violating the Canons, or preaching or in- 
culcaling heretical doctrine, it shall be the duty of the Bishop, or 
eccJesiastieal authority, to see that an inquiry be instituted as 
to the truth of such pubUc rumour. And in case of the indivi- 
dual being proceeded agaiu^t and convicted, according to such 
rules or process as may be provided by the Conventions of the 
respective Dioceses, he shall be admonished, suspended, or de- 
paded, as the nature of the case may require.

CANON III. 

To goium tn the ca$e of a Mimster declaring that he wiU no 
longer be a Alinister of this Church, 

if any Minister of this Church, against wh«Mn there is no ec- 
deaisntirni proceeding instituted, shall cbclare to ihe Bishop of 
the Bioceee to which he belongs, or to any ecclesiastical an* 
tbedty for the trial of Clergymen, or, where there is no Bishop, 
to the Standing Committee, bis renunciation of the ministry, and 
his design not to officiate in future in any of the offires thereof, 
it shall be the duty of the Bishop, or where there is no Bishop, 
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of the Standing Committee, to record the declaration so made. 
And it shall b«) the duly of the Bishop tu displace him from the 
ministry, and to pronounce and record, in the presence of twa 
or three ( lergymen, that the person so declaring has heen dis- 
placed from the ministry in this Church. In any Diocese in 
which there is no Bishop, the 9arue sentence may he pronounced 
by the Bishop of any other Diocese, invited by the Standing 
Committee to attend for that purpose.

No Minister removing from one Diocoso to another, 
or coming from any State or district which may not have ac- 
ceded to the Constitution of this Church, shall be received as a 
stated offidatmg Minister by any congregation of this Churchi 
until he shall have presented to the Vestry thereof a certificate 
from the Bishop or ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese or 
State to which he is about to remove, that he has produced satis- 
factory testimonials thit he has not been justly liable to evil re- 
port, for error in religion, or viciousness of life, during the three 
years la^^t past ; or in case the party has been subjected to pro- 
ceeding!), or to inquiry, in consequence of any charges Bubject- 
ing him to censure, the fact of acquittal or exoneration from such 
charges may be stated in lieu of testimonials in the preceding 
terms ; which testimonials or statement shall bo signed by the 
Bishop or Bishops, or where there is no Bishop, by the majori- 
ty of the clerical members of the Standing Committee or Com- 
mittees of the Diocese or Dioceses wherein he has resided ; 
which Committee or Committees > shall, in all cases, be duly 
convened : or in case he comes from a State or district not ia 
connexion with this Church, and having no Convention, by three 
Clergymen of this Church. Nor shall any Minister, so remov- 
ing, be acknowledged by any Bishop or Convention, aa a Min- 
ister of the Church to which he removes, until be shall havo pro- 
duced the aforesaid testimonial. 
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See 2, Every Minister shall be amenable for any ofTences 
commilted by bim to the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese 
in which be is canonicaily resident, at the time of the charge. 

The XXXIst Canon of 1808 is hereby repealed. 

CANON V. 

Of Jhsiatant Bishops. 

When the Bishop of a Diocese is unable, by reason of old 
age» or other permanent cause of infirmity, to discharge his 
£piscopa] duties, one Assistant Bishop may be elected by and 
for the said Diocese, who shall, in all cases, succeed the Bishop, 
in case of surviving him. The Assistant Bishop shall perform 
such Episcopal duties, and exercise such Episcopal authority in 
the Diocese, as the Bishop shall assign to him : and in case of 
the Bishop's inability to assign such duties, declared by the 
Convention of the Diocese, the Assistant Bishop shall, during 
such inability, perform all tho duties, and exercise all the au- 
thorities, which appertain to the office of Bishop. No persctn 
aball be elected or consecrated a Suffi^agan Bishop, nor shall 
there be more than one Assistant Bishop in a Diocese at the 
same time. 

CANON VI. 

HapeeUng Churches in which Divine Service is celebnUed Xn a 

Foreign Language. 

TVIion a clergyman, coming from a foreign country, and pro- 
fessing to be re^larly ordained, shall be called to a church of 
this communion in which divine service is celebrated in a fm*- 
cign language^ he may, with the approbation of the Bishop of 
the Diocese in which such church is situated, acting vkith the 
advice and consent of the Standing Committee, or with the unan- 
imous approbation of the Standing Committee, if there be no 
Bishop, and on complying with the other requisitions of the 
Canons, settle in the said church, as the Minister thereof, with- 
out having resided one year in the United States, any thing in 
the 36th Canon of 1808 to the contrary otwithstanding. And 
when a person, not a citizen of the United States, who bias been 
acknowledged as an ordained Minister of any other denomina« 
tion of Chnstians, applies for orders in this Church, on the 
ground of a call to a church in which divine service is celebra* 
ted in a foreign language, the Standing Committee of the Dio- 
cese to which the said church belongs may, on sufficient evi- 
dence of fitness according to the Canons, and by an unanimous 
vote at a meeting duly convened, recommend him to the Bishop 
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for orders, and the Bii^hop may then ordain him, and he oiay be 
aettled and instituted into the said church, without his prodooing 
a testimonial t6 his character by ^ Clergvmaiu from his peraoiK 
al knowledge of him for one year, and without his iiaving been 
n year resident in this country, any thmg in any other Canoo of 
this Churrh, to tho contrary notwithstanding. Provided^ That 
in both of the above canes, the person applying produce a certi- 
ficate, signed by at leant four respectable nnembers of this 
Church, that they have satisfactory reason to believe the testi- 
monials to his religious, moral, and literary qualificafioos to be 
entitled to full credit. 

CANON VII. 

In addition to Canon XXXJil. 0/I8O6. 

' Where parish boundaries are not defined by law, oredwrwise, 
each city, borough, village, town, or township, in which there is 
one Protestant Episcopal Churrh or congregation, or more tbin 
one such Church or congregation, shall be held, for all the puiw 
poses of the S3d Canon of 1806, to be the parish or parishes of 
the Protestant Episcopal Clergyman or Clergymen havinnf chnge 
of said Chui'oh or Churches, congregation or congregations.

This being the time, appointed in the Constitution, for the an- 
nual meeting of the Convention of tbe Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in the Diocese of New-Jersey, and this being the 
place assigned m the same mstrunient for its present session; 
the Right Rev. John Croes, D. I), and several clergymen and 
lay deputies assembled m St. Peter's Church, at 11 o'clock, 
,A. M. Morning service was read by the Rev. Frederick Beas- 
ley, D. D. and a sermon preached by the Rev. James 
Chapman. 

The religious exercises having been concluded, the Bishop 
took the chair and appointed the Rev. James Chapman, and 
Mark W. Collet Esq. a Committee to examine the testimonials 
of the Lay Deputies, and report the number of churches repre- 
sented.

The number of churches represented being sufficient to con* 
stitute a Convention, the members were called to order by the 
President and proceeded to business. 

On motion, the election of a Secretary took place, when the 
Rev. John Croes Jun. was unanimously chosen to that office. 

It was moved and resolvedt that clergymen belonging to 
other dioceses, and candidates tor orders in the Episcopal 
Church, who may be in this village, dunng the session of this 
Convention, be invited to attend its sittings. The Rev. Jona- 
than M. Wain Wright D. D. of the Diocese of Ne^-York, by 
virtue of the above resolution appeared therefore and took his seat* 

On motiou, the rules of order, adopted for the government of 
the Convention of 1828, wore read, and afterwards adopted for 
the government of this Convention. 

The Bishop then delivered the following 

ADDRESS. 

At each annual sitting of the Convention of the Church, in the 
Diocese, it becomes my duty, my brethren, to make a statement 
to you of the visitations which I have made, during the preced- 
ing year, the changes that have taken place, and, generally of 
its present welfare. 

In the performance of this duty, I inform you, that the first 
visit I made, since we last assemble* i in Convention, was to the 
vacant Church of St. Peter's at Berkeley. This took place on 
Friday the 28th of May, 1830, when I performed Divine ser- 
vice and preached. 

The day succeeding, I visited the newly instituted congrega- 
tion of St. Paul's Church, at Camden, and on Sunday morning, 
the 30th of the same month, I officiate <i in that place. In the 
afternoon of the same Lord's day, I visited, and officiated at, 
the vacant church of St Mary's Colestown. 

On Monday the 31st of May, I made a visit to the few Epis- 
copalians, residing at Pemberton, and was kindly permitted to 
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officiate, both on Monday and Taesday, in Ae place of wonfaip) 
belonging to the respectable society of Hethoditta, at that 
neat TiHage. 

On Wednesday, the 2nd of June, I visited St Andrew's 
Church, at Mount Holly, and officiated on that, and die follow- 
ing evening. 

On Saturday the 5th of June, I visited the congregation of 
St Michael's Church, at Trenton, then vacant, and on the Sun- 
day succeeding, officiated both morning and afternoon. 

On Sunday the 27th of June, I visited St Peter's Church, at 
Perth-Amboy, and performed Divine service, and preached 
twice, on that occasion. 

On Saturday the 14th of August, JS80, 1 visited St. Matthew's 
Church, at Jersey-city, with an intention of officiating, on tiie 
Sunday succeeding, but was prevented by sickness. 

On Saturday the 28th of the same month, I again visited that 
Church, and on Sunday the 29th, I performed Divine service 
both morning and afternoon. 

On Wednesday following, September ih 1st, I visited Christ- 
Church, Middletown, preached and administered confirmation 
to three persons. 

I visited riso Christ-Church, Shrewsbury, on Thursday Sep- 
tember the 3d, and preached, and administered confirmation, to 
eight persons. On the same day, I likewise instituted the Rev- 
Harry Finch into the Rectorship of that Church, Divine ser- 
vice being performed by the Rev. Clement F. Jones of the 
Diocese of Maryland. 

On the succeeding Lord's day, September Gth, I again officia- 
ted in Christ-Church, Shrewsbury, in the morning ; and in the 
afVemoon, at Christ-Church, Middletown. 

The day following, I proceeded to Jersey-city, with ^e view 
of instituting, on Tuesday the 7th of September, the Rev. Dr. 
Bdmund D. Barry, into the Rectorship of St Matthew's Church, 
in that city. It was the will, however, of Divine Providence to 
permit me to be affected with an afflicting disease, on the mom- 
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ing of that dsyr, and thus occasion me to return home without 
accomplishing my purpose. 

The same cause has prevented me from making seTeral of 
the visitS) which I have usually made, once in each year ; indeed 
such has been the defective state of. my health for the last nine 
months, that I have scarcely been able to perform any of the 
active duties of my office. 

Although my health had been in some degree affected, at the 
annual period of the meeting of the Trustees of our General 
Theological Seminary, in July last : yet, through Divine favour, 
I was enabled to attend to my duties, both as a member of the 
Board, and as a visiter at the examination of the several classes 
of the students. As usual, I was well satisfied with their pro- 
gress, and with the happy prospect, which the institution affords 
us, of having, in time, a ministry, both ample in number, and 
high in qualifications. 

In the course of our last Conventional year, the removals of 
ministers from, and reception into, the Diocese, have been the 
following. 

The Rev. Frederick Bea^lpy Jun- a Deacon lately of the Di- 
ocese of Pennsylvania, has by a letter dimissory from the Rt. 
Rev. Dr. White, Bishop of that Diocese, been transferred to this, 
and has been officiating at St Paul's Church at Paterson. 

The Rev. Frederick Beasley, D. D. a Presbyter of Pensylva- 
nia, and lately Provost of the University of that State, has re- 
moved into this Diocese, and been elected, and instituted. Rec- 
tor of St Michael's Church at Trenton. 

The Rev. Charles Henry Alden, a Presbyter late of Rhode 
Island, in the Eastern Diocese, having removed into this Dio- 
cese, and presented to me, the certificate required by the 4th 
caiion of 1829, he wa^ admitted into it, and is now principal of a 
Female Seminary at Princeton. 

The Rev. WiUiam R. Whittingham, has resigned his charge, 
as Rector of St Mark's Church, Orange, and removed into the 
Diocese of N ew- York. 
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'the ftev. John Croes Jun. a Presbvter of this Diocese, hav* 
tag resigned the tem|>orary charge of Trinity-Church, at New- 
ark, has been elected an assistant Minister of Christ-Church) 
^ew-Brunswick. 

The Rev. Matthew H. Henderson, a Deacon, late of the Di- 
ocese of New- York, has by a letter dimissory from the Rt. Rev. 
Senjamin T. Onderdonk, D. D. Bishop of that Diocese, been 
transferred to this, and is now officiating, at Trinity-Church, 
at Newark. 

The Rev. Benjamin Holnoes. has resigned his charge as 
Hector of St^ Peter's Church, at Morristown, and has now 
trbarge of St. Mark's Church, at Orange, as Rector elect 

The Rev. Hewlet R. Peters, a Deacon late of the Diocese 
of New- York, has, by a letter dimissory from the Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop of that Diocese, been transferred to this, and is now offi- 
ciating at St. Peter's Church, Morristo^Ti. 

There have been four institutions in the Diocese during the 
past year, viz. that of the' Rev. Harry Finch, into the Rector- 
ship of Christ-Church, Shrewsbury; that of the Rev. Freder- 
ick Beasley D. D. into the Rectorship of St. Michael's Church, 
Trenton, — that of the Rev. Edmund D. Barry D. D. into tl^e 
Rectorship of St. Matthew's Church, Jersey-city ; and that of the 
Rev. Birdsey G. Noble into the Rectorship of St John's 
Church, £lizabethtown. 
There are three candidates for holy orders, in the Diocese. 
It is pleasing to reflect, from the statement thus made, that, 
through the blessing of the Great Head of the Church, our little 
Zion has suffered no decline, since we last assembled in Con- 
vention. On the contrary the number of Ministers belonging to 
the Diocese has increased from eighteen to twenty-one, 
which is more, than it ever had before, since its establish- 
ment. It has also a candidate for holy orders regularly offi- 
ciating as a lay reader, in two churches. I regret however, to 
say, that there are two or three small congregations still wholly 
vacant, partly in consequence of the small means they can fur- 
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niih towards the support of a misaionary ; and partly from th^ 
difficulty of obtainiog one. This difficulty, however, it is to be 
hoped, will soon be removed. 

With respect to the several funds beloDging to the Church in 
this Diocese, or in any way connected with it, they are still in- 
creasing, and promise the most beneficial results. 

If we look also to the state of our Church, as it exists 
throughout the United States, of which the Church, in thia Dio- 
cese is but a small part, we shall find its prosperity continually 
increasing. It has, however, within the last year, seriously been 
Interrupted, by an event, in no common degree painful and dis- 
couraging ; an event, which not only overwhelmed with griei* 
and regret, the Church of a neighbouring Diocese ; but indeed 
extended through our whole communion. 

It was to be expected, that whenever a Bishop of such distin- 
guished piety, talents, and usefulness, as the late Bishop Hobarti 
should be removed from the scene of his extensive, and indefa- 
tigable labours; the Church, more particularly under his care, 
would manifest in the strongest terms, and with the liveliest emo- 
tions, the great loss they had sustained ; but seldom has it 
occurred, that so deep and so general a grief has been shewn, 
as that, which actually took place, on that mournful. Chat afflic- 
tive event. Nothing could so powerfully exhibit the high sense 
entertained of his talents, piety and zeal, and of the immense 
loss, sustained by the Church, in bis death, as the almost uni- 
versal burst of grief and sorrow, that broke forth on the occa. 
sion. Measures, however, were put into operation, as soon 
as, this afflictive event, would permit, to supply that large and 
distinguished Diocese, with an ecclesiastical Head. The re- 
sult has been, I am happy to say, very auspicious. A worthy 
and competent successor to Bishop Hobart, The Rev. Benja- 
min T. Onderdonk, D. D. has been elected, and with a harmo- 
ny, and Christian spirit which do great credit to the Church in 
that Diocese. 

It gives me great pleasure also to inform you, that the vacan- 
cy in the Episcopate of the Diocese of Maryland, occasioned 
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by the much TameDted death of the Rt. Rev. Dr. Kemp, has 
been filled by the election, and consecration to that office, of the 
Rev. William H. Stone, D. D. for many years a very respecta- 
ble PresbjTter of that Diocese. 

Committing our Church and her all important concerns to the 
protection aud care of that Gracious and Divine Being, who has 
declared, that he will be with the Ministers of his own appoint- 
ment, to the end of the worlds and that the gates of hell shall 
not prevaO against his Church ; may we not with holy confidence 
look forward to a continuance of her prosperity both temporal 
and spiritual, as well with respect to the small vineyard which 
we cultivate, as to that extensive field, of which ours is compar- 
atively but a small part

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE 

MISSIONARY FUND. 

Tlie Board of Directors of the Missionary Fund, to whom 
is committed the appropriation of that part, which is disposaUe, 
beg leave to make the following report to the Convention : 

That they have continued to employ the Rev. William 
Douglass, the Mininter of St. James's Uhurch, Piscatavray in 
partes a Missionary to that Church, and to the Churches of 
Trinity, Woodbridge, and St. Thomas's, Alexandria. Mr. Dou- 
glass reports, that in the last conventional year, he officiated 12 
times on Sunday afternoons at Trinity-Church, Woodbridge ; 
the congregation of which though small, has put the buildings 
togethei with the fence of the graveyard, into estate, of comfort- 
able repair At St. Thomas's Church Alexandria he also offi- 
ciated 9 times on Sunday Mornings, and generally to large coa- 
gregations ; on one occasion, he administered the Sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper to 7 individuals. A new fence has been 
made around the grave yard of this Church. 

A Sunday School has been formed at Quakertown under the 
direction and management of Miss M. Opdyke, a member of 
the above mentioned Church. 
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The Board further slate, that since Mr. Salmon ceased to be em^ 
ployed as MissiouaryatSt. James's Enowlton, and at St. i^uke's, 
Hcipe, they have not been ahle to engage a Missionary to suc- 
ceed him. They have however, within a few months engaged 
a candidate for Holy Orders, to ofRciate as a lay reader to those 
churches, under the stipulation, that he will as soon as he ob- 
tains orders, (which he expects to do in a few weeks) become a 
mitssioiiary t<> those churches. Mr. Jaques, the candidate, re- 
ports, that St. Lijki''s Church, Hope, since the 1st ot Teb- 
ruary, ha.s regularly had his services as their lay reader, 
evi^ry Loid^s day morning and afternoon alternately. On the 
first Sunday after Easter, the Rev. Clarkson Dunn preached, 
administered the Holy Communion, and baptized 1 infant. 

The Sunday School wan opened and reorganized on the 1st 
of the present month, and the system of the Protestant Episcopal 
Sunday School Umon more fully adoptt^d. The Scholars arc 
all regular in their attendance, and orderly and reverent in their 
behaviour, both in school and in the house where our service is 
performed. A Sunday School Society was formed about the 
same iime, for the .>U|>port of the school; and is intended to be 
auxiliary to the Diocesan Society. The ladies of the congrega- 
tion have formed ihemselves into a society, denominated, **The 
Ladies assticiation,'' fur the purpose of raising a pefmant'nt fund 
for the church. The congregation have it in contemplation a^t 
no very distant day, to erect a church edifice, for their ac- 
commodution. 

At St. James's Church, Knowlton, since the 1st of Febru- 
ary, divine service has been regularly held every Sunday 
morning and afternoon ahernatcly, two Sundays excepied, 
when he was prevented from attending by severe storms. The 
Rev, Mr Dunn, <.ii the first Sunday after Easter preached, admin- 
istered the Holy Communion, and baptized 3 children. — 
A Sunday School was first opened in this church, on the 1st of 
this month and is supported by a Sunday School Society, laJely 
established, which will hereafter be connected with the Dioce- 
san Society. A greater attention is paid to the rubricks, and 
the resp(»iise3 are made more audibly than formerly. 

The directors, in concluding their report, state that, the Rev. 
Mr. Ward and the He v. Mr. Holmes have, in part, performed. 
MisMOnary duties during the past year.

THE 

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

Protestant Episcopal Sunday-School Sodettfi 

OF THE 

DIOCESE OF NEW-JERSEY; 

Auxiliary to the General Protestant Episcopal Sunday-Sch6bl 
Union, as amended in the Convention of 1880. 

Art, I. This Society shall consist of the Bishop, Presbyters 
and Deacons of the Diocese, the Lay Deputies of the Conven- 
tion, for the time-being, the Superintendents and Teachers of 
the several Sunday-Schools, and all other members of the 
Branch or congregational societies hereafter mentioned. - 

Art. II. The society shall meet annually, at the time and 
place, when and where the Convention shall hold its session. — 
The specific time of meeting shall be at three o'clock on the first 
day of the session. 

JirU III. The Bishop shall be ex-officio President of the 
Society. The members of the Standing Committee, for the 
time*-being, shall be the Vice Presidents. A Secretary shall be 
appointed, who shall continue in office during the pleasure of the 
Society. The Treasurer of the Convention shdl also be the 
Treasurer of the Society. 

Art. IV. In every congregation of the Church, in this Dio- 
cese, in which a Sunday- School now exists, or in which one or 
more may herea(\er be formed, the Rector or Minister of said 
congregation, tbe superintendent or superintendents and teach- 
ers of the school or schools, and every other member of the 
congregation, of either sex, who shall annually contribute by 
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•abMsriiiUoo, for the use of the school or schoob, a sum not 
less tbiiD fifty cents, or who shall have paid to the Treasurer 
eight dollars in one sum — which payment shall be considered as 
making such person a subscnber for life — shall constitute a 
Branch of the Diocesad Society* to he named the Sunday-School 

Society of Church, at the Rector or 

Minister of which shall be ex-officio President, and may call a 
meeting of the Society whenever he may think it necessary. — 
The Society shall choose a Secretary and Treasurer. The con- 
cerns of its school or schools shall be under the dirertion of an 
executive committee, consisting of five members, to be appoint- 
ed by the Society, of which the Rector or Minisiter shall be 
Chairman, and the superintendent or superintendents shall be 
members. In cases in which a congregation may be destitute 
of a Rector or Minister, or should the Minister, in congregations 
that are supplied, at any time be absent from a meeting of the 
Society, or of the executive committee, the superintendent, or 
if there be more than one, the superintendent, senior in office, 
shall act as President of the Society, and Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, during such vacancy or absence. 

JirL Y. The system of instruction in the Sunday- Schools 
ef this Diocese, which shall become branches of the Diocesan 
Sunday-School Society, shall be that recommended by the Gen- 
eral Sunday-School Union. The form of prayer on opening 
the school, and the books to be used, shall be those which are, 
or shall be, set forth by that body. 

Art. y 1. it shall be the duty of the Secretary of every Branch 
Society to record the proceedings of that body, and to transmit 
annually to the Secretary of the Diocesan Sunday-School Socie- 
ty, before the meeting of said Society, a condensed report, sign- 
ed by the President, of the state of the school or schools, the 
number and names of the superintendents, the number of teach- 
ers, number of scholars, progress, &c. which reports shall be 
read before the Diocesan Society at its annual meetings. 

Jlrt. yil. It shall be the duty' of the Secretary of the Dioce- 
san Sunday-School Society to record its proceedings; to file the 
reports named in the last article, and to compile from those re- 
ports, once in every year, a Diocesan Report, which if adopted 
by the society, and signed by ttie President, he shall transmit 
immediately to the Secretary of the Board of Managers of the 
General Protestant Episcopal Sunday-School Union. 

•Art ym. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of every 
Branch Society, to solicit and receive subscriptions to the Socie- 
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tyi both annual and life, and also donations; to collect, aanuaUy, 
the moneys due to the Society; these moneys are to be appropri- 
ated to the purchase of books and tracts for the use of the school 
belonging to the society, and for defraying incidental expenses. 
No money is, however, to be paid out of the Treasury, but by 
the order of the exeruti\e Committee, ifiigned by the President. 

Any Branch Society may, if it prefer it, appropriate the money 
ariHmg from life subscriptions, to the formation of a fund, for 
the purpose of erecting at some future day, a house for the ac- 
commodation of iti} scht)ol. 

JlrL IX. The respective Branch Societies may make such by- 
laws for the better conducting of the business of their Institutions, 
as they may think necessary, provided they are not at variance 
with the Constitution of the Diocesan Sunday-School Society, 
or of the General Protestant Episcupal Sunday-School Union. 

Art X. Alterations or umcMidmeut^ o*' this C(>nstitutii>n can 
only be made by the coiicnrr« nt vote of the Diocesan Society^ 
and the Convention of the Diocese.- 



A condensed report of the Diocesan Sunday-School Society, 
prepared in compliance with a resolution of the Convention, 
found in page 23 of the Journal. 

The number of schools connected with the society is five, tho 
whole number of person? engaged in conducting them is 58, and 
of scholars 483. All the schools have libraries, and tour of them 
are under tho immediate superintendence of a Clergyman The 
following table exhibits the names of the schools and the other 
particulars connected with them.

The BinaHness of the number of schools connected wKh the 
Societj cannot but be regretted by its friends and those of the 
Genera] Union. It is presumed that it is occasioned by erron- 
eous impressions respecting the terms on which schools are ad- 
mitted into union with it. In the Constitution, artirle 8 pub- 
lished in the Journals of 1829, page 30, a yearly sum was re- 
quired of Branch Societies. It is supposed i hat some do not 
know that this article was altered the following year, in such a 
manner (see Journal for 1830, paue 17) as to dispense with 
all pecuniary contributions to the Diocesan Society. It is 
stated, moreover, for the mformation of those who are unac- 
quainted with the rules of the Society that the reports of the 
Branch Societies should be sent al least one month before the 
meeting of the Convention to the Secretary, tlie Rev. Benjamin 
Holmes, Orange, Essex County, N. J As much of the utility 
of the institution depends upon the attention with which this rule 
is regarded by the Secretaries of the Branch Societies, it is to 
be hoped that it will be observed with that promptitude which its 
importance demands. 
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The CknaHtuiian of the Episcopcd Society of jyeW' Jersey, for 
the promotion of ( hristian Knowudge and Piety: establishea on 
the \2th day of October, 1810. 

I. This Society shall consist of such persons as contribute, 
in the manner hereafter mentioned, to a fund for purchasing and 
gratuitously disseminating among the poor, the Holy Scriptures, 
the Book of Common Prayer, and, if deemed expedient, reli- 
gious Tracts : — also, should the fuuds of the Society admit of it, 
for aiding young men of piety and talents, who may need assist- 
ance, in the necessary preparation for the Gospel Ministry, and 
if in any year the interest of the permanent fund may not be wan- 
ted for either of the above purposes, the Board of directors 
hereafter named may at their discretion appropriate it in aid of 
the Missionary fund. 
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II. Tho contributions may be either in one payment, or in 
successive annual payments. A payment of Ten Dollars at the 
time of subscribing this Constitution, shall make the subscriber 
a member for life. Tho payment of one or more dollars at the 
time of subscribing: and of one or more dollars annually, shall 
make such rontributor also a member. 

Jll. One half of all the moneys received, either at the time the 
subscriptions are mnde, or m any successive period, shall con- 
stitute a permanoiit fund;* thi' interest of which, with the other 
half, shall be appropriated to the objects of ihe institution: and 
whenever, in \hv opinion uf the majority of tho membr*rs, the 
annual prt>reeds of tho permanent fund, shall be sufficient to an- 
swer the brncvolcnt purposes of the Society, the annual pay- 
ments may be redu(*ed, nr tottilly discontinued. 

lY. The business ot the Society slnll be conducted by a 
Biiard of Direct«trM, con^^istin^ of llioso clergymen, who may be- 
come members, and of an rquul uumbi-r of iiymeuito be annu- 
ally elected by the mi inb. rs vi the Six iety, who may be pre- 
sent, on the second day of the meeting of each annual Conven- 
tion of the ProteHiant Kpiscupal < huch I'l \ew- Jersey, at the 
place in which such Conyentiou assembles. — Five of which 
directors »>hail constitwti; a quorum Tiii; Dirccto's, av jjoon as 
may he, after the app'ijj m»ot!ii^, vhall a^s^mhle and choose 
from their number a Tiesulent, Vice-Trc-.dent, Treasprer, and 
Secretary They shall maki. bv-laws tor tiie government >fthe 
Society, and lay hefirc the riie.ubers, at each annual mectmg 
the minutes of their prucoedm^s. 

y. This Coiistitiitiou shall remain unalterable, unless two 
thirds of the board of dirf>ctors decid>' bv iheir vote, that altera- 
tions arc necessiiry ; and unless tie propossed alterations be coa- 
lirmed by two thirds of ilie meinhcrsoi the Society, whoahall be 
prestont at the sucroctlirig annual tnc» tin<;. 

We the siibscrihers to this C'on-^tiUition, promise to pay to 
the IVeasurer of the bn.ird of directors of (he Episcopal Society 
of New-Jersey for the promotion of (/hristian knowledge and 
piety, or to such persims as tho board m.iy ai)point, the sums an- 
nexed to our rcf^pective names.

MY BRETHREN, 

Being prevented, by the painOd disorder with which my heav- 
enly Father has visited me, from meeting you, in this our annual 
ecclesiastical Council, and deliverinj^ to you the address, requir- 
ed by one of the canons of the Church; I shall conimunicate to 
you, in the form of a letter, that information, which, had my 
health been sufficient, I sIjouUI have been gratified to have dona 
in the midst of you, as 1 have never failed doing for the lait 
sixteen year>'. 
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Tha first E|U8Copal duty» which I performed after the sitting 
of the Convention at Spotswood, in May last ; was a visitatioa 
I mndjs to St Peters-s Church, of the same place, on Sunday 
the 12th of June, 1S31, when I officiated. 

Q& Sunday the 19th of the same month, I visited St Jobn^ 
Chorcbi at Elizabethtown, preached, and administered the holj 
rite of confirmation to eighteen persons. 

On Saturday the 26 th day of June, I visited St Matthev'a 
Church, Jersey city, and, on Sunday, the 27th, I preached, and 
administered the holy rite of confirmation to twenty-fiio 
persons. 

On Tuesday, the ti^rh of Juno, 1 attended the annual meeting 
of the Board of Trustees of the General Theological Semin^* 
ij of our Church, in New- York. On the two succeeding daji 
I attended, in my capacity as a visitor, the examinations of the 
students of the Institution; and on Friday, the 1st of Julji^I 
aitended the commencement of the Senior class, at St John's 
Church, in that citjil^ 

On Saturday, tho 2d of July, I visited St Mark's Churcb» tf 
Orange, and, on Sunday the 3d, I held a confirmation in HM 
Church, at which I administered that rite to nineteen persons. 

On the succeeding Monday, July 4th, I instituted the Ke^ 
Benjamin Holmes, into tlie Rectorship of St Mark's Churc^ 
Orange. Tho Rev. Dr. Barry, Rector of St. Matthew^ 
Church, Jersey-city, peri'ornicd divine service and preached on 
the occasion. 

On Sunday, July the 24th, I made a visit to St Peter's 
Choich, at Perth Amboy, administered the sacrament of bap- 
tism, and preached. 

On Sunday, the 11th of September following, I also viaited 
St James's Church, at Piscataway, performed divine service 
and preached. 

On the same week, I visited Trinity-Church, at Newark; 
and, on Tuesday, the 13th day of September, administered 
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confirmatioD to fifteen persons. 1 also performed the oflke of 
baptism. 

On Tuesday, the 20th day of September, I attended at EKz- 
abethtown, as its President, the annual meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the " Episcopal Society of New-Jersey, for the 
promotion of Christian knowledge and piety." This Society 
was instituted at New-Brunswick, in the year 1810, by a few 
clergymen, chiefly in this part of the Diocese ; and has been 
instrumental in gratuitously distributing many copies of the holy 
scriptures, some thousands of the Book of Common Prayer* 
and a vast number of religious Tracts ; besides aiding the mis- 
sionary fund of the Church iu tho Divccae, by the donation of 
several hundred dollars. A sermon was preached on the occa- 
sion, by the Rev. James Chapman, Rector of St Peter's 
Church, Perth-Amboy, and a collection made of ten dollars 
four cents, for the funds of the Society. 

On Wednesday, the 28th of December succeeding, I held, 
by Divine permission, an ordination in Christ-Church, New- 
Brunswick, on which occasion, I admitted the Rev. Hewlett R. 
Peters, a Deacon of this Diocese, to the holy order of Priest- 
hood; and Edward £. Ford to that of Deacons. The Rev- 
John Croes, Jr. Assistant Minister of Christ-Church, New- 
Brunswick, the Rev. John M. Ward, Rector of St Peter's 
Church, Spotswood, and the Rev. Benjamin Holmes, Rector of 
St. Mark's Church, Orange, being present and assisting. Mr. 
Ward preached on the occasion. 

The following changes have taken place, in the course of 
our last Conventional year, with respect to the admission 
of ministers into, and removal from the Diocese. 

The Rev. James C. Ward (a coloared man) a Deacon in the 
Diocese, having made application to me for a letter dimissory 
to the Rt. Rev. Dr. Stone, Bishop of the Diocese of Maryland, 
it was granted to him and of course he no longer belongs to tbii 
Diocese.

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The Rev. Frederick W. Beasley, a Deacon of the Diocese, 
lately officiating at St. Paul's Church, Palcrson, hns asked for 
and obtained, a letter diini;j<cr)' to tho Rt.

The Rev- Charles Iloiirv AUvii, a Prcshvtor, sometime 
Principal of a Seminary at Princeton, iias applied for, and obtain- 
ed the certificate, ncccs;jary in ca-^csOl'^iiiji^jtcr's removal from 
one Diocese to another, and left this 1 tOv .g^. f^^ ^y,^^ of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The Rev. Edward E. Ford, lately admittv 1 to Deacon's 
Orders, has on npplicition, obtuined O letter dii •lH>ory to the 
Rt. Rev. Naihanit:! Itowen, I). D. T 'shop of th<. Diocese of 
South Carolina, and also provisional His'iop of that of Georgia, 
and has left tins for Augu.stn, in the latter Diocese. 

The Rev. Rnlph Willjsion, lalt* a Presbyter of the Diocese of 
Xew-York, having i)rodiiced to nie from the Rt. Rev. Benjamin 
T. Onderdonk, D. D. Jwshop of ^that Diocese, tho certificate 
necessary in cases of the removal of ministers from one Dio- 
cese to another; has been admitted a presbyter into this 
Diocese, and is now otliciati:)^ at I^atcrson. 

The nuMsbor urpor^ons eoiiiirnicd in the Diocese, since the 
last Convention, has bueii Mivcmy-seveu. 

Only two ordiiiations huvc taken piacoi vi/. tlio^e already 
mentioned, that of tho Rev. .Mi. Peters, and that of the Rev. 
Mr. Ford. 

There have btjpn two in^titmions; Mr. Holmes to the Rec- 
torship of St. 31ailv'.> Oranj^L*; iind 3Ir. Peters to the Rectorship 
of St. Peter's Church, iMnrri^iown; ihc latter one was perform- 
ed by Mr. Ilohm.s, in the absence of the Bishop. 

Tiierc is but one candidate for orders in the Diocese. Rcu-* 
ben II. Freeman wJio had been a candidate, lately received a 
lettf»r dimissory to tlic Rt. Rev. the Bishop of New- York. 

But though ]iiy brethren, througii the divine goodness, I have 

been enabled, :>in' <- the l\< ('i>i)\i>ntion assemblrd, to perform 

that part of mv dstit.. . uIikIi I hiuc detailed to you; yet fiupi

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the iiicreasiog infirmities peculiar to three score years and tea, 
to which age I shall have arrived, if God shall permit me to live 
two days longer ; added to the ciitccbling and painful diseases, 
with which ho has been pleased that I should be visited ; 1 can- 
not entertain the hopo (even if I should live, which is very 
doubtful) that I shall be obic to do as much as I have done the 
past year, if indeed, ^*" *i attend to any duties, especially such 
as will require a s^tti i/iscncc from home. 

Under all thc5 circumstances, and taking into consideration 
the probable *''ijury the Diocese may suffer from the want of an 
efficient K|TiSCoi)al Head : I am strongly induced to recom- 
mend to } 00 to take measures to elect some suitable Presby- 
ter of the Churcli, as u\ assistant Bisliop, to perform those du- 
ties, which I shall in all probal)ility not be able to discharge. 

I am well aware of the obstacles, that present themselves to 
this measure, especially liiut, of the want of sulficient funds; as 
during the short time I may be permitted to live, the withdraw- 
ing of, or even diminirihin(<: tlie .small sti[)end, which has been 
statedly contrilnitc;d by the Church in the Diocese, in aid of 
my support; wuuM reduce my means of living much below what 
would be necessary for that purpose ; especially as I have al" 
ready voluntarily relintjuislied S300 u year, of the salary I receiv- 
ed as Hector of Clirist-Ciiurcli, in New-Brunswick (when the 
whole salary I previously received was but 500 dollars) rather 
than sutfer that church to be shut nr>. and ilic congregation de» 
privcd of the services of the sanctuar} . But, as in all probability 
the obstacle, I r^peak of, will l)e of short duration, less than a 
year perhapi?, it is lo be hoped, that some means may be de- 
vised to obviate it, in the interim. At any rate, I am assured, 
my brethren, that your sense of equity and [>ropriety, will not 
permit you to adopt any measure, which may lessen my means 
of support or comfort, duiing the short period, 1 yet may live. 

In the consideration of the qiiestion, which I have placed be- 
fore you, may you be r;o intluenccd by Divine !;racc« both as to 
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the expediency of the measure, and, if you determine upon It, 
the fitness of the person, that it will eventuate in the peace and 
prosperity of the church, and the glory of God- This shall be 
my constant prayer; and, I hope, the prayer of all concerned. 

I am my dear brethren, with great regard and respect 
(commending you to the grace of God) your affec- 
tionate Diocesan and Brother in Christ.

This resolution was on motion, laid on the table. 

The Rev. Mr. Dunn was appointed Assistant Secretary. 

The committee appointed to frame rules of order, reported 
the following which were adopted. 

RULES OF ORDER. 

1. Divine service shall be performed, on every morning, du- 
nngthe soosion of the Convontion. 

2. When the INusiJent assumes the chair, each member 
>ludl take his seat. 

3. After the first day, the minutes of the preceding day shall 
i^readeach moriiin.^ and if necessary be corrected ; and beforo 
therising of the Convention, the whole proceedings of the sit- 
ting shall be read. 

4. When a member chooses to speak, he shall rise and ad- 
dress the President. 

5 When two mem!)ers chance to rise at the same time, the 
President shall determine the preference ; and on any contro- 
vefsy respecting order, the President shall decide. 

6. No motion shall be regarded, unless seconed. 
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7. A motion of postponement or amcndmenti shall always be 
in order, and considered as the previous question. 

8. On motion to adjourn, the question shall be put without 
debate. 

9. No member shall speak oftener than tlirice on the same 
question, without leave of the President. 

10. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Con- 
vention may resolve itself into a committee of the whole, and 
shall take a vote for that purpose. 

11. In the election of delegates to the General Convention, 
each order shall choose its own representatives, to be approved 
of by the other order. 

12. The yeas and nays shall be called and entered on the 
minutes, when any two members require it. 

13 The doors of the Convention shall be open, for the admis- 
sion of such persons as may wish to know their proceedings. 

14. No nmmbcr shall leave the Convention, without permis- 
sion, under the penalty of censure, to be entered on the minutes 
of the Convention. 

15. Two thirds of each order may expel a member for im- 
propriety of conduct, during the sitting of the Convention. 

16. Ail elections shall be by ballot, and where the lay-mem* 
hers vote by congregations, it ^hall also be by ballot. 

1 7. All other questions shall be decided viva voce unless re- 
quired to be decided by ballot by at least two members of the 
C convention.

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Within the past year, the congregation have under the Divine 
blessing erected a neat and commodious huilding of 30 feet 
long and 20 feet wide, for the use of their Sunday-School.

Ho administered the holy communion on 
Easter^Sunday to about fifteen communicants, and has baptised 
seven children. He has re-organised the Sunday-School and 
measures are being taken to increase the number of scholars. 
He has instituted a Bible class, together with a Biblical lecture for 
Sunday evenings, from all which, he anticipates the most favour* 
able results. He is happy to report that the Female Associa- 
tion, as is usual with similar Female Societies, continues un* 
remiting in its zeal to advance the interest of our Church. On 
the whole, from the friendly manner in which he has been re- 
ceived, the increasing number of hearers, the applications for 
pews and seats, the attention and interest taken in the services 
of the House of God and the pious demeanour of the congrega* 
tion when assembled, he cannot but hope that the Divine 
Head of the Church will be most graciously pleased to increase 
the number of communicants in this portion of our Zion.

A few Simdays, however.I htfi 
been obliged, by sudden and severe illness, to let the eongrcgatimn assemble and ftfSn, 
without enjoying the benefits of divine Kcrvice. On the SOth of December, I exdungd 
with tlie Rev. Mr. Duim, who preached and administered the holy commanion to boA 
congregations. In 

ST. JAMES^ C'llURCH, 

six children and 5 adults have been Itaptizcd — 10 pcntons confirmcd.and 11 added to tbe 
communion. A largo number, of both children and adults, remain yet to be baplixi* 
who have been prcvcaled from attending the services of the Church for some time \fi^ 
in consequence of prevailing epidemics. Sc>vcnil {lensons arc likewise awaiting con&^ 
mation. The Sunday School has again been o)ie[icd with increased exertions for iti wri- 
fare. and thero is a pros{)ect of its becoming much more flourishing than at any baiK 
period. In 

ST. LUKK*8 CIIVRCH, HOPE, 

One infant and one adult have 1)een Ijapti/od, nnd one {lorson admitted to the participatioB 
uf the hdly comnmiiion: the wholr number of (X)mmunicant8 is now 17. A few childlcBi 
and several adults in this congrcuatiim, nre likewise awaiting baptism; but particular ci^ 
cumstonces have caused a delay in their coniinu forward. A few persons liere areioi 
state of pre|)aration for conflrnintion. 'Ilie Church edifice, which was mised and inckicd 
last summer, still continues in that .situation. The work, however, is exjxrrled to be iguo 
commenced in a short time, nnd carried on as fast as our scanty means will allow. Hit 
Episcopalians in 

DELVIDKRE 

Still remain finnly nttnnhed to tlio Church, but are not yet organized into a congr^ition; 
which work I have thought proper to delay a nhort time. The number of hearers han 
greatly increased ; seveml pt^raons who were 8t rangers to our service, have taken an aC" 
tive port therein, and the responses are made in n manner which would do credit lo lODie 
of our old established congregations. The young are becoming greatly interested in iha 
prosperity of the Church among them, nnd it is to be hoped, iliot their attacfament ii 
sincere and devout. A few persons are ready for confirmation, and tnore are ezpedad Ii 
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pftpsK fir ihtZhoif rite. Would my health penoit •ttention to tha bnniiMi, • c u p gw gh 
tioD ooald KKiD be organised, and the commencement of a Church or chapel, would iiift- 
Bcdiately fiilkiw. I regiet that, in consequence of my absence on a tour, soliciting aid 
for the completion of the Church edifice in the village of Hope, and of my detention on 
the road by seTere indisposition, five weeks longer than I intended, alt these congrega- 
taoDi were without any service from the ]»t of Februnry to the Ist of April. I have not 
yet, owing to great weakness of body, been able to extend my laboun to the village of 

ffr. JOH>*8 CHURCH, JOR^'SOISSBURGH, 

where, I am inibrmed, tfiere are a few families iii\-ourably disposed towards our Church, 
aad where it is anticipated to revive and organize the old congregation of St. John's 
Church, which has been fur some years, and is now. entirely dilapidated. I purpose. 
God willing, to commence ofliciatlng there on Trinity Sunday, June 2d, and to devote, fiv 
fte future, one-iburth of my time and attention to that place. 

Tlie number of times tliat I have officiated, since my ordination, out of the sphere of 
my ooogregalions, is 10 ; vIl twice on a Sunday at Newton, fur the Rev. Mr. Dunn, and 
daring any absence, twice on a Sunday in St. Peter's Church, Morristown ; once on a 
Saoday, and once on a week day, in Trinity Church, Newark ; once on Sunday in St. 
Jamea* Church, Piscataway ; once on a Sunday in Christ Church, Shrewsbury ; once at 
ftuid-Nough, and once nt Red Bank. 

The situation of the Churches in this county is such, as to require my constant and 
ifegalar attention. But for some time post, my health has pennitted me only to visit three, 
tad preach for them on the Lord's day ; and then, not witiiout much pain and fiitigue to 
myaelf. Should it continue poor for any length of time, I fear that the congregations ^ill 
woSh mnch for the want of regular service and visitation. Though difficulties almoat 
iaaiinnoantahle still continue to cruns our path, yet we go en our way rejoicing, and with 
holy Job, though God slays tu, yet will we trust in him.

At its closo thirteen were present The IDDose of Clerical ttid Lay Deputiea was 
posed of jC/tjf clergymen, and Ihirtf-eigkt kymen, representing teeafy-eRc DJooeaes. 
ing Prayer was celebrated in St. Paul's Chapel, by the Rev. Dr. Moolgoaflry, iwislwl ly 
the Rev Mr. Presstman. The Sermon tvus preached by the Right Rev. H. U. QodV' 
donk, D. D. The Holy Communion was administered by the Right Rav. the P tm ^ag 
Bishop, the other Bishops being present and assisting. The Rev. William £. Wyatt* D. IX 
of Baltimore, was chosen President of the House of Clerical and Lay Depaties, and Iht 
Rev.Henry Anthon,D.D. of N. York, Secretary. The Rev. Bud Wilson, D.D.PtiQfiMar of 
the General Theological Seminary, was Secretary of the House of Bishops. Tbe attiqp 
of the Convention were held in St John's Chapel; where the PSstoral Latter oTdis 
House of Bishops was read by their senior, the Right Rev. Dr. White. The imsujiiiiliiw 
of the four new Bishops lor Vermont, Kentucky, Ohio, and New Jersey, took place oo tb$ 
31st day of Octob<>r, in St Paul's Chapel. 

The principal subjects of discuasion, in odditionto the ordinary busineaB of the ConvBD' 
tion, were the question of a vacancy in the Epiecopate of Ohio, occasioned by the ranf- 
nation of the Right Rev. Dr. Chase, — the recognition of the new Dioceses of Veimoolt 
Alabama, and Michigan, — the testimoniabi of four Bishops elect, — the report of the Goal' 
mittce on the revision of the Canons* — and llie SelectionB of the IWms in meUar^ 
ported by the Committee. 

The following ore extracts from the Report of the Committee on 

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Maine. There are three Episcopal Churches in this State. The services of dieChnch 
are also statedly perforraod in Sacarappo, a village in the town of Westbrook, where it ii 
hoped a Church will arxni be regularly organized, and received into nnion with the Coo* 
vention. T^crc are resident in the State, five Episcopal clergymen. 

The Rev. Mr. Olncy resides in Portland without a cure ; but has occasionally sap|M 
the Church in that city during the post year. The Rev. Mr. Ten Broeck has relinquiM 
the charge of St PauKH Church. Portland, but still resides in that city, and oflkiatestf 
MiHsionary at Sncarappa. 

Thiri Suite presents a wide and important field for Minionary labours. The popdlstioo 
iff rapidly increasing, and favmirnble openings for clergymen of our Church are coolioo* 
ally presenting themselveii. In all the parishes, Simday Schools are establishod, wd vt 
in a (loucisliing condition.

Nkw-HAMniuuc The aumber of clergymen in this State is leven ; and there are 
nine parishes, three of which are destitute of clergymen. The number of Episcopal fami- 
lies is340— of Communicants 356. The baptisms have been 207— Confirmations 93— Mar- 
riages 65— Burials 128. The number of Sunday-school teachers is 85— of Sunday Scho- 
lars 418. Two new Churches have been admitted to union with the Convention ; and 
one new Church has been consecrated. Three persons have been admitted as candidates 
fiv Orden. One person has been admitted to Deacons' orders : and two Deacons hare 
been admitted lo Priests' orden. 

Vkrmont. The Church in this State is represented as in a prosperous condition. An 
awakened attention to the subject (^religion has been witnessed in several of the parishes, 
and the result has been a considerable addition to the number of communicants. 

Three of the dergy reported at the last General Convention have removed liom the 
Slate ; and six have been added to the list 

Four new Churches have been completed, and two others are building. Several of the 
parishes have societies auxiliary to the Domestic and Foreign Miaiionary Society of our 
Churchy besides those which are auxiliary to the State or Diocesan Missionary Society. 
Sunday 8cho(^ it is believed, exist in all the parishes. 

Three Deacons have been admitted to Priests' Orders, and there are now two candidates 
Jbr the order of Deacons. The Baptisms reported are 552— Confirmations 234— Marriages 
109— Funerals 159— Communicants 975— Churches 15— Parishes 20-€lergy 12. 

Hie main question respecting the lands belonging to the Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel, is considered as finally settled ; but many who hold them in poosession, are 
imwiUiEig to relinquish them without a legal process, the expense of which renders the 
fiind less available, than it is expected soon to becMoe, when all those suits shall have 
been ended. 

Tlis Diooeso has been separated ftom the Eastern Diocese, according to the provisioDS 
of the Constitution, and at the last Convention of the State, held at Middlebnry m May 
last, erected itself into a separate and independent Diocese, and elected the Rev. John H. 
Hopkins, D. D., ibr the oflicc of Bishop. 

MA8SACHI7IETT8. The wholc number of congregatiom in this Diocese is thirty-twa 
TIm list of clergy since the last triennial report has increased from thirty-oneP to forty-one. 
Mine pemns have been admitted to the holy order of Deacons ; and three Deacons have 
been ordained Priests. 

Among the more important clerical changes, is the removal of the Rt Reverend the 
Bishop of the Eastern Diocese, at the unanimous request of the Clergy of this State, firom 
his late residence in Rhode-Island, to Salem in Massachusetts. 

The Rev. J. S. J. Gardiner, D. D., the senior presbyter of this commonwealth, and for 
twenty-five years rector of Trinity Church, Boston, has departed this life. The Rev. 
Geoige W. Doone, assistant minister, has succeeded to the rectonhip; and the Rev. John 
H. Hopkins, D. D., from the Diocese of Pennsylvania, to the ossistancy. The Rev. Lot 
Jones has also been instituted rector of Christ Church, Leicester. The Rev. Alonao Pot- 
tart in consequence of ill health, has resigned the rectorship of St. Pftul's, Boston. The 
Ser. John & Stone, from the Diocese of Connecticut, has succeeded him in the charge of 
that parish, and been instituted rector of the some. Eight clergymen have removed from 
the Slate : and six clergymen have been added from other states. 

Four new parishes have been organised. A magnificent granite edifice, has been 
effected on the site of their old house of worship, by the proprietors of Trinity Church, 
Boston. Four new Church edifices have also been erected and consecrated. A stone 
Chnicfa ia nearly completed at Pittsfield, a wooden one of great neatness and beauty will 
■ooa be icedy for consecration at Quincy. 

Several important movement in aid of the Missionary enterprise have been made in 
fttsamchnseUi within the last three years. Puochial associations have been organiaed 
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m aid of the Dumc^lic and t'ureigii MlwioiHuy SiK'iety, iu alinott eveiy pariah ; and an 
auiiliaiy Mociety tuu been formefl by the Convention. There haa been a Mtauonary Lar- 
ture eatablwked in Boston, at which fiennona have been preached, and ooUectnoa taken 
up for the lost eleven ■uccenive nioolht. 

The MaatachuBeltt Epiacopal Slate Miaiionary Society haa alio been eflicienily ana* 
tained. To its insinimoutality the friends of our Church at Pittsfield ascribe their pro* 
sent encouraging prospects. Under its auspices the ministmtioiui of the Goapdi have 
been revived in the ancient Church at Morblehead ; and to ita nursing can and pioMO' 
tion, several of the feeble country parishen owe a debt of gratitude. The City Mis a inn, 
of which the Hev. Dr. Eaton bos charge, still continues in operation, and with vciy 
fiivourable results. The income of tliiti Society ibr tlae laat three years, haa been m iU 
about five thousoiul dollars. The total amount of Miasionaiy contributiona, repoAiad lo 
the Convention in the same lime, is about seven thousand dollars. 

The whole number of Baptisms reported, uud pubM«hed on the journals for the laift 
three years, are 1U57— of which 185 were adults. Communicants added 714. Died or 
removed 314. Present nmnbcr 2C68. CooHrmotions 427. The number of Sunday-acfaool 
acholan reported is about 2000. Bible Classes ore established in most of the pariahen 

RuuoE-lsLAA'D. Since the last General Convention, the Church in this Stale has bsea 
increasing in numben, zeal, and it is believed, in piety. Most of t^e coogregatioas fir 
merly established have much increased, and arc in a flourishing condition. Several new 
congregations have been ibrmed. One new Church is nearly ready lor conaecration, tad 
measures are in progress for erecting two others the next season. 

When the present Bishop was elected, there were only two settled clergymeOf and 
throe Church edifices in the State ; now there are ten clergymen, three of whom aie en' 
ployed as Misdionaries, and eight ChurcLcA. 

Within the lust three years, there Imve been admitted seven candidatca ibr Holy Oidsiii 
Seven have been ordained £>eacons. Three Deacons have been ordained Priests. 

St. Mark's Churcli, in Warren, a neat and beautiful edifice, has been duly cousecrslsd 
to the worship of Almighty God. 

Flourishing Sunday Schools ore attaciicd to most of the Churches. 

Connecticut. The Church in Uiis Diocese is steadily increasing iu number and ad* 
vanciiig in prosperity. Since the last triennial Convention, five new parishes have been 
organized, and alihough five clergymen have deceased, the number now ecclesiaslicaUf 
connected with the Diocese, is sixty-five, making on increase of six, since the last repoit 
Eleven Priests and Iburteen Deacons liavc been ordained. Fifteen Churches have been 
consecrated, of which eleven are entirely new, and tlie otlier four, either repaired or 
finished- There are 18 candidates for Holy Orders belonging to the Diocese. 2079 pe^ 
sons have been confirmed ; and the parochial rejorts from year to year show a pro|Ml^ 
tionable iucrcase of Communicants : — From sixty-five parishes, the number repwied li 
the lost Convention, was 4729, while eighteen iwrishes had no reports presented. Utif 
prusperity nmy be ascribed, under the divine bleHttiug, to the steady and iaithiiil admini^ 
tration of tlie word and ordinances of God, in strict conformity to ttie articles, rubrics and 
canons of the Church — to a fair and candid exhibition of tlie distinctive principles d* oar 
ecclesiastical polity — and to tlie general establishment and maintenance of Sundsy 
Schools, and Bible and Liturgy Claeses. These classes have generally proved insini- 
mental in raising the tone oi' pious feeling among tho members of our Church, and in 
many instances have been the means of turning tiie attention of our young men to the 
gospel ministry. 

The (yhurch in Uiis Diocese has not been inattentive to the claims, either of our Gen^ 
ral Miseiionary Society, or of the Society within its own borders: — but the prefluii^ de- 
mands lor ministers to supply the Churches already established, and the various and is* 
meiisc nuiisionary fieldh vvhich are o|ieniiig to us, bi>th at home and abroad, have led lo 



new and increaiing eflbrti to proviso for the cnlucation of candidates for Holy Orden. 
The Charch Scholanhip Society has already proved a most effective instrument in the 
promotion (rf'this object, nnd is now enabled to afibrd the most ample fiicilitics to as many 
young men designed for the gospel ministry, as may stand in need of pecuniary assistance. 
Washington College, located in the city of Hartfonl, though still in its infancy, and cir- 
cnmacribed in its resources, is already becoming an able auxiliary to the Church. 
8ioee its foundation, thirty-six tandidates for the ministry have been educated in this Col- 
lege, and ten of the number have been admitted lo Holy Orders. In various parts of the 
Dioceie, asaociationB have alao been formed for aiding young men, in the studies prepaia- 
toiy to their collegiate and theological course : and in furtherance of this object, arrange- 
meats have been made, in the recent reorganization of the Episcopal Academy in Che- 
■hire, to enable young men in this stage of their education, to maintain themselves, either 
mdrely or in pert, by manual labour. 

The Dioceae continues in great harmony, and is, in literal truth, as a city at unity with 
itselC 

New Fork. This Diocese consists, at present, of 159 clergymen (the Bishop, 196 Prea- 
byters, and 22 Deacons) and 188 congregations ; being an increase, since the last General 
CoDTention, of 31 clergymen and 25 congregations. 31 Peimns hare been ordained Dea- 
etOB; of whom 10 are alumni of the General Theological Seminary. 23 Deacons have 
been ordained Priests. 11 Rectors have been instituted into their respective rectorships. 
56 M isskmariea are at present employed in, and under the authority of the Diocese. There 
are 30 candidates for orders: of whom 15 are pursuing their studies in the General Tlieo- 
logieal Seminary. 

Since the last meeting of the General Convention, this Diocese has been called to monm 
the loss of its late lamented Bishop, the Right Rev. John Henry Hobart, D D. The ra- 
lolotions passed by the Convention of the Diocese at its first meeting afler this melancholy 
ei?ent, and the expression of sympathy in our bereavement from every port of our Church, 
abondantly testify the high estimation in which our late Bishop was held, and the great 
lots which the Qiurch has sustained by his removal to another world. The Rev. Bei\ja- 
min T. Onderdonk, D. D, was elected his successor on the 9th of October, 1830, and oon- 
secmted to the Episcopacy on the 26th of November, in the same year, in St John's 
Chcpel, in the city of New York, by the Right Rev. William White. D. D., Bishop of 
FBoniylvania, Presiding Bishop; the Right Rev. Thomas C. Browncll, D. D. Bishop of 
Conneeticat; and the Right |lev. Henry U. Onderdonk, D. D., Assistant Bishop of Penn- 
sylvania, being present and assisting. 

niere have departed this life since the last General Convention, beside our ever to be 
lamented Bishop, the Rev. William Harris, D. D., President of Columbia College, New- 
Toik ; the Rev. Isaac Wilkins, Rector of St Peter's Church. Westchester ; the Rev. Daniel 
Bf'Disnald, D. D., Professor in Geneva College ; the Rev. John Sellon; the Rev. William 
Thompson, Rector of Christ Church. Rye ; the Rev. Edmund D. GrilHn, Deacon, supplying 
the place of the then absent Professor of Rhetoric and Belles Lettres in Columbia College ; 
Ifae Rev. Sotherland Douglass; the Rev. Seth Hart; and the Rev. George L. Hinton, 
Redor of St Andrew's Church, New York. 

Thirty-five Churches have been duly organized and received into union with the Con- 
vantion. 15 churches have been consecrated to the service of Ahnighty God. The 
nomber of persons confirmed since the period embraced by the last report, has been 4195 ;* 
BapCiMBi (adolts 1376, infhnts 5483, not specified 1896) 8755; Marriages 2645; Bnrials, 
(Iir75 in two parishes) 5817; Communicants (reported to the last Diocesan Convention in 
138 parishes 7575, added in 78 parishes within the year 1244) 88ia

Since the lait General Convention, $1176 50 have been paid into the Treanuy of the 
Seminary, by different congregations of the Diocese. In addition to tfaia, the St 'Hiammf 
Church Scholarship has been completed by the contribution of $1034. A lihniy of toA* 
books, and books of reference, containing more than 250 volumes, has beenpnrdiaaed fir 
the use of the scholar on this foundation. 

Under a Canon passed in 1829, but which was repealed at the last Convention, io eoiK 
■equence of the establishment of the Education and Missionary Society of the D ioc as a , 
nearly $1000 yearly was contributed to the support of beneliciariea in the Seminaiy. 
Several beneficiaries have been supported also by other congregations. 
The late Mr. George Lorillard lefl a legacy of $20,000 to this Institution. 
About $5000 has been contributed to the Green Bay Mission since May, 1831, 
various boxes and packages of cbthiog. 

The New- York Protestant Episcopal Missionary Society, which for many yeua 
been the blessed instrument of incalculaUe benefit to the Church in this 
within the past year, undergone an entire change in its Constitution, and adopted 
tion for the ministry as one of its objects. It is now the Education and Miasionaiy Owisy 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of New-York. 

The New- York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society was established in 1831, 
having for its object the gratuitous provision of the ministntiaoi of religion for the psor m 
the city of Now- York. The Convention of the Diocese has committed to this 8oc^,M 
much of the Missionaiy concerns of the Dioceae as relates to the dty of New-York. The 
ezertkms of this Society has been crowned with sigiAl succeas. A laige and ■ubslBDliil 
Inick edifice has been purchased, consecrated, and is now opened regulariy as a (leeChQiA 
under the care of the Society's Missionary. Sunday schools and a daily io&iA schoel 
have also been established. 

Sunday schools, in union with the General Protestant Episcopal Sunday-acbool Cnkn^ 
exist in almost every parish. 

New Jersey. The roost prominent event in the history of the Church in New Jersef, 
since the meeting of the last General Convention, is one of a very afflicting chamdai^ 
the death of its Bishop. The Right Rev. John Croes, D. D., died at his residence in New 
Brunswick, July the 30th, 1832, having a few weeks previous completed his oeventiedi 
year. In him the Diocese lost a head who had presided over it for nearly aevenleci 
years, with great credit to himself and usefulness to the Church— a fhend who gave Ui 
heart, affections, and time to the service of his spiritual charge, with a disinterested- 
ness seldom surpassed — a friend who liod been with and aided in sustaining the Cbuidi 
during the period of her greatest depression, and who, having thus for more than tattf 
years persevered in labouring for her, lived at last to see her elevated from her low eotalB 
and rising into strength and influence. As Bishop Croes was the first spiritual hettd llw 
Diocese ever possessed, so he may bo justly said to have been the originator and anthor, 
directly or indirectly, of almost all the institutions connected with the Dioceae. He toved 
to labour for the Church. Her welfare was his greatest delight . 

In the successor to Bishop Croes, the Rev. George W. Doone, we trust the Diooeae wiO 
find a head well calculated to supply the loss sustained, and to infuse new life and energf 
into all her institutions. 

The number of clergymen in the Diocese is at present eighteen— all presbyters. The 
number of congregations has not increased since the General Convention. During the 
recess of the General Convention, the late Bishiop admitted two persons to the Older of 
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PricMhood, and ont pemn to the order of DearoiiR. Since the death of the Bishop, the 
Right Rev. Bishop Ives, by invitation of the Standing Committee of this Diocese, admitted* 
ooe penon to the order of Priesthood. 

There have beeo eleven institutions within the last three years. Eight clergymen have 
been received into the Diocese. The number of clcrgjmien 18; penons eonfirmed 168; 
Blaplisnis repoited 517 ; Communicants about 900 ; Candidates for the ministry 2 ; Congre* 
gatknaSS. 

The Sunday schools continue to flourish, and are gradually connecting themselves with 
tiM Diocesan Sonday^echool Society. 

Hie Missionary Fund, which is about the same in amount as formerly, continues to aid 
moat materially in reviving and supporting old and decayed as well as new congregatioos. 

Hie fund for the relief of widows and children of deceased clei^gjrmcn, has of late years 
mpidly increased, and now amounts almost to 815,000. 

Hie " Episcopal Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge and Piety'* panues 
die even and no»eless tenor of its wayt doing good by the distribution €£ Bibles, prayer* 
faooka, tracts, aiding the Miarionary Fund, and candidates for orders. Its permanent fimd 
now exceeds $1500. 

PsMNiTLVANiA. In this Dioccse there are at present 65 clergymen, (the Bishop, Assist- 
ant Bishop, 53 Pkesbyten and 10 Deacons.) and 74 parishes ; being the same number of 
dergjrmen as at the last General Convention ; and an accession of 3 parishes since the 
General Convention of 1829. Twelve persons have beeen ordained Deacons ; four of 
them by the Bishop of the Diocese, and the other eight by the Assistant Bishop. Seven- 
teen Deacons have been ordained Priests ; two of them by the Bishop, the other fifteen by 
the Amiatsnt Bisbopb 

The following four clergymen have deceased since the last General Convention : the 
Rev. Jeeeph Clarkson, the Rev. Robert Blackwell, D. D., the Rev. John T. Adderiy, Deacon, 
and the Rev. Edward Rutledge. 

fliiteen persons are candidates for holy orders. 

Three dinrches have been duly organized, and received into union with the Convention. 

Twelve Churches have been consecrated to the service of Almighty God; two of them 
hf the Bishop, the rest by the Assistant Bishop of the Diocese. 

One thousand and thirty-three persons have been oonfirmed : viz. by the Bishop of the 
Diocese 4S9; by the Assistant Bishop604. 

The nmnber of Baptisms, as reported since the last General Convention, is 1974; of 
which 289 were adults, and 1685 were infants. 

Tlie number of Communicants as reported to the last Convention of the Diorese, is8726. 

Sunday schools, 443 teachers and 5028 pupils. 

Tile fhnds for the support of the Episcopate, consist of the legacies of the late Rev. 
Docfor Pilmore, 87969 12; and of the late Andrew Doz, $4701 33 ; also of the sum raised 
bf annual collections in the diflerent Churches, $13,461 27 ; and a loan of $30^)00. 

Tile Society for the Advancement of Christianity in Pennsylvania, which has been, 
during the nineteen yean of its existence, a most valuable auxiliary to the Church in this 
Pioeme, stiU continues its important eflbrts. By its assistance, the Ecclesiastical authority 
hae been enabled to employ thirteen Missionaries during the past year. The Female 
Tmct Society, auxiliary to the Advancement Society, is one of the most efficient institu- 
liooB for the purposes of its organization, of which the Protestant Episcopal Church can 
luaat It annually sends forth thousands of tracts, of the roost useful character, which are 
widely disseminated not only in this Diocese, but throughout the Union. The Educatiou 
Committee of the Advancement Society is employing the funds at its disposal, in prepaid 
ing pious young men for admission to the General Theological Seminary, and in sustain- 
ing them while there. It has at present, three beneficiaries, who are prosecuting their 
etndies at the General Seminary. 

The Corporation for the relief of the widov^'s and children of droeasod clergymen of the

A Dioceflnn' Sunday-school Union has Ijccii organized ; and the Sunday and Adolt^elioal 
Society of Philadelphia, one of the oldest and meet efHcient imtitatkma of our Chorefa, fir 
the promotion of insi ruction by means of Sunday echooli, having trenaferred ioi ftmda to 
the new institution, has been diMOlved. 

In the department of Sunday school and Bible class instniction, there is a deckled iA- 
ciease of sralf resulting in an enlargement of the numbers instructed; and, wa trvst, ia 
efficiency in building up the Church. In some of our parishes there has been a mora dMn 
ordinary degree of attention to the importance of vital godliness, which baa fendtad in 
large additions to the communion of our Church. 

Dklawark. In the Diocese of Delaware, there are 15 Churches, and Ikw^ i sri dt 
clergymen, all of which have parishes; one, since the last report, has bean leuiufad hf 
death. The state of tlie Church in a portion of the Diocese is encouraging, and thava a^ 
pean to be a prospect of a permanent improvement. The Missionary Society of tha Dio* 
eeae which had for several yean suspended its laboars,^waB at the last Convention ravivai 
Much aid is anticipated from this Society in supplying the vacant and decayed pariihii 
There are Sunday schools attached to several of the Churches, which are ikmrishiqg. 

The Church in Delaware (agreeable to the twentieth Canon) contimiaa to avail itsalf of 
the valuable services of the Bishop and Assistant Bishop of Pennsylvania. 

There are 275 Communicants. Since the last report, there have been 187 Ihiptiil 

Two Churches have been erected and consecrated to tha service of Almighty Ood. 

Maryland. The Church in this Diocese appears to be in a state of gradnal impnv^ 
ment. For although only one has been added to the number of the clergy, ainoe tfia M 
meeting of the General Convention ; yet the parochial reporti exhibit an inmaseof 410 
Communicants, in the several parishes which ei^joy the advantage Of minialarial •«• 
vices. The vacancy in the Episcopate which existed in 1889, has been happily 8ip 
plied by the election and consecnition of the Right Rev. Wm. M. SCone, D. Dl; rAum 
primaiy visitation has given promise of very great usefulness and acceptability. At ths 
last Diocesan Convention, the. Missionary Society, auxiliary to the Domestic and Fbni|i 
Missionary Society, created by the General Convention, was reorganiied lor tha pup* 
of augmenting its eflicieiiry ; and, in its present form, it will probably do much toward re- 
viving and building up those i^arishes in the State, which, from various canaaa, have MlsD 
into languor and decay. 

Baptisms 2202 ; Morringes 7G4 ; Funerals 1433 ; Confirmations 666. 

The present number of the clergy is 52; and the present number of CommanioantafTSi 
There are, at this time, three camiidates for Orders. , 

ViaoiNiA. Since the last meeting of the General Convention, the condition of the Chorch 
in this Diocese has been progressively improving. The numberof our clergy haa incnased; 
many congregations have been reorganized in parishes where, for yearn, die ministnlioai 
'of our Church had been unknown; some have been formed in places where our aervie« 
had never b(>en performed ; wme of the old Church edifices liave been repaired and 
rescued from entire dilapidation. Several new ones have been built, and aome are now is 
•the coune of erection. 

During this period, 28 persons have been admitted to the order of Deacons; and 10 
Deacons have been ordained Priests. 

Nineteen Churches have been consecrated and set apart to the worship of Almighty God. 

The number of candidates for orders in this Diocese, is at this time 25. And in additioB 
to tlie Bishop and Assistant Bishop, the number of clergymen is 55; being an inoeaNof 
11 since the last report. Of these, however, three are not officiating in the Diooeaa. Ow 
of them, the Rev. J. H. Hill, being in Greece, in the employment of the Domeatic and 
Foreign MiRKif.uuiry Society: niid the other two, the Rev. Caleb I. Good, and the Her. 
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Leoaidas Folk, having been for waie time post preveuted by ill la*alili t'ruiu (iiM>liargiiig 
liie datici ofthe minktry. 

Aceasdiog to the beit data that can be obtained, the namber of Communicants belonging 
to the Church in thia Dioceie, may be estimated at about 30UO. 

It 18 not, however, in its external condition only, that the Church in this Diocese haa 
increaaed. The tone of piety among ita memben has been advancing, and it is believed 
Id be at Ifaia time of a more Scriptuial character, than at any Ibrmer period. The Gospel 
ia generally preached in simplicity and ¥iith fiiithfulness, and by the blessing of Gud, is ren- 
dered cflectual in turning many unto righteousness. And the increasing intcrei<t which 
ii manifitfid in behalf of Miaakxiaiy and Education Societies, and other objects of Chris- 
tian benevctoicc, evideooea a nearer approach to the full spirit of ihat religion, which has 
fat its muthor and its end, the God who is love. — While the more frequent exhibition made 
kf oor clergy, of thoae excellencea of our Church which result from the apustolical cha- 
meter of its ministry ; the devotional spirit of its services, and the liberal but efficient 
rtructnro of ila oimstitutioa and government, is gradually and effectually strengthening 
and enlightening the attachment of ita friends, and at the same time removing those pre- 
jodioea which ignocance had generated, and which have long presented a great obstacle 
to its advanoemenL 

Our Dioceaan Theological Seminary, has been a very prominent instrument in the pco- 
dnelion of tho praaent encooraging slate of our Church : and its condition at this time, 
gives a fiurer promise of usefulness, than at any Ibrmer period. At our last Diocesan 
Convention an eflbrt waa commenced for placing tlio Institution on a more permanent 
fcmiriatiun, by raising, in addition to its present funds, the sum of $e25.UUO; nearly one 
half of this amount has already been subscribed. An additional building for the accom- 
modation of students ia in progress, and will be ready for occupancy in a few weeks. 

NoBTii>CAEOuicA. Thk Dioccsc, since the last General Convention, has been called 
to monm the death of its beloved and venerated Bishop, the Rt. Rev. John S. RavensciolU 
Ii whoM apostolic principles, primitive piety, and energetic laboun, the Church chiefly 
owea her finn establishment and future hopes. The vacancy thus caused, has been happily 
supplied by the election and consecration of the Rt Rev. Levi S. Ives, D. D., under whoae 
superinlendenee there is a cheering prospect that tho Church will continue to tluurish and 
grow with increased vigor. 

The Miaskmary Society has been reorganized, under the tide of the Bible, Common 
nnyeF>Book, Tract and Miisionary Society of North-Carolina, and promises much good 
le the Church. Several Missionaries have been employed with decidedly good e^ct in 
leviviqg old congregations, and establishing new ones. Sunday Schools, Bible Classes, 
and Female Aasodatioos of Industry for the benefit of the Church, have continued to be 
cfaeriahed with much advantage to tho cause of Cuaisr. 

Commnnirants 9U0 (increase 260;) Baptisms 698; Confirmations 413; Marriages 89; 
Bnriala 140; Sunday-school scholars 800 ; Teachers not ascertained ; Ordinations. Presby- 
leoi 9^ Deacons 4; Candidates for Orders 3; Congregations 33. Funds for tho Episoo- 
paMflS^OOO. 

SoDTH'CAmoLiifA. In this Diocese there are 50 organized congregations : 8 are without 
a aimiter. St Stephen's Chapel, Charleston, is for the use of the poor of the Protestant 
Epiaoqpal Church, and the Minister is maintained by the " Charleston Protestant Episcopal 
Ikanestic Misskmary Society.'* This Society, instituted in 1821, and the Chapel oonae- 
cmted March 1824, it is beUeved, are of earlier date than the institutfons of the same 
kind* in other Dioceses of our Church. The clergy consist of the Bishop, 32 Presbyters, 
and 3 Deaoom*. 26 are paslorally employed, 1 in principal of the College in Charloston, 
and 9 are without curea. Within the period embraced by this report, there have been 
admitted three persona to the Holy Order of Deacons, and four Deacons have been ad- 
vanced lb the next order in the sacred ministry. T\%o clergymen have removed from the 
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Dioceso ; ono clergyman hai come into it ; and the Rer. T. Millf, D. D^ hat depaiiad Ifaii 
life. Sii peraons ara candidates for Holy Ocders. There have heen cODWCraled fiva 
Churches; Confirmed 360; Baptized, adults. 81 white and 156 coloared: infimlSp 798 
white and 184 coloured ; Marriages, 194 white and 80 coloared ; Burials, 478 white tad 
101 coloured ; Communicants, 1582 whito and 492 coloured. 

Sunday Schools exist in connexion with 14 of our Churches, but in several of tlw 
country parishes, it is found impracticable to establish them. The number of teachos 
reported is 149, and of scholars, 730 white and 246 coloured. The books of our ** Sundaf- 
school Union" are highly approved, and generally used. The ** Protestant Epiaoopai So- 
ciety for the Advancement of Christianity in South-Carolina** is a Missiooaiy, BiUe and 
Prayer-Book, Tract and Kducation Society. In its service, there have been emplofed, 
during the last three yean, for a greater or less time, eleven Misstonaries. Beside ffaii^ 
there are two Missionary Societies, four Bible, Prayer-Book and Tract Societies; and tuD 
Scholarships, one not yet filled up, the other has for several years been assisting a oandt 
date for Holy Orders at our " General Theological Seminary.** To this institutinn, Iha 
attachment of the members of the Church generally in our Diocese, oontinoes unabated, 
and gratitude is felt to be most justly due to its Trustees and Professois, for their rnnvM' 
ried effints to render it a blessing to the Church. 

The " Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society," instituted by the General Comm' 
tion, has in this Diocese five potions, t>a'enty-one life, and eight annual memben. He 
monthly publication, " The Gospel Messenger and Southern Episcopal Regisler^ ean* 
meuced in 1884, is still continued, by ministers of our Church. 

The fund for the support of the Episcopal office is slowly increasing and amounk to 
910,544 25, invested in public securities. 

Georgia. The triennial report of the state of the Church in this Diocese, is nefr■iri^f 
little more than a recapitulation of former reports, involving a renewal of regret tfaatn 
extensive a field of labour should remain unculiivated : no addition having been made 
since the last General Convention to the nimiber of clergy or congrcgationa. But it ii 
consolatory to know that the Church, in those portions of the Diocese in which it has 
establuihed, is in a prosperous and flourishing condition. Sunday Schools and 
Classes have been organized, and ore in successful operation in three of the 
There are various associations (or missionary purposes. The Rev. T. 8. W. Mbtt, has iv- 
moved from this Diocese to that of South-Carolina. The Rev. Hugh Smith has r e u nwed 
to the Diocese of Connecticut; and the Rev. Eld ward E. Ford has been received into tiiii 
Diocese, by virtue of letters dimissory from that of New-Jersey. The Rev. S. C. Bian 
has accepted an invitation to the charge of Christ Church, Macon, and is expected to 
enter upon the duties of his engagement in January next The Rev. Theodore B. Bartow 
has heen admiued to Deacons' and Priests' Orders, by the Rl Rev. N. Bowen, D. D^ 
acting imder the provision of the 20th Canon of 1808. The annexed statistical table cofr 
tains a summary of the parochial reports. 

Organized Congregations 4 : Clergy (Presbyters) 3 ; Communicants 941 ; Sondiy 
Schools 3; Sunday-school Teaehcm 35; Sunday Scholars 250; Ordination 1; BapCsBBi 
139; Burials 79; Marriages 46; Confirmed 48; Missionary contributkms, $2000. 

Ouiu. The number of clergymen in the Diocese of Ohio is seventeen, thirteoi Ptes- 
byters, and four Deacons. Since August, 1829, Mewrs. James McElroy, John 0*Brien, 
Henry Cos wall, and George Dcnison, have been admitted to the order of Deacons; and 
the Rev. Alva Sanford and James McElroy, to the order of Priests. 

The Rev. G. McMillan has removed to the Dioceso of Kentucky, the Rev. Amos G* 
Baldwin to New-York, the Rev. N. Stem to Pennsylvania, and the Rev. John O'Brien 
and the Rev. Silas C. Freeman to Michigan. The Rev. John P. Robinson also is believed 
to have removed from the Diocese of Ohio. 
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The additaoiMto the Diocese from abroad, arc the Rev. R. T. Rogers (rom England, and 
the Rev. W. R. I^rster from Ireland. 

llie number of candidates (br Holy Orden in the Diocese is eleven ; the number of 
Baptisms since the last General Convention, is 64G, of which 65 were adult ; the number 
of Coofirmationa 9G2; and the number of persons added to the Communion 468; Five 
Clnircfaes have been built and as many more commenced. Four Churches have been 



Kksctuckt. The delegation fiom Kentucky report tho following accoimt of the state 
of the Church in that Diocese. Since the lost General Convention there has been a very 
grsBt increaae in the Church. There was at that time but one officiating minister in the 
Diooeae; there was not a single candidate ; there were but three organized parishes, and 
only two buildings for public worship. There are at the present moment seven officiating 
meabyters; sizcaDdrdates fin- Holy Orders ; seven organized parishes ; three buildings for 
public worship ; the parish of Paris is building a fourth, and subscriptions have been made 
fi» two more, in Hopkinsville and Hendenon, which there is reason to believe will be 
built in the oonise of the coming summer. These ftcts aflbrd evidence of a growing in- 
terest in the Church, and others might be mentioned going to show the same at many 
pointa in the Diocese. 

Hiere is reason to believe also that the concern of the members of the Church relative 
to their personal interest in the atonement made for them and for all by our Lard and Sa- 
vJonr Jesvi Chust, is greatly increased. There is, indeed, in this respect, above all others 
most important to every man, a manifoet improvement — an increosed and an increasing 
interest in old and jroung ; and it is but justice to say, and the delegation is more free to 
speak on this occasion, as it is a lay delegation (miy, that the ministry in the Diocese have 
shown such devotion to the cause of religion, such disinterestedness in giving themselves 
to the caiMe where the inducements, as to temporal concerns, are as yet so small, and in re. 
foaing to leave the ground they have occupied and broken up, notwithstanding very temptr 
mg oflers made to some of them, as to encourage the hope, nay the confident eipectation, 
that the good cause vdll continually gain ground, until tho Gospel of Christ shall be 
pnacfaed to the Church of Christ in every comer of the land. 

Baptisms 76; Buiiab45; Marriages 29; Communicants 217; Confmned21; Churches 
3; Cleigynien9 ; candidates for Holy Orders 6 ; Collections for missions and education of 
yoang men preparing for the ministry $1310. 

MmiflBiPPi. In the Diocese of Mississippi the present condition of the Church variesnot 
nateriaOy from what it was at the period of the last General Convention. The number, 
(vii. firarO of organized parishes remains the some. The congregations and Communi- 
canta have stood as they were in respect to numbers, except a small acceaion to the latter. 
These parishes have been all since their formation destitute of the public services oi the 
Church for several months in succession, occasioned by the death or removal of ministorB. 
Hiia privation accounts principally for the hitherto rather stationary character of the pa- 
ririiea. They are, however, revivmg and gaining strength in some encouraging measure. 

The Church in Mississippi availing itself of the Right Rev. Bishop Brownell's visit to the 
Western and Southern Staites, under the provisiaos of the twentieth canon of 1808, invited 
him to perfoim Episcopal offices in this Diocese. One Deacon was admitted by Bishop 
Bkownell to Priesta* Oideis. Three Churches have been consecrated, and the holy rite oT 
Confirmation was administered to many persons. 

Three persona have removed from the Diocese. Two clergymen from other dioc e ae s 
have been received into this Diocese. 

The Rev. John C. Porter, late Rector of Trinity Church, Natchez, has, ui the early pe- 
riod of his ministry and in the midst of his usefulness, been called from the scene of his 
laboan here on earth, to join the Church triumphant. In this secluded region, where 
many labourers are needed, and hut few are found, his lom n deeply felt. 
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Tiie ofliciating clergy reMdent in Uie Diocese are but two in number, who have tlMir 
respective cares embracing the charge one of a single parish, of the other two parishM- 
The fourth and last is at present unoccupied by a minister. 

The main obstacle to the extension of the Episcopal Church in this Diocese is the id- 
siiflicient supply of cleigymen. Until this evil is remedied the progress of the Ckufcfa 
cannot be, humanly speaking, otherwise than very gradual, if indeed it will not be can- 
fined to the situations where at present established. The earnest desire therefore is. thai 
the Lord of the harvest will speedily send forth more labourcn into this quaiter of the 
spiritual vineyard.

Tennessee. The Church in this State was admitted into union with the Geneial da* 
vention at its last session. It then consisted of four congregations, with two PnabytSB 
and one Deacon. It has at present nine congregations, five Plresbyten and one IVifi 
One Church, the fint in the State, has been erected since the laat Conveotion, and two 
others are nearly coroi^eted. 

Messrs. John Chilton and Samuel G. Litton have been admitted to Deaoooa* Onlen by 
the Right Rev. Bishop Ives, of North-Carolina, during a visit made by him to theChmches 
of Tennessee last summer, at the request of the Standing Committee; and the Rev. John 
Chilton to Priests* Orders. 

The Rev. Thomas Wainwright, of North-Carolina, has removed into thja States with 
letters dimiasory fiiom the Bishop of that Diocese. 

Five new congregations have been organized, and it is anticipated that all of then will 
be shortly supplied with ministerial services. 

In four congregations, in which only has confirmation, been administered, the nninbcr 
Confirmed is 70. The whole number of Baptisms reported is 78; the whole nuinber of 
Communicants reported is 80. of which number 50 liave been added in the recess of tl» 
Convention. 

There is at present but one candidate for Holy Orders. 

Since the last Convention, the Churches in this State have been fiivoured with visiti 
from the Right Rev. Dr. Meade, Assistant Bishop of Virginia, and the Right Rev. Dr. Utt, 
Bishop of North Carolina, both of whom were kindly received, and contributed to the ad- 
vancement of the Church in this State. 

The incipient state of all things connected with the Church in Tennessee, has hitbert» 
prevented much attention to Sunday schools. There arc, however, throe such schooli 
well attended and in a flourishing condition ; and the number is expected shortly to increaw- 
Between 250 and 300 children are receiving instruction in these schools. They are in 
connexion with the General Sunday-school Union of our Church. 

A Missionary Fund has been established, composed of an annual grant from the Dome*' 
tic and Foreign Missionary Society, and oollectioos made within the State. Two clefur* 
men are at present assisted by tliis fund. 

Alabama. There are now in this Diocese four organized Churches, and two oflkiatiiif 
cleigymen, one of whom has resided in this State about six months, and the other only • 
few weeks. The number of Communicants is not precisely known. There are no candi- 
dates for the ministry. This Diocese is chiefly interesting as a promising field for clerial 
and episcopal labours. Those Churches which have received the regular services of clergy- 
men have grown with unoummon rapidity ; and there is reason to believe that under a 
judicious ministry, many other Churches might be organized and built up with a succes 
which few other parts of our country promise. 

The population of Alabama, between the years 1810 and 1890, Ims increased froiD 
10.000 to upward of IKXJ.IHK). Many larjrc villajrps nre scatlonU over ihc Dit»fo»«r whii'Ji 
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are lapidly increanng in wraith and popuhition. The nil of the Slate is very fertile, anJ 
in riven are nomeioiii and navigable ; and the present seems to be a peculiarly fa\-ourablc 
time, Sat lajring firmly the foundation of our Church, in this very interesting and promising 
poftion of our oountiy. 



POOTURES PROPER AT THE COMMUNION. 

The Hbare of Clerical and Lay Deputies, having at the lost Convention, requested the 
Home of Bishops to express their opinion as to the proper postures to bo used in the 
CoammiuoD oflke, with a view of eflbcting uniformity in that respect, during its relebra- 
tioii,aiid the request having been then ordered to lie on the table for future consideration, 
the Hbun of Bishops now communicate to the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies the 
opinkm thus reqaestod of them, as follows : — 

Fii«t» with regaid to the officiating priest, they arc of opinion that as the Holy Com- 
munion is of a i|uritiially sacrificial character, the standing posture shonld be observed by 
him, wherever that of kneeling is not expressly prescribed, to wit; in all parts, including 
the anle>€ommunion and post<x)mmunion, except the oonfbsslon, and the pnyer imme- 
diately preceding the prayer of consecration. 

Seceodly. with regard to the people, the Bishops arc of the opinion that they should 
observe the kneeling posture during all the prayers and other acts of devotion, except the 
Gloria in eg c rf sis, when standing is required by the rubric, and except, also, daring the 
allowed portion of the Hymns in metre, when the analogy of our services requires the 
same posture. The same analogy, as well as fitness of posture for the succeeding private 
devotioos, which are required alike by propriety and godly custom, supposes hwding as 
the posture in which to receive the final blessing. 

AaalQQf, abofe toad the expNtnon at the closo of the shorter exhortation inmoditfely 
preceding the confession, as well as the rubric before the confession, uhich suppose the 
pasture of kneeling to be there assumed, indicate that that exhortation, and the longer one 
immediately preceding, shonld be heard by the people standing. 

The postures, therefore, proper to be observed by the people during the Communion 
olfioe, the Bishops believe to be as follows : — 

Kneeling, during the whole of the ante^»mmunion, except the epistle, which is to be 
beaid in the usual posture for hearing the Scriptures, and the Gospel, which is ordered to 
be heard Jlowfti^. 

The sentences of the offertory to be heard sitting, as the roost favourable posture for 
handing alms, &c, to the person collecting. 

Kneeling to be observed during the prayer for the Church militant. 

Standing daring the exhortations. 

Kneeling to be then resumed, and continued until aflenR prayer of consecration. 

Standing at the singing of the hymn. 

Kneeling, when receiving the elements, and during the post-communion, or tliat part i»f 
the service whidi succeeds the delivering and receiving of the elements, except the 
Gloria in excMe, which is to be said or sung standing. AOer which the congregation 
shonld again kned to receive the blessing. 

The House of Bishops are gratified at the opportunity ai1brdc<l them by the above 
nDCicc«l ivqucst of the House of Clerical ami Lay Deputies, of contributing to whot they 
hope will be perfect uniformity in all our Churches in the matter now before them

Mt Brethren of the Clerot, 
And of the Laity, 

It is A dutj, as pleasing as it is profitable, 
which, bj the 51st canon of our Church, devolves upon each of her 
Bishops, that ^'at every annual diocesan convention,'' he '* shall de- 
liver an address, stating the affairs of the diocese, since the last meet- 
ing of the Convention; the names of the Churches which he has visit- 
ed; the number of persons confirmed; the names of those who have 
been received as candidates for orders, and of those who have been 
ordained, saspended or degraded; the changes by death, removal, or 
otherwise, which have taken place among the Clergy; and, in general, 
all matters tending to throw light on the affairs of the diocese." It is 
a pleasing office, — as it records, from year to year* the duties which, in 
our Master's strength, we have discharged, and renews again the ser- 
vices in which we Iiave engaged together ; and eminently profitable,— 
since, besides its obvious importance in enabling us to procure, from 
time to time, '*a full and accurate view of the state of the Church," 
it supplies the members of each diocese with that authentic and inter- 
esting information, which is so essential to fulfil the Apostolic in- 
janction to a primitive bishop,— to ^^set in order the things that are 
wanting;"'* and that other most affecting charge of the Lord Jesus 
himself, to another in the same office of the ministry, — *'bc watchful, 
and strengthen the things which remain, that are ready to die!"t May 
the same Lord give us all grace to take good heed to that earnest and 
most pregnant admonition, which he has thereto subjoined, — '*if, there- 
fore, thou shalt not watch, I will come on thee as a thief, and thou 
ahalt not know what time I will come upon thee!"]: 

IVith the circumstances, which in the course of divine Providence, 
have brought me into the responsible and interesting relation with 
the diocese of New Jersey, which, by your too favourable considera-

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tion, I hoUl, youy my brethren and friends, are more intimatelj ac- 
quainted than I am myself. Resident then in a distant diocesey I had 
not received the sliglitcst intimation that your regards had been turn- 
ed towards me, when the official evidences of my election to the Epis- 
copate were phccd in my hands, on the evening of the 6th day of Oc- 
tober last, by the very respectable Committee appointed by the Coa- 
vention, to proceed to Boston for that purpose. The fearful responsi- 
bility thus devolved upon me, to decide, for myself and for the Church, 
a quest*on of such importance, before wholly unthought of, was not a 
little enhanced by the consideration, that in less than twelve days, the 
General Convention was to hold its session, in the city of New York; 
during which it was greatly desired that the consecration, no impedi- 
ment interfering, should take place. On the 19th day of October, 
convinced, on principles which have been, long since» deliberate!/ 
adopted as the rules of my life, and by tlie concurring judgments of 
those who were best fitted to form an accurate decision in the pre- 
mises, tliat such was my duty to His Church, whose soldier and ser- 
vant I am, — I communicated to the committee above named, my letter 
of acceptance; and on the 31st day of the same month, was consecnt- 
ed to the oflicc of a Bishop in the Church of God, by the venerabla 
and Rt. Rev. Dr. Winxi':, the presiding Bishop, assisted by the Rt 
Rev. Dr. Oxdkrdoxx, of New York, and the Rt. Rev. Dr. Ives of 
North Carolina. That the solemnities of that day may be propitiooi 
to this our portion of tiie vineyard of the Lord, and promotive, now 
and hereafter, of the kingdom and glory of our divine Redeemer, let 
me have, brethren, as I most truly need, your fervent and continoal 
prayers ! 

Unable, at so late a period of the year, to cfiTcct my removal to thii 
diocese, and at the same time under obligations of duty and ofaflTectioo, 
to consent to the request, that I would continue until Easter, so far as 
my new engagements should allow, in the charge of my former parish, 
I made arrangements for accomplishing a visitation of the diocese, 
before the setting in of winter. It was made much more rapidly than 
of choice it would have been: but the lateness of the season, and pe- 
culiar domestic circumstunces, allowed me no alternative, between 
such a visitation, and its delay till spring. 

I commenced my primary visitation, on Wednesday, November 28th, 
at Christ Church, New Brunswick; where I preached in the evening 
to a large and very respectable congregation, — the service being read 



the Rev. William Douglas, the laborious minister of the Churches 
Woodbridge, Piscataway, and Alexandria. I was induced to enter 
my official labours at this point, tliat I might follow more immedi- 
ly in the footsteps of my venerated predecessor, who, for thirty years, 
Distered in holy things to the people of that congregation. I was 
lirous also thus especially to acknowledge the friendly attentions 
>wn to myself personally, and the valuable services so long and 
thfully rendered to the diocese, by him, who bearing the name, has 
worthily succeeded to the parochial charge of the lamented incuro- 
nt. It was the object of the discourse, here, and elsewhere, delivered, 
the visitation sermon, to set forth the plan of salvation through 
BOB Christ, — the " counsel of God,-' as St. Paul denominates it, 
9 whole of ichich^ the Christian minister, who would keep himself 
pure from the blood of all men," is bound to declare. 
On the morning of Thursilny, the £9th, I was carried by the Rector, 
ft Rev. Mr. Croes, on my way to Middletown, as far as Pleasant 
illey$ where the Rev. Mr. Finch was waiting to convey me to the 
inrches at Middletown and Shrewsbury, under his pastoral charge. 
Iter dining in Middletown with Judge Pintard, a venerable and de- 
ted Churchman, of the generous blood of the Huguenots, wc repaired 
Christ Church; where, after the service by the Rector, I preached 
ft viaitation sermon. 

Thence we rode to Shrewsbury, where to a large congregation, 
um we found assembled, and anxious for the word, I preached again, 
die Rector, as before, performing the service. This is an ancient 
inrch, but in good repair. I found among the people a lively inter- 
tin the concern which is most important to us all; and, among ftome 
the older members especially, a zealous and highly intelligent de- 
>tioD to the distinctive principles of the Church. In an age like ovrs, 
great division on religious subjects and still greater indifference to 
■eh that is purest and most primitive, I cannnot too earnestly im- 
ew apon my brethren of the Clergy, the importance of a constant in* 
Jcation by catechetical and otiier instructions, — through the favourable 
edium, especially, of the Sunday School and Bible Classes, — of those 
ndamcntal principles ot Apostolic truth and order, which constitute 
gether our inestimable Christian heritage, — "the means of grace," 
eparing us for the attainment, througli the Saviour's merits, of **the 
ipe of glory." There can be no better pattern for our imitation than 
• Paalmiit hat sketched,— *'Hear my law, O my people; incline 



jour ears unto the words ot my mouth. I will open mj mouth in t 
parable; I will declare hard sentences of old, which we have heard 
and known^ and sttch as our fathers have told us; that we should not 
hide them from the children of the generations to come; but to shew 
the honour of the Loi-d, his mi»;htj and wonderful works that he hath 
done. He made a covenant with Jacob, and made Israel a law, whidi 
she commanded our foreHithers to teach their children; that their poiti' 
rity might know if, and the children which were yet unbof7i\ to the in- 
tent, that when they came up, they might ehoto their children tht 
same :" — 

" That generations yet to come, 
** Should to their unborn heirs, 

** Religiously transmit the same, 
"And they again to theirs." 

The next day, November 30th, Friday, Mr. Finch carried me ai ftr 
at Freehold; where the Rev. Mr. Ward, Rector of St. Peter's Churchf 
Spotswood, officiates a part of the time, whom we found waiting to re* 
ccive us. After the morning service, which he conducted, I preached 
to a congregation, apparently of much more than ordinary intelligence. 
Freehold is the county town, and is a place of increasing importance. 
It ought to have, and, in the opinion of Mr. Ward, (whose experience 
and active exertions in behalf of the Church, entitle his judgment to 
much confidence,) might have, with a little effort and attention* the 
constant services of a clergyman. I shall not feel quite satisfied until 
the experiment has at least been made. A flourishing church once ex- 
isted here; and the thing which hath been, the Christian, in hisMaster^f 
strength, should always reason, is the tiling which may be. 

From Freehold, 1 was conveyed by Mr. Ward, to Spotswood, and 
in the evening, preached in St. Peter's Church, to a very interesting 
congregation. This ancient church offers another evidence of wluit 
zeal, fidelity and perseverance, under God, may accomplish in a good 
cause, with the smallest means, and against tlie most adverse circoo- 
stances; and appears to be now eminently prosperous under the faith* 
ful and assiduous niinistrationi- of its worth} rector. 

From Spotswood, I was carried on the morning of Saturday* Decem- 
ber 1st, to Price's Point, where I took the steam boat for the city of 
New York, and thence crossed to Jersey City, in time for my appoint- 
ment of an evening service. In the Rector of St. Matthew's, the Ror. 
Dr. Barry, I am proud and happy to recognize the faithful initrvc* 



r of my joudi. and the constant friend of more than sis and twenty 
ars. There was a matsal satisfaction in our meeur.<: which it were 
teasj to express, and which neiiher of as uiii be likelv ro fors;et 
f the exemplary effcyts of the Rector, aided, not only by l.i> own at- 
ehed and zealous Utile flock, but bv the trencraus bojctv of his nu- 
eroaa and uniformly graceful pupils, in New York, ^lul eUeuherc, a 
hatantial and becomiijg edifice i f stor.e is in course vt t'recii;>::. In 
e mean time, the congregation wurshlp in a large and comr.u>Jiou« 
iper room; where, the Rector reading the service, I preached the vi- 
ation sermon.

rry'B kind attention, to Newark; where, in that very beautiful ed- 
«, Trinity Church, i preached to a large and atteiiiivc con^resa- 
D, — the Rector, the Rev. Mr. Henderson, roadinjr prayers. This 
porta nt parish, after many vicissitudes, now appears to be in every 
pect prosperous. I anticipate from the abundant means which it 
Of&i and the excellent spirit which actuates its members* beneficial 
alts to the whole diocese. Short us my stay was, I saw sufficient 
dence of the zeal and fidi lity with which the pastoral duties are 
re discharged to a large and increasing congregation. 
[n the afternoon. Mr. Henderson accompanying me, we were very 
idlj conveyed by Mr. Siicldon Smith to Belleville, where I preached 
Christ Chapel. The services of the Church were very gratefully 
eived by this interesting little congregation, who have been for 
ae time without a minister. Finding Mr. John P. Lathrop, a can- 
ate for orders of the diocese of New York, resident here, in the 
kTge of a female Academy, I authorized him, with the consent of 

right reverend brother of that diocese, to officiate in the Chapel, 
lay reader. In addition to this, by the zealous liberality of the 
r. Messrs. Holmes and Whittingham; — the former, the Rector of 

Mark's Churcli, Orange; the latter, of St. Luke^s Church, New 
rk;— frequent Clerical services have been performed, and the Holy 
nmnnion administered. I cannot omit the present opportunity of 
iressiDg my high sense of the devotion to the interests of the Church, 
played by the reverend gentleman last named, — who, on leave of ab - 
ice from his parish, and resident in this diocese, for the redemption of 
editorial engagement of the higiiest im])ortance to the cause of sound 
ruing and pare religion, has employed his leisure in the discharge 
public ministrations, as valuable and acceptable to the Church, as 
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thej are promptly and freely rendered. While I tbua publicly ac- 
knowledge the importance of the services to our vacant or inftit 
Churches, I desire also to put on record, that others may follow \% 
the pious and praiseworthy example. • 

After service, we returned to Newark, where I had consented, at 
the unexpected request of the Young Mens' Society, to supply tht 
place of their monthly preacher, the Rev. Dr. Milnor, who had beet 
prevented from fulfilling his engai;emcnt. After the evening service 
had been read by tlie Rector, I delivered a discourse, in defence sf 
the position, (often controverted, and in high places,) that *^anii 
responsible for his belief;" — considering that the young men of the 
present day are in no way more endangered, than by the attenptt 
every where made to remove from their minds the foundations of the 
Christian faith, and so to undermine the whole iitbric of moralitf. 
The Church was completely filled; and it was a delightful spectacle 
to behold three or four hundred young men assembled of their owa 
accord, in the Sanctuary of God, and thus evincing their determiDa- 
fion, by divine grace, to »*cleanse their way*' according to the admo- 
Tiition of David, even '^by taking heed thereto according to His word." 

On Monday morning, December 3, I set out for Pateraon, and taking 
breakfast, by appointment, at Rgcrton, the hospitable mansion of Jolia 
Rutherford Esq., was conveyed, with his habitual poll ten ess, in hit 
carriage, (the weather being very stormy,) to Paterson, and thence to 
Orange. I reached the first named place in time for my appointmeot 
of a morning service. The prayers being read by the Minister, the 
Rev. Mr. Williston, I preached the visitation sermon. I was much 
pleased with the spirit manifested by several of the members of the 
parish, whom I met at the house of Mr. Collett; and could not bat re- 
gret that I had no better opportunity, from the inclemency of theday, 
to see that verv thriving; town. 

In the afternoon, accompanied by the Rev. Mr. Holmes, who had 
come to meet me, we set out for Oranj;e; where I was much pleased to 
meet the Rev. Mr. Whittifigham, then resident there, and the Rev. 
Mr. Peters, Rector of St. Peter's Church, Morristown. My ap* 
pointment was for the evening; when the Rev. Mr. Peters read the 
service, and I preached. The Church, a very substantial edifice of 
hewn stone, is of recent erection. Instances of generosity in providing 
for the house of God, and the offices thereof, have been exhibited here, 
amorg a community of plain farmers, which rarely occur in our meet 



ealthy congregations*. In intelligent attachment to her distinctive 
rinciples, as well as in the (j^enerous and manlj support of her insti* 
itions and altars, there are no truer sons of the Church than I found 
»rc. The evening ,was spent dclightfullv, and, I (rust, profitably, 
ith mj clerical brethren, in discoursing of the great interests com* 
itted to iis; which, with ourselves, were, at the close, commended to 
le Keeper of Israel in prayer. 

On the next morning, Tuesday, December 4, we set out, the Rev. 
Eessrs Holmes, Whittingham, and Peters accompanying me, under 
Hivoj of Dr. Johnes, who had come down from Morristown, to carry 
I up. In the company of so many of the Clergy, I felt strengthened 
sd refreshed; and our ride was not, I trust, without its benefit to the 
Ihurch, in the plans which we concerted for the extension of her 
orders. I found here another new, neat, and solid edifice of stone, 
Dd a highly intelligent congregation. I preached, in tlie afternoon, 
le Rey. Mr. Whittingham reading the service. In the evening, the 
lev. Mr. Holmes reading the service, I preached again — ** Christ cru- 
ified, the attractive principle of Christianity." 

"Wednesday, December 5, in the same company, set out for Newton, 
n the evening, preached the visitation sermon, in Christ Church; the 
tev. Messrs. Whittingham and Peters, performing the ser\'ice. In 
lie plidn, but tasteful, edifice of stone, which I found here; the crowd- 
d congregation that was gathered; and the valuable glebe and parson- 
gb, reclaimed and rendered productive, — I recognized the mostindu- 
itable evidence of the wisdom, forecast and fidelity of my venerable 
vedecessor, and of the industry, prudence, economy and perseverance 
f the Rector, the Rev. Mr. Dunn; who came here but a few years 
ince, a missionary, and, under whose fostering care, all these things 
ave grewn from almost nothing. The recollection of Mr. Dunn, as 
n esteemed and respected class-mate, of my college years, added not 
L little to the pleasure of our interview. 

On the next morning, Thursday, December 6, our little company 
acreaaed by the addition of Mr. Dunn, we set out for Hope, much 
adebted for the comfort and enjoyment of our ride to Major Anderson, 
rho gave up his carriage and horses, for two days, to the service of 
he Church. St Luke's Church, Hope, a singularly well proper- 
Umed and pleasing structure of grey lime-stone, is not yet complete, 
rhe formation and increase of this parish, and the erectioni thus far, 
f a Church, are a striking illustration of the acceptableness of o«ir in- 
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stitutions and services. Until since my visit, the worship of the 
Church has been conducted there almost exclusivelj by a lay-reader. 
Mr. (now the Rev. Mr.) Jaques has devoted himself to the cause 
with an energy and assiduity scl(h)m equalled: and should his success as i 
clergyman be correspondent to that which has attended his labours as 
a candidate for orders, the Cliurch wdl possess in him a most valuable 
servant. His services have not been confined to Hope, — where hit 
personal superintendence of tiic building under erection has been of 
great importance to its tasteful and substantial architecture,— but have 
extended toKnowlton and toBelvidere; and I was much pleased to find 
how wholesome an influence he had exercised in all the neighbouring 
region. I preached here, the service being performed by the Rev. 
Mr. Peters, in the dwelling house ofK. H. Swayze Esq. and wasmach 
gratified by the devout attention of tiie little flock that was assembled 
there. It is on such occasions, that we especially appropriate that 
precious promise of the Saviour, '^wherever ivoo or three are gathered, 
together in my name, there am I in the midst of them." 

From Hope we proceeded to Belvidere, with Mr. Jaques added 
to our company. There is no Church here, nor as yet, an organized 
parish of our communion; though there are many who desire it, and a 
very generous bequest, with a conditional donation, has been made 
for that object. By the polite attention of the Judges and the Bar, 
the court, which was then in session, adjourned on our arrival, and 
offered us the court house; where, after the evening service, by the 
Rev Mr. Holmes, I preached from Joim XI: 32^ 33. 

In the morning, after visiting several families, encouraging them 
in their desired enterprise of building a Church, and baptising a 
child, I proceeded with the same party to Knowlton. The venerable 
edifice of St. James' Church, we found crowded with expectant hear* 
ers. "Great," too, **was the company of the preachers^'' The 
Rev. Mr. Beasly, of the diocese of Pennsylvania, whose disintsrrested 
and highly acceptable labours at Harmony, in this diocese, give prom- 
ise of great usefulness in forming a new congregation, and deserve 
our warmest thanks, was here in waiting for us, so, that we numbered 
in all 9ix clergymen, — the greatest number, doubtless, that were ever 
together in this region. The various services were so distributed that 
each had his part; and after tlie visitation sermon, baptism was adminis- 
tered by me to an adult, ten persons were confirmed, and the Lord's Sap- 
per was administered. I never witnessed a more attentive and engag- 
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ongr^gation; and the sentiment seemed universal, in which we of 
[^lergj deepl J partook, — *' It is good for us to be here. " Though in 
ember, it was a day of vernal mildness and beauty; and as the 
Ipr^^ation threaded their way homeward from the rude old Church, 
; stands in a lonely glen, under a high romantic bluff*, it was a 
le to delight a painter's eye, and a Christian's heart I have 
a felt, bat never more than on this occasion, the weight and 
rest which the presence of the Clergy lends to our public services. 
is that the only advantage. The bonds are strengthened between 
hren, while their intercourse with their spiritual head is mutually 
siog and profitable. It is an easy and a pleasant way to ^ti, and 
Of much good. I commend the practice earnestly to my brethren 
lis diocese.

Wednesday, December 13, 1 took the steam -boat early in the momiiig 
for Burlington. Preached in St. Mary's Church, the visitation ser- 
mon, the Rev. Mr. Ward, reading the morning service: Admitted 
Mr. Peter L. Jaques to the holy order of deacons: the candidate being 
presented by the Rev. Mr. Ward,— the Rev. Dr. Wharton, the vener- 
able Rector, assisting at the Communion; and the Rev. Mr. More- 
house being also present. Tlic Rev. Mr. Jaques was authorized to 
preach, and appointed missionary to the Churches in Warren county; 
among whicii, his services as lay reader have been so faithful, and lo 
much blessed. 

In the afternoon, I was carried by the Rev. Mr. Morehouse toMoont 
Holly; where I preached, in the evening, in St Andrew's Charch, 
of which he is Rector, to a full congregation. 

In the morning, December 13, I rode to Colestown. Read the ser- 
vice, and preached in St. Mary's Church, ^'Christ, the hope of glovy." 
In the afternoon rode to Camden, and preached in the evening, in 
the City Hall, the visitation sermon; the interesting little flock in 
this place having as yet, no Church edifice. There is a favourable 
opening here, wliich from the want of a settled minister, has not been 
duly improved. Tins deficiency will, I trust, soon be supplied; 
and, should the congregation here, unite with that at Colestown, a 
comfortable support might be offered, and a favourable result, iritk 
Grod's blessing, speedily secured. 

Friday, December 14, by the politeness of Mr. Sloan, I was con- 
veyed to Berkeley; where, in St. Peter's Church, after morning ser- 
vice, I preached, ^* the Son of man, seeking and saving tliem which 
were lost,"— -and administered the rite of confirmation to fourteen per- 
sons. This Church had been for some time vacant; and I was the 
more gratified to see so many come forward, evidently under the 
deepest impressions of its sacred ness and solemnity, to submit 
themselves to the laying on of hands, after the manner of the Apostles. 
The want of labourers has been sorely felt in this portion of the vine- 
yard. I have a good hope that a better state of things will ere long 
be granted to our fervent prayers. Not, however, let it be rcmcm- \ 
bered, without our vigorous efforts, as in our Master's cause, win 
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r Master's strength. Blessed be his holy name, that in all our 
oris in his service, he has promised to be with us, ''even unto tlie 
d of the world!" 

In the afternoon, I was carried by the Rev. Mr. Nash to Swedes- 
rough; where, in the evening, in Trinity Church, of which he is 
LDiBter, I preached the visitation sermon, the Ilev. Robert Davis, 

the diocese of Pennsylvania, reading the service; — and then ad- 
inistered the rite of confirmation to thirty persons. There had 
en, as I was informed, an unusual interest in religious subjects in 
at vicinity, and I was very glad to sec it evinced in a due recogni- 
m of the institutions of the Church, and a solemn reception of its 
dinances. In this respect we are peculiarly blessed in our main- 
nance of the primitive and Apostolic order. Its wholesome re- 
nunts afford an admirable criterion, in times of great religious ex- 
tement, to "try the spirits, whether they are of Goil." The piety 
»W{Ter fervent it may seem, which disregards the Apostolic in- 
nction, 'Met all things be done decently and in order," is not born 

that true "wisdom, which is from above;" for " God is not a God 
'confusion, but of order, as in all Churches of the saints." On the 
*esent occasion, a very large congregation gave to the word preached 
le deepest, and most respectful attention; and the recipients of the 
postolic rite, evinced in their devout and becoming deportment a 
le impression of its nature and importance. It was an affecting, 
id, I cannot but believe, a profitable, service. 

On Saturday morning, December 15, Mr. Nash carried me to 
[iillica Hill; where I preached in St Stephen's Church, from 1

litfafal labours of its worthy minister are much blessed. There is good 
Mtontphope that anew edifice, which is much needed, will soon 
a erected. In the afternoon, we rode with Mr. Sinnickson to Penn's 
feck, where I preached from Luke XIX; 10. In the evening, retum- 
igto Salem, I preached again, in St. John's Church, from those en- 
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coaraging words of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ,—** and !» when 
I am lifted up from the earth, will draw all men unto me." In due 
time,'-lct us not doubt, but earnestly believe, — ^he will graciously 
fulfil this gracious promise! 

Thus was I enabled, by God's merciful goodness, to complete my 
primary visitation. Rapid as it was, from circumstances strictly nni- 
▼oidable, it comprehended all the congregations of the diocese, with 
but two or three exceptions, — to which I was advised that it was not 
necessary to give immediate attention. Though my first journey 
through the diocese, and in the winter season, I was enabled, — so ju- 
dicious was the plan sketched fur me by my esteemed friend Mr. Croei, 
and so prompt was the disposition in both Clergy and laity to promote 
my convenience, — to fulfil, through the ever present mercy of the Lord, 
every appointment which I had made, at the expected hour. In its 
progress, I visited, in 18 days, 29 Churches and missionary stations; 
delivered 37 Sermons or Addresses; held one Ordination; adminiS' 
tered the sacraments of baptism and the Lord's supper, each twice; 
and the rite of confirmation, in three parishes, to fifty four penoni. 
It is proper to state that there was no appointment for confirmation ia 
tho parishes ; though in the instances specified, I was very happy, ai 
I shall always be, to be called to its administration. The result of my 
visit was an impression every way encouraging and hopeful. The 
opportunities for increasing the number of our Churches, seem to me 
neither few nor unimportant ; while most of those already established, 
arc apparently prosperous : and, if we are but faithful to our great 
advantages, may be rendered much more so. To all with whom I 
came in contact, whether Clergy or Inity, my thanks are due for the 
kindness and attention with which the discharge of my duties wu 
facilitated, and my comfort and convenience in all respects promoted. 
That the connection formed between us may advance mutually oar 
temporal and spiritual happiness; and that my labours with and for 
them may be blessed to their eternal salvation, is my daily and my 
fervent prayer. 

It was my purpose, with the divine permission, to have effected, be- 
fore the present meeting of the Convention, another complete visita- 
tion; when circumstances of a domestic nature induced tlie convic- 
tion, that it was best to accomplish previously the removal of my 
family to the diocese. This has been done, and we are for the pre- 
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it resident at Burlington.* But the time neces^arilj occupied has 
en so much greater than I expected, as to render impossible the 
mplete circuit of the parishes. Thus disappointed, I have done 
lat I could, as I shall now proceed to report to jou,— designing, as 
on as practicable, to visit, administering confirmation in as many 
may desire it, the remaining parishes. 

I commenced the second visitation of the diocese, on Sunday, April 
f the first after Easter, preaching, morning and ^fternoon, and con« 
ming eleven persons in Trinity Church, Newark; and, in the even- 
g, preaching in the temporary Chapel of St. Matthew's Church, Jer- 

T City. 

On the evening of Wednesday, the 17th day of April, I preached 

St. Mary's Church, Burlington, and administered confirmation to 

«be persons. And on the 5th of May, the only Sunday that I have 

en at home since my residence at Burlington, I had great pleasure 

auisting my reverend brother, the venerable Rector, by preaching 

ice. 

On the 21st of April, second Sunday after Easter, I officiated in St« 

Mil's Church, Paterson, preaching twice, and confirming fifteen 

noDs. 

On the following Sunday, 1 officiated all day in St Michael's Church, 

^nton. 

Wednesday, the first day of May, the festival of St Philip and St. 

met, was to me a day of high interest and satisfaction, and to be re- 

vbered, I trust, as a day auspicious to the best interests of the 

Nurch. From the time of my first connection with the diocese, I had 

en in continual correspondence with my much esteemed friend, 

hn Potter Esq. ; who, in connection with several others of kindred 

aI, had for some months projected the establishment of an Episcopal 

inrch in the borough of Princeton. Prosecuting, with a most lauda- 

s atridnity, the enterprise in which they had engaged, and them- 

hrei most exemplary in the munificence of their own subscriptions, 

*It IS a feet, not generally known, tliat early in the last century, when the plan 
biftrodudi.g the Episcopate in the British Colonics in America was in operation^ 
raa proposed that the whole should make two dioceses; one to include all 
irth and East, the other all South and West of the Delaware;— the residence 
die one Bishop to be at Burlington, in New Jersey, and of the other at WilUams- 
ig in Virginia. At the former place, an episcopal residence was purchased, at 
■i]ge expeoce; the land for which, is now Uie property of St Mary's Church. 
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thej have secured about five ftevcnths of the sum necessary for the 
erection of an appropriate edifice, besides the beginning of an endow- 
ment for the support of the Rector. On the day above named, I vis- 
ited this enterprising association, and, for the first time that it was ever 
heard in Princeton, performed the public service of our ('hurch. The 
Session of the Presbyterian congregation had very generously offered 
roe the use of their pulpit, which I accepted, and preaclied to a highly 
respectable audience. T found no difficulty in performing the entire 
service ; the responses in which, its peculiar and characteristic beautj. 
were well sustained. At a meeting subsequently held, the society took 
the measures prescribed by the act in such cases made and providedf 
for its legal incorporation, by tlie name of "Trinity Church, Prince- 
ton," and elected delegates to this (.-onvcntion. A beautiful buiidiag 
lot has been purchased, materials are in part procured, and the laying; 
of the corner stone is only delayed until a suitable plan shall be ob- 
tained. The site of a most respectable College, and Theological 
Seminary, — itself a beautiful and flourishing town, in the midst 
of a fine country, — and soon to be connected by sloop navigation 
with the two great cities of the Union, — I know of no place in which 
it is more desirable that an F^piscopal Church should be estab- 
lished, and very few which offer better encouragement for the under- 
taking. I cannot close this notice without a devout recognition of the 
especial hand of God, not only in the suggestion of the plan and its 
promotion, thus far, on the part of those more immediately interested, 
but in procuring an expression, universal, and, as it were, byaccli* 
mation, of the favour of the v/hole community. Let it be in oar 
prayers, brethren, that the JiOrd who hitherto hath helped us, will con- 
tinue and complete the good work, which he has graciously begun! 

On Friday, May 10, I visited St. John's Church, ElizabethtowBf 
and preached in the evening. 

On Saturday evening I preached, and on Sunday afternoon, the 5th 
after Easter, I preached, and confirmed twenty-five persons, in St 
Mark's Cliurch, Orani^c, three of whom were of Chnst Cliapelt 
Belleville. — The morning and evening of that day were given, the 
former, to the Chapel at Belleville, the latter to a few Episcopaliaoi 
at West Bloomfield; where I preached in a schoolhouse, the Rev. 
Mr. Holmes performing the service. At Belleville I found the re- 
sults of the arrangement alluded to in the former part of this AddresSf 
much better than I had expected. By the lay services of Mr. La- 
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'ith occasional visits from tlie two Clergymen named before, 
lel has been opened every Sunday; a Sunday School has been 
led, the exercises of wluch I attended, and wns very glad to 
children instructed, as they ought always to be, in Psalmody, 
liberal collection has been made for the purchase of a Sunday 
Ibrary. And the manifest promise is, tliat if God continue 
ling, the services of a Clergyman will soon be restored to that 
sanctuary, never, 1 trust, to be withdrawn from it again. — At 
loomfield, a very few persons are very desirous of obtaining 
ices of our Church. The lamented death of the most zeal- 
moter of this object has retarded its accomplishment. Tf a 
place for public worship can be had, it will still, I think, be 
. We gi'eatly need a zealous Missionary in tins vicinity. Tlie 
success of the Missionary labour performed at Orange and 
istown gives great encouragement to our eftbrts. 
nesday and Wednesday, the 14th and loth of May, I attended, 
delphia, the annual meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Ic and Foreign Missionary Society. The oflicial statements 
d a most gratifying increase in the financial receipts, and in the 
nd confidence of the Church, — the surest indication of its enjoy- 
that gracious blessing of the Lord, without which, " nothing is 
nothing is holy!'' The Society has, we may well hope, now 
itered on a career of most exalted and extensive usefulness. Let 
brgetthat she is the almoner of our whole Church, to bear to all 
sd them the blessings of the Gospel of Salvation. Let us not 
ow great and urgent are the spiritual wants she has to relieve; and 
m more great and urgent, if the love of Christ truly constrain 
the motives which must impel us to exert ourselves in their re- 
*he Board of Managers, in reliance on the support of the 
, and the favour of God, have unanimously adopted a plan of 
ins, which is calculated to give to the Missionary labours of 
irch such enlargement, vigour, and permanence as become her 
,« her resources, and her privileges. Let us see that our part 
wanting in their support, and prosecution. Little as we, 
cese, may hope to do, compared with others, we may at least 
o her charity, and its blessing, of whom the Lord declared, 
ath done what she could;" — and to whatever else we may do, 
' add what, if it be the fervent prayer of righteous men, will 
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be more eflfectual than all,-- our constaut Buppl'ications, that the Lord 
of the harvest would send forth labourers into his harvest. 

On Friday, tlie irth of May, I preached, in the evening in Chriii 
Church, New Brunswick; and the next morning preached again, aad 
administered confirmation to ievcn persons. On this last occasioD, 
the morning prayers were read by the Rev. Mr. Peters, who had come 
down to carry me to his parish. Where it is not otherwise stated* 
it is to be understood that the service was performed either by the 
Rector of the Parish, or by myself. 

Proceeding in the afternoon to Morristown, I officiated in St Peter'fe 
Church, on the Sunday after Ascension, preaching three times, and 
confinning ^fifteen persons. 

On Tucsdiiy the 21st instant, I attended the opening of the annual 
Convention of the diocese oi Pennsylvania, and assisted my right rev- 
erend brethren of that diocese in the administration of the holy Com- 
munion. It gave me great pleasure to be present on that occasion, 
as well because I regard the constant interchange of offices between 
the sister dioceses as of the greatest importance to the preservation 
of ** the unity of the spirit in the bond of peace," as because it gave 
me new evidence of the continued soundness of mind, and vigour of 
body, of the venerable patriarch of our household of faith; whose 
preservation to the councils of the Church, the infancy of which he 
watched and tended, should be regarded by us as a fulfilment of the 
divine assurance, that "the Lord hath chosen Sion," — that he ''will 
deck her priests with health, and lior saints shall rejoice and sing^" 

On Saturday the 25th, and on Wliit Sunday, the 26th instantf I 
officiated in St. John's Church, Salem, preaching four times, and 
administering the Apostolic rite of confirmation to sixteen persons. 

A sermon, in the place of worship temporarily occupied by the Epis- 
copalians in this place, the service being performed by the Rev. Mr. 
Peters, completes my official labours up to this date; having for the 
second time visited fourteen Churclics, and congregations; preached 
twenty six times; and administered confirmation, in seven Churches, 
to one hundred and one persons. The whole number of times that 
I have preached in the diocese is sLrty three; the whole number of 
confirmations one hundred if nd Jiffy Jive^ — which number, hid mj 
visitation been complete, would doubtless have been doubled. I 
have to record no change among the Clergy^ by death or removali 
since my connexion with the diocese. Mr. Peter L. Jaques, as be- 
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fore stated, has been ordained deacon, and acts as Missionary to the 
Churches in Warren county. Mr. Alfred E. Ford has been admitted 
a candidate for orders, and is now at tlie General Theological Semi- 
narj; as is Mr. Henry Zell, also a candidate of this diocese, 'lliree 
others have expressed to me their intention to make immediate ap- 
plication. 

My brethren of the Clergy and Laity, the object for which we 
hare assembled is the promotion of the interests of Christ's kingdom, 
in that portion of it which is committed to our care. It might seem 
to a hasty observer, whose eye should for a moment rest on the small 
space which the diocese of New Jersey fills on the map of the United 
States, that it was a light work, and soon discharged. It does not 
so neem to me^ nor can it to any thoughtful Christian. ^' Jacob," 
indeed, ** is small." The territorial limits of the diocese are soon 
passed over. Our Churches are few. Our parislies feeble. Our 
people poor. But how much larger was the land promised to the 
fathers of the old covenant, the scene of the wonders, and the cradle 
of the glories, of the new? How much more in number were the 
Churches of Christ, which even St. John lived to behold established 
in the earth? How much more rich or powerful, as the world accounts 
of power and riches, were the primitive flocks, whose sheep, — nay, 
whose inspired, and now glorified, pastors, — were 'destitute, afflict- 
ed , tormented, wandering in deserts and in mountains, and in dens 
and caves of the earth?" My brethren, reverend and beloved, I 
Beed not remind you, that ^' there is no restraint to tlie liord, to save 
by many or by few."^ I need not remind you, that small as Jacob 
then was, he has arisen and filled the earth. — '^ Jacob," indeed, *Ms 
•mall." Temporal power and splendour do not, and cannot, appertain 
to the Churches of tliis diocese. 'What then? Are our efforts to be 
discouraged? Is our hope of influence or usefulness in the Church 
to be repressed? Are wc hindered thus in the promoting of our Master's 
great work, the care and the salvation of souls? Directly the reverse. 
There is no circumstance, it seems to me, — and should tiie convic- 
tion be the result of that partiality whicii is natural to one's own, yon 
will not greatly blame me, — there is no circumstance, it seems to me, 
peculiar to our condition, which does not favour the growth of primi- 
tive piety, and therefore, of primitive prosperity. There are many 
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circumstances that encourage uit peculiarly to /.eal, to fulelitj, to per- 
severance, in setting lorili the Gosi'kl iii the C'liuiini; in the sure 
confidence, tliat, ** iu due season, we shall reap, if we faint not," 
Is our diocese small? It can, and ou^ht to be the better tended, wa- 
tered and cultivated. It is the loss exposed to internal division and 
distraction. It is the more easily dofendiul from external evil and in- 
jury. We are brought more nearly together. We feel, or ought to 
feel, more as brethren of one family. We can more easily **stand fast in 
one spirit, with one mind si riving togetb.er for the faith ot the Gospel.'*-* 
Are our parishes few and feeble? The sympathy of a good cause can 
tlic more easily pervade them. They ofter notiiiiig to tempt the ainbi- 
tious or the worldly minded. Tiieir equality with each otlier pre- 
serves them from envying and jealousy. — Are our people poor? They 
have tlie less then to hinder their pursuit of **the true riches." They 
are the nearer to II is condition, and the better prepared to receive His 
Gospel, who, " made iiimself of no reputation, and took upon him the 
form of a servant." They have the easier approach to his favouri 
who has <'cho%en the poor of this world, rich in fiiith, and heirs of the 
kingdom which he hath prouiised to them that love him." Instead 
of repining then at our condition, or excusing ourselves from effort, 
on the ground that we can do so little, let us ratlier thank God that 
he has put it in our power to do so very much. He requires nothing 
of us, let us ever remember, that he has not first given us. Tbe 
•*one talent" that we have, if we do but "trade diligently" withiti 
and secure its proper increase, will as surely gain His favour, with 
whom we have to do, as if it were th«* " live'' or the **ten" of our 
outwardly more favoured bretliren. — If it be asked then, *' how shall 
Jacob arise, for he is small?'' — how shall we best improve the ability 
which God has given us, and bring fortli richest fruit to his glory and 
the good of soulsr 1 answer, by the diligent, faithful, constant exe^ 
CISC, with prayer, to Him who alone can ;;;ive the increase, of all the 
means which he has put into our hands. Small as our diocese is, there 
arc many "fields white for the liarvest,'" that implore the sickle of the 
reaper. In the occupation of now position^, in the re-occupation of 
such as have been abandoiunl, or in the re-inforcoment of them lliat 
are feeble, and ready to perisli, ten additional (.'lergymen, had we the 
means of their support, could be at once most profitably employed' 
The services ol at least five are of almost indispensable neccssitr. 
And few and feeble as our parishes are, and poor as are our people, 



», at our commanil, the mc»ins for their support. All that is 
is the love of Christ to move us to the effort, faitli to attempt 
pursue it, and method, Chrisfian method, in its prosecution. 
Churchmen of New Jersey adopt, in earnest, the direction of 
1 to them of Galatia, and at Corinth, and the result is sure, 
the first day of tlie week let every one of you lay by him in 
8 God hath prospered him, that there be no gatherings when I 
* Let every one who desires the prosperity of the Church dc- 
I, that henceforward he will follow the Apostle-s rule, and the 
Y of the Lord will from that time be like the widow's cruse- 
ekly appropriation o( Jive cenls^ by every worshipper in our 
Dion — and if there be any that cannot give five, let him give 
rould fully meet our whole necessities. Think how small an 
ledgment it would be, brethren, to him who gives us all ! Se-

;ives the blessing to your plans, and to your labours; that Ife 
— and will take strict account of, — vour abilitv; and that he 
i truly rich, however poor in tiiis world's goods, who is "rich 
," '* rich in good works,'' " rich towards God," — and begin at 
e blessed appropriation. ^' Bring ye all tlie tithes into tiie store 
that there may be meat in mine house, and prove mc now here- 
lith the Lord of Hosts, if I will not open you the windows of 
I, and pour you out a blessing, that there shall not be room 
to receive it." That God may supply all your need according 
"iches in glory, by Christ Jesus, and make you fruitful unto 
jood word and work, by His Spirit dwelling in you, is the con-

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Nothing coultl have boon more <^ratifyins; to mo, tior, I think, more 
auspicious to the bc>t intcrosts of the Churdi, than the zeal and unan- 
imity with wliich tlie report of the very respectable Committee appoint- 
ed on t!iis portion of tlie Address, was received, and the resolutions for 
carryin*; it into etVi.*ct adopted, by the (-oiivention. I take this occa- 
sion acirain to solicit most earnestly the attention of mv brethren of the 
Clergy and Laity to this most important subject. . A plan is now be- 
fore them wliich, in the judgment of all, is perfectly feasible: and 
which, if ado])te(K the simplest arithmetical calculation suffices to 
prove fJfevtuaL But there is no ]>1an so good tiiat it will ivork of 
itself. l.Tjion the Clergy must devolve the duty of arranging in each 
Parish the details of the operation, of urging to a /.ealous, liberal, aad 
persevering enga<;ement in it, and of collecting and transmitting iti 
results. Upon the T.aity devolves the duh/j shall I call it? — ^no« the 
blessed privilege! — to give ** as Goil hath prospered them." The " 
question has been asked, **how shall the money be collected?*' I an- 
swer, it matters not, so tiiat it be dune. Only let the will exist, and the 
work will soon lie uccomplihhcd. I would sugp;e$t, however ioalL 
^'high and low, rich and poor, one with another,*' a few plain, 
practical considerations. 

1. Let it be regardeil as the privilege of every one^ ** vonngmen 
and maidens, old men and children,** to give something to the ^^offer- 
ings of the Churcli.'* 

^. Let evi'ry c»ne make a conscience of giving, in the Apostle*! 
phrase, "«.v (iod IkiiIi prospered him;*' and lot all strive very hard to 
give *' (// iat.sf ft rv rents each wcck/^ 

3. Let what is given be given on the principle of sacrifiee^ — ^they 
who have to earn it, working a Ht»li» lonurer and a little harder; thev who 
have it earned to their hand, retrenching some superfluity: little chil- 
dren taking so much from the money they have to spend. His wa* 
a noble resolution, wlio would not otVer unto the Lord his God of that 
which cost him nnthintr, 

4. Let all make it a rule to appropiiate tnrhh/, and *• on the first day 
of the week. " it will be given more freel> in the smaff fraction, than in 
the i^ross sum. The money contributed, or .solemnly appropriated, will 






be oul of the wtnj of tewptafion. There will be thus to e.vorv one a 
ivechfi/ nminim'airi ot' his inesliniable Christian privileges. There is 
a peculiar fitness in remembering; im /he day of our c/iiffjoi/, those 
to whom tlie blesyin;;^ of the sanetuarv come not at all, or rarelv and 
iniperferily. 

5. l-et, my brethren of tlie Clerjy, each inhi^^own parish, consider 
hinioilf as charged with tliis enltTprise of Chri-tian briievolence. 
IjCt them consult <{/ otin\ \\\x\\ their wardi.-n?, vr«Htrymen, and pari^»h- 
ioncr^, tiie best way of makinu; tlie colhciii*n; — ihr ajtproprUtihm^ I 
take for granted. Let them encourage the rich t«> «^i\rt of their 
abundance, and the j)oor of their penury; nMiinuberinu: <hat what 
18 so given, is Ivnt to the Lord, who will repay it au:ain. Lrt them 
obtain the collections nsfreqiunthj an possihlr, — /mhfi/ if thev can; — 
and remit them at once to the Treasurer, that ///r Chunh may lone no 
interest. 

My own views as to the. purp')ses to which the •* ollVrins^s of the 
Church'* should be appropriated* I would have undtM'-itoud to be these. 
They are of coui>e subject to the approval of the vimv respectable 
Tnistees who, at my recpiest, have cliari;c with me of their distribu- 
tion. — I would pay an annual ptrnutav^r of the receipts, varying from 
year to year witli varvinx circumstances, into the Treasury of the 
"Domestic and Foreiyrn Mi>^ionarv Societv,'" as the *• otlerins: of 
the Church" in the diocese of New Jersey, for the exti'n^ion of "the 
Gospel m the Cliurch*' to the heathen in forei«;n lands, and the 
destitute in our own. The remainder, I wcmld appropriate, — 1, toaid- 
ing feeble pari "shes, an<l toencoura'/m;; new, or reviving old, stations, 
within our own diocese: — i2, to aiding young men of suitable character 
and qualiiications in preparing themselves for the ministry of the 
Church, either in their preparatory education: or their residence at 
College, or at the Cieneral Theological Seminary; — .>, to distributing 
within the diocese, Bibles, Prayer books, and tracts, and aiding in. 
the establishment in rrc.ry pariah cd* a parochial library, including 
books for the children of the Sundav J?cliools. — r^et it be remembered

Twenty-five copies of 
the Children's Magazine are taken. The Kector is always present in 
the Sunday School, when not absent on episcopal duty. In the absence 
of the Rector, the parish has been much benefited by the gratuitous and 
very acceptable services of the Rev. Dr. Williams.

The female school, containing 1 superintend- 
ent, 16 teachers, 70 attending scholars . 3. The infrnt school, containing 
1 teacher, 34 attending scholars. 4. The coloured infiuit school contain- 
ing 1 teacher, 13 attending scholars. Whole number* 2 superintendents^ 
24 teachers, 162 attending scholars. 

By means of a liberal subscription on the part of several members of 
the congprgatkn, an addition of 100 volumes has been made to the library, 
which now contains about 200 ; compriung all that have been published 
by the Episcopal Union . The Children's Magazine is found to be a very 
important auxiliary in the work of instruction ; and one hundred copk$ 
are now circulated among the children. The new Psalms and Hymns 
of the Church have also been adopted, for use, in the Sunday schooL— > 
The whole is under the general superintendence of the Rector, who 
makes it his duty, occasionally, to visit, address, and examine the difier- 
ent classes. The quarterly meetings of the teachers are continued, at 
which they present written reports, that are read for mutual instruction. 
The exhit^tkn of the Magic Lantern appean to be attended with una- 
bated interest, and afibrds to the Rector a pecuUaxiy fiivourable opportu- 
nity for communicating religious truth. 

It b thought proper also to mention, that the nperintendent of the Fe- 
male SchoQl» aided by a few teachers* estaUiahed during the past season, 
a school fir Jemak adults upon a week dmf evening, llie number who 
attended the inatnictions of this department, were in all, 12. 

llie Parochial Library continues to be a rich source of instruction to 
the reading members of the congregation. There has been no material 
increase of the number of volumes since our last report. 

During the past year contribudons have been made for the following 
specified objects: « Offerings of the Church," ;gl49 20; Episcopal Sun- 
day School Union, 41; Sunday School Library, 50; Female Clothing So- 
dety,52 26; American Colonization Society, 17 43; ** Christmas ofifering" 
for General Missionary Society, 27; Episcopal Fund, (the greater part 
to be paid in five annual instalments,) 1300; collection for Episcopal 
Fund, 16; total, $1652 89. 

In addition to the usual services on the Lord's day, (generally 
two— occasionally three,) there has been a regular weekly lecture 
«n l*huraday evening. During the last winter a Bible class was in- 
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•tituted, which appeared to excite general btereit 'Hie active mem* 
bers were about 50; besides many others who constantly attended. The 
portioii of Scripture studied was the Epistle to the Hebrews. Written 
questions and answers were adopted, as the most effectual method of in- 
struction. The Rector also has been in the habit of holding devotional 
meetings "finom house to house," designed especially ibr commimicants 
as preparatory to the*celebration of the Lord's Supper. I'hese meet- 
mgs are regarded as having been attended with evident advantage. The 
Pastor has thereby an opportunity of conversing in the most familiar 
manner with the members of his flock, in regard to their spiritual in- 
terests. 

The Rector would add, in conclusion^ in regard to the « Ofierings 
of the Church," — a plan of giving efficiency to Mis^onary enterprise 
which he views with peculiar infei*est— that he adopted, at an early pe- 
riod, the mode suggested by the Bishop, as to the collection of the month- 
ly dues, and is thus hr satisfied as to its peculiar and entire expediency. 

ST. MATTHEW'S CHURCH, JERSEY CITY. 
Ret. Edmund D. Barbt, D. D., Rector* 

Commumcants, (removed 6, added 11,) ;29 preset number; bap- 
tisms, 8; marriages 10; funerals 8; Sunday scholars 70; teachers 10. 

Our new Church remains still unfinished, notwithstanding our contin- 
ued and persevering exertions. Much, however, has been accomplish- 
ed within the year past. The whole of the exterior of the building, with 
the exception of the towers, is completed; and we cherish the pleasing 
expectadon, that before the end of another year, at farthest, St. Mat- 
thew's Church will rank among the neatest and most striking of our 
New Jersey Church edifices^ on account of the commodkomess of its 
plan, and the correctness of hi Gothic architecture. We roost itill, how- 
ever, in a great measure^ depend xxi our wealthier brethren elsewhere 
for its completion. Our Churchy in other respects^ is protperoiis. We 
cannot meet the demands for pews and seals in our pretent place of pub- 
lic worship. This, and other circumstances, induce ns to believe, that 
when our new building shall have been finished, a more favourable state 
of things than heretoforc, will, with the divine blessing, take place. 

The ladies of St Matthew's Churc h have, with the roost laudable 
perseverance, for more than five years, continued, by their laboura, to 
aid essentially our efforts in building our Church. To this, as their 
main object, and, in the next place, to the support and ftirtherance of 
our prosperous Sunday School, is their unceasing attention directed. It 
ought, also, to be mentioned, as honorable to the liberality of not a few 
other ladies of Jersey City, and who do not belong to our Church, that 
they have all along contributed their time and efforts towards this labour 
of Christian love. We cannot but hope and trust, that for such rare and 
noUe charitableness, they will finally luive their reward. 
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APafUb libxBry has been latdj oommenced, with eveiy prospect ctf 
mocesi. About 100 volumes of standard excdlence, as theologicai worics 
hav^ in a few weeka^ been coUected. From the adoption and nooess 
of U^ measure, great ad\'antage to the parish may reasonably be ex* 
pected. 

The proceeds from a box in our place of public worshipy fcr te 
''Offerings of the Church," have amounted to $14 58 eta. Thk 
was thought the most advisable mode of collecting far this object, cflD- 
ndering our peculiar circumstances. 

The collection for the Bishop's fund amounted to six dollars.

Part of the sum has been appropriated to the purchase of a 
parsonage house and lot In September last, an organ was procured 
at an expense of J^SOO; the means used in regard to the « Offerings of 
the Church" and the result, are the fallowing: 

On the Sunday after the receipt of the Journal of the Convention, 
(July 7th) the remarks of the Bishop, and the recommendation of the 
Convention in reference to them, were twice read. — Agreeably to a notice 
^en in the morning, a sermon was preached in the afternoon, in which 
the ApostoUc rule recommended by the Bishop and the Convention, was 
held up to \Tew; — boxes were then placed at each of the doors; — ^nce 
then, the Congregation has been t^vice informed of the amount of the 
offerings in hand, and once, in a brief notice from the desk, reminded of 
^e subject. In this way endeavours have been made to have the offerings 
untvmal, firofiortionate to tfie firosfierity ivUh which each v>aa favoured^ 
the result of a weekly estimate of that firosfierUy^ andffiven in with the 
knowledge that no eye but that of Him who conferred it, could Bee what 
that cBtimate was . The result has been the receipt of $49 15, being equal 
to 1 06 for each Lord's day. Perhaps more ought to have been con- 
tributed, and it probably would have been, had net the Congregation, 
during the past year, laboured under the pressure of parochial wants. 
It is probable, also, that the amount for the present, might have been 
greater by the use of some other mode than the one which has been 
adopted; but there is a satisfaction resulting from it to think and hope 
that the whole sum has proceeded from views of Christian dut)*, and 
Christian liberality, — ^is truly an Offering to the Church, and an earnest 
that this stream of benevolence, deepening and widening as it flows, will 
coQtioue to make glad the city of our God.

The services of this Church have been much better attended the last 
year than any time before, since it has been under the pastoral care of the 
present Rector, The political prejudices of the Revolution, are adll un- 
justly excited to the injury of this Church; which, together with a mis- 
representation of the doctrines and practice of the Episcopal Church 
by others, and the decayed and uncomfortable condition of the Church 
building, prevent the attendance on the ministrations di the Go«pel in 
this parish by most of the inhabitants, except those who appreciate the 
doctrines and institutions of our truly Evangelic^ Church. An effbit 
was made this Spring, on the part of the corporation, to put into operatkn 
some measures for repairing or rebuilding tiie Church Edifice, but has 
felled for want di co-operation on the part of those immediately interested* 
As the present building has become dangerous as well as uncomfortabk 
for a place of meeting, it will probably be necessary in a short time to 
suspend the services, or remove them to some other part of the town, 
where a suitable place may be provided for celebrating them. 

ST. PETER^S CHURCH, SPOTSWOOD. 
Rev. John M. Ward, Rector. 

The state of this congregation has not materially changed unce ths 
last report, except that its financial concerns are in a more favourable 
condition than they have been at any previous period. It is also hoped, 
that there is an increase of spiritual improvement llie number of fiEun- 
ilies is about 50. During the past eccledastical year, baptism has been 
administered to 6 adults and 6 infants, total 12. Four marriages have 
been celebrated. Three funerals of the congregation have been attend- 
ed, two t)f others, total 5. Six communicants have been added ; one has 
removed^ making in all 40. 

The Sunday School still continues to flourish under the persevering ef- 
forts of the teachers. Teachers — 1 superintendent, 4 male, 9 female*— 14. 
Number of scholars — 23 males; 36 females; total 59. l*he Bible class 
has not answered the reasonable expectations of the Rector. Although 
some new membei*s have been added, the number of constant attendants 
does not exceed 12.

During the last year our number of communicants has been 60; our 
Sunday School has amounted to between 40 and 50; our marriages to 5; 
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our fanenb too; and our baptisms to IS. Several respectable feauhea 
aid kiffiTiduals have lately united themselves to our c u i^re ^a tka, aad 
taken pews and seats in the Church. 

The debt of the Church, which amounted to g3800 in the besinnin^oC 
the year 1833, is now reduced to g875; and I trust, under the blcsang of 
Providence, this Church will soon find itself in a condition free firooi all 
mcumbrances, and able to furnish a comfortable maintenance to their 
Rector.

There is, in the opinion of its pastor, an increasing regard and interest 
in the doctrines and discipline of the Church, while he b not aware that 
the pety which should always, and is, generally, found to accompany an 
acqu^tance with them, is on the decline. 

Agreeably to the abstract furnished by the Bishop of the diocese, I 
have to report, that there arc now in the parish 38 fiunilies, by an in- 
crease of three; that there have been eight in£uits, and three adults, bap- 
tised, in all eleven; and that one communicant has died, four have been 
added, the present number being 38; the marriages have been 5; and 
the funeral 1. llie teachers in the Sunday school are now 9, and the 
scholars about 110; of which not more than 40 regulariy attend. The 
^Offerings of the Church" have not been as available as could have been 
wished; owing in part, to my absence for some time, soon after the last 
Convention, and more from injudicious arrangement; but the amount is 
thirty-three dollars, prindpally (it is proper to mention) contributed by 
the ladies of the parish. l*he report of the agent for the Episcopal 
Fund will mention the sum raised for that object, and I hold, of 
the subscription made, for transmission to the Treasurer, fourteen doUars. 
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In additioD to these drcumstancet, it afibrds roe a high degree of grmtift- 
cation to record, that a new and fine organ has been placed in the Chnsch 
by a very general contribntion; that decorations to a Te^>ectable amomil 
of money have been furnished the Church by the zeal and induatry of 
a female circle called ** the St John*s Society/' and that my own expen- 
ses to this Convention have in part been paid. 

ST. GEORGE^S CHURCH, PENN'S NECK.

This parish sdll remains in a depressed, but I think in a preferable 
condition to that of the last year, — there have been four children, and 
one adult, baptised, and two communicants added; they have also paid 
in part my expenses to tliis convention, and will do something for the Of- 
ferings of the Church next year. 

ST. JOHN'S CHURCH, ELIZABETHTOWN.

Since the last meeting of the Convention, this Church has been for seve- 
ral months destitute of the services of a Clergyman. At the time when 
the present incumbent entered upon his duties, the congregation was 
much depressed, and the prospects of the Church discouraging. — Our 
fears however, have not been realized. The number of pewholders has 
ance then been constantiy increasing: — ^The attendance is good, and the 
general interest manifested in the prosperity of the Church is highly en- 
couraging. Within the last 2 months, the I^adies Association have 
expended $220 in improving and repairing the Church and parsonage; 
both of which are now in perfect order, and reflect much credit upon 
their zeal and spirit. 

The subject of « the Offerings of the Church" has been brought before 
the attention of the congregation and vestry, and efforts will immediately 
be made to cany the proposed plan into full and effective operation. I'hc 
names of a few had been obtained some months since, and the amount 
received for 10 subscribers, two of whom have commenced during the 
past month, is $19 25. This may serve to shew the efficiency of tiie 
plan if adopted by a whole congregation. — ^Its hitherto partial adoption, 
must be attributed to the unsettled state of the congregation whilst desti- 
tute of the services of a Minister.

The Rev. Dr. Barry, the Rev. Mr. Freeman, and Mr.

The miimtcs of yesterday's proceedings were read and 
approved. 

The Committee on the Treasurer's accounts reported, tliat 
they were found correct. 
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Tlie Committee on tke <'Oflferiiig« of the Churcli*' made 
the following Report; wliicli was accepted, and oi-dered* to 
be entered on the Journal: — 

The Committee on the '"Oflerings of the Church/' report, that akhough 
there has already been aflforded evidence of the beneficial results of the 
plan proposed last year by the Bishop, it does not appear to have bren 
fully and effectually carried into operation. It is therefore recommend- 
ed that the Clergy, immedkuely after the rising of the Convention, take 
measures to bring the subject prominently before their respective con- 
gregations; and that for this purpose they make personal ^plication to 
each individual of their respective cures, for a subscription on this plan; 
that the subscriptions be collected in the manner proposed in the late 
Pastoral Letter of the Bishop; and that they take eflect from the date of 
the rising of the Convention.

(bdng double the former number,) be printed for the usual distribution. 

The Committee on a Missionary Assistant to the Bishop 
in his parish, made the following Report, which was ac-

"The Committee on that part of the Bishop's address, which relates to 
the appcnntment of a Minister to assist him in his parochial duties^ res- 
pectfully report^ — that they highly approve the recommendation by the 
Bishop, of the appointment of a Minister to assist him in the discharge of 
his put)chial duties, and to supply his pulpit in his absence on Episcopal 
duty. They therefore recommend to the Convention, the adoption of the 
following resolution, — 

Retoived, That in order to relieve the Bishop from such pordon of his 
Parochial duties^ as may enable him to accomphsh his visitations of the 
Dioreae, he be authorized to employ an asnstant Minister, to reade in his 
parish, and perform parochial duties, to supply his pulpit in his absence, 
and todischaiige occa»onal Missionary services; and that the provision for 
his support be chargeable to the Missionary Fund of the Diocese.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 

IN THE SI' ATE OF NEW-JERSEY. 

Article L 

This Chnrchy as a constituent part of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, accedes 
to the general Constitution and Canons of that Church, and 
acknowledges their autliority* 

Article IL 

' There shall be a Convention of tlie Church in this State, 
on the last Wednesday in May, to be holden in rotationi at 
Trenton, New-Brunswick, Burlington and Newark. 

Article IIL 

The Bishop, or, if the Episcopate be vacant, the Standing 
Committee, shall have power when it appears requisite for 
the good of the Church, to call a special Convention, by a 
Circular letter to the several Churches. There shall be not 
less than four weeks notice, previous to tlio day appointed, 
and such meeting shall be holdon where the authority calling 
it shall determine* At such special Convention, no other 
business shall be transacted than that stated in tlio Circular. 

Article IV. 

The Convention shall be composed of Clergymen and 
Laymen. 

Every Clergyman in good standing, duly exercising 
clerical functions in existing parishes, or in other situations, 
under the direction of the ecclesiastical authority of the 
Diocese, shall be a member of the Convention; Providedf 
that he has been [icrsonally, as well as Canonically resident 
for six months, immediately before tlie meeting of the Con- 
vention; ^nd provided alsOf that age or infirmity, or tempo- 
rary absence shall not occasion a forfeiture of the privilege. 
But instituted members alone, shall be chosen as Secretiu*y 
of the Convention, members of the Standing Committee, or 
deputies to the General Convention. 

Every congregcition in this State, in union with this Con- 
vention, sliall be entitled to send a Deputy or Deputies, not 
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nrrfJJBg three; a certi6cato of wiMise appouitaKsl s%Mdl 
hj tke Rector, or Wardens, shall, hefore his admissmi to a 
sei^ he laid hefore the Coii\'entxNi. No persm shall he 
CMi|irttnt to serre as a Lay Depatj, «ales8 he have hen 
hapdxed, and he a stated worshipper ia the parish whkh he 
represeats. The deputation from eadi parish shall he («ti- 
dedy oB a division by orders, to hat oae Tote» 

Abtic]:iB V. 

New parishes may be admitted into union with this Con* 
reatioB, on motion, by a minority of votes; provided they 
dudl have laid hefore the Convention written evidence sah* 
scribed by the Wardens, that tliey accede to the constitatioa 
and Canons of this Church, and are regularly onnuiiicd, hy 
the election of two Wardens, and, at least, five Vestnrmen: 

jSf tliat the Deputies from new parishes though 
to a seat, shall not be allowed to ^'oto at the Con* 
vention in which tlieir parishes are admitted. 

Artici^ VI. 

The Bishop of the Diocese shall have a seat and a vote in 
the Convention, and shall preside at all its meetings. The 
assistant Bishop, wlien there is one^ i^I also have a seat 
and a vote; and in the absence of the Bidiop, shall preside. 
In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or of the ab^nce of 
the Bishop and assistant Bishop, the Convention shall elect 
a President pro tempore^ from among the instituted Minis* 
ters. 

Aaticle YIL 

The members of the Convention presents on duo notifica- 
tion, shall be a quorum^ and being duly organized^ shall be 
competent to transact the business of the Convention. The 
Clergy and Lay Deputies shall dcliberato as one body, and 
shall vote as such, except when a division is called for; in 
which case, a concurrence of both orders shall bo nocossarv 
to carry the measure. All elections shall be by ballot; and, 
except in the case of electing a Bishop, the Standing Com- 
mittee, and the deputies to the General Convention, on the 
concurrent vote of a majority of botli orders. This i*ogu- 
lation however, may be suspended by an unanimous vote of 
the Convention. 
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Abticle YIII. 

At the assembling of each annual Convention, a Secre- 
tary shall be chosen, who shall continue in office till the next 
annual Convention be organized. 

Article IX. 

A Treasurer of this Convention shall be appointed, vi'ho 
shall continue in office during the pleasure of the Convention. 
He shall give satisfactory security for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office, and shall present a statement of 
his accounts to each annual Convention* But in case the 
Treas^urcr die, resign his office, i*emovefrom the Diocese, or 
be incapable of acting, the Standing Committee shall have 
power to appoint a Treasurer till the next succeeding Con- 
vention, who is authorized to receive any monies, bonds, 
mortgages, notes, or other property ^nd papers that may be 
in the Treasury at the time of such decease, resignation, re- 
moval, or incapacity. 

ArticIiE X. 

The Standing Committee shall consist gf four Clergymen 
and four Laymen; each order choosing its own members, 
•subject to the approval of the other order. As soon as con- 
venient after their election, tliey sliall choose a President 
from among the clerical members, and a Secretary. A ma- 
jority of the members, the whole having been duly summoned 
to meet, shall be a quorumf and a majority of the qtiorumao 
convened, shall be competent to act. Their proceedings 
sliall be recorded by the Seci*etary, and open to the inspection 
of the Convention. They shall have power to supply va- 
cancies which may occur in their own body, during the recess 
of the Convention. 

Articxe XI. 

In the election of Clerical and Lay Deputies, each order 
shall elect its own members, subject to the approval of the 
other order. 

Article XII. 

The election of a Bishop, or of an assistant Bishop, shall 
be in the following manner: — The orler of the Clergy shall 
nominate and appoint some fit and qualified Clergyman for 
that office, and if this appointment be approved by th^ Lay 
order, he shall be declared duly elected.

Rt Rer. and Dear Sli^— 

As an Agent appdnted agreeably to the resolutions of the last 
Annual Convention of the Diocese of New-Jersey» for soliciting subscript 
tioos to the Episcopal Fund, I visited most of the parislies assigned me 
m jrour instructions. Having a widely extended parish under my pasto- 
ral care, I have been unable to give the agency that time and attention 
necessary to bring the subject properly before the Episcopalians, em- 
braced in that section of the Diocese assigned me. I have been able to 
' preach on the subject only in two parishes, viz. New-Brunswick and 
Spotswood. In Swedesborough, I had an opportunity of luldressing a 
few of the people who had assembled at a weekly lecture, on the objtct 
of my agency, and was followed by tlie Rev. Mr. Nasli. their Rector* 
whose pertinent remarks and kind attentions greatly furthered my agency, 
and rendered it as pleasant to me as circumstances would permit. 

The senior warden of Trinity Church, Princeton, John I'otter Esq., 
thought it inexpedient at that time, to call upon the I\piMC()])uliims Imv 
longingto that parish, as they had but a short time before, been solicited 
to contribute to the extent of their ability, towards the erection of their 
I3hurch edifice. He however assured mc, that he would at a proper 
time, do all in his power to promote the increase of the Fund, l)y contH* 
butions in that congregation. 

In the parish of New-Brunswick, I called on most of the Episcopali- 
ans. It was my intention to have visited all, but I was pre vented, by t)ie 
impresaon of their Rector that it would be useless and inexpediimt. 

Camden and Colestown were entirely omitted, at the earnest solicitation 
of their Misnonar)', the «Rev. Mr. Starr, witli the consent of tlie Rt. 
Rev. Bishop; but with the understanding tliat the Missiotmry liimself 
would perform the duties of the agency in those parishes at a proper time. 
For the want of time, and other circumstances, I have not l)ecn able to 
perform the duties of the agency in the parishes of Mount Holly, Penns' 
Neck, Freehold, Middletown and Shrewsbury; — and should these pa- 
rishes be visited, it will be necessary to alter the conditions of the sul>- 
scr^don, dther as to tlie time of paying the first instalment, or as to the 
number of instalments. 

In the congregation at Swedesborough, there was manifested mucli 
interest on the subject, and the subscriptions were general, from the most 
wealthy to the poorest member of the Church. Under such circum- 
stances, the duties of the Agent were rendered more pleasant, than in 
most of the other parishes; and a laudable example, in contributing ac. 
cording to the means vrith which a bountiful Providence has blessed us, 
was set for the imitation of others. 

I cannot close my report without recorcQng my testimony in fiivoar of 
the little parish of Spotswood. The praise of this little flock should be 
in all the Churches. In no instance have they been behind other congre- 
gations; and in their subscriptions to the £|nscopal Fund, they hare fiir 
exceeded those parishes I have viated. But a single instance of a refusal 
to subscribe occurred. I should be deficient in an act of justice, did | 
not mcntknthekmdco-operatkxioftheir Rector, the Rev.Mr. Ward, He 
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accompanied me and introduced me to his paTishonerik wluch fiEuiUtated» 
and rendered more pleasant the dudes of my agency. I am satisfiedthat 
had the same interest been m anifcsted by the Minister, and people in all 
the parishes I have viated, as in this, more than the amount contempla* 
ted by the Convention, would have been subscribed.

Resohed, That in agreement with the suggestion of the Bishop, in hii 
Address, it be recommended to the Clergy to open their several 
Churclies, for divme worship: on the fourth day of July in each year, to 
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deliver an appropriate sennoi, and to itiake a coUectioD in aid of ADs- 
sions to Africa, under the direcdonof the Domestic and Forei^ Mtaskxi- 
aiy Society of the Protestant Episcopal Churdu 

The Committee appointed to collect a complete set of the 
Journals of the Convention, being called on for their Report, 
Mr* Collet stated, in behalCof the committee, that progress 
had been made, but that the collection was not yet complete. 

On motion, a new Committee was appointed — M. W. Col- 
let, Esq., and Josiah Harrison, Esq. 

The Committee on the reports of the agents for the Epis- 
copal Fund, made report; which was accepted, mid ordered 
to be printed, as follows: 

The Committee, to whom were referred the reports of the Rev. Messrs. 
Dunn and Finch, Agents for the increase of the Episcopal Fund, have 
examined the statements of the Agents, and find that the whole sum sob- 
scribed is 23651 33, — (collected by the Rev. Mr. Dunn $2532 00, and 
by the Rev. Mr. Finch 551119 33,) — of which there has been paid the 
sum of ^28 75— (to Mr. Dunn $328, and to Mr. Finch $200 75.)^ 
The Committee feel highly gratified at the success which has thus far 
attended the energetic and zealous exertions of the Agents, in the fiirther- 
ance of thb important matter, and earnestly recommend that there be 
no abatement in their fiirther attention to it.

There shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
this State, on the last Wednesday in May, in each year, to be held alter- 
nately at Burlington and Newark. 

On motion, the Convention went into Committee of the 
whole house, for the further consideration of the revision of 
the constitution. 

After much deliberation^ the Committee rose, reported a 
proposed Constitution, in twelve articles,* to be acted on 
at the next Convention, and were discharged. 

On motion. Fifty Dollars were voted to the Treasurer for 
his services for the ensuing year. 

The Committee on the revision of the Constitution, to 
whom were also committed the canons, and the whole eccle- 
siastical law of the diocese, by the Rev. Mr. Croes, asked 
to be discharged from the further consideration of the Con- 
stitution, and to be continued in regard to the other parts of 
their commission.

On motion, the Bishop was added to the Committee. 

The Bishop, in behalf of the Board of Directors of the 
Missionary Fund, presented their annual Report, which was 
ready approved, and ordered to b^ printed.

The Kdiop, m behalf of the Directon of the Minionaiy Fund, of 
which he is Preadent, reports, that under the cBrection of the Boaitit the 
Rev. Messrs. Ward, Douglass, and Jaques, continue to ofliciaCe as ktm* 
erly; and that services have been rendered by tlie Rev. Mr. Arnold, at 
Freehold, the Rev. Mr. Starr, at Camden and Coleatown; the Rev. Mr- 
Fre^an, at Relvidere and Harmony, in Warren county, and at Dover, 
in Morris county; and the Rev. Mr. Hooker, at Bordentown and BeUe* 
ville.

The first service was held there by the Bishc^, on his annual 
visitation of the parishes, and a respectable congregation assembled to 
hear for the first time the services of the Episcopal Church. Since that 
period, divine service has been held on every Sunday afternoon during 
the Summer, and on every third Sunday evening during the winter. From 
the situation of the place, and its rapid growth, expectations are neason- 
ably indulged, that in time, a flourisliing congregation may be coUected 
there* A Sunday School consisting of about 20 scholars, has been in 
successfol operation, and promises to be highly beneficial.

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ST. MART'S CHURCH, COLESTOWN. 

ReT* Samusx SiTABMf Deacon, Minister. 

The lemcet of the Cliiin^» IB thU parifh, had been entM 
ed» cr peifDnned at iiT^;iilar and distant interval^ Iot 
ywut to the latter part of September last Since this time, the Clmrch 
haa been icgukudy q>ened on every Sunday morning. Owing lo the 
•UflpenfAonof regular worah^ and of pastoral care, a considerablfi por- 
tienof the congregation became indifferent to religion and to theChnrch; 
and many, whose religious sensibilities were not entirely blunted* oon- 
nepted themselves with other denominatioiis. fiut since the thne jiist 
mentioned, at which the Church was again regularly opened* the con- 
gregation has been gradually incveasing; and thoi^ its rehgious cha- 
racter is not so decided and elevated as could be wished, it is evident 
that the labours of the Minister have not been unaccompanied with the 
blessing of God. It has been thought, by many of the congregatioo, 
that a Parish Library is here especially needed; and, accordmgly, one 
has been recently formed, numbering more than fifty wdl selected vd- 
umes. It is believed, Uiat, under God, it will be an important instru- 
ment of disseminating correct views of religious faith and practicie, and 
in more thoroughly instructing the congregation in the doctrines, worship 
and discipline of the Church to which wc belong. A Sunday School has 
likewise been organized, with 40 scholars, and a competent number of 
teachers. In consequence of the distance from the Church at wluch 
the different femilies of the congregation reside, the school will be attend- 
ed with less punctuality, and be less efficient, than otherwise it would be. 
But notwithstanding this, it promises important usefulness, not only to the 
children, but to the adult members of the congregation. There is an 
evidently increasing interest in all the concerns of tik parish; and the 
minister who has been sent to the ^d of its sphitual necessities, has the 
consolation of believing, that his labours are not " in vain in the Lord." 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, CAMDEN- 
Rev. Samuel Stabb, Deacon, Missionary. 

This Church, m oMincxion with St. Mary's, Colestown, has been reg- 
ularly supplied with the services of a resident Minister since the latter 
part of last September. Previous to this period it was favored with the 
occaaonal services of several Clergymen of Philadelphia, whose kind- 
ness and gratuitous services the congregation will long remember with 
the liveliest feelings of gratitude. From the time in which tlie services 
have been statedly performed, there has been manifested an increasing 
activity and religious zeal; and the few individuals who were instrumen- 
tal in organizing, and for four ycai-s keeping the parish in existence, have 
become encouraged in their prospects, and confidently anticipate the 
speedy arrival of the time, in which their number will be increased to a 
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yngogaas coogregatHO. As an evidence of this confidence, the puisht 
finding the City UaU in which the services have ahrays hitiierto been 
pcribnned» becoming too small for its accommodatjon; have ooraawnoed 
the erectkai of a Church edifice of stone* 43 feet hy 65. The waUsare 
idready nearly completed, and in a month's time it b expected thai it 
wfll be entiRly enckscd, and the iMnement story be soon oocupied as ^le 
I^ace of public worshqx It is feared that the want of funds will ptevcnt 
the JmiWPdiate completion of the buikUng. The parish has been aided 
by ita Epiaoopal friends in Philaddphia, and gladly embraces the oppor- 
tanty here affoided of making a public aclmowledgment for tlidrlii^^ 
com U ib u tiopa. It is due to the ladies of the ooiq^regatioD, always ferwavd 
in good word and work, to state, that through their activity, industry and 
zeal, the sum of nearly 700 dollars has been recently raised, and at once 
promptly deposited in the hands of the building Committee, to be expend- 
ed at their ^scretion. But yet the whole sum raised, falls much short of 
the amount requisite to finish the Church; and the congregation, in their 
poverty, here feel constrained to present their wants before their breth- 
ren in theirown diocese, most firmly believing that no other channel can be 
found in which their Christian benevolence and religious charities can 
ffow with greater promise of success in promoting the glory of God in 
the salvation of souls. 

The Sunday School numbers 120 scholars, and a Parish Library Is im- 
mediately to be formed, llie field is, in every respect, promising. A 
Urge proportion of the population, within the limits of the parish, are 
indifferent to religion in all its forms. But amongst this class, and also 
am ong st those of other religious denominations, the Episcopal Church 
is highly respected; and when ^e building is completed, there' Is every 
reasonable prospect that, under the ordinary blessings of Heaven upon 
the faithful employment of means, a large congregation may be gather- 
ed into tlie fold of Christ's flock, and be built up in the knowledge of the 
Lord. 

ZION CHURCH, BELVIDERE. 
Rev. Reuben H. Freeman, Deacon, Miesionary. 

Rt. Rev. ^r; — 

Since my appointment as Missionary, I have performed Irvine 
Senice, and preached as follows: — 

At Belvidcrc, 23 times; at Dover, 14 times; at Harmony, 7 times; at 
Rocksburgh, 4 miles fmm Belvidcre, 5 times; at Newhamptoii, twice; 
at Johnsonsburgh, once; at Hope, once for the Rev. Mr. Jaques^ and 
once by exchange with the same; at St James', Knowlton, once in the 
evening of a week-day, once on a Sunday evening by exchange with tlie 
Rev. Mr. Jaques, and once when I preached and assisted the Rev. Mr.. 
Dunn in the administration of the Lord's Supper; at Newton, in the ab- 
sence of the Rev. Mr. Dunn, and at his request, I performed Divine Ser- 
vice, and preached once on Sunday, and on the Tuesday following, attend- 
ed a foneral, and preached. At Orange, I performed Service, and preadied 
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morning and evening for the Rev. Mr. Holmes. At Belvidere, a Church 
was orgaiuzed and incoiporated, on the 30th of September, 1833, under 
the title of the Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen of '■Zion Church, Bd- 
videre.*' The « Oflferings of the Church," which were introduced the 
1st of January, that have been paid in, amount to 38 dollars. The amount 
on subscription for a Chapel is^ £300; fiuniliesand contributors, about 30; 
communicants 5; baptisms, children 5; marriage, 1. 

The attendance on the services of the Church at Dover and Harmony 
has been very re^iectable. It is believed that a very favourable impres- 
sion has been made at Dover; I have baptised one adult, and 3 children 
at that place. The amount recdved there for the Misaonary Fund is 

30 dollars.

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MISSIONARY REPORT. 

To tlie Rt Rev. George W. Doane, D. D.^ 

President of the Board of Directors of the Missionary Fand. 

Rt Rev. Sir:— 

The time has again arrived, when it is made my duty to present 
unto your Board, an annual statement of my services, and the condition 
of the people, among whom I have laboured. In the discharge of this 
duty, I oSer the following as a record of fiurts and circumstances, respect- 
ing both them and mjrself . 

During the year past, my time has been divided between the CQngr^;a- 
tioos of Si. James* Church, Knowlton, St Luke's, Hope, Christ Church, 
JohnsonsbuTgh, and the Episcopalians at Bdvidere. The first four months 
of which, each of these receivnl one fourth part of my time and attention ; 
Divine Service being regulariy celebrated once a fortnight, in each. On 
the first of October, I resigned the Episcopalians at Belvidere, to the 
charge of the Rev. R. H. Freeman, the newly appointed Mis^onary to 
that, and other stations in the county j and from that time, to the present, 
my labours have been confined to St James*, Knowlton; St . Luke's, Hope 
and Christ Church, Johnsonsburgh. — ^The first two, have had regular 
services, from the first of October, every Lord's day, except a few times 
when I was either sick, or called to minister elsewhere; and the last, 
every fourth Sunday morning, when I officiated in the afternoon and 
evaung, at Hope and Knowlton.— Of 

ST. JAMES' CUIJRCH. 

I am pleased to remark, that notwitlistanding it has suffered scnne loss 
the year past, it has not been, »nce my connexion with the parish, in a 
more flourishing state than it now is. A greater degree of zeal for her 
interests, and a more devout attachment to the doctrines and customs of 
the Church, are now manifested throughout the congregation, than have 
been exhibited at any former period. Divine service, as stated above, has 
been celebrated every Lord's day, either in the morning, afternoon, or eve- 
ning, as well as on most of the Festivals and Fasts; when I have either de- 
livered a sermon or an address, explaining and enforcing the observation 
of the days, and the improvement to be derived therefrmn. Two adults, 
and 7 children, have been bapUsed; 3 persons confirmed; 1 added to the 
communion; and 4 marriages solemnized. The Sunday School has been 
reopened, and was never more flourishing. The S. S. Sodety is increasing 
its exertions. The Bible Class, the exercises of which, were suspended 
last year, on account of my ill health, has been revived under the most 
favourable circumstances; and meets regularly every Friday evening, in 
the Church, for recitation; which is always preceded by the Daily Even- 
ing Prayer. 

A few ladies of the congregation, uniting their influence, have formed 
themselves into a society, called <* the Ladies' Industrious Circle/' for the 
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purpose of contributing towards the siqiport of all useful operations within 
their own parish, and hold their meetings semi-monthly. 

This congregation has also done something, (though not as much as we 
could have wished,) towards the « Offerings of the Church." The col- 
lections have been' made acconling to the plan recommended by the 
Bishop, in his *' Pastoral Letter,*' on the last Sunday of each month- 
when I either delivered an address, in addition to my sermon, on the Mis- 
sionary caiite» or made an application of the sermon thereto, llie con- 
tributions to this fund, have not been so general as I hope they w31be 
hereafter. All, however who have contributed thereto, have dated, as 
requested, their *' Offerings" back to the Ist Sunday in June;— «nd the 
whole amount raised is, {26 91. Considerable difficulty is found to at- 
tend the frequent collection, on account of the inhabitants of the cxNSitry 
not being able at all times, to make the necessary change; but, however, 
upon the whcde, they are deemed best, as they best tend topromote 
systematic charity. 

In the afiairs of the congregation of 

ST. LUKB'i CHtJRCRy 

no material change has taken place »nce the last Convention!— With 
St James' it has had (exception as above,) my services once every Sun- 
day, from the 1st of October, to the 6th April; when, for the want itf 
a suitable room for worship, I was obliged to su^fiend the servi ces a n d 
none since has ticcn performed there. This t^stacle, however, it b 
hoped, will soon be removed, and the congregation agiun enjoy the lAes- 
sings resulting from statedly ** assembling themselves together." The 
completion of our Church edifice, which still remains in an unfinished 
state, is looked forward to with much solicitude. The prosperity of our 
Church in this village, greatly depends upon the speedy accomplishment 
of this desirable object —^ould it in any way be effected this summer, a 
very considerable increase of the congregation, it is believed, would be 
the immediate result. I am happy to state, that there is one stqi now 
being taken, which will very much facilitate the work — ^hands are now 
engaged to complete the building, so far, as to render it fit for present use. 
lliree adults and 4 cWldren have been baptized; 5 persons confirmed; 
1 added to the communion; 2 marriages have taken place; and I have 
t)ecti called to attend 3 funerals. Collections have also been made in this 
parish, for the • Offerings of the Church," on the same plan of those in 
St. James*, and amount to gl8 86. It is hoped that this amount will 
be considerably increased next year.

ADDRESS. 



My Brethren of the Clergy, 
And of the Laity, 

It is tlirougli the gooil providence 
of God, that we arc again assembled for consultation, as to 
the best execution of that sacred stewardship in his Church, 
which he has entrusted to our hands; and the sentiments 
which especially become us, are devout gratitude for his 
merciful preservation of us, and entire devotion of ourselves, 
our souls, and bodies, to the furtiierance of his service and 
glory. Our responsibility so great, our puqioses and efforts 
at the best, so poor and feeble, our time so fearfully uncer- 
tain, and, at the longest, so very short, — how fervent should 
our supplications be, that He who has called us to his service, 
would graciously accept the best we have to bring ; and, 
sanctifying us wholly, make us an acceptable people in His 
sight, and our labours and our offerings, promotive, through 
the heavenly blessing, of the kingdom and honour of His 
dear Son ! Of those who, at the last assembling of ourselves 
together, united their prayers with ours for tlie^e desirable 
resilts, all* are not present now. The venerable Dr. 
Wharton, the senior Presbyter, not only of our own diocese. 



* I shall be pardoned in commemorating hciT, those valuable sen'ices 
in his life, and that clear, cogent, and comfortable testimony to the truth 
and power of the Gospel, in his death, which make the name of the 
late Dr. Montgomery, a name to be chciished and held in honour by 
the whole Church, at whose altai*s he so faithfully scr\*ed. Though for 
several of his latest years, an honoured and influential ClergyiBan of an 
adjoining diocese, his first ministry was in the diocese of New Jersey, 
and his heart was much with us. He was present at our last Convention, 
and entered with the livdiesf sympathy into all our interests and hopes. 
Having richly enjoyed his confidence and friendship for many years, and 
been with him in the trying, but, through grace, triumphant hour of his 
death, I desire to put on record, my approbation of his prindples, my 
&<^miration of his spirit, and my most grateful recollection of his endearing 
private virtues, and of his eminent usefulness to the C'hurch , : 



but of the whole American Church, whose name has honour- 
ed place in all our journals from the first year of the present 
century, and wliose latest public service was his engagement 
with so much zeal and earnest ness, in the affairs of our last 
Convention, fell asleep in Jesus, on the morning of the 
twenty-third day of July last, and now rests in hope by the 
side of that peaceful sanctuary in which, for more than 
thirty-five years, he had ministered before Grod. — Of his 
eminent abilities, ripe scholarship, and rare virtues, — his 
high standing in the Church, liis long and useful services, and 
the beautiful illustration which tlie life which he lived, through 
' grace, afforded of the doctrines and precepts which he pro- 
claimed, — occasion has been taken, at other times, and in 
another way, to speak* With you who knew him, loved him, 
and honoured him, there needs no prompter of his praise* 
The faithful servant of the Church through a long life, and, 
by the disposition of his property. Iter liberal benefactor,* 
the record here made, is due to them who shall come after; 
that, encouraged by his example, they may emulate his ex- 
cellence, and enjoy its rewards. 

Since the last Convention, my residence at Burlington, 
which was then temporary, and without parochial charge, 
has assumed a different character. Being, of course, from 
my distant residence, unacquainted with the local peculiari- 
ties of the diocese, I determined at my consecration, not to 
decide* on the place of my abode among you, until I had 
become satisfied by personal investigation, and the careful 
comparison of individual opinions, as to what seemed the 
position most favourable to the discharge of my official 
duties, and the advancement of the interests of the Church. 
I did not doubt, moreover, that in the lapse of time, the 
course of Providence would be developed with sufficient 
clearness. Soon after I had gone into temporary residence 
at Burlington, (to which I was chiefly induced by local and

personal considerations,) I received fronxthc Rector, War*^ 
dens, and Vestry of Trinity Church, Nft^ark, an invitation 

of the most gratifying character, to establish myself in tliat 
place; accompanied with an offer from the Congregation, of 
so generous a nature as to leave no doubt on my mind, that 
the desire for my removal there was not only unitersal,^ but 
most sincere and hearty. To an expression from such a 
sonrce, so earnest in its terms, and so liberally enforced, I 
felt it my duty to respond in the affirmative, the more espe- 
cially as I should thus be left free from parochial responsi- 
bility; when the death of tlie Rev. Dr. Whartopt, and 
the peculiar circumstances of tlie parish of St. Mary^s, 
Burlington, presented a conflicting duty. After mature 
deliberation, with inquiry of those whose judgments in the 
matter were best instructed, it seemed incumbent on me to 
assume the charge of the interesting parish thus vacated; 
which I did, — first for Isix months, and; afterwards as its 
Rector. In thus yielding to a strong sense of ecclesiastical 
duty, I am happy in knowing that my munificent friends at 
Newark, though disappointed^ have not been displeased. 
The same liberal spirit which devised sucli liberal things to 
induce my residence among them, enabled and disposed them 
cheerfully to yield their own preference, to wliat seemed to 
be essential to the welfare of a sister parisli. May brotlierly 
love so continue, and ever increase amongst us! — It is due to 
my office, to my own judgment, and to the best interests of 
the Church, to say, that it is not well tiiat the Bishop of 
any diocese should be responsible for the entire pastoral 
charge of a congregation. When this is the case, either 
the parochial or the diocesan interest must suffer. Cases 
may occur, where the Rectorship of a parish seems proper, 
or indeed necessary, as the means of supjiort, to be united 
to the Episcopate; but provision should then be made, not 
merely to relieve the Bishop from such portion of the duty 
of preaching, as may enable him to accomplish his visita- 
tions, but for the discharge, under liis direction, of those 
daily pastoral offices, without the faithful, constant perform- 
ance of which, Christ's sheep can . never be duly fed. An 
economical and judicious arrangement for tliis puqiose lias 
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ed in the School House. In the evening, I preached^ the 
fourth time that day, in Christ Churchi Shrewabiifj. The 
Churches under thf pastoral care of Mr. Fincby are evidently 
prosiierous* The people are well instructed, and through 
the power of the Spirit, derive both pleasure and profit from 
the instruction. Grencrally it will he so. Where Ministers 
continue faithfully to plant and to water, God will give the 
increase for which they pray. Where they complain that 
there is no profit from their ministry, it is generally their 
own fault. No doubt tliere are different kinds of soil, and 
some that are very hard to cultivate. But do we not often 
see the inhabitants of a sterile country, thriving and prospe- 
rous, while the ]>o8sessors of the most fertile land are poor 
and miserable? The difiference is to be attributed chiefly 
to the diligence and perseverance of the husbandman. Let 
the Christian Minister consider the analogy. Remembering 
that he is answerable for the tillage, not for the harvest, let 
bim lay to his hand. ** In the morning sow thy seed, and 
in the evening withhold not thy hand: for thou knowest not 
whether shall prosper, either this or that, or whether they 
both shall be alike good.'' At Shrewsbury there is a good 
congregation. At Middletown, the attendance is small; 
there are indeed but few to attend. At Red Bank, a 
flourishing little village, where the steamboats from New 
York land passengei*s, I had many to hear me. Mr. Finck 
was much encouraged, and especially by a zealous lady, in 
the attempt to erect a building there for a Sunday School, 
where the service should also be performed. It is a good 
plan. In small hamlets, where a Church cannot be erected, 
such buildings are a good substitute. An active Clergyman 
will find time to visit the little flocks, that may be gathered 
there, without injury to that which is his peculiar care. 

From Shrewsbury, Mr. Finch carried me on Monday 
morning to Freeliold ; to which place, the Rev. Mr. Ward 
had come to meet me. Here I preached in St. Peter's 
Church, and confirmed Jive persons. Since my former visit, 
the opinion, which I expressed in my last address, that the 
services of a Clergyman ought to be, and might be, secured 
here, has been acted on. The Rev. Samuel Edwin Arnold, 



ImfeoliMMiiDCCie ef New Yurk, having been elected priadfd 
of tfaeAcad^yyb'afi taken the pastoral charge of St Petei^ 
Church. His Mnrices as an instructor I am informed) gire 
great satisfiurtion. His desires for the spiritual improre- 
ment of Uie people, I know, are ardent^ and he has exerted 
himself with much success. Long establislicd habits of n^li«^ 
gence of the support of Christian ordinances, are hard to be 
overcome. I regret to say, that thus far I liave recdved !• 
answer from the Wardens, to an overture which I made la 
them siNpte months since, to contribute Jifty dollar* to IIK 
Arnold's support, from the '^Oflhrings of tlic Church," %k 
condition that they would raise one hundred and fifty* I 
cannot believe tliat they will not accedeto it before tlie end §t 
the year. If they do, they will secure the services of a do* 
voted Pastor. If they do not, it can be no matter of surprise 
if Mr. Arnold, discouraged by their apparent want of inte- 
rest, should seek another field of duty. It is my earnest 
wish that he may remain.* 

From Freehold, I was carried by Mr. Ward to Spots* 
wood, where I preached in the evening ; and again on Tues- 
day morning, when I confirmed nine persons. Mr. Ward's 
labours hei'e are assiduous, and productive of encouraging 
results. The congregation, however, is small ; and he has 
Ihus far, been obliged to occupy himself partially in the 
instruction of a School. This is to be i*egretted, as Mr. 
Ward's peculiar qualifications for pastoral intercourse are 
tlius, in some degree, lost to the Church. His spirit, bow- 
ever, is not tlius repressed. He had scarely ceased to go as 
Missionary to Freehold, when he commenced the perform- 
ance of services at South Amboy. Here, chiefly by the 
enlightened Christian liberality of a single family, a School 
House has been erected, which is also to be used as a place 
of worship. In the afternoon, I had the satisfaction of per- 
forming the first service in it, and preaching. It was an 
expressive testimony which the Jews bore to the centurion's

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love for their nation, that he had built them a Synagogue. 
It would be well if in other places, as in South Aroboy, the 
precedent were followed. Men of wealth and influence 
should remember their accountability. They that honour 
God, will bo honoured by him. Tlie blessings wiiich may 
result to a community, from establishing in it the means of 
grace, are incalculable. The blackness of darkness which 
must exist without it, is fearful to think of. 

On Thursday, July 4, I laid the corner stone of Trinity 
Church, in tlie borough of Princeton, several of the Clergy 
of the diocese being present and assisting, and with them, 
my much esteemed friend, the Rev. Mr. Bayai-d, Rector of 
St Clement's Church, New York. The day was most aus- 
picious, a large and i*espectablc company of persons paid tlie 
strictest attention to the devotional services, and to the ad- 
dress. Nor should the courtesy of the military company 
on parade that day, be unnoticed, whose part in the procession, 
with the appropriate music of their excellent band, added not 
a little to the interest of the occasion. I am most happy in 
being able to say, that the progress of this noble enterprize 
has thus far been '^according to this beginning." The 
Church, a beautiful stone edifice, is in rapid progi'ess to- 
wards completion ; and will be prepared for consecration, 
if God permit, in little more than a year from the laying of 
the corner stone. The good will of the whole community 
towards the undertaking, continues still to be manifested in 
unequivocal expressions, and the prospect is as full of en- 
couragement, as our hearts could desire. That the Church 
in this instance, also, is largely indebted to individual energy 
and beneficence, takes nothing from our obligations of ac- 
knowledgment to God, ^'o^ whose only gift it conieth that 
his faithful people do unto him true and laudable service," 
The consecration of Trinity Church, of which, due notice 
will be given, will, I trust, be regarded by the friends of the 
Church, and especially by tlie Clergy, an occasion of no 
common interest. Tlie establishment there of an able and 
faithful Clergyman of our Church will, I am sure, be found 
of the most beneficial inilucnce, not only to the people of 
his charge, but to the venerable literary institution which 
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now Bourislies tlierc, and to the best interests of learning 
and of religion. 

On Sunday^ July 7, at tlie es}>ecial instance of my long 
loved friend and brother, the Rt. Rev. Dr. Brownell, I was 
present in Christ Church, Hartford, at the ordination of five 
Deacons, and preached the Sermon. I was the more willing 
to perform this service, as the young gentlemen then to be 
ordained, (one of whom, the Rev. Mr. Starr, is now a Cler- 
gyman of this diocese,) had been my pupils, during my 
connection as Professor, with Washington College; and be- 
cause I wished to declare thus publicly, my interest in that 
important institution. It is greatly to be wished that Epis- 
copalians were duly sensible of the duty and wisdom of 
sustaining their own Seminaries of learning. There is no 
denomination of Christians on whom the obligation to do so 
is so strongly incumbent, none who possess the means of doing 
it so effectually, and not one that is so negligent. It ought 
not so to be. I am happy in being able to record my opinion 
that Washington College is worthy of their most liberal 
patronage. 

On Wednesday, July 10, I preached in the afternoon^ in 
St. Peter's Church, Perth Amboy. and confirmed nine per- 
sons. In the evening, I preached a second time. 

On Thursday evening, July 11, I preached in Trinity 
Church, Newark. 

On Sunday morning, July 14, in Christ Church, Newton, 
after baptizing the Rector's infant child, I preached, and 
confirmed twenty Jive persons ; and, in the afternoon, preach- 
ed again. The favourable impressions of my first visit 
here, were abundantly confirmed. The Rector is even now 
beginning to realize the promise made to him who is *^ faith- 
ful over a few things.'' There has not often been a beginning 
with less promise. There are seldom seen better evidences 
than now exist, of temporal and spiritual health. These 
things will, I doubt not, increase still more and abound, 
when Mr. Dunn, as he expressed to me his intention soon 
to do, shall have retired in part from the charge of the 
School, which for many years was indispensable to his 
support. 
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On Monday, July 15, Mr. Dunn carried, me to Jolinsons* 
burgh; where, in the afternoon, I preached in Christ Church. 
Here we met the Rev. Mr. Jaques. Under his auspices, 
with the Divine hicssing, there is good reason to hope, that 
the regular services of the Church may ere long be restored 
to this forsal^en sanctuary. Tliere are a few in the vicinity, 
who desire it It is no small part of Cliristian duty to 
<< strengthen tlio tilings which i-emain, which are ready 
to die." It is an evvov too common, to give them up as 
''dead already." 

In the evening, at the liouse of Mrs. Curlis, a venerable 
member of the Church, confined to her bed by sickness, the 
neighbours were collected, to whom I pi*eaclied ; and seve- 
ral of whom participated with her in the communion of the 
sick* 

On Tuesday, July IC, I was accompanied by Mr. Dunn 
and Mr. Jaques to Hope, where, in the house of E. H. 
Swayze, Esq., I preached and confirmed Jive persons; and, 
in the afternoon, preached again. The little flock at this 
place, have not yet been enabled to complete the erection of 
St Luke's Church. Peculiar difficulties have embarrassed 
their progress. They have received aid, however, and 
encouragement from various sources, within and without 
the diocese; and will ere long, I trust, reap the reward of 
their faith and patience. Their zeal in the service of God 
will not, I am sure, be left w ithout the blessing, in due time, 
"if they faint not" 

On Wednesday, July, 17, we continued our journey to 
Knowlton ; where I preached, in the morning, in St James' 
Church, confirmed three persons, and administered the holy 
communion. There is a people here who take much interest 
in the word and ordinances. They propose \cry soon erect- 
ing a new cliurch in the place of the old edifice, which needs 
repair. Without designing any thing like discouragement, 
my advice, in all such cases is, to count the cost Debt is 
disastrous enough to individuals, but destructive to Churches. 
Where there is ability, let it be exerted in the erecting and 
beautifying of temples to the honour of its divine and glorious 
Giver. Where a debt must be incurred, or the support of

tlie minister straitened, let a plain edifice be erected* If 
there be none. If there be an old one, continue still to usi^ 
it a little longer. They wlio are drawn by the beauty of 
the edifice ai*e scarcely worth drawing. It is the Saviour 
lifted up, that is to draw men effectually ; and this may be 
done in the simplest CIiuitIi, as well as in the most costly. 
Able and faithful ministers are God's chief instruments in 
saving souls. Let them be prepared for the work* and 
sustained in it; and, with God's blessing, they will find 
Churches, or make them. The Rev. Mr. Jnqucs continuca 
his very useful labours in this region ; dividing his time 
between Hope and Knowlton, with a monthly visit to John- 
sonsburgh. 

On Thui*sday, July 18, we arrived at Bdvidere, wliei*e 
I pi*eached, in the morning in the Court-house, and confirmed 
/tro persons ; preaching again in the afternoon. On Fri- 
day, July 19, accompanied still by the Rev. Messrs. Dunn 
and Jaques, and also by the Rev. Mr. Beasley, of the 
diocese of Pennsylvania, and the Rev. Mr. Freeman, of the 
diocese of New-Tork, who had met us at Belvidere, I 
visited Harmony; where I preached in the Lutheran Meet- 
ing-house. Mr. Freeman, having brought lettem dimissory 
from tlie Bishop of the diocese of New-York, has been 
officiating, since August 11, as Missionary in this i*egion ; 
performing services chiefly at^ Belvidere, and occasionally 
visiting Dover, New-Hampton, and Harmony. The ex- 
pectations entertained in regard to the last named place, 
have not been fully realized. At Dover, there is more encour- 
agement. At Belvidere, measures were in progress for the 
erection of a Church, when adverse circumstances occurred 
to delay the enterprise. A parish has been duly organized 
by the name of Zion Church. A generous individual will 
present the ground for the building in a most desirable part 
of the town, whenever the determination to build shall be 
carried into effect And every thing seems to be nearly in 
readiness for the accomplishment, in that beautiful village, 
of our best wishes for the Church. 

On Saturday, Mr. Jaques carried me to Alexandria, 
where, on Sunday, I preached, in the morning, in the old 
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Ciiurch of St. Thomas^ and in the afternoon lectured to a 
few |)ersons, in a vacant room, in Quakerto\%'n. St. Thomas' 
Church, from tlic inconvenience of its situation, has suffered 
much disadvantage. The Rev. Mr. Douglas, who met me 
here, comes, once in six weeks, forty miles, from his residence 
in Piscataway to visit it Of course, its condition, faithful 
and self denying as his services are, cannot be prosperous. 
At Clinton, a flourishing village, about six miles distant, 
and at Sydney, about tiie same distance, a much larger con- 
gregation might be gathci-ed. A small Church might, I 
think, be erected at one or both these places, at which, reg- 
ular services should be performed, alternately with those at 
St Thomas'. The gi*eat want in the case is a resident Cler- 
gyman. In travei*sing this beautiful and fertile region, 
presenting some of the most delightful prospects that I have 
ever seen, several points presented themselves to my atten- 
tion, to which Missionaries might most profitably be ap- 
pointed. I am not without hopes, that before another 
Convention, the beginning of impi*ovement may be made. 
Should the plan recommended for increasing the Missionary 
revenues of the Cliurch, be suitably taken up by tlfe Churches, 
the result desired may soon be realized. "The harvest 
truly is great, but the labourers are few. Pray ye therefore 
the Lord of the harvest, that he would send forth labourers 
into his harvest!'* 

On Saturday, July 27, having been long enough at home 
to attend the last moments of my venerated friend, the Rev* 
Dr. Wharton, and perform the last offices at his interment, 
I visited St Stephen's CliUrch, Mullica Hill, where I preach- 
ed both in the morning and afternoon. 

On Sunday, July 28, 1 preached in the morning in Trinity 
Church, Swedesborough, and confirmed eleven persons, — 
in the afternoon, in St, Peter's Church, Berkley, where I 
confirmed /a?tr persons, — and, in tiie evening, preached again, 
in Trinity Church, Swedesborough. 

On Tuesday, July 30, I visited Princeton, and preached, 
the second time, by the kind ]iermission of the pi*o|)er au- 
thorities, in the Presbyterian Church. 
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On Sunday, September 8, 1 preached twice in St Andrew's 
Churchy Mount Holly, and confirmed seven persons. I was 
carried to Mount Ilolly by Mr. Bennett, from w liom I have 
Wmerly received similar attention. 

On Sunday, September 22, I preached twice in St. Mi- 
chael's Chuixh, Trenton, and confirmed eight persons. The 
debt which has so long depressed this parish, is now, by 
the zealous exertions of the Rector, nearly paid oflT, and will 
soon be extinguished. 

On Tuesday, October 1, I attended, at New-Brunswick, 
the annual meeting of the Episcopal Society for the promo- 
tion of Christian knowledge and piety. It was my first 
attendance ; and I was much pleased with the plan of the 
Society, which, in a quiet way, has done much good. Its 
annual income, of about Si 50, was appropriated to various 
useful purposes. Among the most useful, was a donation 
towards carrying into effect a resolution to furnish the stu- 
dent on the Bishop Croes scholarsliip in the Greneral 
Theological Seminary, with a library of text books, and 
books of reference. In the evening, I preached in Christ 
Church. 

On Thursday, October 3, I was present at the opening 
of the annual Convention of the diocese of New- York ; and 
on the following Sunday, at the request of my right reve- 
rend brother and friend, the Bishop of that diocese, I 
preached a serfnon in St. John's Chapel, in the City of New- 
Tork, on occasion of the ordination of a Presbyter. 

In the afternoon of that day, and again on the morning 
of Sunday, November 10, 1 preached in the Chapel occupied 
by the congregation of St Matthew's Churchj Jersey City^ 
It gives me very great pleasure to state, tiiat my excellent 
brother, the Rector of St Matthews, h«is lately had his 
heart encouraged and his hands strengthened, by a liberal 
donation towards the completion of the edifice, for the erec* 
tion of which he has so zealously exerted himself, from that 
munificent mother and patroness of the Churches, Trinity 
Church, in thcCity of New- York. I have had intimate op* 
portunities of witnessing the great amount of benevolence 
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exercised by that venerable Corporation, and can bear strong 
testimony to the soundness of judgment and impai-tiality 
with which, under all the circumstances, her office of almoner 
to the Lord, is discharged. 

On Saturday evening, December 7, 1 preached at Moores- 
town, in the Methodist Meeting-house ; and on the following 
day, in the moi*ning, in St Mary's Church, CoIe»town. and, 
in the afternoon, in the room occupied temporarily by^ the 
congregation of St. Paul's Church, Camden* 

On Sunday, December 15, I preached three times in St 
John's Church, Elizabethtown, being then vacant 

On the evening of Monday, December 23, I fulfilled my 
first appointment at Bordentown, preaching, by permission, 
inthe Baptist Meeting-house* Finding the people tliere 
well disi)osed towards the Church, and desirous of farther 
acquaintance with her services, I continued to preach there 
through the winter, on alternate Monday evenings, and had 
the pleasure to observe a continual increase in the favoura- 
ble dispositions which were manifested at first On the 2dd 
day of April, service was performed thei*e twice at my re- 
quest, by the Rev. Mr. Holmes, Rector of St Mark's 
Church, Orange, it being the first trial of our strength on 
Sunday. By the kindness of the Methodist Congregation, 
the use of their pulpit was ofiered, and Mr. Holmes' very 
acceptable ministrations were well attended. There has 
been service performed there regularly, on alternate Sun- 
days, by the Rev. Dr. Williams, the Rev. Mr, Hooker, and 
myself, until the present time, and witli increasing interest and 
favour. It would not however, be practicable at present, 
to obtain the entire support of a Clergyman, from that place* 
What I have recommended to the friends of the Church 
there, is the establishment of a boarding and day School, 
under the direction of an Episcopal Clergyman, who for the 
present, should also supply them with Clerical services. I 
have conferred with them several times on this subject; and 
a few gentlemen have with great spirit authorized me to offer 
to a suitable person who will undertake the enterprizc a 
guaranty of support so liberal as to render his success be- 
yond a question. There is certainly no place in the whole 
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country, better fitted Tor the CHtablislniient and support or 
schools and seminaries of learning than Bordentown. 
Most beautiful for situation, proverbial for health, at tlie 
head of steamboat navigation on the Delaware, and acces- 
sible twice in every day, from New York and from Phila- 
delphia, the ground has but to be broken to ensure the most 
abundant harvest There is in the community there, both 
the w^ill and the means to give energy to the undertaking on 
whicli their hearts are set, and the establishment of the 
Church among them will thus, with God*s blessing, be 
secured. 

I deem it proper, in this coimection, to record my experi- 
ence, and to express my wishes, on a subject which I regard as 
of gi*eat moment to the unity of the Church. It is sometimes 
thouglit necessary, in introducing her service into anew place, 
to accommodate it to the inexperience, and perhai>s the prc- 
judices of the pcojde, hy omissions or alterations. There 
is of course, no authority to do this, and there is as little 
necessity. At Bordentown, at Moorestown, and at Prince- 
ton, I have, within the last year, used, for the first time, the 
entii*e service of the Churcli, without the slightest variation 
from the rubric in any of the cases, and with a fulness in 
the resiionsive portions in all of them, liot always found in 
established congregations. It will seldom happen in any 
place where the service is to be inti-oduced, that there are 
not two or three persons familiar with its order. Even 
wliere thei-c ai^e not, two or three persons are easily instructed 
in it Their i-esi)otises guide the rest The service is in- 
troduced in all its symmetry and completeness. The novices 
learn their wliolc lesson from the fii-st After a few trials 
thei-c is nothing left for them, but to apply moi-e and moi*e 
to the heart, that ••beauty of holineW' which from the first 
tliey could not but admire, and which, as it is more under- 
stood, w ill ever be more prized and loved. The complaints 
of difficulty on this subject ai-e, I believe, not founded in fact 
They claim that it cannot be done, who have never made the 
trial. It is the clear conviction of my exi»crience that the 
regular way is the most easy and the most satisfactory. It iSf 
3 
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at all events, the only way which Hie Canons, authorize and 
the order of the Church allows.* 

On the evening of Tuesday, December SI, I preached for 
the congregation of St PauPs Church, Camden. 

On Thursday, January 14, 1834, in Christ Church, Phil- 
adelphia, I preached the Consecration Sermon, and assisted 
in the consecration of the Rev. James H. Otey, D. D., Bishop 
elect of the diocese of Tennessee. The Church in these United 
States, has reason to bless God for this instance of his care 
and kindness for her ; and, with the continuance of His 
blessing, to expect rich results from the labours of the ex- 
cellent person who has been thus i^ised to her chief ministry. 
She has still farther motives of gratitude toher Divine Head, 
in still preserving to her, his eye not dim, nor his natural 
force abated, that venerable person who watched over her 
infant weakness, and who, on that occasion, laid his hands, 
for the twenty-fiftli time, on the head of a successor of the 
Apostles. 



* I take occasion here, to g^ive tlie proper canonical sanction to a service 
vrhich Ss used generally in this diocese, as a tMrd^ or, more properly, a 
$econd evening service. In dcnng so, 1 adopt* the language, as I moat 
cordially entertain the 'views, of tlie Bisliop of New York. "It is a 
pious and beautifiil characteristic of our Church, that she pit>vides for 
public worship twice on every day, and lays her Clergy under a solemn 
obligation to conform, in their public ministrations, to her appomted ser- 
▼ices. Whenever, thci-efore, one of the Clergy meets a congregation for 
worship, the order for Deuly Morning or Evening Prayer, as the case may 
be, is binding upon him. In some cases, however, circumstances call for 
a second evemng service . I'hcsc being extraordinary occasions or occa- 
sions different from the ordinaiy provisions of the Liturgy, require to be 
met in the way in which the Church provides for such occasions; that is, 
by the spedal appointment of Uie Bishop of the Diocese. It conssts in 
the appointment, not of a nighi atrrvice, for the Daily Evening Prayer is 
binding in all congregations assembling for woi-ship at any hour after me- 
ridian, in which it has not been previously pcrfoi-med on the same day; 
but ot a second Evening' Prayer, to be used in congregations in which the 
order for Daily Evening l*i*ayer /las been usfil on the same day. This 
distinction is here thus particularly noticed, in order to guard against two 
not uncommon mistakes. — First, that the service here contemplated, may 
be performed after candle light, even where the regular Evening Prayer 
has not been used ; — and secondly, that it may be pei*fonncd by a Clei-- 
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On Sunday evening, February 16,1 preached for the con* 
gregation or St Paul's Churcliy Camden. 

On Wednesday, March 19, 1 preached in Swedeaborough ; 
that being the day appointed for the meeting of a Council 
called by me, in accordance with the provisions of the S4tli 
Canon of the General Convention, on account of a contro- 
versy alleged to exist between the Vestry of Trinity Church, 
and the Rev. Norman Nash, the Rector elect The 
opinion of the Council, after a full and patient investigation 
of the subject, was unanimous, that the controversy had 
'^ proceeded such lengths as to preclude all hope of its fa- 
vourable termination, and that a dissolution of the connexioii 
which existed between them, was indispensably necessary to 
restore the peace, and promote the prosperity of the Churciu'* 
They therefore, unanimously recommended, that the connex- 
ion be dissolved, from and after the 20th day of June next; 
being three montlis from the date of their opinion. With 
this recommendation, the Rev. Mr. Nash, in presence of the 
Council, declared his compliance. 



gyman, in a third service, held by him in a congregation which hat act 
had the regular Evening Prayer on that day. In neither of theie caaes» 
is there any dispensation from the prescribed daily aenrice. 

The second Evenm^ Prayer appobted to be used in any congregatkn 
of this Diocese, in which the order for DaDy Evening Prayer has been 
previously used on the same day, is as follows: — 

The order for Daily Evening Prayer is followed to the end of the Psalms 
fbr the day, or selection of Psalms, and Doxdogy; and then the foUowing

On Sunday) April 6, I prcaclicil at Bordentown, in the 
Methodist Meeting House. 

On Saturday evening, April 19, I preached, and on the 
following day, administered the Holy Conpimunion, and 
preached twice, in St John's Church, Elizabethtown. Sub- 
sequently to my last visit to this ancient and interesting 
parish, the Rev. Richard Channing Mooi*c, deacon, had 
accepted an invitation to the pastoral charge; and I was 
jnncb pleased to find the congregation {lerfcctly united in him, 
and every prospect, with God's blessing, of great happiness 
and usefulness. 

In the evening, I went to Newark, and pi*eached to a very 
lai^e congregation in Trinity Church. My several visits 
to this parish, confirm my expectations of its increase and 
prosperity. Among the most gratifying evidences, and at 
tlie same time most promising means of this I'esult, I regard 
the establishment, under judicious i*eguIations, of a valuable 
pHrish library. 

On Tuesday, April 22, 1 laid the corner stone of St 
Paul's Church, Camden: a large number of the Clergy and 
Laity of the neighbourhood, aiul of the City of Philadel- 
phia attending; and the venerable Bishop White favouring 
me with his presence and assistance. The Rev. Samuel Starr, 
deacon, commenced his labours in the parishes of Camden 
and Colestown, by my appointment as Missionary, in Sep- 
tember last At Camden, tlierc had never been a Cler- 
gyman settled, they had botli been for months destitute of 
clerical ministrations, and had never, though St. Mary's 
is a very old parish, been supplied >vith weekly services. 
To the work of the Lord, in these places, Mr. Starr has 
devoted himself with great ability, assiduity and fidelity ; 
and the result is manifested in the collection, at Colestown, 
of a large and zealous congregation; who have lately shown 
tliat their zeal is not irrespective of knowledge, by the es- 
tablishment of a parish library. WJiilc at Camden, a large 
Church edifice of stone is in course of erection. It is rery 
seldom that such consequences are seen from a much longer 
course of ministrations. TJiey are creditable to tlio activity 
of the minister, and to the readiness of the people, and evince, 
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not obscurely, the favouring providence uf Qod. May it 
continue and increase! — In the evening of the same day, 
I preached in the usual place of worship. 

On Saturday, May 3, I commenced a visitation to some 
of the Southern Churches of the diocese, accompanied by the 
Rev. Simon Wilmer; who, still canonically i*esidcnt in the 
diocese of Pennsylvania, has laboured for moi*c than a year 
in the parishes of Berkeley, Chew's Landing, Gla8sboi*ougli| 
and Mullica Hill. We were carried from Camden to Berke- 
ley by Mr. Megu ire. Jn the afternoon, and again in the 
evening, I preached in St. John's Church, Chew's Landing. 
This congregation had been fur some time scattered, and the 
Church almost deserted. For a considerable period, thei*e 
was, as I am told, but a single communicant. On Saturday, 
I witnessed the baptism, by Mr. Wilmer, of twelve adults 
and fourteen infants; and on Sunday morning, when I 
preached the third time, I confirmed twenty four persons. 
This is certainly an encouraging and surprising result* 
Tliere was every i-eason for the conviction, that the i)eraons 
confirmed came intelligently and faithfully to the reception 
of the ordinance. The congregations in attendance wei*e 
large, attentive and devotional; and the responses made with 
much earnestness and solemnity. The Prayer Book is in 
great and increasing demand. Immediately before the ser- 
vice on Saturday afternoon, several young persons, men and '•* 
women, came forward, at the request of the Minister, and 
were examined in the Church Catechism. It was an instance 
of Chiistian simplicity and docility that pleased me much, 
and was creditable to all concerned. Having had no op- 
portunity in their childhood, to acquire the 'instruction to 
be learned by every person before he be brought to be con- 
firmed by the Bishop," they were not ashamed, in their 
manhood and womanhood, to stand up, as <* babes in Christ," 
and be taught before the congregation. It were well if 
the disposition and practice, both were common. 
• - In fhe afternoon, I preached in St. Peter's Church, Berke- 
fcgr^gnd confirmed sixteen persons. Here again I found a 
kttgl^ uid apparently much engaged congregation. I had 
aiMflitoied in this church twice before. 
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In tlie evening I preached in St. Stcplien^a Cliurcli, MuUica 

Hill. 

On Monday, May 5, in a lieavy rain, Mr. Chatham con- 
veyed us in his carriage to Glassborougii. From tlie violence 
of the storm, tliere was no congregation at St Thomas' 
Church. A few persons assembled at the house of Mrs. 
Whitney, where Jive were confirmed. The peace and 
stillness of the scene within, were in beautiful contrast 
with the raging of the storm without It was a toacbing 
illustration of the security and serenity whicli tlie ark of 
Grod ofluv to the soul of the believer, rescued in it from the 
tempests and billows of the world. It was a delightful 
image of the perfect rest and peace of the eternal haven. 

On Tuesday, May 6, we rode 14 miles to visit a sick 
member of the Church. In the afternoon I preached again 
In St Stephen's Church, Mullica Hill. I was struck with 
the singulai* beauty and salubrity of this place, as affording 
a most desirable site for schools. A distinguished Physician 
of Philadelphia, makes it the summer residence of bis chil- 
dren. A Clergyman well qualified, and willing to receive 
a few boys into his family, would easily procure them, and 
would find himself most pleasantly and usefully situated. Of 
course, where there is the means of supiK>rt, the Ministry 
had better be without the charge of a school . But where the 
question is between a Minister resident with such a charge, 
and no ministrations at all, or ministrations rare and 
irregular, I cannot for a moment hesitate as to the choice. 
What I desire is, that, as soon as possible, Berkeley and 
Chew's Landing should enjoy the entire services of one 
Clergyman; and that anotiier, i*esiding at Mullica Hill, 
should preach half of tlic time at Glassborougii. This might 
easily be done ; and two active men, with the Missionary 
spirit, would soon prepare tiie gi*ound for two more. 

On Wednesday, May 7, I pi*cached in the morning, and 
confirmed three i>ersons, in Trinity Church, Swedesborough, 
(the third confirmation there,) and in the evening preached 
again. 

On Thursday, May 8, (Ascension day,) I was canned by 
the Rev. Mr. Mason, to Salem; where I pi*eached on that 
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day twice in St Joliii*s Church, and once on Friday. I 
was pleased to find, tliat since my last visit a new and very 
sweet organ had been procured, and several improvements 
made, evincing an increase of interest in <<the house of 
Giod, and the offices thereof." 

My attendance at the meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, on Tues- 
day and Wednesday, May 13th and 14th, was with peculiar 
satisfaction. The result of God's blessing on the enlarge- 
ment of the Society's operations, alluded to last yeftr» was 
clearly seen in the increase of its revenues, and» what Is of 
still better promise, in the << excellent spirit" which prevailed. 
A still further extension of Missionary labour was resolved 
on; and measures are in progress forgiving to the executive 
operations of the Society, more unity, more efficiency, and, 
at the same time, more i*esponsibility. The Society deserves 
and needs the interest and prayers of the whole Church. 
Her position is now most encouraging. May she soon be, 
as she ought to be, in the fore-front of the Redeemer's 
'* sacramental host," coming up to <Mhc help of the Lord, 
against the mighty !" 

On Sunday, May 18, (Whitsunday,) in St Mary's Church, 
Burlington, I confinned seventeen persons. 

My visitations during the year, have been less extensive 
and less systematic than they would have been, had I been 
at residence in the diocese. The number of times that I 
have preached in the several Churches under my care, since 
the Convention, has been one hundred and Jifty-nine. In 
seventeen Churches, I have confirmed, within the same 
period, one hundred and sixty-nine persons. 

The whole number of Clergymen connected with the dio- 
cese, is twenty-fofir ; one of whom, the Rev. Simon Wilmer, 
has canonical i^esidence in the diocese of Pennsylvania. 
The Rev. Charles H. Wbarton, D. D., Rector of St Mary's 
Church, Burlington, has deceased, as stated before, and the 
vacant rectorship has been accepted by me. The Rev. 
Birdsey G. Noble has been transferred to the diocese of 
Connecticut, and the pastoral charge of St John's Church, 
Elizabetlitown, has been accepted by the Rev. Richard 
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M much of the viBitation as may be practicable; and to take 
part in the several services. They >vil] all be expected to 
meet me at the Convocation; with as many of the other 
Clergy of the diocese^ as may find it convenient. . It is my 
desire to administer the Lord's Supi)er at every visitation; 
and the rite of confirmation, in all the parishes, once in every 
year. The time for these services, in every case, will be the 
morning of the fii*st day of the visitation. A siieciai ap- 
pointment for tl>e afternoon, will be made in another part of 
the Address. 

In this way, devoting from four to five weeks to each dis- 
trict, and from thi*ee to four montlis to the stated visitation 
of the whole diocese, — independently of those occasional visits 
which will often occur, — sufficient time will be afforded, in its 
present extent, to accomplish, in a good degree, towards 
every part of it, the purposes contemplated in ^'thc office 
of a Bishop." The Clergy will, indeed, be taken for a few 
days in each year from their parishes: but it cannot be doubt- 
ed that they will return to them invigorated both in body 
and mind, with improved experience and renewed devotion; 
while the parishes will enjoy, in the special services of the 
Bishop and Clergy, a valuable equivalent The means of 
more intimate intercourse among the Clergy themselves, and 
between them and myself, will thus be statedly enjoyed ; 
there will be a free and familiar interchange of thought and 
feeling; and from their preaching in presence of each other, 
and in my presence, — a thing which is now of the rarest 
occurrence, — mutual improvement cannot but be derived. It 
may reasonably be believed that the presence of several of 
jthe Clergy, for two or three days, in a parish, with services 
reasonably multiplied, — and our Church provider for two in 
each day, — might be so ordered, as to promote its spiritual 
interests, strengthening the hands of the Minister, w hile it 
encouraged the hearts of the people. It is but too cei-tain 
that whether by the injudicious repetition of services, or by 
irregularity in their performance, or by the admission of 
improper feelings and motives, much evil may be, and has 
been done. Unmixed good cannot, of course, be expected on 
rarth. In this respect, however, as in most others, the pro- 



visions of the Church will be found sa(b and salutary. 
Faithful adhei*enco to the order of her servicers, in the due 
soboi*dination of her Ministry, will leave room for sufficient 
Tarietjy while it restrains irregularity and excess. I have 
long thought that the arrangement now proposed, would 
secure a just medium^and be productive of excellent results. 
It is but frank to say, that arrangements of a similar cha- 
racter, not in connection with the ecclesiastical head of the 
diocese, are, to say the least, of questionable advantage). 
Where, as on the part of him who addresses you, there is 
an entire readiness, in addition to the provision now pro^ 
posed, to meet, to the utmost extent of ability, the parochlul 
emergencies which may, from time to time, occur, there can- 
not surely be pleaded for them the least necessity. 

A subject which has occupied much of my thoughts sinco 
our last meeting, my brethren of tiie Clergy aflflXalty, is 
the religious instruction of children. I need go into no detail 
of argument, or of illustration, to impress you wHh its Im- 
portance, or with the sense of our duty in the premises. I 
do not hesitate to say, that, as the training up of his children, 
**in the nurture and admonition of the Lord'' is the parent's 
first and highest duty, so the Christian Pastor can In no 
other way so eflfectually subserve the objects of his calling, 
in the edification of the Church for the salvation of souls, 
as in the strict, constant, personal supervision of the reli- 
gious education of tlie children of liis charge. It is a duty 
which cannot be neglected without the most awful resiionsi- 
bility, and which cannot be delegated by him to any other* 
Of the great benefits which have been derived, and which 
may be expected from the excellent institution of Sunday 
Schools, I do not entertain, and would not intimate, a doubt 
As auxiliaries to tlie pastoral care of the young, or as sub- 
stitutes where it cannot be had, they are of unquestionable 
value, and their extension an undoubted blessing. But there 
is too great reason to believe tliat their proper use has, in 
many instances, been departed from ; that they have become 
substitutes for, instead of auxiliaries to, the pastoral] care]; 
that the Clergy have gradually withdrawn, or been by im- 
perceptible degrees removed, from their direction, until their 
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inflaence over thera, lias almost ceased ; i(^ in some cases^ 
tbeir right to control and regulate tliem be not seriously 
questioned. Nor is this all. The ancient and wise pro- 
visions of tlie Church for the instruction of all her children, 
in the Catechism, have, it is to bo feared, been in a great de- 
gree superseded, and gone into disuse: so that the pastoral 
intercourse with the young, and, of course, the pastoral 
influence witli them, is scarcely, if at all, greater* than with 
the adult parishioners. Now this cannot be right It is 
not safe for the country, nor for the Church. It is not 
consistent, my brethren of the Clergy, with the solemn 
responsibility of our office. We cannot so give account 
with joy for the lambs of our Saviour's flock. The subject 
is too large for full discussion now. At a time not distant, 
I hope to return to it. It shall be my effort and prayer, 
meanwhile, that a plan may be devised suitable to our great 
responsibilities and great advantages, by which, from the 
first dawn of intelligence until the full maturity of roan- 
hood, our children, so far as on us depends, may be taught, 
trained, and, through grace, divinely influenced, in re- 
gard to all those things << which a Christian ought to 
know and believe to his souPs health/' A series of books, 
suited to this end, drawn from scriptural sources, and in 
agreement with ecclesiastical provisions, would be the most 
valuable offering that human talents, learning and piety 
could lay on the altars of the Church. What I propose 
now to do, is to urge on my brethren of the Clergy, the im- 
portance of their giving their best attention generally to 
the whole subject, to recommend to every Clergyman the 
constant exercise of his personal superintendence over his 
Sunday School, and more esi)ecially to recal to mind the 
rubrical and canonical provision on the subject: — the ru- 
bric first following the Catechism, directing, that *«the 
Minister of every parish shall diligently, upon Sundays and 
Holy days, or on some other convenient occasions, openly, 
in the Church, instruct or examine so many children of his 
parish sent unto him, as he shall think convenient, in some 
part of this Catechism ;" and the 28th canon of the General 
Convention, ordering that the " Ministers of this Church, 



wlio have charge of parislies or cures, shall not only be dili- 
gent in instructing the children in the Catechism, but shall 
also, by stated catechetical lectures and instruction, be dili- 
gent in informing the youth and others in the doctrines, con- 
stitution and liturgy of the Church." As evidence of my 
great interest in the subject, and with the view to aiding 
tlie Clergy in drawing to it the attention of parents, it is 
my request that, at all future visitations, the cliildren may be 
catechised in my presence^ before tlie congregation ; and I 
appoint tlie time, to be immeiliately after the second lesson 
in tlie afternoon service of the first day of the visitation. 

1 have great satisfaction in stating that the plan of the 
** Offerings of the Church,'* recommended at tlie last Con- 
vention, has been the subject of favourable notice in many 
quarters, and has been partially adopted in other dioceses. — 
Its results in this, cannot, of course, be known until the 
parochial reports shall have been read. In my own parish, 
its fruits have been most rich and encouraging, as the re- 
port of the parish will show ; and calculated to give the 
fullest confirmation, if any could be needed, of the practi- 
cability and profitableness of the plan. A pastoral letter, 
setting forth in detail the mode of introduction and prosecu- 
tion which I had adopted, was issued last winter, at the in- 
stance of some of the Clergy, and will be printed with the 
Journal. On these points I have nothing more to suggest 
As to the appropriation to be made of the *^ Offerings of the 
Church," I would, on further consideration, recommend to 
the Trustees the following : — the deduction, first, of ten 
per centum of the whole annual receipts, to be paid to the 
Ti^easurer of the '* Domestic and Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety," as the "Offering of the Church" in the diocese of 
New-Jersey, for the general purposes of the Society. The 
remainder I would appropriate entirely to Missionary pur- 
poses within the diocese. The Society ** for the Promotion 
of Christian Knowledge and Piety," with which I have be- 
come better acquainted since the Convention, has a small 
annual income, which well deserves increase; and to it may 
properly be intrusted the assisting of candidates for orders 
in obtaining their preliminary, collegiate, or theological 
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education^ and the distribution, within the diocese, of Bibles, 
Prayer Books and Tracts. The ^ Offerings of the Church'' 
will then be understood to be the Jdissumary fund of the 
diocese, available to nine tenths of its amount, for our own 
diocesan purposes; while the remaining tenth is but a pro- 
per acknowledgment tiiat we are debtors, not to the inhabi- 
tants of the remoter regions of our own countiy alone, but to 
the Greek, also, and the Barbarian. I must again urge, even 
to importunity, upon every Clergyman and Layman in the 
diocese, the importance of prompt and constant attention to 
the subject; in the full assurance that, if generally adopted 
and pui*sued, it will afford, without perceptible inconven- 
ience, a perennial and increasing supply, adequate to all 
our necessities. 

The formation or revival of parochial libraries is, I am 
glad to find, receiving general attention among our parishes. 
An excellent library has, as before stated^ been formed at 
Newark, as formerly there had been at Orange; and a com- 
mencement of one made at Colcstown. The same thing is 
in progress at Camden; and the library of St Mary's 
Church, Burlington, lately increased by the bequest of part 
of Dr. Wharton's books, is about to be brought into more 
general use. The remark is sometimes made, that parish 
libraries are little used, and soon dispersed ; and the fact is 
adduced that, of the excellent collections with which all our 
parishes, by the wise provision of the venerable society for 
the propagation of the Gospel in foreign parts, were furnish- 
ed, are now, with scarcely an exception, squandei-ed. Of 
this unfortunate result, the vicissitudes of the times ought 
always to be given in explanation; and it should also be re- 
membered, that the good seed, though scattered, is not lost, 
but producing doubtless in many quarters, its desirable fruits- 
To a single volume of one of these collections, if I am not 
misinformed, the existence of the flourishing parish of St. 
Mark's Church, Orange,* is under Grod, mainly to be as- 



* I take occasion here to state with very great satisfaction, that afew per- 
sons, members of this parish, or interested in it, have subscribed the sum 
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cribed. Parisli libraries, of course, like any otber libruicSt 
not read, will do no good. But the Clergyman may c«sily 
do much to interest his people in reading, and be will •»! 
bis labour well i*epaid. He, of course, should alwi^ de* 
termine tlie selection of the books. Let it be seen by bis 
attention to the library, that he attaches importance to il» 
Let him, on suitable occasions, in his sermons, or in bis 
pastoral conversations, recommend particular books. Kt« 
pecially let him, in his scriptural, catechetical and liturgi* 
cal classes, point out to his people the sources of useAil in* 
struction. Let him do this habitually, lie will find no 
want of interest. Books will be in demand. Ila\iug tko 
selection of them, he may turn the minds of his pcophi 
almost ^Mike the rivci*s of watei*s.'* The volumes of the 
library will preach whci*e he cannot. They will teach what 
he has not the time to teach. And while he is engageti in 
his study, they will be going about among his {KMiple, con« 
firming the instructions of his last discourse, or preparing 
for the impressions of his next. For the encouragement of 
this object, a list of books suited for parochial libraries baa 
been prepared, and will be printed with the journal. 

There is a custom common in some parts of our country, 
and I believe increasing, of celebrating with religums ser^ 
victSj the anniversary of the declaration oj the national tnde- 
pendence. I liighly approve of it Without any regard to 
the suspicion of desiring an establishment of religion, I 

difive thousand dollara,2i& a permanent fund; the interest of which, is to 
be appropnated to the suppoi^ of the Minister. As there is a contingency 
by which the trust thus constituted may pass to this Convention, I deem 
it proper that the documents crnnectcd with the transaction, should be 
printed with the journal; as well for the information of its future mem- 
bers, as for the encouragement of other congregations to go and do like- 
wise. And I take this occasion to say, that, though I do not consider it 
desirable that the members of any parish, should be freed from the ne- 
cesaty of contributing to the support of religious ministrations; yet I do 
regard partial endowments to that end, and for other parochial purposes, 
as eminently to be encouraged, and had in honour. In cases where, by 
existing foundations, the support of Christian worship is defrayed, there 
is an obvious duty incumbent on the persons thus favoured, to communi- 
cate of their folness for the assistance of their destitute neighbours. « We 
then ttiat are strong ought to bear the infirmities of the weak.'* 
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venture to say^ tliat there is, in our political and civil insti- 
tationSf too little reference to Him who is the only source 
and security of whatever is good in them. I enter into no 
discussion of the causes of this deficiency, or of the apolo- 
gies for it The fault exists, and is to be regretted. What 
is still more to the purpose, it is, so far as may be, to be 
obviated. << Righteousness exalteth a nation, but^sin is 
the reproach,'' and will be the destruction, <'of any peo- 
ple.'' Already it begins to bo felt that from the want of a 
pervading religious principle, the institutions which ha\'e 
cost so much and promised so well, fail of their expected 
result ; and wise and good men of all paHies and of every 
name, unite in the conviction, that, unless as a nation, we seek 
the blessing of the Holiest, the best holies of humanity must 
suffer disappointment, Tliere is but one escape from this 
result, — in national repentance, national humiliation, na- 
tional submission to Christ As individuals, we ourselves 
must do our part by turning truly to tlie Lord. A public 
Christian recognition of our dependence on Him as a nation^ 
and of our duty as a nation, towards Him, will have its 
weight with othera; and may prevail, if we pour out our 
hearts before Him, in winning, through the intercession of 
the divine Saviour, tliat blessings without which all we do is 
vain. There can be no day more appropriate for this pur- 
pose than that which is so extensively celebrated as ^^tlie 
birth day of our independence." Let us do what we can 
to rescue it from licentiousness and misrule^ Let us 
do what we can to inscribe on all its observances, and 
on all its issues, ^^ Holiness to the Lord." Such was ori- 
ginally the pious purpose of the framers of the Liturgy. 
In the "Proposed Book," so called, there is **aForniof 
Prayer and Thanksgiving to Almighty God, for the inesti- 
mable blessings of religious and civil liberty, to be used 
yearly on the fourth day of July." I know not why it was 
omitted in the final revision. It is a service well adapted 
for the occasion ; and, with suitable alterations, will be set 
forth for use in this diocese. One impi*ovement has sug- 
gested itself to me as worthy of being incorporated with 
the plan. The day on which we acknowledge the goodness 
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uf Grod ill establishing out* own rrcedom, is a day on whicji 
we should do what we can towards letting <<the oppressed 
go free." As a nation, we arc held by peculiar obligations 
to promote the civil and religious liberation or Africa. Tb« 
duty has been very generally recognized among American 
Christians, by the practice ot malting collections, after the 
religious services of the day, for the benefit of the American 
Colonization Society. Of that institution, I design to ex- 
press no opinion — none certainly of an unfavourable charac- 
ter. But the fact, that the Domestic and Foreign Mission- 
ary Society of our Church, has been for many yrars desii*ous 
of establishing a Mission there, with the recent resolution of 
the Board of Directors, instructing the Executive Committor 
to send two Missionaries to Africa with all convenient speed* 
has seemed to me, to call especially for our a|)pi*obation and 
patronage. I propose, therefore, that the services of the 
day be partly of a Missionary character \ and that a collec- 
tion be recommended in all the Churches of the Diocese, — ^tho 
proceeds of which, shall be transmitted to the Treasurer of 
the Society above named, in aid oi Missions to Jfrica. 

There is but one subject more, of a general character, to 
which I shall at present venture to invite your attention. 
And 1 do 80, because from its great importance, it deserves 
to be presented as early as may be to your notice, that you 
may be the sooner prepared to act in i*egard to it with effi- 
ciency. I recommend, brethren of the Clergy and of the 
Laity, for your most serious consideration, theestablishmentt 
under the auspices of the Church, of a School or Seminary, 
of a high order, at which there may be provision, wholly, or 
in part, gratuitous, for the preparatory education of young 
men designing to enter on a course of Theological study. 
The diocese of New Jei*sey |)rescnts peculiar facilities for 
institutions of learning. An Episcopal School that deserved 
patronage — and I should be sorry to see one that did not — 
would be liberally sustained by scholars from the vicinity, 
and from abroad. A portion of the profits should be set 
aside as a foundation for the purposes above named ; and 
individual bounty would, I am \ery confident, come liberally 
in aid of the enterprize. We should thus have Mie means of 
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" UPON THE FIRST DAY OF THE WEEK LET EVERY ONE OF YOU LAY »Y 
HIM IN STORE, AS COD HATH PROSPERED HIM." — 1 Cor, Xvl 2. 

PASTORAL LETTER 

To the Clergy of the Diocese of Mw-Jersey, on the 

" Offerings of the Church.'* 

Dear Brethren, 

Having been much inquired of as to the bett mode of carrying 
into effect the plan of systematic charity recommended by St Paul* 
(1 Cor. xvi 2,) and proposed for your connderation in my late Episco- 
pal address, and having reason to believe that its adoption in some pa- 
rishes has been delayed, from doubts entertained, as to the details neces- 
sary to be employed, I take occasion to delineate a plan which has thus 
fur been found successful ; and, where none that is better has been In- 
troduced, to request your immediate presentation of it to the people of 
yoar cures. In bringing the subject before the Convention, it was my 
puipose merely to call your attention to it by the statement of a general 
outUne. Its adoption in some form I took for granted, irom the great 
favour with which it was received and recommended, as well by your 
own suffrages, as by those of our brethren of the laity. Your several 
experience, I supposed, as presented in your parochial reports at thA 
next Convention, would enable us to select, from all the modes which 
should be tried, the best, for iuture operation. Such may still be the 
result Meanwhile, that nothing may be wanting on my part to the 
success of a measure which I have much at heart, and which has re* 
ceiired from aU quarters the most fovorable consideration, I cheerfolly 
submit the results of my own experience, during six months, in the pap 
rish Church of St Mary's, Burlington, of which I have at present the 
charge. 

As soon after the Convention as my episcopal duties allowed me, I 
brought the subject before the congregation, by reading to them so 
much of the Address and Journal of the Convention, as had relation to 
the subject, in connexion with a sermon enforcing the Christian duty off 
benevolence, eqiecially for the relief of spiritual destitution. Some two 
or three of the most resectable persons in the parish imme<^tely ol- 
lered thdr services to call on every member of the congregation. Thtj 
iHd so^ with books prepared for the purpose ; and took the names of 
meb as were wiUkg to contribute, with the weekly sum which eaA 
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I' *bDle tmounl among the wverBl memlierB, ralher than Hs contiibutiGti 
■ |n k grtwi sum, by the head. I am not aware that they nei-e rtfusfJ bj 
The largest ivcekly subsciiplioiis were tv-miy^vc emit, of nhicli 
there were but few. Several agiccd to give one efat per week, a sub- 
Knption as welcome as ibe largest. The average was about ^tr crrt* 
per week. It should here be obsciTcd, tlial befoie the plan could be 
fill)' carried into eflect, several weeks hitd elaplfd. The Eubscribm 
were requested, howeier, to dale the cmmencement cf their "offer- 
ings," from the Lord's day nfxiafierthe Convfnlioti.^iiMAVihoUycaT'i 
proceeds might be secured; and scarcely any refuicd. 

The names nnd sums being thus obtained, a larger book vas prepared, 
with twelve columns for the tirclve months, from Convention to Ccn- 
ventkn, in which tdl ibc subscribers were enrolled. Notice was tben 
(Wen, that on the last Sunday evening in every month, there wcuid be a 
•ervice, and a sermon, lecture or address, (generally of a AfUaonary cha- 
racier,) at which the "offerings'* for the four or five Lord's days in the 
month would be received. T^c contributors were requested to endcie 
their "offerings'' {jvrcnly or l-mmly-Jive cents, fnr instance, by each 
i»eeklf suliscriber aijive cents accardmg as there were foMr or Jht 
Sundays in the month,) in an envelope, sealed or tied, with the name 
distinctly marked. After the semwm the plate or box .s handed by the 
Wai-dens, — each subscriber deposits liis own ■■ottering," and three of 
his family or neighbcmrs who cannot attend, — and occasional worship- 
pers make their contributitn. The whole is taken home. The little 
packets are opened and (heir contents entered opposite the names 
which they respectively bear, and in the column of the months 
while for the occauonal contributions, a separate account is kept. The 
very few who have been prevented from coming on Sunday, send their 
"offeiings" during the following week, or are called on; and thuis 
complete account is kept for the whole year, with each contributor. 

It remains to npeak of the mull*. Without sped^^g now predie 
amount!, it may be confidently asserted from the experience thiu ob- 
tidncd in one parish, that if the plan should be adopted throughout the 
diocese, with nearly the like efficiency, its proceeds will furmsh the 
means of wpporting as many additional Missionaries as we now han 
parishes ; in other words, that each of our present parishes taken cue 
with another, can, out of the mere fragments of that with whkh " God 
hath prospered them," (and which, as one well remarked, "no man 
ntktn,") enable a new parish to make up the support of a Clergyman. 
It will eanly be seen that should this course of operation be universal 
and permanent, the increase of our Clergy, so far as it depends on thf 
means of supporting them, may be nearly in geometrical pri^rtttttai.^ 
And, let it be remembered, this is to cost the memliers of our comniuD- 
kn,^ve cenM rocA weet-, paid at periods wliieh scarcely sufTer it to be 
perceptible. 

But there U a result bi more valuable than this,— the introduction ia- 
|| the Church <£ tyttenuthe charitv uftoti firtnriftte, — the umplifying «f 
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the operadons of Chriscian benevolence, and rendering them more ^Urect« 
more satisfactory, and more efficient There is reason to fear that in the 
complex machinery, which is brought to bear upon this subject, the end it 
often lost sight of in the means. The result, we know, is for the mont 
part greatly dibproporticned to the cflbit. In this, as in other cases, it 
may be well to resoit to fii-st principles. Suppose the beautiful colle^ 
fully answered, which the Church has provided for Quinquagesima Sun* 
day, and that God h:id sent his Holy Ghost, and poured into our hearts 
the most excellent gift of charity, — on what better scale, more equitablcT 
towards men, more pleasing to Him, can it be exercised, than on that 
which his Apostle has dii*ected, each giving " as God hath prospered" 
him? At what more reasonable periods, considering the uncertainty of 
life, and the instability of fortune, can we account with ourselves, and with 
God, tor the worldly goods which he has lent us, than once in a week? 
On what day of the week so fitly, as on "the first day," and the bett, 
which crowns and blesses all the seven? What association so well and 
happily adjusted for uniting and encouraging the efforts of individuals 
and families, as the parochial, — the flock combining with, and guided, by 
its pastor? And what more appropriate completion of the whole, and 
binding of all in one, than the union of all the parishes in the diocese, to make 
for common wiuits a common trcasiir)', — the shepherds severally collect* 
ing the contributions of their flocks, under the direction of him who is chief 
among them, that he may be the more their ser\'ant, — the •* offerings of 
the Church," being thus made ready, that, as Paul directed, there be no 
time lost in ** gatherings" when he comes ? Here is no complicated or- 
ganization, to involve and to perplex ; but all is plain and simple. Here 
is no " getting up" of a new contrivance, to work with, just as long as it 
is new, and then give place to one more novel ; but the adoption of a 
system coeval with the Church. Here is no array of offices and titles, 
to enkindle vanity first, and then confusion and strifie ; for the Clergy 
alone, as Others in their families, are charged with its direction.— 
Here is no temptation to give except for giving's sake, and no discour- 
agement of the widow's mite, by its inndious contrast with the rich man's 
talent. And, not the least, all is done and kept, literally within the 
Churchy aa the Church; and they who know best where the means are, 
and what the wants are, are alone entrusted with their collection, and 
with their appropriation. And though for the present, to recommend 
and aid the work, specific sums must be proposed, and express subscrip- 
tions encouraged, who can tell — ^nay as Christians, may we not confi- 
dently trust ? — ^but that in tWs way, striving earnestly together, and look- 
ing up with fervent prayer to Him who alone giveth the increase. Chris- 
tian men may be brought to consider themselves, as they^are, God's 
stewards, and led to the literal adoption of the Apostle's precept, in 
giving ** as God bath prospered" them, — ^yea, deeming nothing of the 
Uiings wluch they povess their ovm, but holding all in trust, for God's 
glory and the good of man ? 

Upon you, dear breChren, under God, whatever shall be accomplished 
towards an end noi^vich to be deared, must chiefly depend. To yoar 
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actual labours indeed it will not greatly add. An addMboal aervicc^ 
though valuable in keeping up and increa»ng the intereit of the people^ 
is not essential ; since the "oflferings** may be collected at xnonung or 
evening prayer. And for the adjustment of the whole account, when 
once the plan is oi*ganized, an hour in each month will be sufficient But 
it will demand your constant attention. It will need your deep and heart- 
fdt interest. It will require you to be willing to take account, for the 
Lord's sake and his poor, of sixpences and cents. To such attention, to 
such interest, to such condescen^on, I need not, I am sure, exhort you. 
You know, as I do, the urgent wants which press upon us for spiritual 
relief. You have not forgotten, and will not foil to urge upon the people 
of your charge, those w(»rds of the Lord Jesus Christ, how he said, " It 
b more blessed to give than to receive." You have not fsuled to coo- 
aider the injustice, as well as the inexpe^ency of inviting and relying up- 
on the bounty of the rich, to tlie neglect of the smaller contributions of 
their less fovoured brethren in Christ And as you break seal after seal, 
as I have done, to take out of its little envelqse, and enter scrupulously 
in the book, the angle cent, which constitutes the "iiffenng" cf the poor 
widow, or, it may be, of the negro boy, you will remember her, who^ of 
old, cast in " two mites, which make a forthing," into the treasury of God, 
and His approving and ennobling sentence, who declared that ahe had 
cast in more than all the rich. 

Commending you, and all the people of our common care, to Him from 
whom alone *'all holy desires, all good counsels, and all just works do

" All that is needed is the love of Christ to move us to the effort, 
faith to attempt and to pursue it, and method, Chriatkin method, 
in its prosecution. Let the Churchmen of New Jersey adopt, in 
tamest, the direction of St. Paul to them of Galatia, and at Corinth, 
«nd the rvsult b sure. • Upon the first day of the we«k. Jet ever\' one of 
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foo lay by 1dm In store, as God hath proepered him, that there be no 
gatherings when I come.'* Let every one who desires the proqperii y c£ 
the Church determine, that hence forward he will follow the Apostle's 
rule; and the treasury of the Lord will, from that time, be like the 
widow's cruse. The weekly appropriation of Jive cent9, by every wop- 
shipper in oor communion— and if there be any that cannot give five, let 
him give one I — would fully meet our whole necessities. Think how 
small an acknowledgment it would be, brethren, to Him who gives us all ! 
Seriously reflect with yourselves, that the call is made in Hm name, who 
alone g^ves the blessing to your plans, and to your labours; that He 
knows— and will take strict account of— your ability; and that he alone 
is truly rich, however poor in this world's goods, who is « rich in faith,* 
*rich in good works,' 'rich towards God,' — and then begin at once the blessed 
appropriation. 'Bring ye all the tithes into the store house, that there 
may be meat in mine house, and prove me now herewith, saith the Lord 
of Hosts, if I will not open you the windows of Heaven, and pour you out 
a blesdng, that there ^lall not be room enough to receive it 
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On this portion of the Address, the foUo^'ing resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted by the Convention : 

•* 1, Resolved, That at the instance of the Bishop, it is affectionately 
recommended to every Episcopalian of this Diocese, to commence im- 
mediately, and henceforth to continue, a weekly appropriation and con- 
tribution for the promotion of Christian knowledge and piety, on the 
principle recommended by St Paul, in 1st Coritithians, xvL 2.-—' Ufion 
the Jim day of the week, let every one of you lay by him in store a* God 
has /iroafiered Aim;'— it being recommended that at least five cents each 
week be given; the proceeds of such appropriation to constitute an an- 
nual fund, to be kjiown as the ' Offerings of the Church.* 

" 2. Resolved, That at the instance of the Bishop, it be affectionately 
and earnestly recommended to the Clergy in each parish, and where 
there b no Clerg>'m an, to the Wardens, to promote and to take charge of 
this contribution. 

•«3. Resolved, That the appropriation constituting the fund to be 
known as the ' Offerings of the Church,' be paid at or before each annual 
Convention, to the Treasurer of the Diocese, and be held subject to 
the direction of the Bishop, and two Clergymen, and two Laymen, to be 
annually elected as Trustees of the 'Offerings of the Church;' who shall 
make report to each annual Convention of the purposes to which the 
fond has been appropriated. 

«4. Resolved, That the proviaons of the above resdutxxis are not 
designed to discourage contributions in other forms heretofore made, or 
herciifter to be made, for the promotion of amilar objects."

POSTSCRIPT. 



^Nothing could have been more gratifying to me, nor, I think, more 
au^icious to the best interests of the Church, than the zeal and unai- 
nimity with which the Report of the very respectable Committee ap- 
pointed on this portion ot the Address, was received, and the resokitions 
w carrying it into effect adopted, by the Convention. I take this coca- 
son agun to solicit most earnestly the attention of my brethren of the 
Clergy and Laity to this most important subject, A plan is now before 
them, which, in the judgment of all,* is peHectlyy<ra«6/r ; and which. If 
adopted, the amplest arithmetical calculation suffices to prove effecttuU. 
But there is no plan so good tliat it will work of itself. Upon the Clergy 
must devolve the duty of arrarig^g in each parish the detiuls of the op- 
eration; of urging to a zealous, liberal, and persevering engagement in it; 
and of collecting and transmitting its results. Upon the Laity devolves 
the duty, shall I call it ? — no^ the blessed firivUege ! — to give 'as God 
hath prospered them.' The question has been asked, 'how shall the 
money be collected ?' I answer, it matters not, so that it be done. Only 
let the will exist, and the work will soon be accomplished. I would sug- 
gest, however, to all, 'high and low, rich and poor, one with another,* a 
few plain, practical considerations. 

" 1. Let it be regarded as tlie privilege oi every one, • young men and 
maidens, old men and children,' to give something to the « Ofierings of 
the Church.' 

•• 2. Let every one make a conscience of giving, in the Apostle's phrase, 
*i» God hath prospered him ;' and let all strive very hard to give *at 
bast Jive cents a week,' 

" 3. Let what is given be given on the firincifile of sacrifice — ^they who 
have to earn it, working a little longer and a little harder ; they who 
have it earned to their hand, retrenching some superfluity ; little children 
taking so much from the money they have to spend. His was a noble 
resolution, who would not offer unto the Lord his God of that which cost 
him nothing, 

"4. Let all make it a rule to appropriate weekly, and 'on the first day 
of the week. ' It will be given more freely in the small fraction, than 
in the gross sum. The money contributed, or solemnly appropriated, 
will be out of the way of temjitation. There will be thus to every one 
a weekly reminiscence of his inestimable Christian privileges. There is a 
peculiar fitness in remembering on the day of our chief joy, those to
